Inlcrr’^ 37. AATiat has been the operation of the punishmen^of fransportalion, introduced 
by the ilriiish government ? 

A* 37. The puitishmeiu of Sransportation, introduced by the British govrTnmei^, falls 
chiwy on deceits; and yc^Plhc crime of dccoiiy has not decreased, in the division under our 
authority. 'I'o juclge therel’ore, Wits 0[)emlion by this result, it would follow, that tlie punish- 
iiicnt is of no effect, and llie terror of it, must daily diminish.

A. 38. AV'^e arc of ojunion, tbaffrom the discrctionnry mode in which the Mahomcdaii 
criminal law (with the alterations of that law, made by the Britisli government) is admini¬ 
stered, the administration of it, admits botli of too much lenity and too much severity,—at any 
rate, of too much uuecnainty. An oflbiw^e, which to one law oliiccr, may appear sufliciently 
punished by a month's imprisonment, shall from another law officer, incur a senfcnce of thix^e , 
or more years. Even in the heinous crime of gong robbery, our recoixls will show sometimes 
a sc^Rtence of 14 yem^ transporialion, and souietiiiies if sentence of two years continement* 
•The consi^qucnccs which we suppose to b<» produced by the operation of this spirit, in which 
the Criminal law is in our opinion administered, ai*c contempt of the law itself, and encou¬ 
ragement to ofFcrulcrs. Though every eriininul code must leave some discretion of punislir 
mentto the courts, particularly in the smaller offences, and breaches of the peace; yet in crimes 
of enormity, we think that the punishment ought to be specific, at loastt, hat some limit should 
befixeii to*discretion. The English Iw fixes it in all eases in smaller offences, by markit^ 
the barrier, which the court's severity shall not exceed ; in more serious crimes, by specifying 
the bounds of'*the court's lenity. 


Interi-y 39. In what period docs the judge, who makes the half-ycaily jail deliveri'Cs, usu- 
adlv complete the circuit ? 

*A, 39. II1C half-yearly jail deliveries of the owt-zillahs, usually occupy four months; but the 
completion of the circuit, after l!ic judges return to ill# BiKkler siation, depends upon neces¬ 
sity or oflierwise of his giving any of hiH time to the bt^iness*of the Court of Appeal.

Interr^ 4. I cannot say positively, that as many causes as are now depending,,,must 
ncccssaril5' l^e so always; because that, depends on a great variety of circumstances,^wjth 
some of ^Yhjch I have no concern. But as the business is now very nearly kept up, tliat 
is to say, as suits are decided, almost as fast as they can he prepnred for d«t*isi<>n ; I can %iy 
in g('neral, that 1 have 110 expectation their number will be reduced. I am now deciding 
suits which were instituted, in the months of August and September last. 

2. Many d(days occur in delivering aiisw,ers, replies, and rejoinders, owing to the expense 
of stamped paper. 

Interrr 5.,! am not prepared to suggest any rules (at least any, which I conjecture 
w^ould be approved) by which the decision of suits would be expedited, consistentfy w’ilii 
u due administration of the laws. • • • • 

2. From my answer to the last question, it wii^ probably be thought no sudi rules ure^ 

rc(iuiicd here. • 

3. T doubt whether the object w'ould be promoted, by leaving it optional v/ith the judge, 

to take down in writing or not, the depositions of wiUu'ssCvS in suits not appealable to a 
higher tribunal. I think it might be attended with inconvenience, and possibly of dis- 
s«atisfaction to the parties. ^ 

Intcrrr 6. I should not at all object to the plan of empowering the registers and n^ilive 
commissioners to decide causes for sums exceeding 200 K' and 50 R*; but not conceiving 
it necessary for expediting the administration of justice, or rather for clearing the file 
(jthe sole view here proposed by Government, £ bdLeve); 1 deem it superfluous to rt^onnnend 
it. I profess myself, on other grounds, a zealous advocate for enlarging the powers of Uve 
Munsiffs; and I may enibnice 4Somc opportunity of attempting to set forth the bcne(it8 to 
be derived, from such an arrangement. Here I will only observe, that tlic expense of 
prosecution in the Munsilf c6urts,tbears,no proportion to that of the dewanny aduwlut; 
and that it is my opinion, the nearer we approach^ to the rnfe of granting to ail, speedy 
justice, without any expense wnatei^r^ the nearer wc shall in our judicial system, approach 
perfection. , . * 


Interrr 7. Litigation may possibly have been checked by tlie fees and stamp duty; ^ut 
I confess 1 consider die charges too high. 

2. It will not, I imagine, be denied, that it is desirable the least tedious and least expensive 
mode of obtaiiiingaPedrcss, should be open, where an injury has reallv been suflerod. When 
a poor man lias been oppressed, he should be free<i from trouble ana cxjmmjsc, and assistcHi 
and encouraged as far as possible, in prosecuting his complaint. Me*'is nor, in such a 
situation, a fair object for taxation* It does not become the ruling power, to udd to his 
misfortune, by levying impositions updh him. 

3. h is clear, that a ryot, from ^whom an increase of rent has btxjn exacted, afld iti- 

ftituting a suit for die same, most foerthe charge of stamps and fees, to be a severe aggra¬ 
vation of his distress ; nor. can he cotitole himself under*tiie reflection^ that the itnposltious 
are ipjended to check litigioustiess; or dmt, tor certain rea^ns of iiiiancc, it is expddb^t

4. Ttie expense and delay to iMucli ryots arc sul|![|ect in prosecuting dreirvuits, aiA to 
, my hnowletlge, excessive. Foi^tbe truth of ibis, 1 j|n 9 u||J refer to "tite rcicords of any 

tteUter tnrBehj|al. The dutj of\ deciding revenue ca^s for a aiiia|l amount, tmderihe 
*o^^Arion of the present regulations, has fallen chiefly on the registers. The rights of 
the ryots, are seldom ^iscus|ed in the superiol courts^. 
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'cr/v'^fr welfare of tho*e from whom all icvonue and even subsistence, mupt be ulfimat^ly’ 

derived, >\ho are the poorest, the weakest, and the aipsl iiuiwrous, who consiitiitc the bullc^ 
imiy: aojrto. tttol'. of tilc people, is a matirr of importance, and not unworthy the notice of ji^ovorninertt.

* *7. Exaction of revenue^ is peculiarly diliicnit of proof. Ejthcr no’cngagem'^nts exist, arid 

Up accounts can be found, or fhey«wre extremely deibetive and perplexing. It ij not ilic ori¬ 
ginal foe on the institution of liielsiiit, but the subsequent charges on exiiibits and on wit- 
nesser, ili.ii appear to me intolerable. *I have* often .^'cn a suitor, wlicn stripped of his la'^t 
rupee, and called upon for the Ibe on a doquCjent, produce in court a silver rhig or otlier 
trinket, and beg that it might be received as a pledge; and after all, periiaps ho was cast for 
want of money, to bring p:oof, * • • 

8. I confess, I think such scenes in a court of justice, unpleas.int to those who are entrusted 
with the uduiinistration of the laws; and not very creditable to government. 

o,»Formerly in these provinces, and it is stiU the ease almost throughout tbc east, the 
cultivators wf the soil, wdien oppi'c$.sed l^eyoiid endurance, were accustomed to assemble irTsK 
crowd, with ploughs and other implements,and denjand justice w ith violent anri outrageous 
clnmour. l l.ey still somotiines resort to this practice; though, with us it can avail them nn- 

• thing. They are unable lo support tlicmsclvcs at the Suilder, during a procedure of two or 
4 hiee months. They cannot iwturn to their houses, withouj: sidanitting to their oppressor. 
Ibcy must have speedy justice or none. *J’he complaints of diese people, are seldom 01 nevtT 
litigtoiis. 4 have seen some false complaints, and some couspiKicies suppoited h}' false 
evidence; but suits slitiplv litigious, brought forward merely from the quarrelsome disposi¬ 
tion of the^rosecitfor, are not common; neither, if they were ooininon, would it in my opinion, 
bo mopor to lake any iueqpiire,*cxc(yt that of fining the individual suitor. 

10. The factappcarsti) me, Uiia: Wheji the business of the civil courts became too heavy 
for the judge, wliieh very soon happened, iiislcad ofappoiuting more judges, it was resolved 

prevent the aecuinulatioii of causes, it was ncccMsary to check the spirit of litigious- 
fressf whicli was .supposed to produce il. Accordingly, heavy taxes have been laid iipoif ]>ro- 
secutiun. Out of 100 suits, perhaps five at tlic utmost, may be fairly pronounced litigiou.s, 
and those five arc j)iobaWy instituted by men, well able to bear the expense. 

11. If what I have understood is true, that suits in the dewanny adawlut arc now pre¬ 
vented IVom acciiimilating as hercfoforc, it is not bccau.se the litigious only, are deterred I’roin 

. pro.secuting; since a man is disabled from sustajiiing expense, in proportion as he is poor, 
and not, us he is litigious. Nothing else can be "inferred from the fact, than that the charges 
of [iroseciiliou are so exactly calculated, and the fees and stamp duties so judiciously coii' 
trived, as to enable the courts to administer justice to all who can allbrd to for it. 

12. Half the complainants in the dewanny adawJut of this zilla, appear as paupers, 
allMbugh thc.se find rrtuch difficulty in complying with ttie regulation intended for the relief of 

/pauptrs'. No man can hcadmiiied to pro.sccutc as a pauper, under Regulation XLVJ, 1703, 
till* lie brings two witnesses to attest his poverty, and two securities for Ills personal appear¬ 
ance ; and no one, can weii do this, without ui least maintaining them anil himself, during 
their absence from home. But the. expense of such maintenance, must exceed that of the 
fees and .stamp paper, for a suit of the nature I allude to ; which aggregate sum, if the suitor 
has it ill his power to pay, lie is in strictness, no pauper. ^ 


Intorrr 8. The pleaders are very amply paid. The bc'.st arc always employed most, 
Thqy are not ill qualified, though few arc well acquainted with the Regulations. 

2. The establishment of the pleaders, has much facilitated the attainment of justice to 
iiidividual$« 

Intcrr^ 9. I think the establishment of licensed vacbecis, fias contributed greatly to ex¬ 
pedite llie decision of suits, by bringing more spci*dily |iad atcurately before tfic courts, tbc 
iiieriis of t!u* suits. • • ^ • 

Intend 10. The vaakcels in genera) discharge their disrty, with honour and fidelity.—I have 
seen instances of nc gligvnoe j but none of ireaclicry lo UiV*** clients. 


interrr 11. The i iihabiemits at large of Midimpore, are I imagine nearly as well acquaint¬ 
ed with the laws, us Uic inhabitants of other pans of the country, that is to say, their know¬ 
ledge is e.xtremely limitod, 

a. None but ific public oiVicers, the pleaders, and those who arc candidates for office, can 
be said to possess a general knowledge of the Regulations. The zomiiidar.s, tatookdar8,4md 
farmer5,aud the oferchautsf know such regulations us concern them respectively, Tiic one, 
the revtuuie laws relating to the collections, attachments, Sic* the other, the commerctul Re¬ 
gulations respecting duties, rate of interest, &,c. and ftmong men of business, this knowleflge 
of th(f Regulations immediatoly«relating to their particul|r occupations, is no doubt increasing. 


But i believe the Regulations ore very little studied, oul of cutcherry. I never met with,

Inten* 3 ^ 12.^1 arn not prepared to roBommenft^oU^aticns in forms, further than to offexv^ 
:iny opinion, piat as few as possible should be ridded, and that any opportimity sliypuld be 
token, of diminishing those which exist. Sortunatcly for the natives, they arc not titany; ^ 
|>crj^p8 not mere, than are essential to regularity and expedition. 

Interr^ .13. The judge sits in a chair, and the moolavj^, if he attends, which he seldoiij 
^oes, in anffther. All the rest, stand while in cutcherry; but there are rooms acijoiuffig, 
where l^ey sit 011 mats and carpets, according to their usage, converse with their clients, 
4u!id, I believe, smoke hookas. 1 hSve introduced no forms or ceremonies whatev^', in 
opening the court; nor did I ever hear of any such being used, cither during the present 
ig^ernment, or former governments. When the judge enters the court, ail present make 
9 ieir .obeisance. A criminal throws himself into a suppliaul posture, and frequently a 
suitor likewise.. These are the customs of the country, and happen of course ^ but no orders 
given regarding them, and 1 know not how they could be settled by regulation. There 
^ifeoessarily some little parade and constraint, where an European appears ; but except in 
that respect, which is inevitable, 1 am not aware that we ever depart irom the simplicity, 
ao'corispicuous, in the administration of justice all over tire East. 

2. 1 give myself no trouble respecting the aiyustment of ceremonials, except as to inqin-, 
taming silence, which is easily done, and keeping off the qirowd- Any measures to.pre- ’ 
serve decorum, appear to me superfluous, for a breach of decorum never occurs. 

Interr^ 14. Jn Midnapbre, 1 cannot discover any schools or seminaries where^hc Maho*^ 
medan or Hindoo laws are tafight. There are schools in almost every village for teaching 
Eeng^lly and accounts to children, in low circumstances. The teuchersf ttiough tolerably 
well qualified for wiiat they undertake, arc persons no way respeaiqble. Tiicir raVik in nfc 1 
4 ake to be gencraily very low, and their einolumeut&cxceedingly scanty; certainly, little supe¬ 
rior to those of our lowest domestics. The schools are only day-schools. The children sit 
in'the open air, or under a shed, and learn to read, write, and cast a<^eoUnts, paying ^ach 
perhaps one anna or two annas a month. I recollect it hapi>ened some time ago m \ffe 
ioujdurry adawlut, that a man,, charged with several thefts, when asked his occupation, 
‘Said, it w*as the teaching of children; and on sending for some of his scholars, I found 
was eminent, in his way. Nor did it seem to .excite much surprise, that a man in iiis 
situation, should turn om a thief. * r 

2. In opulent families, teachers arc rctapied as servants. The children of respectable 
natives do not go to school. 

3. Persian and Arabic are taught for the most part, by molavies. Most men of this de- 

* scription, haVc a few scholars in their houses, whom they support, as well as instruct. Thus 
Persian and Arabic students, thopgh .of respectable families, are consiilered as livins on 
charity ; and they arc total stranger^ to extmvagatice and dissipation. * There was formerly 
i\ Mussulman college, in Midnuppre, even yet the establishment exists ; but no law is taimht. • 
There are a number of private iudividiuiis wdio teach pupils in the manner i have unuve 
described. And the students at the sudder station, living in the families of the amlnh or 
of the pleaders, perhaps occasionally pick up u smattering of the Mahomedan law. 

TntcrrJ" 1.5. It is not easy to say wliethcrahe moral ^laracter of the natives has improved, 
oy means of tlie system established by us. In my opinion, the system has little direct in* 
iluence on the morals of the people. They are, probably, somewhat more iiecutious than 
formerly. Chicanery, subornation, and fiaud and perjury, are certainly more common. 

* These, constantly occur among the suitors and witnesses; and the pleaders, through whom, it 
might be thoughl, the judge possessed some little power of check and controul, never 1 
thiiik exert themselves to prevent them. Intrigue and corruption in the amluh, so as to 
.affect the actual administration of jiiitice, seldom happen. Oppression,* cruelty, vioicnap of 
all sorts, except that of decoits an^ choars, are ctowii much less frequent. Th<MIl-trcat« 
meant of w^oinen, of servants, and. slaves, has*ucariy ceased. The same may be saw, of the 
-eorporal severities forinerly exeteise^ in collecting fbe revenues. Thq poor look up to the 

. laws, and. not as heretofore, to a fiatren, for protection. In some respect, therefore, the 
present mode of administering jifsAcc, may be deemed conducive to good morals. 

2. Drunkenness, prostitution, indecorum, profligacy of manuers, must mcrc«ase under a 

* system whicli, although it professes to administer the Mahomedan law, does not punish those 
immoralities. None of tliese, however, prev«iil to an alarming degree, iu this diatrict. 

^ Midm^ore contains no large tpwnst 1 beg leave here to ofler os my opinion, that 
litu( morality is learnt, in any court of justice. In Calcutta I have reason to believe the 
morak of the people are worse, iu spite of the severity of thc^police atid of the English 

* ]aw|. Nor do I attribute this*solely to the size, poptmtion, and indiscriminate society of 
-the capital; but, in part, to the supremcTconrt. I scarcely ever knetv a native connected with 
the supreme court,.whose morals an(;liqaifnet’s were nK$ cont^inoted by that connexidu. in 

* mentioaing: this evil, which I by nbine^s attribute to individuals, 1 trust it will not be 

t |ned imean to speak generqlly with, disrespect of die institution of thcoouit itself. 

»llie bulk of tlie inhabitants of Mi^porp, appesP to^mc to have very well 
original mild simplicity and ipno^eni^c. Tciey^ retain the charactpistic fcatb^ of 
Hindoos. vThey are less quarrolsotno, and give less trouble tlmu the natives a( the nevgh* 
•booring^diatiicts. They are in the buffik of enga^gjln Idw-suits; *and it appears to 
dtot bit a small propoctin|tof<h^# opphnuniti^ of seeing the ptot^tices aifd learn* 

. mg the vices, of the cutchejciy. 

lOitoitf 16. To answer ilii# 


ttSdi^orrogmo^, ianot cai^., 1^ cannot readily ascerta^ 
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ijroperty^re. not in dl instiuiccs, elTt'ciually sacurcd, thu 
inhijistraie has always the wish, but vciy often nottlic power, to protect their lives and 
from choars and ,dccoit?. they must know. The ryots arc not, iii'niy opinion, 
wcjl prot(H*ted by tlie revenue laws; nor can they often obtciin eAcctual redress by prose¬ 
cuting, particulHriy for exaction aiK^disposscssion. The delay und expense atiett^in^ a iaw- 
snit are iiitokM'abie, in citscs where the suitor coniplaios, tvhich almost iiivuriubly happens, 
thmhohas been deprived of all his property. The caticcllifig of leases, after the sale ofrin (.’.■'liitc 
for arrears, must fVe<|uently operau* with cxtrcli.e harshness and cruelty to the undertenants. 

3 . One species of distrust in die supreme power, is pretty generally knowm. Thc'iaiir|f 
holders are,even yet apprehensive of the increase of their juonna; but this possibly less 
here, than in some other districts, on ticcount of the lands having been greatly over ftsscssed 
at the.settlement, and since sold for urrejirs, and the old proprietors, for the most paru 
ruined. Thc.JLakeraujdars are, i am told, but of this lam not sure, in constant dread 
impositions; and the.best inibrmed commercial people believe new taxes will be levied, 
• wlienevr*r they can be, with .effect. In short, a gena’al opinion, 1 presume, prevails, that 
^Dvernniciit, in attending to the welfare of all, is studious of its own iuicrest; and shows 
an anxiety about tlio general pi^sperity, chiefly with a view to increase the available pecu¬ 
niary lesourecs of rhe state. . _ 

3.- There exists, doubtless, an universal impression, that property is not liable to con- 
focation or gross violation by the supreme autliority. It wasjorraerly customarv to bury 
* in the gronad, treasure and valuable goods; and to conceal the acquisition of weaflh. This 
is stil done, but generally from the dread of deceits; never from any apprehension thgt the 
officers of governuieut wiHiay violent hands on private property. 1 am informed there are 



certainly, not from any well-grounded distrust in the faith of government. From this remark 
should bcexcludi;^ merchants, and all such as have correspondence of commercial transactions 
wjfli Calcutta. Such persons frequently possess Company's paper, to a considerable amount. 

4. It will probably be' found oh enquiry, that the natives do not ascribe the present 
wretched stare of the old zemindars, lo the unexpected difficulty of collecting their revenue 
under our Regulations, or to other causes of a smiilar kind, which arc unquestionably the 
true oncA. They imagine it, to be the result of a settled premeditated plan of policy in the 
government, to level and degrade its most powerful subjects. 

5. On the whole, 1 do think the inhabitants of the district subject to my jurisdiction, 
musl^coJisitlcr their property, as it manifestly is, cntircly^afe from violation by "the officers of 
government, or by the supreme executive jiuthority. 

6. ■^fhere is certainly now little or no dread of mbitrary fines and imprisonment to extort 
money, nor of cruelties exercised in the collection of the revenue: allot’ which abuses were 
as notorious in the old native governments, as they arc still among the Marhattus, in tiie 
neighhonriiood of ihis district. 

7. >Vuh respect to rights, iu the pommon acceptation .of the word, I do not conceive 
that ^lie natives ever possessed any. They know, because they feel, when they sufler op^ 
pi'Cosion iu their persons or property: but they must likewise perceive, if there arc among 
them, any who possess a share of discernment, .that their safety from lawless encroachmenis, 
is the result of the humane policy, the mercy and forbearance of their culightened rulers, 
wljo agree to govern according to laws which shall bind even themselves, and not from any 
power rcsidtng in the people, which could enable them to resist such encroachments. Al¬ 
though, therefore, they are, with respect to their persons and* property, entirely secure from 
violaunti^y government and its officers, and thougl^ tliey^ may actually enjoy as much

IntciT^ X7.—I have no doubt Midnapore is rapidly improving in population and cultiva¬ 
tion.

I 
(Ibt able to discover Ifiat he Mldnapore any e.vtensive commerciai concern requL“ ‘ 
substaiUiii buildmgs or machinery was ever carried on, unless European 
trivilbcesfor*abridging labbur arc Iw^re unknown.* Tcfo nStperceiw «the letist spifiti 
enterprise acnong*eithcr merchants or farmers* « ^ . 

. 3. fn^Midnaporc. there we ^o\ligious buildings of any consequence. eThe natives arl 
someWnies, from motives of vanity or of piety, Induced tddig»a tank; and this,thou«»b tl 
le^t ornamental, 1 conceive to be the most useful, of atl pubitu works; but the inci^smj 
poverty of the biglver other causes, have; contributed to make the digging^and

4. The priv%le lumses of ^emiiidara and other iiftn of note, consist either of forts in 
ruilis, or of wretched huts, generally wqcse tbun*thc stable of an Einopean gentleinifti.—it 
'docs not appeai>) however, that they ^eremuch betteroffibr habitations, when more wealthy. 

-—No vestiges of genius are visible in the ruins cd‘ the bnildings^and forts of Midiiapore,** 

•—nothing, ^ which wc could be led to sup)H>se that the arts ever tlourished.-^li ma3(;# 
seem surprising that the opulent and respectable natives iure so seldom tempted to imitdle, 
as far as their domestic habits perinit,^he decent and*commodious, but not s{)Iendid cdiiices, 
which wc are accustomed to hmld forour own residences, and that they have acquired no Ijiste 
whatever‘for gaixlening* 1 f the weetioa.of building is to be reckoned n sign of pros- 
,^cfity, itjis my opinioti, that the disU'ict does not at aii impAive, in this instance.-^But it is 
to ^hecliinnte and manners of the people, nUher than to any impression of the insecurity of 
property, that I attribute their perseverance in constructing for their own aceominodation 
ndthing but the slightest and most miserable huts. . 

• 5. ITte bulk of the people of Midnapme, like tliose of other parts of the country, and I 
presume of other countries, acquire by their labour what is barely necessary to tllcir ex- 

. istence, and little more. They worlc^—not r.dth a view to improve their situations, but 
merely to enable tlieinsclvcs tind families to subsist. They scarcely ever think of saving • 
money, or of procuring themselvi?8 better food, clothing, or* habitations, than they have 
been accustomed to; yet labour h I think not ill rewarded. A ryot can with case cultivate 
16 beghas of rice; and supposing half the produce to go for rent, the remainder will afford 
food, for tour or five persons, f^nd tliis is only one crop, the labour required to produce which, 
cannot occupy half the year. « ^ • 

6. 'rtie coolies, or common labourers, frequently earn a rupee, cj two rupees, wliich enable 

them to be idle for several days. It is usual for those who eyaploy^hemf to keep them in 
arrear**, because when they receive money, they ai^ idle till it is spent; yet all but thpse 
who drink spirits arc strangers to luxury and excess of every kind, unless it may be thought 
propftr to c.vcept tobacco as a luxury. •• • 

7. The situation of the lower orders, is on the whole, somewhat improved by our system of 

administration; but their nature is not changed. They arc always m debt,^and borrow at 
enormous interest: They are not stimulated to any efforts of industry by the security they 
enjoy, but solely by the calls of hunger. • 

8. The country is improved by increased population and cultivation. There arc in 

number, more ryots, but they are just whbt their fathers were ; and hardly an instance 
can be found of a poor labourer becoming rich, by dint of industry and parsimony. To 
their few wAnts, the uniformity and G.xtreinc simplicity of their habits, their unsocial cdu- 
catiou, and llie lieat of the climate,—to these causes, and not to our laws, are in uiy opinion to 
be ascribed, the peouliafities of the people. • • 

9. Cultivation is increased by increasing population; for the ryots must work to live. 

Tt is very little extended by plans for the improvement of agriculture, or by revenue regula¬ 
tions. Vv^astc and jungle land, if low and fit for rice, may be brought into tillage in one 
season, and the poorest ryot can undertake it: but a man of substance seldom employs stock 
in farming, under the expectancy of a distant return. 

• 10. The class of mere labourers who work for hi»e, is not numerous. Every ryot is a 
farmer, who tills the land for which he pays rent. Talookdars hold in their ovVn hands little 
or no jxu't of tlieirown estates to cultivate, by means of servants. The poorest ryois arc 

, tenants, and by the custom of the country, they arc considered as a sort of proprietors, en¬ 
titled to a pca potual lease. They arc attached in the strongest manner to the soil, never 
migrate but from necessity ; and 1 think they ought to be recognized, as enjoying a right 
(they and their posterity) to tli^ir tenures. . * • * 

11. Til us, the lowest clasps of the fffeople, however wretched in appearance, and depressed 
in spirit, possess a sort of in 4 open«cncc, though perhaps not a beneficial or simfactory 
independence. On the failure of a crop of lice, very few are able to get employ mat; for 
there is no work to be done, 'l^ey Jeave their hoi!s«, and being destitute of the means of 
procuring a livelihood by industry^ are driven to subsist by l>egging, or by robbing. 

1-2. 'I he poor, the sick, and tUe aged, besides great multitude's of idle religious 
Bramins, I'akeers, and Pilgrims, always depend on private charity alone. In t 
]»leiity, the resource of bogging is perhaps sufficient; for all the natives are impelled, by 
nature, habit, and religion, \o assist each other with food when in distress. But in a famine, 
tb^ poor soon perish. ^ 

13. A famine in tliis country is, of all calamities to which the earth is liable, the most 
dreadful. It ought to be considered, as perpetually impending. • For thaf it has iiqtoccurrcd 
during several years, is not to be ascrib^ed to any measures of ours. The country is perhaps, 
at pr^ent, as populous as it was, previous to the great famine in tlie year 1770; ana if an¬ 
other scarcity, equal’to that, should mke place now, I do tiot%uppose it would fall less heavy. 

• Individuals in the Mofussil, ore less ^le to assist each other, than they were formerly. Fewer 

S Tvate stores of grain are preserved; and I h^vc been mftrmed, perhaps without foiindation, 
af govemment^havc come to doubt the utility of the elbablfshmcnt ot the public gratiaries. 

14. The people arc, or at llitist would be, in the event of a famine, lessMemesticatcd^^ff'd 
less depchdent on each other.^ Tt is to be recollected, that during a great I’amlne, d<if»vn- 
deuce, slavery, and captivity, are tbr the poor (that i^Jor^ in* 100) highly enviable, and 
« ffeoordingly sought after widi csigerness. Many hospitable tamilies, w.liere thousands might 
Jnd would have been collected together and tid, at^aow entirely rulhed. I trust Isuall

•^6, The condition of the jiyots if on the whole, J think, better; because their lives and 
]ii^$ arc safe from the zemindars and; collectors of revenue. On the othej^ hand, the 
dreVl^of dccoits, the csprtibj of prfSfcntion, and the spirit of prosecuting, the slowness of 
our^ Ic/al proceedings, uud the douhifulnesf of the event of kw-suils, on account of peijurj 
and other causes: all these, are evils of the present day. 

17. It is true, that c\ciy man who is injured, may prosecute; that he is considered as 
possessing aright to rulres;,; and that jobticc is intcmlecl to be impartially administered< • 
wheteas in other slates of iljndostun, for instance the neighbouring Moliraita country, there 
is uo pretence of tliis. But.perlinps in a few of the Mahratta estates, which are best taken 
care of* where no ])oor man conceives that he possesses any rights whatever, and where ali 
arc aware thaL w‘itlu)ut the help of a patron, they have no power to obtain redress for inju- • 
ry, pci haps f sa^, in these estates, less injustice is on the whole coniniittcd, and less misery 

• felt, than in estates of the same sue, under our government. In the Mahiatta estate, there may 
lyob-ibly oeeur one or Iwq glaring instances of oppression, outrage, and cruelty, which arc 
silently put up with, because there no inferior attempts tc^ contend with his superior. In 
the Midnaporc estate, a niiiuber of poor men may be seeii%o set up for themsolvcb, and 
aic ruined ipcirectual contests, often about trifles, with rich and powerful individuals. 

18. I know not wlnihcr it will be thpvgbt, that some of these sremarks indicate an attempt 

• to under\alu4i the advantages of an equal aud regularjidministration of justice. This is far 
fiom >ny iutention. liut it niay be permitted me to consider, whether that justice is iii^ lea- 
lity, equal and regular 5 wlmuicr the poor can obtain it, as well as the rich; whether the state 
of thje country, or the nature of'things, will admit it. I am ready to confess my o[)inioQ, 
that maiiy arc apt to make up their.nunds on Cliese points, from hasty and supeiflcial views. 

. It bai^fdwa)s appt'ared to me a very great inconvenience and misfortune, iu toe constitii^ion 
of the goveitinie.it of this countjy, that the rulers have it not in their power to attain a 
4^ufiicient iiitiiuae^ with th(^ lower dosses of their subjects, to csnuble them to judge with 
ac(tu*acy, of their condition. 

10. Whvu ibe cultivator of the oarlh lives under a dread of becoming the prey of extor- 
tioiier<4, be eaniiot be coiibidcred sccuie of enjoying the fruit of his labour. NoUiing can be 
more desirable than to attain a precise view of the situation of the natives, us coniiocied 
with the collection of the revenue. On this topic, I could wish to enter at some length, 
but 1 am aware of the (iilbeuUy atKn<ling, the investigation, and particularly of my incx- 
pi rience in the di.l«iil of the collector’s department. 1 therefore, in tlie outset, beg leave 
to di’^laiin any intention to pronounce positively, on cevenue matters. The sentiments 
cxprc^bbcil in the following paragraph, will |je the result of such views as occur to me, on a 
geneial and qiusory collection of the subject. 

CO. In passing the 7th iiegulation, 1799, it was I believethe design of government (a veiy 
• reasonable and libciul ilcbign, in my opinion) to enable the zemindars to collect their just de¬ 
mands of rent, wiih piinctujlit}, and without expcnse;and I think it would have been just and 
considerate, at the same lime, to have fweihtdted to the ryots, the means of obtaining redress^ 
against exUnliolicrs. 

21. But the fact is, the ruin of one zemindar, being more conspicuous at the sudder, than 

that of 10,000 ryots, his interots naturally attract die attention ot thelegislatuic flrst; and us, 
m the proposal of any plan connected with iinance, it is required to set out with the maxim, 
that the sudder jumuia can on no pretence be lowered, there roniains no other resotnee for 
helping the tcinindars, dian the n sloration of part of the p^wer they posscsserl of old, to 
plunder dieir u luuits. • 

22. Elation of revenue, is now, I presume, and perhaps always was, the most prevailing 
crime thipughuiit the country. It is probably itn evil iieccssariiy attending the civil state of 
the ryots. I think U rjither unfortunate than otherwise, ^hat*it should be lc-*s shocking^to 
hurannity than some foiijtinny crimes- 1 know not how it is that extortioneis appear to us 
In any other liucht, than tluit ot the worst and mo»t pcrniciohs species of robbers. 

2$, It will be found, 1 believe, that the condition of husbandmen in eastern countries, is 
ine^mpatibic Vi ith hccurily, and that sort of independence which enables men to maintain 
themselves against oppiessiou and violence. The public revenues, which are in reality the 
rent of land, aie throudiout the East, collected by a system of extortion,•violence, and bar'll 
barity of ev try kind. • 

2.1. In tho'.e provinces, w6j of course cndeavovrctl to put an end to this system, and with 
the greatest suc cess; but before wc had completely gained the object, wc euneduded the s^U 
tlcment, since made perpetual, forming it on an estimate of the resources of the kndg. 
The.r<wources were probably by»the zemindars, wbcftthcy acceded to tlie settlement, coa« 
aldeied as permanent, and not habb* to be affected inatcfialiy, by further limitations of the • 
njuthority tUy possoss^vt over their (bnunts. ^ • 

a5> But owing to the imturakS^ration of tne Regulations, they soon found tbemsrivei' 
inikiye to rob and jBunder, as before. In consequetioe, most if tlicin fell Utavily in an-eiVrs 
and iist the whole or great part of their estates, and maify^more were hastening to rnin^ 
when Koaulation ytU of 1799,. \[sa etiacted for their relict. It was indeed cj^pedieht to do ‘ 
somcihiiig extraordinary tor the zi^inmdars, since it became vsfry probable, at iigast go # 
thoug^bt. that in proporiicen as equal jjus|ice was admimstered, many of them were deprived 
of means to collect from the ryots, suflicieut to pay their s^^dder jummu. ,

27. It is chiffly to be ascribed to the Regulation in question, *I conceive, that the pubiip 
balances are -mocfei-ate, and that lands at the coUectori salc^etch a tolerable price. Yet, ns 
if the mode in which the rents arc levied^ and the conj^ifioii of thef ryots, were matters not ne¬ 
cessary to be noticed, it is frequently pronounced .at once as a |>o§ition, admitting of*no 
doubt, that* these favourable sales afford a substantial proof of the lightness of the assess- 
nibirt, and.of the flourishing state of the country. 

28. Under the Mahomedan government, the revenues may surely be said to have been 
collected from the zemindars, iJy-a system of boundless violence and rapine. Defaulters were 
liable to a cruel imprisonment, to be disgrai;ed, scourged, and tortured. But the zemindars 
rtcercised the same severities over their tenants, or they could never Iiave collected their 
rents. We Iiave realized the revenues, by selling the patrimony of defaulters. The zemin¬ 
dars realize their rents, not by corporal severities, but by vexatious .attachments and ruinous 

.lales. 1 suspect that, till the zemindars are deprived of the power of distraining for ar¬ 
rears, the ryors' must be liable to ex^iction. I am not, I confess, clear that it would be pos¬ 
sible fbr zemindars to collect their jMst rents, without some power of the kind; for ihcir rents 
arc now enormously high.* I'hey cannot afford to spare their ryots; for governmAit never 
tpai'es thorn. It is generally kaown, that even the powers the zemindars possessed under 
Hegularion 7ih of 1703, were either insufbeient or ill understood; and, in. fuqf, they* seldom 
exerted ftiose powers, till they were confir;ned and extended by llcgq|^tion 7th, 1709. • 

29. 1 think it would be worth while to make the experiment ,of prohibiting distraint, un¬ 
less preceded by a legal judgment. A summary enqmry might, by means of inofussil cauzu;s 
and intinsifs, be made of every demand; then, the zemindars would be necessitated to ad¬ 
duce some evidence of their claim, before they proceeded to enforce it, and would cease ta 
be judges in their own cause. 


30. The ix>!lectoT of this district, has entered into minute and laborious incuiiries on Uiis 
interesting subject, which falls more immediately within his province, niul will speedily* 
submit the 1*651111 to government. 1 content myself with observing, that to the best of my 
knowledge, the laws regarding attachments are greatly abused, and orc^ productive of 
extreme oppression. 

31. [ have ascertained the immense population of the district, by an actual enumcratioH 
^of a great pari*of it. It amounts to at least one inillioii and a luilr. I have been enabled 
to compare it, with one taken about 13 or 14 yearn ago, in a few pergunuahs. Two years 
after that enumeration, a famine ^trcyed many thousands in ibis zilla; «and if 1 have n<»t 
found the present number, when compared to the oij^ one, to be very great, there can be no 
doubt whatever, that the cause is the famine alone. Increasing cultivation necessarily foi- 
lows population, and is every where visible. To those who are tolerably acquainted with 
the internal state of the country, it is known that the population, uniess checked by some 
great calamiry, constantly increases very fast. It will be found that it is not the want of 
coj^rts of justice, nor of a regular system of police, that 4>rc vents the prosperity of the pro- , 
vinccs subject to the Mahrattas. Where no battles arc fought, where the ryois’remain uu- 
molested by military exactions, where the zemindar or his agent are seldom changed^ the 
lands of the Mahrattas in the neighbourhood of this district, are in a high state of cultivation, 
ind the population is equal, frequently superior to ours. I say frequently superior to ours; 
not that the natural increase of population is by us, in the least obstructed* but because, in ^ 
a well superintended Mahratta estate, there art*, in udflition to the natural increase, \:otibtunt * 
accessions to the numbers, by emigrants from the neighbouring country. 

3a. It is the interest of the pra|>rietqr of an estate, to take as uiiich care of his ryrwas o 
farmer does of his cattle; and that care, is sufficient to promote their in<:rease.-~Tbe ryots 
of the Company’s provinces injoy that degree of secuiity which is esseiiiisd to their increase. 
This is not the case, with the far greater*part of* the Mahratta country; vast tracts of the 
Mahratta countiy are desolated, partial famines are frequent, and as popidulion does not 
increase in those* provinces, I conq|)||l^e,diattbe misery is extreme. Population can here, 

^ very materially anected only, by war and famine. ^ 

3^. Faqiine proceeds from drought or inundation, and sometimes from war. From the 
ci;i*cum8taDce of increasing population alone, wc cannot, as maj^y pretend, draw an inference 
of yefy high prosperity and good government. England i^dtiftaiiily a Couutry enjoying a 
good goveiuinent, and great internal prosperity; but the pajpiulHtiojn of the iultivatcd purls 
of Bqpgal surpasses that of England, and this population increiaes in Bengal, in a far grcatci* 
proportion than in England, though I imagine the goverament of Bengal will be admitted 
to be inierior to that of England. Thej itpation of almost all orders of people here, is highly 
^fasrourabk to the propagation of the species. f . . - 

34.« Every body marries; an unmarried man of 25, or an opmarried girl of 15^ ora hardly 
to be feand. As soon as girls become niarriageaole, generjuliy Wore, husbaods are without 
difficulty provided tor them; masriage is ts thing whieli happens, of course—S neecstiary part 
of life. * • • . ^ ^

•food^The smali^pox sometimes carries off iniiltitijdes of children.—Inoculation, though 
dtbas been known for ages, is by no mcims uinversaliy practised; sickness, boweycr, i« veiy 
-uncommon among children, As soon as a child is weaned, it lives on rice; like .its puienU, 
goes naked for two or three years; and requires no care whiiieves-,—'In years of plenty, powerty 
scarcely ever prevents a mon, from rearing a family of children. 

36. The political security afforded to this disfrict, from the ravages of the Mabrattas, is 
vthe greatest blessing the' natives could enjoy; but to imagine that the papuktiou baa» in¬ 
creased, solely in cdhsequeiice of our lawstem pf internal iidministration, appears to me 1110*1 
erroneous. Uiidcr the native .government, the population, had reached sts utmost height,^ 
or vety near it. Thirty j^eurs'ngo, nemly half tJie ;>eoplc were swept away, by the greatest * 
.Ihniiiic recorded in history. -Ever sklcb that period, except in 1700, whca a partial faiuind. 
hapfiencd, the nitinbers have been gradually increasing^ I do not know that the ^inorease 
;Jias b^n more rapid, during the last ten years, than daring the ao preceding; although 
most of*the abuses of the native governments, and many new •abuses of our govorninent, 
prevailed, throughout the greata: part of the Iasi-mentioned period. Supposing the 
•country* to enjoy peace, 1 cannot etitily conceive internal mismanagement so excessive, as 
ti stop the increase of uy^pulatiou. * 


, Interrr 18. I liwve had no opportunfly of bearing discontents and murmura, if any exist, 
it is evident, the natives in general, hove reason to be satisfied j because, compared with 
•'fBeold native governments, the English goveroment is a good one, inasmuch as itwocure.'* 
the country from invasion, and on the whole, very well preserves the lower orders; tii.it is 
to say, tho mj^in body of the coinmnnity, from the tyrartiiy of the higher orders. 

• 5."it is scarcely possible that much real attachment and loyalty to the ruling power, 

cAn Bul>^ist among the .higher elasses. I do not however imagine tliat in Midnupore there 
is much disaffeciioii. 'there are scarcely any Moguls in the district. The total waul of 
energy and spirit, the poverty and ignorance 'of the people, compose, ui my opinion, the 
strength of our government. , 

3. The natives haVe, 1 think, great .personal confidence in the Company's san'antsThey 
know it can only be, under the suuctiou of a law, that new impositions or oppression of 
any kmd, can take place. Hespectiug the nature ct the gover4]Fmeiit, and of our external 
interests, they are all totally in, the dark. In Calcutta, a degree of curiosity may sometimes 
be observed among a few natives, and a desiie to converse on-state affairs; but on such 
occasions, the best informed natives always betray an extreme-ignorance : the most learned 
and intelligent have 110 knowledge of the law of -nations :—\ not believe they suppose 
the political measures of the supreme power to be founded in equity and moderation. 


InterrJ^ iq. The present system of police cannot be said to be well calculated to enaure 
the apprehension of offenders, since of 100 deceits, hardly ten are taken, and perhaps 
nottwo convicted. 

ft. Two years ago a considerable part of this di^rict, alinoitV the whole of rhe jungle 
IMchals, was ovcrriiu bjjf chorus, who plufidered and burnt several •entire pergunduhs, and 
9 committed murders ilaily'.~-These choars, must have amounted in number to some thou¬ 
sands; arid Ido not recollect that half a dozen of them, wiirc brought to justice.—The 
pieaaji taken Jo restore tranquillity were very sim^e, and 1 am confident the only ones

6, i presume to say, that those who are not oware of the enormous evil of dccoitv

ditate on the subject. It is literiiliy true, that the Jiv^s and. property of the ryots arc inse¬ 
cure, and, according to the common expression among the natives, that thi v do not steep in 
^tranquillity. ► * 

7. Ill Midnapore thcfoujdarry business is, comparatively $peaf;ing, npt very*licavy. The 
COTvictS arc very few, and the calendar seldom: X Wievc contains so many trials, or crimes 
of such enormity, as those of the other dikricts in this division. Yet are these remarks rc-, 
garding decoits, in my opinion, applicable to Midnapore; though less so, tlwu to other parts 
ot the country of which 1 have<huppened to acquire some iufonuatioii. 

Intcrr^ 20.—From my answer to the last Interrogatory, it may be inferred ihht I am of 
opinion, the police estuhlishments are inefficient. But 1 do not mean to say tiicy are in¬ 
ferior in Midnapore to those of other districts. When I say police t^iroughtan B(mgal 



iuent, which is unlike all other ^veruments. 

Iittorrr 21.—Since the year 1793, crimes of all kinds are increased; and I think most 
crimes are still increasing. Tlie present increase of erimes may perhaps-be doubtful; hut no 
one 1 think can deny, that immediately after 1793, during five or six yrfhrs, it was most 
manifest and rapid, and that no considerable diminution has taken place. 

2. Great population and poverty produce misery and crifiies, particularly in a country where 
clKire is no public, and consequently no certain and regular provision tor the poor; where 
there are, I may almost say, more poor than in any country ; and where the abiliiy and the 
disposition of private individuals to support them, arc continiinlly diminishing. Moreuvci*, 
the detectiofi and conviction of oflenders, grow evpry day more difficult. 

3. I ought.to^note here, that my experience does not reach, beyond the period alluded to 
in I he question put to me. But as ftr as 1 have learnt of the state oPthe country previous 
to 1793* I conceive fewer crimcj were committed ;iitld it is certain that the fpojdarry busiyess 
in general was much lighter than ut present. 

4. The large gangs of dccotts were formerly perhaps more comraoil, o^d the sirdars more 
daring than now ; but they did not rob so often. There are still large gangs of robbers who 
do not, except in the ningles, maintain themselves in a body: they disperse, mix in socie^v, 

, jmd appear at large. The di>ix)gah*8 system has, I thihk, contributed to break these nume¬ 
rous bodies, to prevent the formation of more, and to apprehend the sirdars, who were fie- 
quenlly supported by the connivance of zemindars or other persons who possessed authp- 
rity. The tlaiwalis are seldom or never in the pay of decoils, though they lake auzzers and 
petty bribes, and liarrass the poor in a variety of modes, 

5. Decoits do not now often assemble in large bodies, and set the magistrate defianoa. 
They lie concealed, come abou^thc court, intrigue with the lower officers, or wj^th the jidlor, 
ascertain the probability of dctcctidh, conviction and punjshfn'^^nt, wliat sort off^idence 
may be requisite to disprove fficts, oad so on. lu short, tlie country is infested with robbers 
and villains, who know how to elude the law.* 

6. That crimes have Dotincrdhsed^stUl more, is owfng to the providential occurrence of .a 
number of years of plenty. In aiw caSaniity of season, I hove no dpubt crimes would in¬ 
crease, to a most alarming degree. The ryots, are now, though more independent, much wogc 
protected from distress, than heretofore. They once Io<Aed up to their Uilookdars, wno 
cohld.assist them, an.d who did to the utmost of their power; for it was their interest. The

13P. Another iinpedhnent, though of a \ery di6ereii#nature from those 1 have meutioued, 
and much more didicult to remove, is to mV, too palpable to be overlooked,—1 mean that 
arising from Europeans, in our aituation, being necessarily ili-qualified, in many pointv to^ 
perform the duties required of us, as judges and magistrates. Nothing is more coiniudli,' 
even after a minute and laborious examination of evidence on both sides, for the judge to 
be left in utter doubt, respecting the points at issue. 

14. This j^roceeds chiefly, from oiir very imperfect connexion with the natives, imd oflr 
scanty knowledge, after all our study, of uieir manners, customs, and langnagos. Within* 
these few y?ars, too, the natives have attained a sort of legal knowledge, as it is called, that 

• is to say, n skill in the arts of collusion, intrigue, perjury, tmd subornation, whicli enables 
them to pr.ipltix and baffle us, with tnlinite facility. 

15. Some apology may be necessary for general remarks of this nature, yet I cannot for¬ 
bear ofleritig one more ohsirvatton, which has often struck me forcibly. 

16. It ajjpears tq inc, that we are extremely apt, owing perha|fs to our being aware of 
the prcvjtlcme of deceit and perjury, to form unfavourable opinions of the veracity of the 
najjv<*s, while lAing their evidence. We perliaps judge too much, by rule—wc ipjagim* 
things to b*; incredible,* Because they hitve not before fallen, within our c.\pcriencc. VVe 
copstantiy mistake exireino simplicity, Ibr cunning; and we arc, to the last degree, suspi¬ 
cious of onr omhih. Wo make not snSicient allowance Ibr the loose, vague, and inaccu¬ 
rate mode in which the natives tell a story, for their not comprehending, us, and our noi 
coinprelieiuling, them. W'o hurry, terrify, and confound them, wtih our cugerneA and 
impatience. ^ 

• 17. The judge of circuit, and even his omkh, arc strangers, and quite unacquainted witli 
the characters of the persons examined, and the credit duo to them ; and always, on ihai 
account, less competent to discover truth among volumes of contradictory evidcuce. 

18. A rich man raw seldom be convicted of a,crime, at a gaol delivery. ^ If committed on 
the strongest positive testimony before the magistrate, he, without difficulty, brings 20 
witnesses on his trial, to swear an alibi, or any thing else that may suit his case: <jr he 
can bribe llie prosecutor, or his material witnesses. He has, besides, a vcry*good chance . 
uiiescapitig, by thq mere contradictions of the witnesses against him, particularly if what 
they have to depose to, is long or intricate, or happened at a distant period, or was seen 
:u>d heard by many witnesses of diiferenf descriptions and characters; or if many facts, names, 
and dntes,are to be rerollertcd. No falsehood is too extravagant or audacious to be ad¬ 
vanced before the court of circuit.—No case, at least, no rich man’s case, is too desperate, 
for a defence, supported by counter evidence; and if once doubts are raised, no matter of 
what kind, the object of the accused is gained, and he U secure. 

10. Perjury is extremely common ; and though it occurs much more frequently on the 
part of the accused, than of the prosecutor j yet 1 have kuuwn several instances of conspira- 
cipanil false complaints supported by perjury. The judge who has once liad experience 
of a case of this kind, is soon plunged into doubt and pcrpie.vity, continually awake to the, 
possibility of ihe witnesses against the accused, being forsworn; and as he of course leans 
•to the faitourabie side, the eoni^quence must be, that Uie guilty frequently escape. 

«o. ^stances have occurred of goyendas and witgesses•being murdered by deceits, for 
them in a court of justice; and this has inspired a very general terror, 
which operates to prevenj prosecutors and i^ifnesses ■fi'om •coming for\vai‘d. Sometimes I 
have reason to think laisc cvidcnce^.s brought, to support a true story; lest the prisoner 
should escape, for want of the legal number of wiinesltcs. 

21. For my turtlier sentiments on this head, I beg»l^vc to refer to my reply to Interro¬ 
gatory 38, relative to the administration of the criminal laws. 


Intvrr 23 . I am not aware of any particular crime of enormity peculiar to this district, 
except that of plundering, committed by the inhabitants of the jungles, and of ihc Mahraita 
country.

1 tiiuu^ht it best to remove the guns, lest ibey should fidl 
into the hands of banditti, who, ori my. first arrival at Midnapore, were very numcxotis in per- 
^ gunnah Bugree. The gmu are accordingly brought hither, but they apfieat to be unsef-* 
viceablo. 

2. The slightest rumouf of thef likelihood of a Mabratta war, produces much alarm among 
the natives of this district. They have now no forts to ifetire to, Capable of affofthng them 
shelter, and they justly dreaePthe ravages of cavalry.

Theconvictsare very, properly and advaiitageously employed in clearing jhc jun¬ 
gle in the vicinity of the station, and'^>l»!L‘castonally repairing roads, (liggiuiT <>r cleaning tanli.^, 
gnd other labour of a similar kind, but chiefly in clciiring jungle. Tlic clearing of jungle, I 
a look upon as a public beneftt, not .much with a view to euliivation, but to impr4>ve tiic salu¬ 
brity of the air© ' 

2. If the^nvicts were as'numerous here, as at some other stations, I might perhaps jiro- * 

■ pose a plan for attempting, by means of their labour, to extend cultivation. More than iw*« 
tnircTs of thi$ very extensive zillah, consists of a jungle, swarming with no.xious uniihals, and 
exceedingly unhealthy; thougl>thc Jaiui is for the most part rich and fertile. 


Intcrry 31. .Half tlicfort of Midnapore used as a jail, and answ'crs the purpose perfectly 
well. It is large and secure, out it wauls repair; great part of the roof, wliioh i.s not arched, » 
and bpilt of masonry, but flat, willi beams, being daina.gcd. 'riie devsaflny jail and lf>spi- 
tal are thatched building8,,at a distance from the fort. The psisflncis of ail descriptions may 

be said to be well accommodHted, according to tlw; native ideas of accounnodatioii.

TntcrrJ^ 32. It is, my opinion, as I once-beforc had occasion to mention to govornmenr, that 
the •procuring tire assistance of the men of property ami influence in j>r( Hervin§'»*rtse * 
pearrt* throughout the country, w'ould lead to a systein of police, the most efiicient, the mo.st 
i'conomieal, the most suitable to the habits aiui opinions of the people, aiyl in ail respects, 
tlie host calculated for their comfort anti security. 

2. My opinion hus been confirmed on this lieadi by observing the good cflcct of the re¬ 
gulations of the police, which 1 was empowered last year to carry into execution, in the jungle 
mchaisof this district. 

3. At the same time, I should remark, that this arran^ment'could not well be adopted 

universally,-but only in estates of a certain ex.tent. 1 by no means recommend investing 
men of inconsiderable rank, or small estate, with magisterial power. But all might perhaps, 
without danger, be empowered to sd^ze offenders on lucirown estates. • • 

4. The lands are now divided into a number of«jsmaU portions. More estates are superin-. 
tended by agents than formerly; and the agents arc frequently changed, and little respected 
by the ryots. I do not think it at this time, advisable, or practicable, at once to throw the 

w hole duties of the darogahs, by a general regulation, into the hands of the landholders. * 

5. it is extremely diflieult, I may I believe say it is not possible, to arrange an effectual 

jdan of association and co*opcralion among the higher orders for purposes of police, or for 
any other purpose. We have few large towns, no societies exercising, or capable of exer¬ 
cising municipal authority. There are no gentlemen, in wliose honour and probity, in \Yhose. 
spirit and activity, government can repose cohfidence. There cxirila not betwx*en the com¬ 
mon people and the rulers, a middle order, who feel a common interest in the prosperity of 
the state, who love their countrymen, who respect their rulers, or are by them, respected; w'ko 
cither could, or even if thcy'cot^ld, w ould even in a case (if the ro'atcst exigency, exert them¬ 
selves heaitily tttid efleefualiy, each irfhis own sphere, for the pubiic good, buch a sc*pl’ iron in 
the society, fs here Unknown. •Uovcfnruent is unable to dlrect, or in any way to make the use 
of the power of the individuals, composing tlfe community. Hence ou|. exticrfie ignorance 
of all that passes, our compIete’inaUlitv to detect iftid upprtiheiul of^iltitlers, to explain to 
the public what we wish should bq Imo^n, and persuade tlicni wbatshoold be done, llenco 
die iong continuance of enormous aouses, without its being j>ossiU©^ 4 br government, or fur 
the magistrate, to prevent or to discover them. > • 


6, To appiv eflfcctual remedies to radical evils of this sort, is hardly to he hoped for- 
It will not,.l imagine, be expected fWim me, that-.l should'»«gg€?5t projects to this end. 
I do not forget that sucli evils are puUiical, with vrhi<^^'rtiagisiia(!ii ha?* no concern: nor 
shall 1 be surprised if they ^^^e denied, to exist alt6getlier.l(( I contem iny^lf wirb observing, 
9 that any measure which would scctii-e to government the services of a considerable number 
of tte most respectable members of die community, mu|fe prove in many points of view, 
beiicffcial. t * 

» 7. The zemindars, it will be recollected, possessed liniM tiie native gqverntnents a degree 

of ©power nearly proportionate to their property. iUdi|liUgh that pq^ver was fieihaps not 
fprnierly recognized, nor regularly cxccutcq; stiir twy jiossess a considerable degree 

of wiUitary, civij,^aiid fiscal ppwer. Xliey kept their tlepqndants in a ftatc of union,, gifi® 
were.by timt means, enabled, to protect tticm, and maiutain.tlteiqselves. At present, shell

8. To the propriety of any plan tnat wck^ild invest tHo higher orders with a liberal au¬ 
thority that would encourage and enalflA them to agt Without fcar^ in concurrence with 
govtni\iicnts ofllccrs, for tlie public good, \l:eg leave to subscribe my humble opinion. 

9. Among tht3 nativCsS there appears to pcvail a general notion, that the Ivegulations 

are calculated to restrict the powers, and embarrass the operations of polict* ot»icci*s, a% 
well as of individuals, in their exertions for the detection and apprehension of odenders. 
Tliis notion, whether founded in experience, or IgnQtafice and error, can hardly fail to 
pioduc’c pernicious consequences. • 

Intcrv’^ 33. It is my opinion, and I wish 16 express it oh every opportunity, that \vc

depended upon; as little, arc tliose produced hy his predecessor, or the delendiiiit, to pr^^* 
theanleritir gjienalion, for eacti iia-* rabricated them, to answer his own purpose, and rlius U 
the court left without any other .L,ai(le for its decision, than the evidence of nunu rous wit¬ 
nesses, brought on both sides, to prove opposite and contradictory, assertions; and this, I am 
^orry to say, in many instanevs, is as doubtful and unsatisfactory, as the documents aiuf 
vouchers, being procured with flu' same ease, as iho latter arc fabricated for tli** purpose. 

Tlic above observations art; equally applicable to the suiits included in the same class for 
illegal re^uinptioiis, and those of the 2d class are not less numerous, nor less intricate. 

The interchange of engagements between the parties, with J:cw exceptions, c.xtends no 
farther than to the zemiiulav’sfanner, who is here termed thesudder farmer, and to ih(>sc 


aAqjigst whom he subdivides his farm, in portions. An engagement between the latter and 
.the cultivator, or luads^d’ It village, is scarcely known, except the general one, niuriuilly uu- 
dersUMid to receive and pay, a:;V c.‘ibiy t«)^)ast and preceding.years; and for ascortaining lids, 
tfie accounts of the farm arc no giiiflc. 

. ^.Thc zeududar himself, seeing that no confidence is to be placed in the accounts rei^lcred 
liini of tiu* rent roll of the faim, from the practice which has so long prevailed, of fralni- 
ration.s and rciu^ering false acimunls, never attempts to call for them, at the e.xpiration of 
thb lease; and instead of applying a corrective to the evil, increases it, by farming out 
the lands liter^ally by auction ; and the same mode is adopted, in almost every subdivision 
of the farm. 

The I’oiisequcnces of such a.systcin. must be o 4 jvious ; nced^ rapacious farmers and frau¬ 
dulent tenants bcivune friends,' mid collusively agree, at the expiration of the lease, to defraud 
the succeeding farmer. A trifling douceur from the ryot, or the ryots of a w;holc village, 
is surticieiit to procure a fabrication of the uceounls, and a receipt to correspond with them, 
for a sum much beloty that actually paid on tlie revenue? demand for the year; and these; 
are t'.ic valid uud incontrovertible vouchers, held out to the successor in the farm, for 
bis guide. 

Tlic prmrtiec is, however, too universal, and loo well known to deceive him ; hut he is 
• without an alternative, and acts his predecessor’s part, in the repetition of it; for if honestly 
<iisposj;d (which is rarely the case) he has not time to have recourse to a inrasurcmcnt 
for asecnaining the quautity and (|ualiLy of lands in the occupancy of the cultivator, with 
a view lo a fair and eijuitahic assessment; and the ryots finding their benefit in the con¬ 
fusion, and despairing of honest dealing towards them whilst the present system exists, 
woiilvl oppose it, so as to rn:ik<; him asullcrer for the attempt.

ANSWERS to Tkteerogatories received by the Magistrates of the 24 Pergun- 
nahs and Districts adjacent to Calcutta, from the Secretary to Government, uiuJit 
date the 29th October x8oi. ^ 

Para. 1st.—THE thirteen first Interroqjitorics fipplying expressly to the administration 
•f the <uvil law; and the dewanny adawlut, with all its recNjrds, having been removed 
to Ilooghly previous to our taking charge of the fonjdarry rhitics of the 24 Piirgunnnhs ami ^ 
districts ad jacent to CalcutUt, we arc unable to furiii^ tlic iiilbiinatiori fccpiiivd by Govern¬ 
ment, on the several points noticed therein.: WE commence ilicrefore, with tin* i4lh < 
TyTEU^ROGATORY, as the Afst in the paper, that does not immediately apply to the dcwamiy 
department. • •' 


14th Intcrr^—para, 2.—^There are 190 seminaries, in whicli the Hindoo law, grammar 
and mciaphy^iics are taught in the districts subject to our jurisdiction. TheS; institutions* 
are maintained, from the produce of certain biruiooter or clmrity lands, and by the voluntary 
contributions of opulent rlindoos residing in their resjicctivc neighbourhoods. The iuniuai 
expense ol these seminaries, is estimated at 1^,500 rupees. 

l^ara. 3.—We lind only one madrisstdi or seminary in which the Mahoraedan law is 
. 4aiiglu, in the 24 purgumialis and districts adjacent to Cakiitta, It is supported from the 
produce of certain iackrajec lands, aiH) sopermteiid^ by a luoolavie, named Amsali ul dien. 

15th Intcrr’^—para. 4.P—We aresoi^ that we cannot make any favourable report respect¬ 
ing the moral cliuracter of the inhabitants of tlie dietneU, subject to our jurisdiction. The 
lovv(T classes are in general, profligate and depraved. I'he moral duties arc little attended 
to, by i 1 r‘ higher ones. All are litigious in the extreme, and the crime of pcjjury was never, 
wv bclicvej more practised amongst all ranks, than at present. 

Para. 5.—The system introduced bytheBritisbgovernincnt fortheadministrtalionof the law, 
aitd for the (ionduct of the internal administration of the country, does not therefore appear 
to have improved the moral character of its inhabitants. The mildness and lenity wnich 
pervades that system, is not, we think, by any means adapted to the general character of 
the people, whoso vices and crimes can only be controuled, by vigilant superintendence and 
severe example. 

Para. 6.—Vhe depravity of the native character may also, wc think, be in great measure at¬ 
tributed, to the total want of altcntiqp shown to tlie inaxims and dtsciplnie inculcated by 
tlie Hindoo religion. These maxims were either made the sourco of emoluments, wr were 
wholly neglected,* under the Mttidmd 9 an govtynment; and under the British one, they do 
not appear to have been cohsidetjed, arequisite part of the introduced by that go¬ 

vernment, for the administration of thb laws,-and for tTic intcriuil regulatian of the country. 

l\*ira. 7.—Outward forms of religion are theimly ones, at |MVient observed ; and the use of 
spirituous liquors, debaucher}% aud numberless oihrr vices, winch fonncrly met with the 
severest cliecKs and punisbiiumts, are now practised with impunity, amongst ail classes. ^ 
Para. 8.—Under the ancient Hindoo govtnimcut, the comiuct of individuals was carenilly 
watched by the perrjirtianuks and heads of classes, aud wlien reprehettsihic, iihh with severe 
public censure and excomumniculion from the class to which tlie olf^udcr belonged, aud 
to which he could not be restoi-ed, without the rajah*s pennissloiu • 

• Para. 9.-—iThc persons thus cxpotnmunicated, became entire outcast 3; no person c(Mild asso^ 
date with them, under pain of e.xcommua[i<*ntioa; no washerman or barber could olficiate for 
them, \mder pain of fine nitcl imprisonment; nor were they allowed to jetnrii to society, 
•dill they were su[)posed to have miltflduc atonement for the offences they had committed. 
Para. 10.—We arc of opiiMon that the renewal of this^ system, with some modifications 
underjhc controul of the magistrate, would ttnd to iflt^'rove very considerably lljye moral

do, we believe, consider dieir private rights and property as,secure, from

•,P^i*a. 41.—First, to hold the z^imindars irx some degree, res|K)nsib1e for the conduct of 
perwns in their employ, and others residing on their respective estates. 

Paia. 42.—At present, we have reason to believe, tl^ugh it is difficult to establish proof 
ngairibt them, that the zemindars not only in,many instances, encourage and harbour deceits, 
hilt frequently partake of the property plgudered by them. 

Fara. 43.—^the ehoukeydurs a!id pykes employed by them, are concerned in almost every 
rlecoity committed in the clistricts subject to our jurisdiction ; and we have no doubt, were 
the zemindars held in some degree responsible, for the conduct of their choukevdars, and 
for that of others residing under their protection, that robberies and thefts would be uiuoti 
less frequcnW:han at present. • 

Para. 44.—With this view, therefore, we beg leave to recommend, that the zemindars 
he called upon to enter into niuchclkas, and fjyjjpit a certain sum of money in every 
instance where it shall be proved that they have entertained any person of notorious bad 
ch.iracter in tlicir service, or allowed any siu |) to ro.sule on their re.s|Kictivc estates. 

Para. 45.—.Second, to authorize the magistrates, assisted by law ofticers, to try all cri¬ 
minal causils, and to punish all offenders convicted of crimes, that ajre iiotofa capital nature. 

Para. 46.—To ensure the speedy administration of justice, und to render the magistrates 
^loro clficient in their respective jurisdictions, it appears to us particularly advisable,^that they 
sh()#l:l have the jxmer of^trying otfeuces of ail descriptions, and iiinicting punishment, 
subject, in capital cu'fes only,, or when the criminals are sentenced to be transported, to 
^he coiifirntation of the Nizaniut adawlul.* 

Para. 47.—TJic trouble, lo-;r, of time and expense that attends a criminal prosecution on the 
present system, is, in our opinion, a serious evil; and not only induces many who haveJ>oen 
robhed, to pul up with the io.ss they su.stain, nithcr than apply to the [wlice officers for re- 
I’l^dress, hut pre#cuts numbers from coming forward with informations that would be highly 
bcncHcial to the cominunity, and which vve have no doubt would in numberless instances 
be |)rerorrcd, were the adrninistrmioii of justice more prompt and speedy, than at present. 

l\ara. 4!^.—We have now had clmrge of the fbuzdarry duties of the 24 pergunnahs and 
ndjaceiii districts for upwards of two years; andtiuring that period, only three jail deliveries 
have taken piacc< Tlic consequence of tliis delay has been, that numbers of crimiiuils of 
the most daring description, against whom, when commillcd for trial, there \^as the most 
full and complete evidence, have escaped, and been again let loose on society; owing to the 
death or illness of some of the priucii^td witnesses, their being kept collusively out of 
. the way at the trial, or not being correqt in their evidence before^ the court of circuit, ns 
when the case was fresh in their memory oefore the magistrate, 

Para. 49.-—'llic depredationaof dccaits within this jurisdiction have been, during the last two 
years, in general confined tadthlses of the lower clajMCS of natives, from w'hence they could 
•expect little or no oppasition ; and the value of the property stolen^ has in few instances, 
exceeded 30 c^r 40 rupcCvS. A man therefore, wlm. has been robbed of property to that 
amount, and who resides probably at the distance of 20 or 30 miles from the magistrate s 
cutclierry, mast in the first mstance,after making his application to the police darogah, attend 
wliii his witness before the magistrate ; further evidence may he ret)uisite, and it is probably 
twelve or fourteen days, before the investigation can be brought to a conclusion, llie 
inagistraic^thcn, with tlic fullest conviction of the guilt of the prisoners, commit them for 
trial belbre the court of circuit; and at tlic expimtiun of six, or ns it may be tvvo or throe 
imuiTh%ih(; prosecutor and his witnesses must airain attend, &ad are probably again, dciaiiiwl 
for s<urie weeks, before the trial comes on. After this lon^ attendance, loss of time, amh 
uotwithslanding the allowance made to poor and indigent witnesses, some expense to tlicm- 
selves, they have tao often the morlincation to see^ the ^>rUoncr, whose guilt was fully 
established before tlic magistrate, escape with impunity.

I DEO leave to report, that hi coDforfiiii^’ to the orders oi’ i;*overmncn1, T have proceeded i —rv^nii.iro«KL 
to the several stations in the Calentta division, jin<l held du' ??s.^ions at each station, eNc<*pt '^cisioa 

the last, that of Zillah, 24 porgiimialis; wliicU duty Mr. Raiuui has, with the sauciiou of ^ , 

government, nndcrtala ji to perform himself. 

2. The judge ol' circuit i.s rcfjnired, by the Hegulatiolis, to transmit to the Nizamut 
Ariawlut, a lepmt respecting the jails; the trcutinent or cmploymeiu. of ilie prisoncts; the 
ctFcckcjf the administration of the present system of laws ; and .such otlicr m.Ttters asmffy 
appear to him deserving of nolico. Accordingly, I now procecfl to sobinit ti» the com? aucli 
observations as occur to me on those subjects. • * ^ 

3. 'riic greatest part of the trials which have come before me were for robliery ; and, as 
lar fis I haVo had an opportunity of looking into the records of former years, this appears to • 
have born alw'ays the case. 

4. The whole number of persons tried at the six stations, where I have^icld the sessions, 
is about 1,000 ; the number convictoil, and sentenced to dilfrTeiit piuiishnients, is 446. * 

5. On considering the number tried, and the number Co*nvict< d, during the prest iu circuit. 
vh<‘n comparerl witlfi the number tried, and convicted, of former circuits, I do not porocivc 
any inaterifil difference. They are ratheV dimlniKhcd ; but not so mncli so, in my opinion, 
as to wfirrarit any decisive conclusion in favour of tlie pn'sent system of poiicr*, cr adruini- 
♦nation of*justice. On this subject I shall, in a aubscquenl part of this report, trouble the 
court with a few remarks. 

6. At liurdwari, Nnddea, and J^nore, substantial jails have been erected by government, 

<Mi iln^:samc plan, and appear to be well calcitjaied for the purpose. But, "from the. pro¬ 
gressive inerease of the number of convicts at'ail those zillas, 1 conceive it will itoi bo 
]»ossib!c long to aceominodate them. 

7. Indeed tb.esc tinee jails would have boon full before this time, had not .some of tbr* 
cotjvicis been removed from Nnddoa and Jossorc, to Midiiaporc; and at Kurd wan it lias 
•been usu.'il to keep many hundreds constnutly on the roads, where they sleep jn tents or huts, 
prov'uU (I for tlic purpose. 'I his jdail seems to succeed, nud I sec no objection to it. 

8. Tlic port at .Midnapore forms a very spticioiis and excellent jail, but it requires some 
rcjiairs; at present, half of it, is appi'opriatcd to military jiurposes; and it is divided in the 
cenici* by a wall, ’llie whole would contain about two thousand prlionerS| without 
iucoiiveuicnce. 

9. The jail of IlooghJy vas, formerly, the prit^ate dwelIing*housc of a*native. Tb.c 
♦‘ituation is not good ; but, on the whole, 1 think the building answers tlw purpose 
tolerably well. - • • 

10. The jail at Ccerbhooia is bad, being constructed of mdd and straw, and situated on 
411C worst spot that cmtld well be choseii: at no station probably ft a new jail so much 
wanted as at Bccrblioom. , 

11. It may be inconveuient to government to build anew jail at present; but tiie tw^o 
grand objects of security Ixom fire, aiwl Ifom escape, may be accomplished at a very small 
•c‘Xj)onse, without any otlicr bniUung tb.an a pucka wall of four sides, and slight chapperm 
( iceted in the inshle, for the acconwhodation of the prisoners. 

12. T would propose, that a g<K>d spot be fixed upon by llie mngittrato, and a substantial 
Avail erected, tenor twelve feet high, such as will bear beams or arche», in ease it siioulJ 
Jierciifter be detcTiaincd to hijve a complete pucka jail. 

1^. I think that, at all events, a sqiiare wall of two or three hundred feet each side, with 
arches, and Syrian roofs in the inside, would answer every purpose of a jail, in lids comury, 

I do npt clearly sec the necessity Jlf large apariinents and cells, in the ,»lylo of a Euroinvitr 
jail, such as have been erected, at a great expense to 4!;ovcruincntj5 ia laatiy j-aiU of tbd^ 

4 jo««try. • ' 

14, rite matter however Ijpa,dcubUcss, been considered long ago; iftid the ophuo^|s*of 
professional men must have been taken, previously to tlic aduptioa of the plan on^ hicli 
govcniuiciil thought proper to bulid luimy expensive jaiU. * *

1.5. Nrvoitnclcss, it is my duty at present to oiFer such observations as occur to me on* 
the subject; and I submit the above suggestion for such consideration «» the court may 
ibiult il dcsrrvc*^. I , • 

in. 'I ho convicts are employed, morc,or*le«i,nt qitry station of tliis division ^vhreh I have 
vi. iti’d ; but 1 dtv.il)t whether iheir work is evorv where of much public utility, and whether 
it is litbbrious, ;n it ought to be. 

17. Tlu' couviou are fed, clothed and accommodated, I think, belter than the common 
Iribouring class <d* people, •and their situation ensures them constant subsistence, even in 

,y';:ir of scarcity; hut they do not, generally speaking, work so hard as coolies. 

18, 1 beg leave to suugest, that at^cach Killah some officer be entrusted with the 
•.vpcrinJeiKhsicc of the lanoiiring convicts; that such ^officer bo lield re.sponsih]c for their 
being*regularly employed in any particular species of public work to be rceoiniuendcd by 
iliv‘ magi'tralc, and that monthly reports be made of the progress of the work. 

!p. I < oiu eivc the judges of circuit might, without impropriety, he empowered to 
hanUli convicts, from one iiliali to another. This might prove of service, both as public 
hi-nelit, ill directing tlu‘ir labour to objects of the greatest utility, and likewise ns liolditig 
nut a new pujushinenl, heavier than simple iinprUonment, Juid lighter than transportation 
hcvoiid sea. 

‘20. I take the liberty here to oflcr my opinion, that section 5. of Regulation ad, 1799, 
T(‘ri(lcTing such eonviefs as escape, an<l are re-takf*n,•liable to transportation, beyond sea, is a 
law which si>im‘tiiiics operates with great severity; particularly if, as 1 understand, no 
measures are taken by government to enable the convicts to return to Bengal, at the 
expiration yf the term of their seiitcnees; although it must be w'eil known, that hardly any 
native ])Ossesses the means of procuring a passage for himself^ 

2t. It is a duty lately imposed on the Judge of circuit to report upon the state of the 
Aiib^nkincnts. 1 beg leavi* to mention, tliat i had no opportunity of personally inspecting 
them, and (hat all tin; information L am able to furnish respecting their condition, is 
^he resiill of cinpiiries mad(* by me, of*the collectors and other persons, in the several 
rdistricts which 1 have visited in the course of the circuit. 


' 2V, '^I'he builds ofZillali, and particularly those of Mtmdulgaiit, received much daffiage 

Iasi year, o\vin»T to an e.xtrnordinarv inundation; a regular investigation was made into the 
cause of their t^iluro; at prt'seiit 1 learn that such measures have been taken to repair 
air the himds of Burdvvan which require it, as will alTord the best prospect of tUeir 
preservation in future. * • 

23. Jt is inlended, I believe, to abandon several of the Miindulgnut bunds, and never 

to repair them again. L eonclndc that such h measure has not been hastily resolved 
upon. I have not myself suiVicicnt knowledge of the country, to form an opinion on 
the subject. • 

24. Of the Nuddea bunds, 1 learnt that they suffered very little iiymy last rains, and 
that the zemindars,«by whom they are kept in ropaii^ in considcrauon of a deduction 

^ allowed them in their jiimma, have bcei} directed to commence the repairs. I think it 
'unnecessary to iiuike auy further remark, than, that to the best of rny judgment, there is 
no danger of their being neglected. 

25. The bunds of Midnafiore, immediately under the superintendence of the collector 
of that zilkdi, were very well secured from damage, during the last rainy season; and if the 
measures lately, recommended by the collector he apjjroved, and carried into execution,* 
{ have no doubt the slate of the bunds, will be pcrtcctly substantial next year. The 
eoileetor of Midnaporc has directed his attcutioii to tjic subject of the poolbundy, and in 
a very ample report to tlie boiinl of revenue, has described certain abuses and oppressions, 
consisting idiielly of pressing ryots to work in the pools, which call aloud for a remedy. 

26. The bunds in the vicinity of Tiimlook were last year put in a state of substantia) 

ri^pair, and suffered no material damage from inundatiqu; bift towards the end of the rains, 
a considt^ahlc extent of bund near the Hoopnaraiii rivjer was Wcashcd away, with the bank 
on which it stood, by the violence of the fre^ics from the Rills. By the immediate con* 
St ruction of a new bund further inland^ the grctitcr part of vpergunriah Tmnlook was saved 
from destruction, witR the Iu^h of only a large tract land to the Zemindar, and a few 
Itonses of the rvots. • 

-27. The renairs of the bunds necessary for the protection of the country near Tumlook, 
against ittumlatioii in the ensuing rains, arc now going on, timier the supcrnitcndcnceof the 
salt agent, and promise to he fully adetpintc to the pur|K)sc. Hut it is proper to mention, 
that if the customary bunds iri the adjoining pergtinnahs of Mina and Cossijura be discon¬ 
tinued (and it is repotted thi ir reliiujuislimcnt, is in agitation) it is the opinion of the salt 
agent of Tumlook,•that a large ]k>rtitin of the lands in that division, and those the most pro¬ 
ductive ill salt, will be greatly endangered. , 

28. Thc^bundft of Zillah Jessoro sustaiiu^l less irijiiry last year, than for many year^pre- 
co<ling. ‘fhc acting coJJctior has lately, personally inspected, several of them; and I under¬ 
stood from Kim, that the exiienscof the repairs for toe next year will be less by about 
one-third, iluin ilic amount usually kiid out. 

29, I know not whether it would be practicable, in some parts of the coiintr}*, to cirf|doy 

convicts in the hmfds, witli advantage. Whenever a quantity’ of simple work, consisting 
clde% ordigging^earth, is performed, and a considerable number of workmen is required on 
a sundl c.\teiitot ground, Clie plan might perhaps answer. * ^ 
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, 30. It being expected on, tblft occasion, tlmt I sbontd submit to the Niznmiit Ada^vlct, 

^*bat occurs to* me on the subject of the police, ami the ftchnimstration of oriininal justice, I 
« shall cnclenvoiir to state xny sentini 4 ius on those subjects; )>i*emisiiig only, the lo(^ai*expc- 
Tience and information ( possess, beii^ iny no inct^is extensive^ I &huU possibly, iu the little 
of novelty l*liavc to oiTcrj^be very liable into error. 

31. 1 shall confiiic my remarks, tliiefly to the subject of decolty, because T do not re- 
coiled that any other crime of magnitude, afFccting the |>crsons and pro|)erty of tiu* eoip- 
mnnity (except perhaps pcrjur}0 has attained a very alarming height in this division, c.r 
appears to require from me any observations; because any cflectual measures taken in suppi?*^^ 
decoity, would at the same time contribute, to put an end to all other breaches of the p' :ice, 
and because dccoity is in itself, in »y opinion, the greatest evil existing in thccouiitrv. 

The crime of dccoity, or robbery in gangs, bonsisting of from ten or fif\y, sometimes 
above a hundred, prevails throughout this division, and 1 imagine throughout Bengal, to au 
eiioriiioiis extent.

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33. The crime of decoity lms, 1 believe, iiicrensed greatly since the British adiiiinistra- 
t?oii of justice, and 1 know not that it has yet diminished. 

34. In a year of plenty, like the present, when few are in want of foml or employment, 
decoity will certainly prevail less, than in a year of seareity. But generally s|>eaking, taking 
one year with another, 1 doubt much \\hcjlier decoity is less fi ec|uent than heretofore. 

35. In spite of the gr(?at difficulty of proof, numbers are convicted at every session, and 
still greater number detained in custody as suspicious characters, till they give security for 
their good behaviour. 

36. Ibe numbers of convicts confined at die six stations of this division, inuler sentence 

of iinprisoiuncnt (indppcmdfnt of Zillah, 34 pergunnahs) is about 4,000 ; <»f them, probably 
ninc-tontbs are deceits; bt*sides these, some hundreds have of late years been trans|>ortetJ. 
'I'hc growing expense of the maintcuance of such numbers of convicts, wil] probabl^ soon 
excite the attention of goveniment. • 

37. I’he number of persons convicted of dccoity, however great it may appear, is cer¬ 

tainly small, iu proportion to those who are guilty of the crime. Tins will be evident, .if we 
consider the nuniber who escape on trial, tor want of satisfactory evidence, and the low 
brouglit to trial, in each case, in proportion to the numbers which it nppeuy belonged to die 
gang, * 

38. j\rorcover',many robberies arc committed that arc.ncvcr heard of by the judge of Cir¬ 
cuit; some perhaps, that never reached the cars of the zillah magistrate. 

30. At Midnapore I find, by the reports of the |)olice dtarogas, that in the year 1S02, a 
perfod of peace and tranquillity, they sent intelligence of no less than ninety-three robberies, 
most of thejn, as usual, cum in iitcd by large gangs : with respect to fifty-one of these ninety- 
three robberies or dccoiti9S, nothing more was lieard of them, than that they happened; not 
a man was taken of the remaining fort3'-two, a very few, ftcx|uentl3(^ only one or ti^ in 
each gang, were taken, apd one hundred and thirty-eight, have been convicted. 

40. It must not be .supposed that dccoity |urevaiis in the district of Midnapore to a 
greater extent, than in otner districts of this division ^ on the contrary, 1 think there is 
less, except perhaps in Beerbhoom. Jn Burdwan, there is <*ertaiiiJy three or four times as 
much. The Midnapore reports 1 mention, only, because they were made under iiiy own 
«eye, and 1 am satisfied of their accuracy* 

41. Moreover, they agree with my own observation at ^essore, and other ploccs. If it is 
suspected tlmt the reports are incorrect, or if they are admitted to be correct, and the 
prevalence of decoity is denied to he so general iii other zillahs, as 1 would suggest, inquiries 
may be made, and further proof, I conceive, furnished without difficulty. 

42. It is unnecessary to describe tlic shocking cruelly and ferocity of dfjpoits, or the 

terror they inspire, among thc^most valuable classes of the community. 1 will just mention, 
that it is the usage of the country Tor those who have amassed a small sum of money, to 
conceal or keep it, in their iiouseiT; and that the case of a man robbed of all he pos¬ 
sessed, the earnings of laborious industry i&r many years, is, fo the best of my belief^ not 
uncommon. • ' • 


43, The Nizamut Adawlut know.very well the nature of dccoity, and must be aware of 
the misery of the individuals, whose persons and property are attacked by them. This the 
court know, since the worst cases are submitted to their revision. Hut i am not sure that 
they have an adequate idea of the extent, to which decoity prevails. 

44, At all events, what 1 have already said is, 1 imagine, sufficient for my present pur¬ 

pose ; tliQt is, susceptible of a remedy* it will be proper to eonsidet*, shortly, the causes of 
the frequency of the crime of robbery. • 

49. The causes generally as^gned, are, the want of co-operation in guards and heads of 

villuges; the too great extent ot darogAs jurisdictions; the too aroali numbers of fiolice offi¬ 
cers ; dishonesty of cbokedars; dread of the vengeance of deceits; cowardice in not resisting 
dccoits; facility of disposing of goods fobbed ; the general fear among the people, of kiliiiig 
deceits; the low pay given to durogas; the ^rcat casc^«witli which burglary is committed; 
the repugnance in ilindooa to take the oath, and thereby contribute to the conviction of 
delinquents. i • 

50. Besides these causes, wnich appear to me sufficiently to account for the fact, ftiere 

is a generaKcoinplaint that th^nws are too lenient; lienceii the dost common ard effivious 
ecqjedy is, increasing the severity of (Hintthmeot. • 
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. If tlie crime oftteco*!y iHmases, it U proposed tocomleyoii rJI dcc<)i;s to traneporl:;-' 
tio'n,*vlii( li ir known the n.'iti\es cUvad, ami very instly, as the hcivicsi penedry next to 
ami if decoity should still prevail jt will Perhaps ho thouj>lit p'»^>cr, to punish* 
e;'i[)itally ail such as may ho convicted of^the cnij^P. * • 

5:. 1 am hv no moans sure of the necessity or prpj)rioty of sucli remedies. IVforc T 
(‘an form a j'.fdo^meni of tiicir olHcaoy, 1 must he certain that the punisltmcnt rcaclu's the. 
d Vndcrs; at piesciit, Uie punishment does not reach them; they <;.ludc con\ietioii: tliey 
chvh; apprcljonsimi. Wc have ng right, therefore, to siiy that the punishments awarded

10. I think it proper, however, to declare my opinion, that no certain conclusions 
respecting the munber of crimes committed, and the security enjoyed by ihciu.tivcs, can be 
drawn from these reports. If in Bengal, many crimes arcj commjiicd, mfuiinaiion of which 
never readies the ears of Hic magistrate, as I believe to he the' 1‘ru r, tin* east iiMisr be inwcso, 
]icr<4; because our police oflieers are more ignorant of, imd inaiiciitivc lo, liicirduiy, tbari 
tlie-durogab-s ill tlic Lower Provinces ; and because Uic pcoph* nrc, 1 think, less in the habit 
of conveying public information, and more averse U) appeav in court, tind pro^^ente those 
who have injuved them. Attendance on the court, wiii ihci as a prosecutor or witness, is 

' generally regarded as a heavy misfortune,, to avoid which, many leave their homes, and 
submit to iiiliiiite inconvenicnoo and vevallon; aid many more, I presume, pay handsomely 
to the Nazir or his people, for permission to kc/ p ori of the way. llcnco crimes are per¬ 
petrated; and norcetuds remain of tlnai. Tlii.'. last remark, however, Ido not suppose to 
be e.velusivoly aj»[)llcable tw this division. • 

11. The cah'nd ir at eacii ftillah exhibited a few cases of robbery, and not very many 

of theft or of hand, it is only the crime of homicide that appears to me to require 
notice, as prevalent. • * 


12. It is known to the Nizamnt Adawlut, from tlic references f have had occasion to • 
that homicide, in all its gradations of guilt, is freC|ueat. The number of persons 

i;onvi<TAcd of wilful murder is certainly great. The introduction of u regular administraii'oii 
ol’ jusiice is so re(‘cnt, that t!ic minds of the people can hardly yet be fully impressed with 
the apprehension of being brought to trial and punislimcnt for crimes j but#l have learnt 
that the examples made of mur(ierer.s, and more particularly the exposure of the bodies ot 
malefactors after their o.xmition, has inspired a very gcncrit terror, ami therefore pnidueed 
a most salutary effect. J still liopc and expect that tins division will not, long remain marked 
fur the frequency of the most heinous of eriiTics, 

13. Th(‘ eases of murder arc easy of detection and proof; and I imagine tliosc guilty of 
this crime, seWom (Escape. They arc, for the most part, cases of revenge, iealoiisy, wounded 
.pride, and sudden violence, committed by a single individual, w ithout the concert or coa- 
ledcracv of others. Few murders arc^ierpctrateil, in prosecution of a plan of robbeiy, f^o 
generaf alarm is, by the prevalence ot this crime, sj^read among the people tor their.safety, 
iis by gangs ofdccoits. Tlic instances of murder which occur arc, in themselves, shocking; 
but this crime is not attended with those extensive mischiefs to society, wladi ilie violent 
invasion of property by pUmdcrt'rs, produces. 

14. The nmnicring of children for the sake of their ornaments is, I am sorry to say, com- 
man; so much so, that 1 submit whether it might not be advisable to strik» at the root of ilie 
evil, by taking away, if possible, the temptation to commit the act; I mean, adopting 
measures to prevent children, from w earing gold and silver ornaments. 

15. For my own parr, being convinced that we have no other means of putting an end to 

the frequent pcrpeiration of tins crime, I could wish to see the practice of adorning chi hi rcu 
with valuable trinkets, altogether prohibited, i would, at all events, prevent tiu.‘ practice, 
by rendering the ornamenu liable, on ^formation, to forfeiture; or by any other exnedicnt 
that may be thought preferable, to that of denouiielng such a penalty. ^ 

16. The exertion of authority^ a matter of this sort will probably be deemed objection¬ 
able, but it would not be really oppressive. It would not exci'u^ diseonjeht:. It would not, 
at least, olfend the feelings of any well iulbrmed individual. 

17. If it is liiought that such mcasuTe, would encroach upon any one’s naturij right> and 
established customs, 1 miglu urge, that these helpless infants, have rights also. They have 
claims to protection. Their parents are found, after long experi^^ncfe and innumerable^warn¬ 
ings, so heedless and infatuated, aa to expose them to perils, from which the existing laws 
cannot defend them.* Such being the case, in my opinion, it becoipca the duty of the 
magistnite, or the ruling power, to interfere, even in an unusual mode, tos^vc thnr lives. 

18. The ubj<?ctions to legislative interference, seem to me to rest, on the score of conve- 
lienceand regularity, and canndt weigh much with those, who have present to tijcir minds, 
he horror of a single ca.se of child murder. I therefore beg lc.ive to roroinmeiuJ, that 
iffectuai steps be taken to prevent theVearingof valuable orruuSents by children. 

10. A want of temUrnoss and regard for life is very general, I think, througiwut the 
’Ounti>; and may, jicriiaps, like most of tWb crimes tfi.J. excesses of the natives, bo 
iscribed, in a great degree, to the influopce of fatalism, the maxims of which, uiiiversall^j 
rervadc their mimls. * ^ • 

20. The defence, or rather the confession of a person accused of tjffe crime of homicide, 
sNesy frequently expressed, in sajh terms as these:—“ I was provoked —1 was im|n^llecl

•2;;. Tliese tloclrines, have their full operation hen*; hut homieide being, if I inistahe not, 
more* frequent in tlic'se rrovinces than elst wlierc, ilicre must ho .some other cause, wliieli 
[produces the diffeienef*. I'his vruac is, I suppose, the natives being very geueraily armed, 
and ih'ir having been long uaresirained in tlie practice of gratilying revenge, and settling 
the siighu st (piarrel.s hy th. sv.oul. Though by no means a fi-socious laci*, we meek with 
many instances ol then spilhug e.'ich oilu-rs blood with that sort of thoiighdcssness and 
urieoncem, \\liieh might he (v\pe( ted fioin l/.:i bariaus aecu-jtomed to sc< nt:.> of slaiighler. 

24. In spiti* of ihi* fri'queney of hoinicitio, which I have thought it my duty to nntiet'f 

I think myself warranted, iVoin rite inform: :’^in I have been able to g.^tli^'r ic'.j>eciiiig the 
nmnber and the nature of erime.s of jii sorts committed in this division, to s.jv, that iii niy 
judgment, the security of thcnati\ s ;md timir jnopcity is not ill in.-aiiad in llie^e jirovim**- , 
from outrage and depredation; ami that tliougli for the most part, very t)Oor, tiie coiHlilion 
of tlie jtbople, may hi* deemed nourisliiug. * 

25. 1 do not assert that this is entirely owing to the regul!ir administruion or law, and to 
» the system introdueefl by us, hut it must be aseubed to iho.se causes, in some dc'grec ; at all 

^’cnts, the fact of.thc welfaia* and security of the inhabilants, must be satisfactory to the 
Nizamut Adawlut. 

26 . 1 am further enabled to Mate that the tehsildars are becoming more atrentivc to their 
duty, and that reguiaiiiy liegiiis to appear in their proceedings. 1 think thi* police 
loieiubly vigorous and elHcieiii; ami that it i.s, in a stale of improvement. 

27. I proceed to mention the stale of the jails in this division. The jail of /.illali ITawali 

• is not at all adapted to the purpose, being a pri\ate house in the town, much loo small h>r 
th( number of prisuner-i it con:?iined, whmi I visited it; construe.t' d chiilly of mud, and 
having no water to which the pi isoner.i e.m liavc access. I wrote to thi* magistrate, and 
1 imagin*' he has addresstMl govi‘niin(*nl upon the ex[M>dieiiey of removing the prisoners to 
a place better suited to them. 

28. The jail of Furruckabad i> likewise in. tlie town ; but tlte acrommoikaion it .-arords 
is spaeion.s and tolerably convenient. I’be prisoners seemed healthy, and eiunlorlahly 
fcdged. I’he ja j is, however, situated four or tive fnilcs from the cutehi'iiv. The one or 
the other, then*fore, ought T tliink tj he removed. The [>ri.soru'r.s are bionght from tlie 
jail to the eulcherry, amS taken hack in liackerics. 

20. f)n the day w'hen the Mahraltas encamped near tlie town of Fnirnckahad, tlie guards 
at the gate, proved negligent, or treacherous; and tliough the enemy did not «*nter the 
town, nor cause any tumult therein, all the prisoners were allowed to escape, 'file giianU, 

1 undcrstaiitl, have not made their appearance since. '' • 

30. The Cawnpore jail, situated near the i*utch(*rry, npjx'ars to me well eoutri\ed f«,r 
accommodation and security ; a mud wall encloses a large srpiare, in which are two or three 
buildings, where the persons sleep. I’here arc also good wells of water wdihin the .square, 

1 beg leave to mention, that the liealth and comfort of a native, cannot be insured, in my 
opinion, ynless he. has constant a'-<*(*ss to water. 

31. Jn this jail, the chief obje ction is, that 4I1C wvmien are confined in the same 

cnclofurc, and cannot he kept completely separate, from the men. Bur this defe ct, tlie 
magistrate will be able iiiid was preparing tp n incdy, by efecting a small building and wall, 
for t!ie women alone. • . 

32. The magisfrate of Cawnpore was also taking measures to remove the debtors, who 
certainly ought not to be imprisoned, with convict.^.* 

33. The jail of Allahabad i.s, in all rc.spe.cts, bad; 1 last year described it to the Niznmut 
Adawlut; and it is needless for me to say more upon the .subject now. 'fhe prisoners did not 
appear to me, to be unhealthy ; but I strongly recommend that another plan**, ;.s M)()n a.s 
practicable, be provided tor their ai*eoinmodation. I am informed, Miat government havt^ 
resolved upon erefting a new jail at Allahabad, which zilloh is now annexed to the pro¬ 
vincial court of Benares. 

34. The jail of Barolly i.s a puck 1 building, con jtrneted by government, upon an appr^vetr 
plan. The plan is not socompleK* ami e.vterisive, nor is the work so suh-sicjiiiia], iliai, of 
the jails eoTistiiictcd some time ago, in many (!isti'ie*s of Bengal; hut I think ilan.^wcrs the * 
purpose tol'.rahly *.vcll, affording suflieient aecomniddation and security from escape. I'he* 
foujdiftiy court is? at present, h^ld at the d^tance of about 4 miles IVom the jail. 

35. The jiiy>f Monulubad is similar, in its plan and construction, to that of .Barelly • hut 

•the cMcheny is close to it. * • ’ ‘ 

* 36. 'r&e convicts ^ro not yet numerous, at any of th«;stations of this division; they are 
employed, fur the moai pail/on the roads. ^ '

viiiccs, bearing date the 25tb January; wbieb report, I presume, you have laid before the BarPiUy^Diviwoiu 
Nizamut Adawlut ft has since struck me, that there are certain questions, intimately con- • 

.nected with the internal peace of these, renfbtc provinces, which arc highly intcre.sting; viz, " 

flow far the sy.‘'t(‘ni we are introducing is, in itself, just ? and, how far it is adapted to the 
actual .«vtalc of the country, or congenial to the minds of the several ranks and classes of the 
natives r how far our sy§t(Mn is calculated to prevent disatreclion, or to quell cominotious ^ 

TIu mc qiic.stions, although I jannot undertake to discuss them thoroughly, strike me a.s so 
important, that, scanty as my information is, and crude and insignificant as the opinions I 
liavi* foniu^d, must appear to the Nizamut Adawlut, lam nevertheless unwilling to close this, 
niy last task, withoiu soliciting the attention of tiie court, to such additional observations, as 
I mav bt' able 10 rccoileet; and T beg to be permitted to offer Iheni, by way of supplement to* 
my n [>ort. 

2. ^Itunionrs, it seems, have prevailed, that our government is extremely unpopular in the 
r< ded and conquered IVovinces ; and that the country has been, during some time, in a state 
of much eonimoiion and disorder. I’liis is not precisely the fact: no aktyiiing disorders 
exist to my knowledge; nor is the system, I think, obnoxious to the main body of the 
people. 

3. ft appears tome further perfectly char, that none of the classe.sof our subjects have 
the means of resisting the authority of government, with any prospect of success. Besides, 
if \\c consider the nature and degree of mi.schief which can be done to the population and 
Dgriciilture, Jo tlie trade, or to the land revenue of the country, by the disaffected ; 1 fancy 
ail will agree, that It is not likely to prove very serious. A rebel may raise disturbances in 

' his neighbourhood, and create alariu, during a short time; but, unless assisted by a foreign 
power, able 10 cope with our whole military force, his speedy ruin or expulsion, are 
inevitable. * 

4. I siioukl imagine, that few of the zemindars would, from the mere spirit of loyalty, 
support the government, in a doubtful contest. They cannot feel attached to us, because 
we have deprived them of their power and importance. 

^5. With respect to the ryots, their security and happiness, are, as far as f can Icani, 
better maintained by our system, than they were, during the most prosperous periods of the 
native governments. They are, T think, in general, .sensible of their situation being im¬ 
proved ; but still the inlluence of a chief, is sullicicnt to imluco his ryots to follow him ; and, 
on occasion, to take up arms for him, even against a government which promotes their 
interest. 

6. A zemindar, possessing the means of paying his people, finds little dilfiefilty in pro¬ 
curing followers : not merely hfs ryolK and imtnediaio dependants and connexions, siiangers 
in great numbers will assemble^round him. Lot his case be what it will, cither that of a 
wretched outlaw, or of a defaulter, tlriven by nfisfortune or in justice from his paternal estate, 
if he thinks proper to creel his fiandgrd, and defy the ruling power of^he country, he will 
find brave and faithful adherents, as in«my as he can maintain. But it i.s my oj)mion that 
the equalizing nature of the Rcgulatfons will gradually correct this. Hitherto, tliatsoitof 
influence which enables a man to retain troops, is not much diminished. 

7. The dread of our criminal law, exercised in all its rigour, or even of onr military law, 
affords, in my opinion, an iiisullicient remedy to this evil. In case of a serious insurrection 
of our subjects, of ^liich 1 have no apprehension, except on the occasion of their being 
assisted by a foreign power, J do not think that the proclaiualion and exercise of martial 
Jaw, would prove of tiic least use. 

•8. Rohilcund, Furrnekabad,*and llic»upprr part of the Doiiab, abound with a warlike 
, race of Mahoiiicddans, ready to join any leader. Some thousands of this ilcscription, 

• 1 mean the l^atans, are now .said tA be serving with llolkar, and wiili their couniryiuau 

Mcer Khan. They dislike us; not beeaubc our govejmiieiit is oppressive and imjusl, 

• whieh^theirow'u probably would he, but bccatile there is^^o employment open to them; ami 
they are left inactive, without distinctioij, ami almost without subfeislence. • 

9. Few of these men enlist ii our military service, because they cannot ^riiig*themseKcs 
„ to submit tojthc strictness of o«r discipline. The Patans in gencr&l, are reduced to mucli 
(distress ; tfley are idle; and w^lh diilicuUy and great reluctance apply to any profession but 
• • that 
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tlr.ll- of arms. The whoW race, with a very few exceptions of s^n-vanls and cliicA penaionM 
by ih, and probably all cannot he excepted, iisli lor a change ot government. 

10. r take thoUberty CiirrhfM- lo ray fonndcHl on th(.‘ l^^t information 

I can obtain, that the better part of the inWiltMarits of the (,onqiicrcd IVovi.ices who 
are not yet coinpietely snbjecL to our dominion, ivt^ard oar political power willi much 
jealousy iuid dread. That we or any other rulers, sh a,|d be reslrai!i(*d i>v a sense ol jiisMce 
and forbearance, from conque.st ami ciicroacUmciU, they have no idea. Uence is bred m lira 
ft>irul3 of aspiring ami bi-ii ^^phited pcoi)lc, a ii at red to the Lnglish. The most Iccinicd, 111- 
tellinent, and liheral-miirled of the natives, suppose, that tne bnsiiioss ot a state, with a 
j)o\verriil army, is to make eneroaelran?nts on its mdghboiirs. These arc the senuinoiils 
whieh ojwr.ifc to our prejiulicc, among most men of spirit and indepeademee. 

3 1. But the chief cause <»r onr unpopularity with the higher classes, 1 believe to be that 
which I have already racntioiicd, namely, that tht7 consider themselves reduced to a de- 
gradin’i; subjci'tion, l)v t‘.ic iiiin>dm*t:nn o: a practical sy.stcin ot juslico j oi tlic onl^ system, 
perhaps, wliicii could’ res.rain tliem from rapine ami cruelly. • 

1(2. The iulluencc of a relK lliou; or di.v.itreetcd ciiii'f over his people is wonderfuMy great, 
and is not founded in the popiiIariiN or supposed jiislice ot his cause, and very litii‘‘, on tlie 
probability of liis suce(*'^s, ^Ihongli In*, he a niere robber, ami his situation cjUite ^iesoi. rale,^ 
still his people, will uclhero to hiai'to ilu* .‘nfil ue-;er betray or forsake him. They may* 
be had Mihjccts ; but they arc excellent s«'rvants. 

ig. The iiitUienec of our government, in seeiiring the aliogianc:* and aitaeliinent of its 
subjects, k conceive to be most inconsiderable. Such persons a* we take into o-n-sei vltv, 
m u he depended upon, as long as we pay ihcin regularly,^iml treat them wed ; hut uui* 
jiiliucnce, reucltes no furtiior. 

1^. The disconrenrs or tumult.;, excited by zt*iriimlars, aflbrd noeortaiii cvulcnce of griev¬ 
ance or oppression proceedingjVom our system, 'flic rebellions zemindars, w lit)' hwe ap- 
•peared in the U|)[«’r Provinee.s, are by no tn(*ans, numeriius. 'Fhey consist, if i ims akc not, 
of men who have fulloii in arrear to government, through misfortune or irnju-iidenee ; who 
wore mined, ami tlu ii began to plunder tluar iieighhoar.s, and defy llie magistrali*. • 

15. There may he a few men of anollrar descripliori, who, during the late irnipiion of th^' 

CMeiiiy, slioWCil a disposition to join him. 1 imagim* that the greater number of tlic 
zeminPars would join even a M.diraUa invader, if they hud any opinion of the stability of 
Ins power. They wish fur a ehaiige, by wliieh they coiKcive ihiit they would reg iin their 
importance. • 

16. The minds of the zemindars in gencraT, 1 believe to be alienated and estranged from 
us * luid if they forbear to rise against us, or join our enemies, it is 1 eouceive only bcc.iuse 
they SCO that our army is irresistibh*, and oiir power firmly established. 


dj. The ryots l^^ive every reason to dread tlie jirovafcnce of the Maliratta power; of that 
power whicli yields them n[» to the tyranny aiul oppression of their chiefs, which atfords 
no protection to its subjects, which is ])rrpctiuilly at war with its neighbours, which has in 
effect, laid w'asle the greatest part of lliiidostan. 

iS Yet could many of the zemindars of the T)oah prevail on their ryots to contribute to 
c.xpel ns, and establish the Mahratla power, 1’he invasion of the country by Holkar, pro¬ 
bably caused 4 few disturbances, whicli ceased when he retired. It is generally saiil tiiAi 
he was well received, wherever lu* came. 1 do not hear of any strict inquiries into the 
conduct of the zemindars, on this occasion ; nor do I believe that such inquiries, would serve 
any useful purpose. If the enemy should rc-appear, the people will not join him, unless 
their leaders, the zcminilars, slioiifd entertain expectations of iiis expelling us the country, 
ami tlieroby rescuing them from subjection. 

1^, It should not he supposed, that it i.i oppression and unpopular measures that produce 
resistaifce ami revolt. 'J'he people are never hinrcd ifp to sedition, by popular acts : reason 
has nothing to do; with the matter. The salt monopoly wasf till lately, exceedingly oppres¬ 
sive. It affected the poor; and the great body of the peop)^ ; hip they w'crc totally helpless. 
Their discontents, t^ieir sufferings, produced no rchellrans. Disorders are raised, by the rich 
and powerful; and no person of that description,.was materiallv affected, by dearness 
of salt. 

20. Deprive the ryots of a necessary of life, and they sit silent; nobody cares for them, 

and they cannot help ih .uiisidves. But take from their chief, the management of the police, 
wliich lie exercised only 10 oppress them; restrain him, from disturbing the pea.ee of the 
country, and he will prevail upon liicm to take up arms in his cau8(?, and contaid in a 

hopeless de.sper(>te entc'rprize against all tlic powers of government, civil and inilitarv. 

Such are our subj».*cts. J hey resist autliorlty, without preterici* of right, or liope of suect'ss. 
Tiieir disorders, afford no signs ni gnr vailed, i)V evon of dib^ontent. 

21. With respect to the possibiilly of roblraining inpn from joining rebellious chiefs, who 
can pay them, or prevailing upon depeiiduiits to tfela<*h tliemselves from their masters, 

I think^t out ot tlft cjuestiou. cither the hopt* of reward, nor tin* fear of punishment, as 
licUi ou. by government, have much cflVv.t. Our influence scarcely extends, to inc!*icc the ' 
servants and cuiftiexions of the most worihli ss outcast of a decoit or assassin, to belruv or 

desert hiur, ^ f ' j 

22. It is iny opinion' that disorders may exist, as I bcliSvc tliey do, whicli^qiight by no- 
meant, to be ascribed to the government, or t.j the system •flaws iairoduced by'^us. /dS- 

turbances 
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ilSibnnooft anrl rebellions nro IVcqnont, intall the native i(ovcninic*:Us ; lin y nrlstv T imagyio, 
uSiKiily IVotn the resistance made by the 2^*niindms |o tin: demands uf the luling power. 

It i-i j^oiieraliy unde rstood that (W^jndiciai 1 *e;_;ulali<)ns are nun !i disliked by the 
natives or th-* l.’pper Provinces. Perhn^ps a chiinoiir has bc'en ralseri ai^ainfiL iliein, by j*i=asoiis 
i.5:nranl or iatoivsted. Cert dn it is, however, that many per; osis ot*creciii and respectahility 
join, in condemain.^ the judicial Ue^ulaiions^ Military men 4^nd commercial iiicn, seem to 
d:s!ike them; so do, the higher orders of t!ie natives. . * ^ 

C 4 . When we come to enquire particularly, into this matter; when wo ask a native*oF 
th*.' Cj)jn‘r riovinees, wliitdi part *»f the regulations is obno.\ions to him ? he replies, as they 
g^voald reply, in the Lower, “'i'hat wTiieU rcduecsi'ine, to a level with iny domesties and 
'** labourcM’s.” 

'’.5. A man of rank, < :i«t and wealth, conceiving that bo possesses superior right:s and- pri- 
vih ge^j, thinks hiin?»e!i‘tiisgraced, hy being called into court upon any oc<’asion. lie lias an 
ave;|j;5ion also, to l)e.examined publUdy, as a witness. “ Is my teniinony,” says he, ‘‘rated ;;o 
“ higher thriii that of my servants and ccx/lii s, and I, to stand on an equality with them, ami 
** reply as a eriminal, to their ytetty com[»laints f<ir an assaull or abusive laiiguagti?*' 
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. 26. 1 do think that much allowance sliouid be innde for the prejudices and long habits 

of the people; and as far as I have observt^l, llu‘ magistrati'S are tender and caut!ou.s on 
these occasion.?, not to outrage the feelings of a man of rank. But the trealtiient of these 
men, should not depend upon tlic temper of the magistrate. 

27. The complaint is very general; and it might be better to relax still more, for a time 
at le;ist something of whaE we are apt to conceive to be, the strict equality of jusftce. It is 
suHioient if we attain the objeft of protecting the weak from the cruelty and oppression of 
the strong. This may perhaps be effected, and at the same time, the minds of the highur 
classes upon this head, might be quieted, by enjoining the magistrate;^ to abstain from^'e- 
qniring the personal appearance of a superior in court) on the complaint of an inferio:*, for a 
bailable offence. 

28. A regulation might bo passed for this purpose, or if objections should occur to the 
enaeiifig of such a regulation, 1 am of opinion, that a prociamation or declaratory reso¬ 
lution of government might be published with good etteci;, in these provinces. The pro-* 
cl imation might be expressed, in terms to this purport:—in conscqucfice of miscoiw 
e('})tions having gone abroad re.speeling our system of law^s, government tliought proper to 
declare, that it was their intention to secure to every individual, the just privileges of his 
cti.u and s-tatioii, acc(jrding to tlie laws, (cligion, and established usage of the country ; 
that the prevalent pfinci[>le in our administration of justice was, that of affording to etrery 
one, as f;;r as was pratitieable, redress for injuries sustained in his person, his property, or 

. his repntaiior!; that we were perfectly nwniv, that without subordination and a due ais- 
tim'tion of rank in the sevt'ral classes of society, peace and good order would not be main¬ 
tained; and that so far from its being in contemplutiou to ciu'oiirage*thc lower ordcrs^ii 
d-isres[>r<-tful or insolent conduct, wlicthor in \vord|^r action, tov/mds tlieir superiors, it was 
perfectly eijn-istewt with our maxims, and the anxious wish of government, that every native 
of ctinseqrience ilioultl, upon all occasions, be treated with the respect clue to his rank and 
oast: that in the event of any complaint upon this subject, being prefeirc:d to the courts of 
justice, tlie Judge or Magislrale would he fec|uircd to consult the Hindoo or iVfaiiomcdan 
ia^-olHec rs (according as the case might relate to Hindoos or Mahomcdaiis).and found his 
cleci-'ion, upon iheir wrilteii opinion. 

20. A proclamation of this nature, I do not, by any means, think necessary for preserving 
the oouniry from serious discontents, but I think it would be pleasing to the better part of 
the native.^, as evincing an attention to their opinions, customs, and prejudices; that it would 
l)c productive of no material inconvenience; and in short, seeing no objection tQ the mea¬ 
sure, I rceommend it for eonsidoratioiy 

,*7,0. 1 do not recollect to have heard any other distinct objection made to our courts of 
justice, except the c.xpensc ancf delay which attend the procuring of redress. Upon thii 
subject I do not wish to make many observations. The expense Ihavc alw'ays thought loo 
heavy.; but the objeotions arising to Ihg system, from tlie expense aiwTdelay in procuring 
justice, arc not exclusively applicable to these provinces. 

31. Supposing it to be true, that these evils exist to a great degree, such evils 
shoaiil not be charged to tlic introduction of our system, as. its most characteristic marks* 
Lot not the present, be compared to a state of things-never known here, when justice w'as 
cheap and expeditious, hut with that state, which certainly did beiretotbrc exist; viz. one, in 
which tliere was no justice at all, to be got; where the important, tb^ sacrerl duty of re¬ 
dressing injuries, and punisirmgcrlmes,depciided upon llie tyranny and, caprice of a revenue 

• olHcer, who either entirely disregarded the duty, or by corruption and abuse, made it a 
sourcc%of profit. * 

32. It is indeed extraordinary, that j^t should with any one, ever become doubtful, whether 
the country actually derives benefit, Ifloni such n change us has taken place ; 

S3* When, for rapacity and injustice, is siifbstituted-vr system of nlildncss, humanity, 
libcrulEty; in a word, of justice ;—of justice, the acknowledged source of moral relations, the 
only solid basis of legitimate go|fernmcrif. * • 

34. Is it to no purpose that our government, at an iininensc expense, its 5u- 

'Ajcial establishments, that so largc^a portion of its servaati i? occupied in diligently and 
conbcicatiously cuquirinjj into/aixi^ redressing, the wrongs of individuals.. % 

7 11 35. Tha 
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The snmc people, hcrctolbrc accustomed to tJook tor extortion and violence attfijh 
hands of tUeir ralcrs, without appeal or feope of i^iuedy, may now sec public otticeri, tin; 
most rer>peclablc* for rank and station, rflul ccnnQiN»»ns, if acciiscil of malvcfsatiort, undergo 
a stricVmipurtii'd, open trial. When they sec^ucli tilings, I cannot hut believe that tiiVy 
iiekrtowleclgc tiie bli‘ssings conferred upon tlicm, by th(^r new rulers. 'J'hcy will not at 
deny, tliat uia* intentions are good, and that we appeal- to be guided by principles of e4uity 
. i|nd justice, and to f 



37., I cannot help repenting, because f nin convinced of the faer, and tliiiik it important 
thatdn iirtpression almost universal prevails, of its being our policy and practice to dci,troy 
ibc indepiMidencc of the zeiiiiiidni'i; of those., who hart hcrctoi'ore, po'«\i‘r and address to 
maintain themselves. Hence our e.xtremc unpopularity with those jicrsons. 1 ’hey seem, lo 
forget, or value nor, the atlvantigcs they derive from our system of justice and genorarse- 
enrity. They reinenibor only the power which luo.st of ihciu, made a had ii.se of. To pro¬ 
tect the ryuts'from violence and extortions, within, and from the depredations of hostile and 
^ b.n'barous ciicaiies, without, gains us the goofl will of the w eak ami helpless only ; of those . 
wlio.se voice is nut heard, of those who have ever been led or driven by a innslcr. 

38. It is not possible that a system w hich t(‘hds to diminish the importance of the leading 
men of the country, and does in fact, encroach on their just, andJong established privileges, 
cun be iutifiduccd, without extreme dissatisfaction. 'I'hut dissatishiction, liowevciv 1 do not 
mean to'state, as universal among the zemindars. The weak, uhe moderate, and the peace¬ 
able, who were unable to main tain a degree of iudcpeiideuco, under the old government, 
prohably like tlic change. 

31). The great advantage, an^l it cannot be over-rated, of government, is! that of securing 
^hc country, from foreign incursion. ‘ Failing in that, every other benefit is comparatively 
slight, and indeed nugatory; tor without security, no benefit can be enjoyed.j^ It so happens 
. that lliis object, has not been fully accoinplisfied. The inhabitants of the .upper parts of 
; the Dooab had not seen, a foreign enemy, during many years. They caunot fau to remark, 
tbnt shortly after, becoming subject to our dominion, tliey have been invaded by the Mar- 
hattas; and ignorant as an are, of our political .views and quarrels, and of those of our cnc- 
. inics, they probably conceive themselves, still exposed to danger. 

40. I beg leave here to state a few circumstances regarding a trial which occurred at 
Miupoory. The case appears to me not wholly unconiiccied with the prcuciit subject. It 

. may serve to illustrate some of my remarks onyhe state of the country. 

41. Mr. Birch, a very dec^t respectable English gentleman, considerably •advanced in 
years, had long been settled at Shekoabad, a town between iMinpoory and Agra. 11 c wa.s 
a itnue? of. a considerable quantity of land, and had large concerns in trade. Under the 
old government iie was effectually protsi^ted, and his affairs prospered. The government 
of the couhtfy being assumed by us, Mr. Birelfs farm is taken , from him imniediaiely by 
the collector, because our laws allow no English settlers. Soon afterwards, a war breaks 

• out between us and the MarhatUis, and a Iwdy ofpredatory horse having emshefl the Jumna 
and advanced to Shekoabad, Mr. ilirclfs house ahd proptn ty .are plundincd and burnt, either 
V by the invadetSyOf Our subjects, several of whom are said to have joined them. ^ 

42. Some of the inhabitautsof the neiebbourhood were, at the instance of Mr. Birch, appre¬ 
hended iiA'd tried*at the hist sessions of Etawa, but acejuitted. In spite of the acquittal, linw- 

. ever, there 18 no’doubt of the fact, that Mr. Birch’s property was burnt and iiluntlcred. I’lie 
. evidence did not appear to the court suflicient to convict tlie p( r^ons accused, but it is cer¬ 
tain that either they, or others, committed the crime, and that jt wa.s produced solely, by tlie 
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my opraion, that hi* ca^, jis tar as it came under m> notice, U a hard one ; • and that tbouffii 
the otfendm have not been brought to pmiishniem, there can be no doubt that he lias 
sttfibred a great injury. 

44- Mr Birch, w 1 k> attended during the whole of a long trial in the court of circuit, 
iii^t tcci heavily t.ic trouble and delay ot procuring justice under the new system, and the 
dttficmty of proving. Ill CKir ctitcherries, facts notorious elsewhere, licreiotbre, when robbed 
m otherwise iiijuren, the aumil allowed him to take the law into his own Imids, which 
Mr. Bnvh sutodlo have attsw^ed his purpose at all times. He used to seize Ow ruJnriis 
or those whom be con^ycd,.to be the culprits, confine and jmuisli them, and seldom tailed 
. to C/blain rc:Uitnt!on.pHitsproperty. • , » itiuv.u 

45. ■*ir. Bircli’s ctse is, in• some respects, similar to tliatof many a native zemindar 
wno eonii.laius o onr lawste fhey arc deprived of soUic rights end privil^s, and intlucnee 
wliK ii aVi tt of them, may have cKercired fa purpose. Some injuries may have been 
wumutted with anpanity, under us, which t^uld Save been redrcssetl, by tlie old s*tem" ' 
hat how many ifisiances must occur, in which thmufanceiit are. by ourcourtrDn^«!t^.i 
strong exclaim against Jaws, wh^ch enable the weak to^eontend 

i‘-gulaiion lias piused lately, and been promulgated, trom which it apfle.nrs to be 
: Uie.iuteuiiou ot govemmuit to i roclaiia martial law, Slid e.vccute it, in all iu rigour*, on 

the 
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f the first appcamiice of rebellion in ear territories. I liavc already taken the iifac^ty to 
•suggest th «'4 some objections.occur to me to ihe^doptioii of this ineasuro, aiid I Leg to be 
permitted her(fto introduce n tew more 9 bbscrva 1 :io) 1 l on the Stune subject. 

47. it is my opinion that the greatest caution ought to he observed by all odiesrs, civil 

and militory, in navin^ recourse to^^anus for the suppression of tumults niid disturbances 
raised by refractory duets. No easels likely to occur, in which delay and conciliation might 
hot be Jittcudod vvith good effect. M'herwis the resorting to vi<)lont mcnsurc^is, itself, 
evil of the greatest iiiagiiitudo, producing immediate Joss of lives and property, atid\x>n« 
fusion and distress, in every shape. • 

48. 1 would moreover sribniit, thA some considerations arise in my mind, which lead mo 
to think that the prodamraion and exercise of martial la^, according to the Imglish mode, 
can seldom or never be advisable, even during the existence of open warfare, Lctw^fen our 
troops^ and our suljects. 

40. 'Micrc are, i believe, in different parts of our territories, zemindai’s, in some degree 
-dltdependant; that is«to say, chiefs wlio have never l)ccn brought under complete obedience, 
and who being iinnsi'd to control, would infallibly, if they posses* ilie means, resist any 
force that could be scar against them. As our conquests e.Mend, more of these persons, 
J conclude, become subject to us, 

50. 'fhcrc are persons of this description residing in fortresses, or in failtA and jungles, 
vtlio, with their followers, can hardly be called subjects, though situated within our 
froiuier. I should imagine, it will never* be thought degrading or inconsistent with the 
honour of government,, so far to yield to circumstances, as to dqnciliat^ the good wilt of 
tliesc pei-sons, and to avoid innovations and encroachments on their riglits and long estab¬ 
lished usages. 

51. I am particularly encouraged to hope that these principles, and this practice,^will 
not be discountenanced; because on a former occasion, when I held the onice of judge 
and magistrate of Miduapon*, my conduct towards the inhabitants of the jungles was 
founded very much on these principles: experience has proved them to be just mul politic, 
and •gov(>rnn)eiit .have not withheld, their approbation of tfieln. Now there are, or have 
been, refractory jj.einindar3 in these, provinces, who’may be-considered, in some respects 
similar to those inhabitauis of the jungles. 1 fear the anxiety of govq||iiincMt to intro¬ 
duce the Regulations among such people, may have given rise to much discontent artd 
disorder. 

52. It may bo proper, with a view to point out how for the persons to whom I allude 
may really be considered rebels and traitors, to enter into some little detail of the state of 
the country. 

55. 'riie gnly eflicicnt government, both under the Nabob vizier and under the Marhattaa, 
did in fact, reside in the aumil, who, os long as he paid the revenue, W'fis in no danger of being 
called to account for abuses. • 

54. In like inatmcr, wheii the zemindar paid hU revenue to the aumit, or to the tehsildar, 
w ilh punctuality, he was not troubled w ilh enquiiNes into the mode of collecting it, or into 
the general state of the police. 

55. 'rh(‘ aumil maintained order, not by means of courts of justice, which were scarcely 
known, but by a military force; and the zemitidai's, hs already observed, were deemed 
Jpyal or disloyal, in proportion to their punctuality, in paying their re venue. 

56. Many of the chiefs of these provinces, yielded a very imperfect olkdience to the 
ruling power; th.it is to say, 10 the aumil. I’here were, 1 am told, refractory chiefs of several 
descrq'tions; but ;ill of them had fortresses, or some military force, otherwise they would 
soo!i have been reduced to submission by the aurhil. 1 may,mention as instances, the 
.zemindar of Tiitlea, and, I beUeve, that of Sasnee; the reduction of whose forts cost us 

' so many valuable lives, • 

57. It would not bo diiTiculT, pei 4 iaps, for the magistrates or collectors, to progurc lists 
and descriptions of these peijgons, if any stilt remain; and it seems to me, that without 
some infoiiiiarioii.on these points, we must,* in forming revemw and police arrangoincnta, 
act v^y niuch at random. My information is veiy limited ; but J[ have learnt, that 
although some of these chiefs might properly be styled rubbers, others possessed hereditary 
and prescriptive rights of sovereign^' within their estates ; of lhi.sl am certain, that tliere 
were many, w ith w hom tlie aumil had no alternative, but to tolerate their turbulent habits, or 
enter into a bloody and expensive contest with them: nor did it by any means, till our 
time, follow, tliat lie-who oiiic <5 drew the sword, and erected the standard of rebellion, was 
inevitably ruined. •M'itli more than one zemindar, AlmaiiiMly Khan, after a doubtful 
contest, has been treated with as an equal, and cortie to a compromii^ of disputes. 

58. If the chiefs were tbiis disobedient, tltid could scarcely be callecl subjects, it will 

easily be believed, that theb ryots mid defendants,invariably and necessarily 1‘ollowed their 
cx;mq)le; and tliis, I conceive, must stOl be so, for some time. IImj s^diers aud domestics 
of the turbulent chief, who serve Uinv’for piiy, will fight bk^^ttl^, and vriil look up to 
him alone as, their sovereign; since it is ue. alone, w ho anords them protection and 
subsistence*. ^ ^ • 

59. * licforc we introduce new laws, f coi^ivei. thatought to look to the condition of 

the people. We should coiOiidcr how Ikr it may he coliststent w ith humanity or policy, to 
apply*thc principles of tbq Rn^disU in all jtsng^ao to a people, among whbin thckcal 
and spirit^f loyalty were iiev^r diffused or understood; w hose igiionince of our laws and 
Tiustoms 1.3 complete.; and whose acts never, in the slightest degree,’cudaftgLred the caistiiig 
govtjrumcnt. * 

t?o. For 
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66. For ibnt point, altliough not iniinedktely in <5i’cstion, at present, ! oiust uiiiintain^, 

wliatcver others may have thought ou ifae subject ot sedition or cafi.^|)iry4:ics, 1 am con-* 
vinc ed the state was never in danger frofti iiftcrnuj^sordcr.s. ... * ... 

61. IJad there e.visted any spark of a rebeiiious spirit, capable of ii'juring us, would it not 
probably have bix>la.n out in a dame, on the first appearance of a system, which luaterialljr 
affected every man-of power, infiuence and consideration, throughout the country ? 

62. JPor fijfch, I conceivef wtw the sudden and immediate effect of the change ot govcrii- 
»iTicnr, that the chief persons, under the late govemmonts, must look upou ibemselves tJS the 

victims of our aoquibitions and conquests ; yet how few-rebel! how lew are so infatuated ! 
thry know the force of our army, and that rebellion against us, must produce tlicir speedy 
ruin. Our new subjects are transferred tooilir dominion, without the least trouble. JNohody 
enquires whether the change is agreeable to tiiem,. or not; tl>ose ji:ho have never been 
.subject to any law, come suddenly, under all the laws we may judge it expedient to 
prouiirfgale, few of which they will ever fully comprehend. 

63. The eases of disaffected persons, except those of mere robbers arc, generally speak 
ing, [ believe, somewhat of this .nature. Some uiisiindcrstuiKling or quarrel arises on 

-^iic.stions of. revenue or police. The zemindar commits illegal acts, to which he has 
pos^bly been provoked by our officers. Complaints are inad<i» *tnd ^i warrant issues, ac- 
^d'ording to the usual form, of process. Tiie cbiei^ feeling himself insulted, or perhaps 
-apprehending danger and indignity, resists, first the peon, and afterwards, theseapoys sent 
against him. 

64.. He ^ tlien,^ having opposed lawful authority, though probably he is ignorant of its 
• nature, considered as having^^forfeited,bis allegiance; and is termea a rebel and traitor. 
}le is perhaps outlawed, a price set on bis head, martial law proclaimed, and he and all hU 
followers caught in arms, arc liable to be punished with iinmediate death, bpr any military 
offidbr who happens to be sent against hmi, in command of a detachment. These measures 
not appear to me to be ncctrssary for the maintenance of the peace and good order of 
. the country. 

65. 1 beg leave to explain, that I am not here alluding to events, which have actually 
happened, within my owai official knowledge. I.am not aware that the extreme easc^ has 
. ever oGotirred; but 1 humbly apprehetid, that it is liable to occur. 

• 66. Tbe. castf of a zcinindar,.forcibly 'ppposii^.lawful authority, is however, one which 
. frequently happens ; and on that occasion, vigo^us measures must be resorti^d to, always 
recollecting, that such cases are neither alannibg to the government, nor indeed of any 
-very great consequence to the permanent tranquillity of the district. Hut I would, to tim 
last, make every allowance for the lower orders. 1 hardly know timt I would, in any case, 
proceed against them, with a view to bring them to legal punisluuont. To nut them to 
.^death, as rebels and traitors, 1. tiiink manileftly useles.s, un just, conirary to tne ciLstum of 
Iliiidostan,.founded entirely ou notions aad rules brought from the other side of the globe, 
and tot' 41 y ina^plieabie to. this country, ft cannot be ueeossury to point out, tliat the ease 
of rebclliuu aim treason in and in this country, must be enctrely dissimilar. 

67. ^^'e every day find our native subjects serving again.st uv as suldiers; but our officers 

have not thought proper to put in execution, against men found, in this situation, the rules of 
jEnglish inilitan’ law. For this forbearance, there .art; doubtleas, good reasons : one reason 
is, 1 presume, tTiot .of our^being aware, that the nuuve.s look iipoji tluiir muster, as their

60. WUtTt is evident that liiere were lately/followers of chiefs, who bad not vet 

{learned to look up to u.«, for jusftccaiiid protection. Jf we ntver interposed to defend them 
.from the cruelty and rapacity of their chief; it they did not obtain from us, the means of 
security from opprc^feioji, or of the peaceful poasessioif of,dieir. property, they could not, in 
.fairness and equity, be held to owe.us allegianoe. * * 

70. J am very far from wishing to justify resistance to the sovereign power, or its officers.

6. 1 o ilie authority which I hu\^ already mentioAed, { may also add, the recommenda.- 
tion lately made to government by the present bo^d of commissioners, for suspetidiim ih< 
new arraiigements indefinitely, in the large district of.Bundt^ad. Tips reSomuiehiiatioii* 
catinot but throw' doubt on the accuracy of the information which inducqil the goverameat 
to introduce the arrangements in question, into itot country; and the doubt, in mis instance, 
must be allow ed to afl'ord presomptiou in favpurof the opinion, that the same airangemehts 
have been prematurely introduced, into the vmole of tke'new territory. 

7. The preceding considerations, I venture to flatter myself, may prodivre an effect which 

I certainly should ^lot have .been presumptuous enough to expect, from my own humble 
cflorr.s; and the destruction of the ^sildarry system be at I^utt'iaspendid, till governmei|jt 
have had time to weigh the additional information and asg^ments whimi have been> and 
may be .submitted to them on the queition. * ... 

8. Should that resolution be adopted, and the deliberations of government, end in frie

14. To take an example, with udiich we are all familiar. Tn our own country, we all 
know what services llie society contributes to its oun protection. \Vc know how oiucli 
vigour is conferrrtl on its poirce, by the support which it rccciy^'s from native j|»cntryi from 
TCaiiectrtble lamllioldcfs, from the corporations in towns, and from suiystAntial ptrsoi>s of U»e 
middle class in the villages. can form some concef>tion of the mischief whi6li 
ensue, if that support should be w ithdrawn, and an auciiipt ihado to compensdUS it, by 
positive laws and artificial institutiflh’i. 

15. It is not indted necessary to travel beyond tliC territory of thUgovcrhincht, itt ^nesf 
of examples to establish the principle. These limits, afford us some sffikmg hi&tancet of 
the advantages which may be reaped, by attending to it, and the evils which arfife, iji'hch ll 
is neglected. 

16. At an early period of the British administration, that tract of hilly country lyihJ 
between Bwrbhoc/Ui and Bhaugleporc was, in a state, of extreme disorder. The irihitbimbts 
were in,open arms against the government and its other subjects. A perpetual savigo 
W'urlarc was iiuiintained by them, against the ihUabitants of the plains^ and they 
proscribed and hunted down, like wild betftts; so that 1 imvc been inforntetl by a gcifckmdil 
who was at the time, collector of Beerblioom, their heads were brought to him by baskok 
loads. Such a state of things, must naturally have excited the atteiktion of 

and have culled fortli a|] the ordinary means of prevention. JDetUchmentr were iihddl1lbt)$dfy 
sent out; police cstablishineiits formed, revised and coraH:ted; instructions i'ssUed, and r^poM 
called for; but all, without any eirectual iinprovbmeiit, till some sagacioiis mind ihat 
only chance of managing. the hill people, was,, by the influence of the hilichiet^; ' 
were accordingly negotiated with; their confidence acquired; their interests'^Ugdgcd to 
u.^, by stipends; the charge of their hills, confided to them ;* and tliat wild country has Ctcf 
since, been one of the quietest portions of Our doiuinioits* 
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17. We have a more recent instance of the same policy, attended Uritb the saftic ineCesa. 
Witliin the district of Aliduapore, there existal a eoninderable extent of tbfd^ coOlltrir; 
c*:illed the Jungle Mehauls; the inhabitents of these wiids, are littlu bet^f tlran 
and their only principle of obedience seems to be^ their devotion to their nativachlefs i Witn-» 
out huilicieiit attention to their peculiar character* this people had been induded in tlic ge-^ 
iionil s\htem of internal udmiiii.stration. Tho huaiediate authority over them, was given to 
police tlarogahs, and by the o(ieration of Billing plates for revenue balances, many of tfieir 
ycmiiidars had been dispossessed. The eiVects of this violetice on the habits of the people, 
were felt by degrees. They sided with the discarded zemindars, oontemned the audiority 
of tile police oifieer.9, and were frequently guilty of great disoiders. The misdrief, 
how eve r, had excited no particular attention, and might long have j^scaped observatibn, 
when at last, some mom than ordina^misinana^mentdrqyectf^ttv into opai insurrection. 
Tortuiiaiely, at this critical juncture, Si r. Henry^^troclrey was selected .to’take charge of 
t.h(' district, flis discernhient and act|.vityfl|nick1y diseoyCfed, and c^cgciously appheri, 
the proper remedy; many of tlie z<kinin 4 iE)rfl\tcr&brocrght back, and secured hi their estates.^ 
their eoididenec was acquired, and tlieir in^ucncc cinpfoyed, to manage the inhabitants. 
Jlie fruit of these judicious measures, was soon seen, in reviving traiiquiliitj; and i have 
since heard of no sCrious disturbances. 


18. 'J’lu'so are the most proper cases for illustrating the principle; because thq peculiar 
eliaracter of the society showed tHc effect of ifec system, in a manner tltet forced itself upon 
the attention. The symptoms wefe sO ^trohj^y Aafked, ifliut the disorder coul^ not be 
mistaken. Ihc people Wefc s6 riidC thotfthcy cOuld be iuad6 to comprehend nothing but 
the aiilliority of their chiefs; thut'i withdhu)?n’, iHey iihinediafely fell into confusion, iu 
those parts of our dominions, vfli^retl'i^ itihhbiidhts ai^ diofe improved, the same c;^use will 
naturally operate with ICsS vio|<n<6e, b^cditlsi^ paTtinltjr CoUht^CTCd, by ihllder manners and 
more rational habits; its eonsequenfetsi, fhcridbrC, vtill be kss diStih^-tTy Observed, l^ul to ' 
conclude for that reasoir, Undoes OpCKUd at all, \voulli 6e a gfeat error.

••2«, This issonatufa! a result of the airangeincnt which 1 have been slating, that it might 
have been nrcsuiiK-d, without tlie anthorijy ot experience. Hut it doe* not rest on bpmiia- 
tion. From the preamble to Hegnlaticm III. 1805 ,1 oteerve, that the c.xistcncc of mis evil 
has c.xcitcd the attention of govern men t. * 

2^ With the sulijoet wiiieh 1 have just concluded, ‘i-< closely ronnocted another source 
of tiie de^'ts, in our interna) management. I retevto ihc want of a due support and eii- 
coura^emenl to ancient and rcs|)ccrruljlc families, not being lantlliolders: this cause is indeed 
equally connected with tlie topic or natural authority, for it is obvious, such families fonn*^ 
u portion of the natural authority of ever}^ country. 

24. When the British first acquired the dominion of these province?, they found a con¬ 

siderable body of what might be called, mitive gentry. These persons, w( re principally 
either the officers of the old government, or, if ifot immediately in office, the descendants 
of ancestors who had acquired distinction and property, in the service of tlie slate. Taken 
as a body, they were not deficient in the acquaintance with men and business, the know¬ 
ledge and (devation of sentiment^ which iu a certain degree, vscenis»alwuys attaclicd to the 
long possession of power and affluence. « 

25. To exclude these men from offices of trust and power, was a necessary eftect of the 
Britjsh ascendancy ; and from this exclusion, the decline and ruin ot tlie majority of these 
fumuics would soon follow, as secondary consequence. 

• 26, Completely to guard against this conseiiuence, was obviously impracticable; but it 
would uudoubtediy have admitted of great pafliatioii. Without too much burthening our 
government, we might have reserved a considerable number of offices for natives, iqmn a 
liberal footing of coi^dence and emolument. These, w’ouid have been a resource to 
many of these %nilie8; would tiave maintained them, in n decent state of rt^pect and coin- 
j^tcncy; and have enabled them to give their children an education, wiiicli would have 
preserved them, from ffilling below the place which their parents had held iu society. 

27. But our government has not appeared to think tlvis object worthy their attention. I 
have sltow'fl the uniurc of the offices assigned to* natives, in the police department. The 
same principle, runs generally through all the arrarigcinoiits for the Lower Provinces; ns iar 

respects natives, it is a sy^steni of petty agency; it con.sequently offers no a(iec|uatc 
encouragement to men of respectability. If therefore not the policy of the government, 
it luis at least been lilie tendency of their internal measute, to hasten the extinction of this 
4:lasH of men. ‘Accordingly, the greatest^ part of these families have sunk under neglect 
and poverty^ and dieir cle^ndants have Income confounded with the mass of the people. 

26. To me, it has been always a subject of deep regret, that this course should have been 
nursued. Since 1 have been at*^this place, I hare had opportunities to judge of some of the 
lust of the i-ace; and the very able assistance which I have received from them, has given 
znc a high sense.of the advantages our administration might have derived, had means been' 
taken to preserve tlie stock, and to make a proper use of their sci*vices. 

29. The preceding observations refer to the general frame of our police, and to the 
persons in whose hands it is trusted. Other causes of inefficiency may be poiuted out, in 
the distriboiion of the {mwers confided to those officers, and the regulations under which 
they act; caijses honourable indeed to the government, and to the national character, as they 
originate in the mildness and humanity of our admlnistratiorw 

30. TIfe native government, in its best times,-\Vas stern and aeverc, like all other despotic 

governments; more awake ^lo the necessity of^ public order, \han alive to the feelings of 
humanity. The state was, all; the subject; nothing. N.ev anxious consideration ibr in¬ 
dividuals restraining llicm from trusting their agents, whh almost unlimited iiowcrs. Their 
officers were enabled to ai^t, with celerity and eftect; Ths^ lield in their hands, all the means 
<n prevention. As no scrupulous apprehensions of oppressing innocence, embarrassed their 
proceedings, Uicy were tolerably secure of reaching the guilty ; rapid executions impressing 
the. nnugiuiUioii witu terror, and connecting the ideas of the crime and the punishment, 
comfiJeted a system well adapted to overawe men’s minds, and to maintain the uubiic 
tranquillity. t . ^ ^ 

31. Upon what 4)ppo.site principles the Biiiisb government acts, is well known. Their 
constant aim is to reconcile the supjmrt of poblk order, with a due attention to tlie honour, 
ilte lives, and the torumes of individuals. Out iif Otis tenderness, for die people, arises a 
jealous anxiety that the powers given Ibr ^ir protectioii, shall not.be pervrrted to opXss 
them. Hcnc€: the authority or tbcir officers is contnfote^ within narrow llmiiA ?

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public spirit of, perhaps, the most enligl^tened and public spirited nation of the globe. Can 
w*e then be surprized that the same maxims have been attended with great disorders, when 
introduced*amo«g a people whose habits have bcem formed, under despotism, who hardly 
possess the name of public principle, antf who have been absolved, as L have obscrvciK from 
the authority of their native leaders. ♦ 

33. Such arc the prominent reasons to which I ascribe the weakness of our police, and 
(he disorders which prewaii in the Lower Provinces. On subjecU of this nature, however, 
unanimity of sentiment cannot be expected; and [ am awgre'chat my opinion will have.ta 
encounter respectable authority. 

34. Gang-robbery, it is alledged, ^ists chiefly iif Bengal; and is to be ascribed, not to 
any defects in our system, but to tlie local circumstances of the country, and the peculiar 
character of its inhabitants. 
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35. The first cause assigned is the nature of the country, in which labyrinths of forests 
and rivers afford refuge and shelter to banditti, offer tavourablc opportunities to attack pas- 
Bgagers, and enable them to elude pursuit. This is certainly a very sufticient cause, as far 

. as it goes ; but it seems much too partial, to account for the general effect, since it cannot 
be denied that decoity prevails ia several of the districts, tlic local circumstances of which, 
^ offer no such advantages, 

36. The second and only other cause advjmced, is of a nature to rob the unfortunate suf¬ 
ferers of all claim to sympathy, by casting the wliole blame on tltemselves. 'riie inhabi¬ 
tants of tho other provinces, Behar for instance, it is said, owe their safety to the manliness 
of their character, which defies assault. The natives of Bengal arc paying the natural 
penalties of cowardice. • Their villages are fired, their property pillaged, tliefr women 
ravished, and themselves tortured and assassinated, simply because tliey are poltroons. 


37. This hypothesis, as it implies a sort of moral dispensation, is captivating; but I con¬ 
ceive, will not stand the test of delibcmtc examination. If indeed the deceits of 
were always foreign invaders; or, though not foreigners, were (as sometimes happens) 
a peculiar class of men, reared in woods and desarts apart from the rest of mankind, and * 
inured from youth to their savage occupation, it might be argued, speciously cnougli, that 
their success arose, from the pusillanimity of the people. But It b very well known, that 
in many of the districts, the banditti spring up from the very bosom of the community. 
In these cases, 1 must think the theory, plainly inadequate to the solution of flie facts. Foi> 
how can it be explained, that the selfsame people, who supply spirit for the assault, should 
he so miserably deficient, in resolution for the defence ? Cowards, as they are represented, 
they might still, it should seem, take hear( against their brother cowards. In truth, they 
do not appear to merit the imputation. They liave often made, a very brave defence; anil 
if the instances are not more numerous, it i.s not surprizing tliut their spirits have sunk, 
under the long pressure of so grievous a calamity. They who think so meanly of the 
Bengalese, surely forget, that, at an early perioil of our military history, they almost entirely 
formed several of our battalions, an<f distinguished themselves as brave and active soldiersit 


38. In addition to those iiiiornal presumptions, tlierc exists external evidence against the 

solidity of this account, Gang-mbbery is certainly much less frequent in Behar, than in 
Bengal. But the explanation, which 1 am opposing, assumes, that it is hardly kiiotvn in the 
ibrmer province. Now 1 beg leave to apj^aJ, both to the actual state of the province, anil 
to the records of the court of circuit, and Nizamut Adawlut, as affording abunciant nfmttcr to 
dtsprove this notion. A very remarkable instance occurs to my recollection, which happened 
a lew years back, in the district of Tirhoot. A party of banditti establish^ themselves, and 
reigned, widiout controul, in the populous town of llagypore, close to Patna, and not for 
distant from the magistrate's station; to such a pitch had their audacity, and the subjection 
of the people, arisen, that their chief, on the occasion of a marriage in his family, actually 
satin state, and compelled the respectable inlmbltauts to attend, and offer hih^ their con¬ 
gratulations. These men, wer^at length seized and brought to justice; their trial is .to be 
found among the records of the Nizauiut Adawlut^ and may servo fora muUitude oi''^proofo, 
that whatever privilege the men of Behar jposscss, over their less fortunate neighbours of 
Bengal, cannot be ascribed, to tl)^ir personal qftalities. * 

39. All parties however agree, tliat^h^ same system has been attended with very different 
results, in the two provinces. There ,must, tlK^fore, be some way of accounting for tlic 
difference; and as 1 reject the explanation commonly given, I may be expected to offer one, 
more satisfactory. But it is one thing to refute an erroneous account; and another, to give 
the true one. The arguments which I have, urged^ against Uie causes which have been 
assigned, will lose nothing of dieir validity, though 1 myself should be unable to )>otnt out 
more adequate cau.ses... To the.public officers,-who have local experience, I must leave the 

* task, of explaining the circumstances which ijave eiiabM Behar so much more successfully 

^ to resist the disorganizing pruicipks whidi uppear. to me to have done tlic mischief in 

Bengal; only venturing to suggest, that«tbe reasoii may be, perhaps, found in the different 
state of the landed property. ^ 

40. But even Ikhar, it is said, is rffniiing thesamo course with Bengal; the influence of 
all, who were respectable, dying away 7 thC people ^yssolving into it dispelled* uncon- 

* nccteii multitude, without any points of uiiiofl, any suflievau power to embody them for 

self defence; the vicio'us and^dworderly^^cncouraged by these advantages, forming coinbim^- 
tioiis to prey on the rest of thd dommpnity. . i ^ , 

* 41. What/may be thought a)f weight of the preceding it?<wnlnc, 1 knoivnot. 
A very few*ycars back, I should have Been ufpaid,‘m advancing the*argttmemj which Lhave 

• 7 K offered, 
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of ex posing myself to the imputation of aingularity. * I have nowillie satisfaction to 
find, that some of iny iconclusions, at leasts arc. sanctioned by the highest authority. ^ 1 nfe 
preamble to Regulation 12. 1807, dedarc^, that.the police estabiishm^tsi jn the provinc^, 

J those establishments on which Ave nave relied* for 16 years, are inefficient ; and the 
intention of that regulation is, to strengthen the police, by engaging in its service, persons 
whose chaiacter and situation give them authority among the people. 

42. How far, indeed, the means adopted, are likely to effect so desirable an end, is, [ fear, 

«.very questionable. On the on^side, I observe great sacrifices. On the other, no adequate 

inducements. Pecuniary indemnification the regulation does not promise generally ; and 
in proportion as this resolution is deviated from, the p^n will become costly. In ^ditioti to 
expense, the police aumeens will be called on for no inconsiderable sacrifices of time, ease; 
and, in many situations, where gang-robbeiy is formidable, of personal safety. But the 
responsibility, I imaging, will be the great ohjectioii the foujdarry adawlut, find the court 
of circuit; thinjgs, the contrast of which, unless impelled by very powerful motives, it is the 
aim of every respectable native during life to avoid. On the other band, what are 4 J^e^ 
inducements? Public spirit, I think, will not be mentioned. And 1 sec nothing elbC, 1)1? t\ 
tlio temptation of being raised to the same level of dignity, w ith petty police oliicers; not 
quite that indeed, for the aumeens will be, to a certain degree, subordiimte to the clarogahs. . 
The event, 1 sincerely hope, will be contrary tg my ex{iectatioii; but I think it impossihie- 
that many natives of character will be brought to accept the new office : some respectable 
men may, perhaps, undertake it, from deference to the wishes of government; but, in that 
castr, tiiey will take good care not to conimit themselves, by an over officious zeal. 

43. If**! have been at all succcssfuf in explaining my sentiments, it will readily be col¬ 
lected, from what 1 have said, that I must entertain great doilbts, on the expediency of the 
innovations which have lately taken place in tliese provinces. Bin, as connected with the 
iiffmediatc obicct of my consideration: die p6licc, they present tlicinselves to me, in a 
light peculiarly uiifavourabier 

44. The police in these provinces, before tlie late changes, rested upon thezcmindai*s and 
tehs Ildars. 

45. In a former part of this Report, speaking of the zemindars of the Ceded Provinces, I 

have attempted to explain the causes svhich operate to make the influence of these men, 
•favourable to Ihe tranquillity of the country at large. The same cause, to a certain degree, 
Still exists in iienarcs, and ensures a very reasonable portion of security, to the fixed inhabi¬ 
tants; at the same time, it will l)c easily understood that this protection does not extend, to 
Strangers, travellers, and passengers. We fiqd, in fact, that these persons are tlic chitd' 
objects of crimes committed for the sake of lucre. I'liere is no doubt that the zemindars are 
firequently the instigators; and even when that does not happen, if left to themselves, they 
regard with indifference, the sufferings of men who arc widiout the pale of their domes¬ 
tic ties. ^ 

• 46. A state of things, however, Avhidi offers to our lftnd ^Ite^sccurity of the great body of 
inhabitants, is an adinirabio basis«upori which to .builds police. All that was, in my 
judgment, required in addition, would have been to preserver that foundation, the zeinindarry 
system itself, from decay, and rapid changes; and next, by instituting a vigorous cuniruul 
over the zemindars, to compel them to extend their protection to slraugeus. 

47. The present zemmdarry proprietory is menaced with destruction, from various causns. 
The first and principalis, the tuinute division of estates by the Mahoined.ui and Hindoo hr ws 
of inheritance. The operation of this cause, is already so visible in the Benares province, 
riiat petty estates will be found with 50, 100, and even more co-.sharers. It would be 
foreign from my present purpose to enlarge on the ruinous consequences of such a state of 
property, to the owners, .the inconvenience from it, to the revenue, its effects, to overv/helin 
the courts pf justice with a multiplicity of suits relative to scarcely tangible interests, or the 
htjarious influence of the litigiousness which it unavoidably breeds, on ilie morals and hap¬ 
piness 5 f the people. But it is evident, that in estates where such anarchy [wevails, no 
persons can have sufftciei^t weight to perfortq any service foP the police. 

48. As landed property in this province, was virtually a boon froni the British government 

to the present possessors, they would gladly have rf*eccivcd it, on any conditions which the 
public wjelfare made desirable: 1 cannot, therefore, but lament, that at the time the gift 
was conferred, the consequences I have stated were not foreseen and guarded a'^ainst by 
limiting the partibility of estatLis. Even now, the government, I think,‘should iiitcrferc in 
its legislative capacity. The mode mid extent of the interference are, indeed, ejuestions^ of 
delicaqr; but the interference itself, is plainly made necessary for tlte.public welfare and 
would bejustifiedby that necessity. If tW sacrifice of rights be objected, I answer, that L 
ibould propose to sacrifice no rights tliat vrere not mere shadows; unprofitobly engrossing 
the attention of the wretched claimant; involving him, in uivivailiog liti nation, and divertitiff < 
his time and tndustty, ftom a more advantageous channel. Lawyers act without scruple on 
the maxim rfe minmu nen curat itx;* and I do not sec why the same licence, may not be 
taken by the tawgsTer. • > j ^ 

49* As fwas&retenueis coneeined, government, I am aware, have applied a partial 
remodybyHegtilatipnfi, likiy, which provides, that no share of a zemindarry shall biserm- ‘

fore assumes tile prlnctple, that the interests of the zemindars, must give way to those^of the 
public; and after going so far, there seems no good reason for not going as much further, as 
the sam^ end* may require. . * • 

50, If this great evil could be corrected, the principal remaining danger whicli»menaceH 
.the proprietary, is an incapable or \infuithful administration of tlie revenue. Whenever this 
cause unhappily exists, and oppressive exactions are added to the heavy demands of 
government, many ofthe zemindars necessarily sink under the blirden, and lose their cstatq^, 
ior public sale. • • * 

.51. It is also obvious, that the pecuniary embarrassments which these causes create, will 
often terminate in private alienations, or in what amounts to the same thing, judicial sates. 
Abstracted from them, private alienations, I infagine, would not be numerous; the people 
clinging to their estates, with tenacious Various accidental events, indeed, must be 

expected occasionally to involve the proprietors in pecuniary distress; but there seemed no 
reason to apprehend, from the operation of these causes, any such rapid changes, would 
weriousW have affected the zeminoarry police agency. 

’ 52. The necessity of* putting bounds to this discussion, restrains me from entering into 
tlie specific remedies which 1 snould have suggested for the mischiefs, actual and possible, 
which I have enumerated; I must therefore assume that premer means would have been 
adopted, to keep up some authority in estates, and the body of proprietors guarded, against 
violent change. The next object would have been to compel, the proprietors to render 
faithful services to the police, not only by protecting tlieir dependents, and ahstmning 
from injuring their neighbours, but by watching over the safety of the t^vellcr and 
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stranger. , 

53^ To state all the measures 1 should have proposed with this view, would lead me into 
too mu( h detail. The control is the gi'eat point; and for that, J should have dcspaiiyd of 
making any more effectual provision than existed in the supcrintendancc of the old tchsil- 
dars. From the liberal footing on which these olhceTs weft-e placed, diey derived wciglu 
and authority with the people ; tlieir revenue transact ions with the zeiniiidars, gave them a 
strong hold on that class of men, made them intimately acquaintetl with their characters 
and conduct, and put in their power opportunities, peculiarly favourable, of acquiring the 
information essential to good police. How comimratively destitute the new darogalis 
must be of all these advantages, it would be waste of lime to demonstrate. ^ • 


54. But if the union of police and revenue powers was favourable to the strength of the 
police, iKsfar a.s the tchsildars were conceriicd, 1 must acknowledge that in another important 
point, the controul of the magistrate, it was liable to objection. The revenue is ol’ such 
primary consequence, that any objecU that come in cotnpolition •with it, Avill necessarily 
give way. On this ground, probably, the nomination of the tchsildars was, in the collector, 
who, on the same principle, if ht: had secured the revenue by his choii'C, would be apt to 
think that lie had done enough. ^Then the two duties would occasionally clash; and^the 
police of course, suffer in the conflict. Often too, the duty of the revenue would ^ made a 
plausible plea to the magistrate, for neglect and itiattention to the other duty. He would 
thus frequently iinci himself without any pei*son to send him regular information, and duly 
execute his orders. 


55. A situation in which the magistrates made so little figure, would naturally disgust inarir 
of them with the sysuiu, mid dispose them to undervalue the good it contained, which 
indeed lay somewhat deep, while the evil was on the surface. Zealous ilieti of business 
inclined to over-rate the advantages of order and precision, and the formalities and ma¬ 
chinery of office, would be peculiarly impatient, at the obstructions and irregularities which 
they experienced. 

56. An obvious and effectual mode of surmounting the difiiculty, and of powerfully 

strengthening the magistrate’s arm, W'ould be to place the tchsildars under his^solc uutho- 
jity, by giving him the collcctuoti o{ the revenue; such an arrangement would mdeod Ik; 
inconsistent with what is deemed, a fundamental maxim of our code, that judicial and re¬ 
venue lunctitins shall not be iffiited. How ty this principle oug|;tt rigorously and invariably 
to he observed, ill ail situatioiisfund under all circumstances, is a very serious, and jn my 
judgment, by no means, a clear question; bjut without proposing what might perhaps ^ 
generally thought so violent a cure, abe. taconvcnience did not strike me in so fbrmidaUe a 
light, that it would have induced me to change the tchsildars ibr police darogahs. A mea¬ 
sure recently a<lopteil, which compelled live tehsildars to. maintain a regular establishment 
for the sole purj|>qse of (lolice, with a darogah to be by the magistrate, went far 

to remedy one part of the inconvenience. Ta.rcmimy rito other defect, and to seetivc 
some attention to polici^, in the af^intiuent of tehsildars^ tlic judicial officers should 
been allowed, some voice in their selection ; their nomination, for instance, might hav^ passed 
tlirough tlu* Court of Appeal and Circuit; ami liere i may be pt^rmiued to observe inei- 
dehtafiy, that the proper chokib of a teksilclar would alatoft always have secured, a good 
polled darog.ili. 

57. But ilie new arrangement ha%e struck at the root of all sueh views. They have 

totally changed the condition of the tehwIdarxaiHk afi^^ atul trasato police darogahs, 
as the main support of the police. • . . 

Here, perhaps, 1 shall be remiQ^ ^at the new system continues tiicwcsponribility of 
the zGiuindars. I sec indeed that it i|i so deciored; but I do not perceive that siny ntcau^ 
have been adopted, to efieciiiatq^.thit intention. • 

^ 5S. TlicsuViginal Hegulutioiis for l^nare# beamed fay a gentleman who had .g long 
an<( intimate knowledge of titc pvpvince. BotliItii rales, and the traces of his scntinienu 

left 
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left dy them, show us his opinion, on these subjects** Ho could not tail t <5 perceive, th^t ^ 
the good order of the province mainly di^pended, on guarding against violent changes in 
the body of tlic landed proprietors. He also aware, that the ignorance ot the zemindars; 
their improvidence and turbulent character, would long require their subjection to a 
vigorous controu), equally with a view to their own welfore, and the interest ut the public. 
Accordingly, he placed them generally, under the authority of the iclisildap. At the same 
time, he held out to them,•the prospect of independence from this restraint; but not, as a 
gmtuitons gift. lie instituted a test for detcrmmiiig the fitness of those who might claim 
the privilege, which made it, in some sort, the reward of prudence and good conduct; and 
by that very precaution, he took care that emaiicipalion, should ])e a gradual process. 
Before a zemindar could be made huzzoory, he exacted security from him, for the punctual 
payment of this revenue, and the faitliful discharge of his police duties. Those who 
could not give this pledge that their liberty would not he abused, to their own and the 
public detriment, Mr. ijimcan thought, ought to be left, under gnnrdiaiiship. As this 
scheme was well suited to the habits and condition of the zemindars, so it was als^ 
calculated to restrain tiie zemindars from oppression. Any severity on their part would 
naturally prompt the zemindars to struggle to release thcmsclNcs fioin a controtd, under 
winch, if well treated, they would be coiuenied to remain: and every instance of eman¬ 
cipation operated on the tehsildar, as iKdiminutittii both of his profits and his eonsequeiiec. ^ 
As an encouragement to zemindars who might raise their views to indc|>cndcnce, and to 
assist them in providing the required securities, Mr. Duneaii allowed them a moiety of the 
tehsildars gcr-centage on their revenue, which was taken from the tehsildar. 

59. In the late arrangements, the i>olicy dictated by Mr. Duncaiv’s plan, has l)cen wholly 
abandoned. The zemindars have been stimulated to claim their'independence, but thepecu- 
niarv allowance annexed to it, has been itbdrawn; and, as a kind of indemnification, they 
have been exonerated from the securities which were originally made the condition of the 
privilege. The regulation whfch introduces this measurt?, observes, that, for the revenue, 
the estate is sufficient security; which is tantamount to a declaration, that, provided the 
rent be paid, who may be zemindar, is considered a matter of indifference. On the security, 
with relation to good conduct, the regulation proceeds to remark, iliar. the zemindars arc 
of course amenable to the laws : now that consideration, I beg i)ei niission to lemark, could 
ifbt have escaped Mr. Huncan. Let me solicit justice to that gentleman's views. The lette r 
and the spirit of his rules evidently show that the personal deportment of the zemindar 
was not the intention of the security, but his conduct as a police officer; and for that 
ol^cct I tliink he must be allowed to have judged rightly, that somewhat more was requisite 
than a responsibility common to him, with every individual of the community. 

60. From these observations I have purposely excluded all mention of the pecuniary 

liability of zemindars for thefts and robbers. It is universally acknowledged to be a dead 
letter. • 

01. But I may He thought guilty of a more important omission, should I neglect to 
notice that tlie new system also includes the tehsildar, who is to act as a [lolicc aumcen, and 
possesses, concurrent authority with the darogah. 1 must confess, however, that 1 augur 
no good, from this co-operation. To place officers, almost indepcndcMil of each other, to 
perform active duties of the same nature, within the same limits, i.s, in my humble o{)inion, 
a contrivance ill suited to the native character. 1 perceive no rule by which the darogah 
and the aun^^feti are to adjust the balance of their respective powers; and I see inneh reason 
to apprehend that they will eitlier unite in a collusive agreement, or by their contention, 
when those motives may not influcuce them, harrass the jx^ople, and impede the public 
service. 

62. I must at the same time, observe, that this arrangement, whatever may he its incj iu 
or defects otherwise, is liable to an objection, much urged by many who were adverse tf) the 
oldsyst^. It unites police and revenue powers, in tlie sanie hands. It may, indeed, be 
observed, that the police is not to be confided to the tehsildars indiscriminately, but to those 
alone, whose superior character and good qq^lities will waft-ant the truststill, as I am 
happy to perceive, enough is done, in spite of the qualification to.explocle the maxim, that 
the union of these two ingredients of revenue and pojic£ mustnecessjirily form a deadly com¬ 
pound. But I venture to say farther on this point, that no man ought to be appointed a 
tehsildar, who is not fit to m: trustcd.with the power of a police darogah. A discrt!Ct col¬ 
lector, in chusing his tehsildars, would never have lost sight of this principle; and when 
any collector did, the authority placed to superintend him, ought to liavc corrected his error. 
Now, if the power of government was adequate to compel such a selection, it might have 
been anplied to the tehsildars of the old systesn; and then, as far as respected f»oliee, there 
would nave beenlio urgent need of change. If, on the other hand, all the power of govern¬ 
ment was inadequate to that object,, where is the security for a better choice of police da- 
Togjahs? in themaffistrale’sscnte ofduty?—And are magistrates, mure than collectors, in¬ 
violably governed by a aeiise of duty. Are they so much easier to Ik; conirouietl f 

63, But the tehsildars, to whom the fimetions of ptSice are now to be trusted, it may also 

be said, we very different from tha oM teksildars. They will be reduced in authority, in con¬ 
sequence, in emolument. They will thus V disarmed of the power to do har:T>: and 
what, in my turit* I must be permitted to ask, will boct^e of th^*ir pow'cr or inclination to ilo 
goenl ? Wwl they escape, unimpaired from the process M hefte always been lau^^ht to think 
that in reawnable degites, and under proper limitations, distinction, authority and allluenee’ 
aresqpie of the most powerful instruments ofgood, and affbr4 some of the stron •est oxcitoi 
ments to upright conduct. • . o ^ 
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. 64. To the British European officers, this rea^ouinglias been wisely and libcfally appll<^. 
Thc^ have been i^laced, in circumstances so advantageous, that prudence and virtue unite 
to secure them from the influence of base and sordid motives. Are the natives of llin- 
dostan adi^erent order of beings, that they art? to •be stinted into honcstv, and degraded 
into principle ? . . ^ . 

65. And this consideration, leads me to. the abolition of the former tehsildary system, to 
which^ in fact, these police arrangements are subordinate. Simply, with a view to the 
police, the new iirrangcmcnts [presume, would never have bc^n adopted. Discarding 
theories 011 eitlier side, and judging by the solid test of experience, the licnaros police wa.-* * 
clearly more eflbctnal to it?i end, than the police of the provinces below. To say all in one 
word, we luul hardly any dccoity, and tlie little which did take place, happened" principally 
on the Nnwaub’s frontier. Accordingly, the Nr/jrmut Adawlui, in their letter to the Vice- 
President in (,’ouneil, dated the 27th December 1S05, speaking of the proposed change, do 
not seem to expect that it will be attended, with any positive advantages to the police; all 
they say of the Bengal police, is, that it does , not increase crimes, and all they promise 
themselves, from iib introduction into Benares, is, that it will not be atteudeil with ill’ 
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66. Now it is obvious the Ni/nmut Adawhit and the government would never have acted, 

^on such negative views. We must therefore look for some ulterior motives, in the inuova- ^ 

'vation; and this undoubtedly wus the resolution to abolish the old telisildavy system. The 

- ftJFmer police, rested on the system, and was involved, in its fall. 

67. They who regret the loss of the police, and think as I do, that the change is likely to 
be followal by many evils,jnust endeavour to find their consolation. In the general tjfcncntsof 
the measure to which it has been sacrificed.. But this is a consolation whicii I cannot reap; 
thinking the principal measure, open to a still more powTrfiil objection than those wliicb I 
have made, to the accessary one; and notwithstanding the discredit into which the tehsildip^y 
system has fallen, professing myself to be its friend and advocate. 

68. The motives which lc*fJ govennnent to this great measure, I have not been able to • 

learn, from any authority. The preamble to tlie regulation which introduces it, observes a 
silence on the reasons, not usual on matters of far less importance. But I hear vaguely, 
that the system was attended with great abuses, and that by its abcdilioii, gOvemnient will 
ensure a considerable saving, ' ^ 

69. No where perhaps lias the argument from the abuse against the use, led to sO* 
many errors, as in this country; yet nobody I trust, carries this reasoning so far as to main¬ 
tain, that every system must be dcstroy<^d,Vbich is not free from abuse. Proceeding witli 
that rigour, none of the institutions of government W'ould escape. 1 atn told that corrupt- 
tion is not unknown, in the refvenue adiiiittistration of the Lower provinces; aud in all the 
provinces, 1 am sure, that if gross abuses could be a reason for the downfal of the present 
judicial establishments, they would not stand anothl^r hour. 

70. To justify the overthrow of institutions whi('h have long existed, gnd have tolerabl^r 
answered the purposes of their institution, a general vague charjjc of abu^, ts not enough. 

It scerns reasonable to require that the abuses, slioiifd be accnratdv stated; that it should be 
seen, whether they are inherent in the accusM system, or. merely sictddeutal and casual; 
whether they do not admit of palliation and amendment; what may be the good, by wliich 
they are compensated; finally, and above all, what is to come in place of tbe system pro¬ 
posed to be abolised ?—A sober dispassionate disensision of the Benares telisildary system, 
upon these principles, I have yet to see. Meantime, without pretending "to‘deny l^t the 
system, like all human systems, carried within it the seeds of evil, [ could perceive that 
many of the allcflgcd abuses were accidental, others, ^ss deviations from the system ;' that 
those most clearly connected with it, admitted of pmliationsthat on tbe whole, the good 
predominated ; aud, lastly, that there exists no security against greater evils in the system, 
wliich is to c'ome in its place. * 

71. Of) the points stated in tht preoeding paragraph, I propose to make rome observa¬ 
tions. ] must, however, previously notice tlie disadvantage which I lie under, in this part of 
ilie discussion. Had the Benares tchsildary system been extendedflike the arrangements in 
the provinces below, over a great*tract of country, divided among a number of officers, all 
TcftTencoto individual cluiracter would nas'e been superfinbus; because in that case, the great 
number of oflicers, w ould have afforded room for a balance and coinpcjisation of their dit- 
ferent perstuial qualities. But tlic Benares province, in which uloiic the police tehsildary 
system has been tried for any length of time, it must be remembered, has constituted one 
single office, and lias been, in very teWhands. To fbnn thereftre a fair estimate of the abuses 
which have existed, reference must be had to the character Of itKlivldnals; and delicacy and 
])Topriety forbid my entering upon such an e.xominatton ; what Weight ^is to be allowed to 
this consideration in the argument, 1 must leave in silence to xhc prudence of the Ni2amut 

•Adawlut and the government. . • 

72. This same circumstance, the whole*province being committed W the cliargc of one 

* individual, may however be ntentionef|as one source of abuse, not having any natural con¬ 
nexion with the tehsildary system. Ttf show the magni^de of the trust, u is enough to 
say, that the collection amounts tO half a iniUi'gn stiei^ingS ^^iis, dpon general principles, 
was..a greater temptation than it was'pmdent Ui offer,'to any individual. But tliis is not the 

* only, northe-chiet point of viw»r. in wiikdir this fact deserves to be considerfd. 1*hry who* ' 
arc at all acquainted with the native clmf&ctCt^ can judge of t\}e difiiculty whiclt the col- 
ketor of so great a district maipVfindliiir restraining hrs natl^ agenfis from abuse.s. 1 am

^3. Another cause is, the distancecahd consequent weakness of the controuhng power. 

If government are unahie to prevent abuse, in the districts-below, and almost under then 
own eyes; greater abuses must have been expected « fortiori, at this distance, even if the 
system had been the same# In appreciating the abuses charged against the system, great 
allowance is evidently duato this most important consideration. 

•* 74, But I must acknowledge that some abuses have been alledgcd, which I cannot 
account for, by any of the causes which 1 have mentioned. It has been said, that almost all 
the tehsildarrics in the province, have* been monopolized by tw'O or three opulent indivi¬ 
duals. If this look place, as I fear to a great degree cannot be denied, it \yas ccrtainl), 
a great evil, and a most gross deviation from the wTiole principle and spirit ol the system. 
But I cannot coheede that it proves, the tehsildary system itself, to be a bad one; my soie 
Inference from it, would have been, that government should have exerted its wisdom, i<i> 
effect a more vigorous controul. * 

75. How indeed, so glaring an abuse should have so long escaped tlie vigilance and 
correction of the hoard of revenue, and the government, ii is not easy to understaml. 

I can only explain the fact, by a cireumstanec^ wnieh 1 have before adverted to; the disjio- • 
sition to consider the tebsildars otlicc merely as comiccicd with the revenue, withuiiV 
sufficient reference to it, as a police trust, much less, as a fund for respectable men. Tlic 
circuinstar.res whidi have happened to a very respcctahle tchsildar in this province, are so 
well calculated to support this conjecture, that 1 cannot forbear giving a short history ot 
hi? case. • 

' 76. ITiis person's name is Akbarally Khan, iiepbew to the historian Gbollaum Hussain, 
end tchsildar of Sbeopore, one of the sinullost pergunnahs in the province, llis pergun- 
nak adjoins the city; and on the occasion of Vizier Ally's insurrection, he conducted hinisidt 
in a manner that gave the higk(?st satisfaction to Mr. Davis, the magistrate. That gent le- 
'man, in consequence, warmly recommended him to government; and suggested, that he ■ 
should be promoted, on the first vacancy, to a larger pcrgunnali. The government fully 
concniTcd in Mr. Davis's sentiments on the merit of Akbar Ally Khan, and directed Mr. 
Davis to give him. a public written testimonial of tlieir sense of his services. But they did 
not think proj^T to adopt Mf. Davis's recommendation, that they would order him to \h: 
promoted ; obsciwing that, by the Ucgulatlons, the appointment ot tehsildars was vcsUhI in 
the collectors. 

77. Many years had elapsed from this event, when the strong representations made by 
Mr. Deane, then magistrate of Juanpore, on the abuses in the patronage of the tehsildary 
office, and the fatal consequences of it, to the police of his district, forced the subject upon 
the mtention of government. 

78. Mr. Deane had represented that many of the pergunnahs were held in the name.s of 
tha servants and dependants of one person, who was m fact the tchsildar, and enjoyed nlU 
the authority and emoluments of the station, fnstriictions were in consequence, transmitted 
to the collectors and the magistrates, to ascertain and report tlie real holders of the 
tehsildaries. Their answer showed that Mr# Deane’s complaint was too well founded; and 
strict orders were accordingly issued to correct the abuse# 


79. But among the persons who had thus irregularly ingrossed many of the tehsildRrie^, 
was Rajah Oditharrain, the Rajah of Benares; and the peculiar claims this person possesses 
to* the indulgence and.consideration of government, induced (hem to exempt him from their 
general orders, ^and to direct that his pergunnahs should not be taken from him, but 
allowed to drop in; at the sajue time, it was explained, that the Rajah was not to be 
permitted to continue this system. 

80. A fc\jr months after these orders had been issued, a person named Deharam, one of 
the Uajah's dependmits, who had been appointed to thq larg»pergunnah of Mohoinnicdabad^ 
died; IVfr. Mbrrieson was at that time acting, as collector# As register to the city court, ho 
was well acquainted witli rile character of A^ber Ally, and*thought this, a proper oppor¬ 
tunity to do Justice to his merits. Mr. Morrieson riccordiugly.recotninendcd him to the 
board of revenue for the vacant situation; stating Jiisf chums, and acquainting the board,, 
that, iiotwitbstandiiig tlie honourable testimonial which he possessed of his services, he hatl 
during so many years, remained unrewarded, apd in the smallest perguiinah of the province# 
Mr. Morrieson might have added the collector’s opinion of Akbar Ally’s character, erm- 
taioed in bis report to the board pf revenue on the tehsildars, dated 20th October 1804, 

I transcribe it verbadm. “ Syed Akbar Ady Klmn, whp is the tchsildar of the pergunnah - 

Havelly Sheonore#which yields a jummaof U" 35,991. la A' per annum, is a very able 
" aiid respectable niau; is punctual, in the di^harge of the revenue of his tehsildary^ is 
“ pcrfcciiy correct^, in the duties of his office; always resides in bis pergunnah, mid is iuUv 
** competent lor the trpst he bolds/’ •/ * , 

81. The board ofrevemie were pleased to adopt Mr.Morrieson’s recommendation, and A kbar 

Ally was accordingly appointed md the orderi of tftc ftiard contawaing his appointment, dis¬ 
patched .to Beiiaresf B^ore they^i^ arriyed however, Mr# Morrieson had resienedthe 
cbwge; subsequently, the RajA n fetitioit, wbich^ was fonyarded to the Wd of ’ 


rewnue, stating,.tbat not ^ywg. been, able to .diiffliiw wi^be attendance of Debaranf 
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6ft. .In cdmmtmtcifttiiig these nesir orders, rfe board were pleased to direct that attention 
. ftbbuld be paid Co Akbar Ally’s merits,some future occasion. But after what he liftd ex* 
f^nenced, this mark of the board’s attention could have afforded him very slender consola¬ 
tion. In* fact^ he continues to tliis houi^ tehsilciar of tiie petty pergunnah of Sheopore. 

83. Will it-however be urged, that the abuses I have stated as extensive, arc ud evil in¬ 
herent ih ttic system; since they prove that die temptation to abuse was so powerfiil, that it 
baffled all controul. This objection I have already partially anticipated, by observing, that 
the whole province, need not have been given lo one man. • If the objection be applied jO 
the tehsildai'y system, tnulcr any distribution of the province, I must observe, that it proves 
too much: tor in that case, lct\hc real meaning of* inis argument be considered, it amounts 
to this; that generally spiking, the government have ^0 nttle cqhfidoncc in tboir servants, 
•and are so little able ^to controul them, that they cannot vimture to have any oflices for na¬ 
tives, on a liberal fbotiug, lest they should become vernal. But, in this view of the ciise, I do 
not see hoW any arrangement is to cure the evil: hfi’er oil, we must have native agents, and 
we must trust them with power, whitih^pon the very filets assumed by the objection, will be 
p<?rverted to the purposes of exactions. The new office, iherefore, however bumble in appear¬ 
ance, will bear a vmuc proportioned to the facility of abuse. ’1 here will always bo un¬ 
principled men, determined to take illicit advantages, and indifferent about the mcarfir< 
iliere will always be weak men, who will allow the uffiixrs about them, to convcit tlicir pa- 
^Jj Eonage into profit. There will be thus, as ihucb corruption, under the new, as under the oid 
system; with thisdifTerence, that this.new corruption, will he more sordid and disgracciui, 
and its consequences, more jpornioious. What has taken place of late years, in the provinces 
below, where business, a^f nave bcfoie observed, is chiefly conducted by petty native agents, 
would, 1 fear, afford sufficient evidence that these observations, are not mere theory. 
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84. The tehsildary office was so respectable and so liberally rewarded, that it by no 
means fallowed, because a person .paid a consideration fur it, he looked to illegal profits ; 
but admitting that, in many cases, those who purchased, wouid indemnity tliemselvcn in that, 
way, their station and their advantages, upon the ordinary principles of human nature, were 
a sort of security that they would observe aciertain moderation and decency, in their miscon¬ 
duct, In the case of petty officers, there is no such restraint; they have nothing at stake 
but a bare subsistence; they arc exposed to great temptation ; and if they once give way to it, 
the fear of detection will only stimulate their rapacity. They will descend ?o the vilest e»- 
actions,and their gains will often be wrung, from the poorest and most helpless of the coin- 
innnity. It would be curious to know liuw much is amiuaily levied hy police darogaiis, 
commissioners of petty causes, commissioners of distraint, and the various'retainers to the 
courts; much more, I am persuaded, than government are at ail aware, llie corruption of a 
collector, and the oppressions of tehsihlars, make a nois^ and excite scandal; petty officer 
ffeece the people rupee by rupee, and little attention is attracted: the items are triffiiig, and 
we are apt to forget that the total amount, may be eiiorniotis. 

85. In making these remarks, I iftn not afraid that I shall he suspected of any sympathy 
for the abuses attached to tlic system,, which I kax'c been dcfVciding. Beiisibjllty slirkoks 
from the name of corruption; the indignation that would sweep away, without further ques^L 
tion, every system in which it lurks, may be aihlabic ; biU to • perform solid service, public 
men must look at these things, odious os they are, with cooler feej^^ngs. 

86. I’lie abuses whidi I have hitherto mepltorted; Were, tft a measure, foreign to the 

tdisildary system : but the oppres»on of the tehs^ildm'^ tiiemsolvcs, has bc^en *much insisted' 
on. Informing a judgment on this poUit, it is proper to take Into considenition the acci¬ 
dental causes which I have mentioaea, imrtieularly the great extent of country'phiceci urider 
one collector, and the distaiure of the controuf: after allowing: for the operation of those 
causes, I see no reason why the tebsildars sbovild have had power to practise grentcr abuses 
than tile other native officers attached the revenue and judicial departments. One of the 
abuses alleged agunst the tchsil^la^ hpiycvciv on account of its magnitude, deseri^l^s to be 
specially noticed. They have been dmrgerl with contriving to defraud the zemindars, of their 
estates: a notion of this sort, iftidoubtetUy preyails; but 1 have uot been ^b!e to ascertain 
with any precision,'the extent olitlac alleged griev^ance, or the means by which tlie fniiiH was 
supposed to be accomplished. Jf, imteeij}, such tliiugftihave commonly happened; since'ih« 
province was settled, and tlie revenue aft he fixixl iti perpeuuty, it is a fact preg¬ 
nant with very melancholy hifereuccs. ^'n)e tchsiklar was a gt’ rev<rime, and mi 

officer of police; and in both characters, jbad very limited powers^ ’I'he telisikiars were cou- 
trouled by the collector;, the cplleostofi by the boai^d of reWmte; thl^'hcwiivl. of ieveuutv by the. 
governineiu ; then, to check, tire .ejcecuUvc/ o^i^rs^cai^^thejuchcM^iHharfties^ the judge 
of the district, the provincial cquri of appeal itndeiromt^^ ami last, High court of t!u' 
sudder dewanny and nizaaiut.

Scsvkmt. can be well governed, without this natural authorityanti if the people arc disposed to 
depend on it, too servilely, the evil eandhlybc etFcc],ually cured, by amelioratlhg the genera 
condition ot* the society. Now this, in nay humble judgment, cmuiot be a hasty operation, 
nor be accomplished by rules formed, on abstract reasoning; however benevolent^ in the 
intention. To iinprave the general condition of the people, wc must secure some hold, on 
them; our plans must be bhiit^ on the existing basis of tboir ancient institutions, aiid adapted 
fo tbeir habits and manners; and wc must engage in tlic execution of tiicm, tlmsc wiiom 
they can understand, and to whom ih^y wiU 4 ook up, wtill confidence and respect. By 
degrees, proportioned to the capacity and uprightnest of the British officers, what might 
appear too harsh, in the authority of tneso native leaders, and wnrcasonable and in jurious, in 
the customs of the country, would be mitiguteci, and the people led to know, and to assert 
their rights. If-we attempt to reverae*^this order; if've begin, by destroying all that is 
known and respected, wc shall inevitably introduce a thousand more eviU, than we cunect; 
society will be thrown into anarchy, and all our efforts wasted, in a vain contest w'ith 
vices and disorders. 
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88. Petty ofliccTs, it is thought, will not over-awT the pcf^ple;. wiU not prevent their 
rcacliing the British officers, wiui tlicir grie vances. Granted that it may be so, at first, what . 
will be "the conclusion ? The people, uliibrinnately, will not only, not fear, but they wilj^ ' 
despise such officers; they will be discontented, with all tliey do, right or wrong Feeling 
themselves emancipated from all restraint, a spirit of litigiousness will go forth, among 
them, and jrent itself in complaints, till the channels of justice become choaked. Then, by 
the sure course of things, one extreme will terminate, in the other. Redress will be im¬ 
practicable. The officers will perceive their strength; they who complain against officers 
will become rare; and the people wdll be subjected to the odiou.s harrassing oppression, of 
a mliltitude of petty tyrants. 

• 89. And is it not at length, tline to consider what may be the influence of these principles, 
on the character and morms pf the comihuoity. As wh proceed, these provinces will soon 
present the singular spectacle of a great empire, the government of which, rigidly c.xcludf s 
Its subjects from every object of fair ambition, which, in the pursuit, could stimulate men to 
cultivate their i^iculties, or, in the possession^ enlarge their understandings and elevate their 
minds. The natives may accuvuulnte wealth, as merchants; they may be proprietors of 
land; but these occupations, as they arc managed in this country, have no great tcndciu'y 
to raise the character. Beyond them, with the rarest exceptions, there is nothing to which. 
the people can aspire, higher than the command of a platoon of seapoys, or the possi’ssion 
of some petty civil office, insignificant in iti^ functions, and paid with a salary, hardly adequate 
to a bare subsistence, JrH speculations may have perhaps misled me, biit 1 am persuaded 
that very unfavourable effects fironi these causes, may already be traced, in the habits of our 
native subjects; hnd their long contimmhee, must, 1 think, inffillibly end, in reducing tlie 
whole popufcibOti to dhe i]|noiMt, grovelling, litigious, and profligate lietd. 

96. But"l ffiay b0bh&r||i^ the consetuuendes, of the late arrangement; 

I may be reminded/ that the tehsilJarry office has not liecn abolished; and that tehsildors 
will still be maintained, on ti liberal footing, I muilt' be permitted to answer, that my 
rxperienceof the past, OO ednfldence inidch a^uraticc 4 . Stioold such declarations 

be made by gove^ruieint, it wbutd be ^0 profess my implicit rcliance on them. 

1 am convinced* that they would be peHeetly smiierc^.wt the time/ But new necessities wm 
arise ; modves for ecxint(^y%iU the ^ttisbiishments will m future 

revisions; no^imsons will oeeot ^hy the tehslUl^urimay nol perform their duties, on less 
salaries; and at length perhaps^ the abolition of the office may l>c resolved on;—even now', 
rumours are abroad,'that these officenrs lo be altc^ether discontinued in Bchnr. The 
per«centag# allowed to die tchsildiiiw,^ inihisati^ tho-fJpper Provinei^, ivas a fixed fund, 
which 1 Jiadhoped would liavc been kept utured, ibw the-^counigcmei)t and support of 
respectnbie natives. Now, that its integrity tuts been violate, it will soon molt Uway. The * 
salaries nropo^ to be substituted, will gradmilly dwindle, b/retrehchmeiits; and the abolU ^ 
tion of the offiye itself, will probably not be iofig pogti)On%ft^<^then, o^r the lapse of a few * 
years, a native of education and ehiiraeter,^vllJ 6e«a'*pl]eiioinenon; and if afterwards, this ’ 
oonsequence should be regretted, that Which might easily have been prevented, will never 
be retrieved. - . ,

As punishments arc more severe, stricter proof of ihe crime is required; and conscqufbtly No. (S. 

a proportionally greater number of criminals, escape conviction. Ik'sides, thi‘ terror of the Fnj 's'«hv • 

severer pimi^hincnt, makes the criminal more careful to guard against, being taken ; and as it 
has no tendency to increase the activity of the police, but the contrary, the number of tdleii- 
ders apprehended, will, of course, bo less than before. The rmcoits now guard against tli^ 
danger of apprclieiisioii and couvictioiif by cornlptioit and Icnror. I'bey would give nuAc 
bribo.s, and commit more murders, if thc'v thought more precam ion necossniy ; and.the'^ou- 
sequenee would he, that the diiliculties of apprehending and convicting decoit.s would 
increase, ami people who had been robbed and tortured, n-ould still be cutnpollcd to perjure 
themselves, that they might not be murdered. 

Aftd with respix-t to the administration of the laws, arc not the Jnilges now entrusted with 
as much power as is proper? and if the law w«a.s nuule more severe, would it Uf>t he uevcssirv 
to extend tueir power still further? And are we all fit persons, to be entrusi-d with disciv 
tiionaiy power to iulliet puni-slunenls, which arc by many cqn.sidcivd, to he wor-o than death? 

IVisgiis^/hiHire entrusted with such power, ought to he appointed fiom nu other cf)Uii(h ra¬ 
tion whatever, hut that of the tituess of the man for the plae(‘. Ibit I would a-.k, wli< ihor ail 
oiu inipointincuts liavc ever been so fiiled ? and whether it is probable, IVotii the nature of 
our service, that they ever will be ^ VVe may all be judges, learned, and unlcanu d. 

With respect to myself, 1 must candidly confess, that every day’s expericiico and n\jlee- 
tion on the nature of our courts, and of llic minds ami mamieHfof iho natives, as fai as I 


can sec, serve to increase my doubts about our capacity to discover truth among tliein. It 
appears tome, tliat there is a very great deal of perjury, of many din'erent .shaiies, in ofir 
judicial proceedings; and that inauy common rules of evideiiMicrc, woulri IxMiiapplied)!** , 
and absurd. I^veii the honest men, as well as the rogues, arc perjurial. 'l ie* inost .simple, 
and the most cunning, alike make as.scrtions that are incredible, or liiai. are (X'rtainly false. 

If tlie proseeutor in (‘ascs ofdc coity was to be disbelieved in all ca.'»e.s, because there wa.- 
perjury; sca'ce a deeoit would be convicted. By cross-exajiiinaiion, you may draw an 
^ tioMc-t wituc'is into as many absurilitios and contradictions as you please ; hut*it is not ai^y 
to cU ti'ct tin; jjcrsons who come forward, as eye-witnesses in cases of dccoity ;—their story i.s 
all trill', hut one point, the identity of the perscun whom they accuse; and how can you 
ili^eovcr whether this is tnu* or false r—Some witnes.scs are loquacious, some tacit urn ; soiiu 
frigid, some over zealous; some willing, some unw illing; some bold, some timid, sonn* 
scrujuilons ; some come to give false evidence, in favour of u friend or a master; .some to 
rum an enemy; and tiie signs of the difl’erent mode^ tiiat disguise truth, arc so very equivo¬ 
cal, and often so uninlelligihio, that ni>thiiig can be depended on. There is not oue witness 
in a dozen, on whom you can implicitly rely for a purely true story. It has very often hap¬ 
pened, that a story w hicli, by attending only to iho'plain direct course of things, I believe 
to lx: true, lias, by e\amining into iiiauers ajiparently coimcctcd in a very distant degree., 
with the case, turned out to he entirely false. I am afraid that the evidence of wifnei-.se.s in 
nur courts is, for the most part, an inslrumenl in the hand.s of men, and not an imlepen- 
doi^t, untouched source of truth. Willi those impressions, it is natural tliat I should ;il 
loist, etitertain some doubts of the propriety of extending tlu powers of the court. 
can be morci absurd than some of the tutvvas of the law ofliccrs ? And is it not very bad to 
subject such futwas to the confirmation of men, who are not capable of forming a rational 
opinion conccrni.ng them ? 

I rather wish that our ])owxT of inflicting severe punislnnents were more confined, and 
that there w'cre more distinctions and inodificalions in the now- e.xi'jiing laws against dccoity; 
for it is dreadful to conlbuiKl, in otie undistinguished mass, inliaile shades of criminajity ; *io 
blend even innocence and misror^unc, with guilt themo.st atrocious. 

WTint docs agang of clccoils consi.st of? There is the sirdar; die loader of ilio party, 
when he is# pnxent,' and their director, wlicn he is absent. He is a professed robber and 
murderer, lie is not only tlie conductor of the atrocilicA that arc committed, but he is the 
point of iinioii of many "inferior criminals. He finds reevuiis for his party, not only by 
aix epting liie services of wretches like himself, but he lias recourse to persm.sion, to force, 
and to terror : some of bis party, tire pre.sscd to trarry bundles or torches; some are severely 
heal; some threatened, wiln death; some, with deemry, if tiny refuse to join. Many, thus 
initiated against theif inelinatinn, are gradually c' lTupted, till the greatest erimes are fami¬ 
liar to them, and thc}' become, at Iasi, hardened deeoils. A gang ofdeeoirs, then, does 
not consist entirely of professed robbers: many of the party, are poor, honest, industrious 
• people, w’ho are «eizod for the su’vice of the night: suine assist wiilingljq but not actively ; 
and searie, arc regularly establUlied robbers. Is it right that so heierngeueou.c a set. in this, 
should be jumbled log'ctber, and be alkligbic to the /ame puniduuein it i^ the <lnty of tlie 
legislature lo protect those ignorant and helples- eree.turcs, w lid <?annot protect them ^e! vet.^ 

_One part of the .system, should not denounce agiuniir 'rri mafertunate wrctV.h, deuth or otheif^ 

exceedingly severe punishment, for a crime which, owing ro ine defects of .ux.rher jj.'irt of' 
the t^ysteuV lie iit toiupelled tef cj^itnuit. *lf you roinse him protection, mid Timvc iiim lu thar 
mtcoutvoulal power of robbers and murdefers, will you inflict severe punisinnent on him, 
•a^cr the ofleftceiias been forced ^poii him ? . If you coiilvl not ebecit that power. Iiow could 
he fCsist it ?—But tlie duty of the legislator is not coriiinud to this coarser, sort of prulcqjtion; 
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vEf must rqnsiilcr that thin U a \v<?ak and* ignorant race, and it is a (ln;y to save then^ from 
t^iiptaiion, to prevent corniption fioin spreadin^r*round them; and iflliis duty jsiieekeiod, 
judl crimes arc generated in con8equen|*e, with what jtisticc can the crim’.njfl bo pnnibhe<l ? 

Siudi are the consid< ratum-n from^whiWi 1 think il is repugnant to nil good principle, 
to n^’glert liie ineaiib of pi('\( iition, and to [lunish for dicoity infliscriminately. If it is 
ibM\ admitted that to inertaso the j?evcrily of the erinnn.d law, and to enlarge the powers 
of th(* eourts, is exoepli^MiJ.hlc in every point of view; Ut jt hi'eousiderod \\lieth( r good 
preventive meantres cttuld.nol bcrnntiiwd. In proj»osing such measures, J am nuaie no 
••yifringenient on our poliiicaK piineijde-,/vtii hi* allowed; no chaiigi'', ia om fundameiilal 
iii^titution'i; no add'iem.'il CNpens,-; .no ,m. ”• innovation of any kind. I do not want to 
ejt^^te any new power; to c'jtuljlisli jmy new n‘]ire; to ri'scind any regulation, or to proceed 
on anv'pvmeiph's, hut tho*.e which aie aln aly caimillc d. 

Wliat I pin pose generally, is this: to turn the existing power and influence of llic country, 
to tile assist.uicc of the pohet'. 

I assume as a fuel asoertMinod beyond all dmibt, as far as my bphere of ol>s'*ivdiion 
(\t( ikIn tliat IS to SHV, tin* t alculta and Mooishodahad divisions (of the Dacca pait, J am 
wholly Ignorant) that dccoits inUah l populous countries. Where there is power and 
uiflui'iiee, of cour-c tle re arc fciv c\ceptionb; bi,t I speak goiieuilly. If any pi imui dcniaudh 
proof ol' tills, 1 H'li r to the reports of the darogidis, and the records of tlic ciLm^nal courts; 
and I a>lv, in what sort of places dceoils are ap]ireheiKled, and u hat appear to luv«* been tlic 
oidinary habits of tlieir lives. I am not afraid that this will he coiitiadicJi I j mid I am 
convinced that the more detail is gone into, to nsfcitain the fact, the more fully will it be 
conlljinql. Indeed, a little atteniioii to the circunibcanets of flecoitv, to the [iM'^ons of 
whom the gangs are founr^^to hecomnobcd, the inture of our goveniment, and I'.io .stale 
of society, would, without any actual knowledge of the fact, render it highly imj'rob.ihic 
tliat dtcoits should be other, ihau what I have stated. In short, I take for giauied tint 
deeoitb arc not the solitary inh^hiianls of woods and dcom.s,and secret places; lint thattluy 
, live in the neighI'ourhood anri society of men. 

It seems to he a pr( vailing opinion, I hat the state of society in Bengal, owing to the 
reduchon ol the gre.u families, and the divibioii of estates, is now buch, as to he unable to 
afford assistance to the police. That this opinion is erroneous I entertain not the smallest 
doubt. Tonsii^er v ho are the cliiuf peisons of power and influence in the «*oiinlrv, and 
how pi'ifeillv they arc, at the im rev of government; how closely ^^ithin it.s il.icIi. *'rhe>e 
p( rso'is.are the pimeip.d iritivo olHcersof government ; and the zeiniiidaib and faMii.‘is,under 
iLv-.r iininediaK'auilioritv, e.re the inferior native (dliccrs of govoriiuieiiL; and tiu'ir di'peii- 
dantb, and the rriibs of the /I'lnindars aiut fanners, under them again, are the gom.istiihs and 
taniiadais, and diflerr iu ofiicei*b belonging to the cutcherry and tliemuuduls, perumameks and 
p>kcs of villages. Large csUites are managed chiefly hv naihs m the Mofussil, and the very 
Miiall estates arc managed by the proprietors thcmHlvos. Large towns which are, I belu ve, 
very seldom the residence of dccoits, r.re the only plaiTs where ilieri' arc many iiulcpt nilent 
men. Tlwoiighout the rest of the coiyitry, the uieAt body of the people are .sabjcet to tlic 
powtT and inlluiiiee, of a tew' individuals; iiu ohji el urn can arise, from the vast ‘immlni of 
uuupiiuleiit talookdip. I know that the dccoits, gmerally, do not live mi tlu ir e.states. 
Iiuiicd, he who carries dtsol.ition into llie neighhoniing lands, cannot i \p< cl to hold an 
n.ul. auibi d residence, on the e.sialc of a man wlio is unable 10 proieei linn. I should have 
no concern about tin* estates of petty Uilookdars; rh coils may be tlvere. .soiuetimcs, but 
ma often: and if lluy can be rooted out of tlie great estates, ilr-re will sot^.i Ik* an end 
oftliem. 1 ’lie coniiP'lion of dependaoee fiimi the zemindars and the oiiieci^ of govern¬ 
ment, to the lowe l I'f the people, is O'.geneial and as pciftet, .• s can he coi’.ccivM.!. Govern¬ 
ment, and natuial autltoiitv, la strong ihioiighoal; the superior is, in the lady of 

-authority ov^r the inferior, by calLou his peiMiii.il service''t or his propcny It ilu^ autlioi'ily 
IS exercised m moderation, and according to Usage, wc hear nothing it is excc'-dve 

It tic(|ngiCly appears in our courts. When a ilarogah gives a detailed aee .mit of his pro¬ 
ceedings to appioliend dceoits, he almo.st invanahiv spoalrt of hi^ dem .ndimr aasisumcc 
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ei-iatc li;il)ii.‘ to fortritiire, and the irderiov officers of the zemindar, to be liable to fine and 
iinpri'iou'jient. 1 would not allow tiio naib of a non-resident zemindar to act, without, 
bceuriiy fiom his principal to a large niiioiint, whieli should herforfeited, if he neglocled his 
police chuios ; oftieers of government guilty ofofrenecs a^^rdnst this ruh* should ho liahX* to 
immctliale di.smissiou, should never be allowed to serve again, and their estates slu^ild be 
}i?ihje to be forfeited. • ^ / 

I think it is impossible to doubt*that the dqt'oits arc protected by the zemimilars or their 
depeiidii.its, by the police officers and their agents at their tanimh. /aud by tlie persons wito 
have f»ower and iutlucncc at the magistrate s caitcherry. W hen I speak of protection, I mean 
to inciurle in the expression every son of connivutiee aad neglect hy which decoits arc 
cnaliK'd to live unmolested, and carry on their profession. 

I beg leave to remind the court, that some suggestions about the Imrboui ing of decoits, 
which 1 made last year in my report on the Calcutta circuit, were generally approved; mid 
I uiick rstood that what I then proposed would be carried inlocflcct; and though as yet 
nothing has been done, I can with some confidence sigain address tlie court on the subject, 
kn cu^vjiy ttuit my first principle has been admitted. I am aware it muy be urged, that what 
is true in Kajeshayc may not apply elsewhere. I must however, beg leave to suy, that w'licii 
the causes of decoity are hidcien, our best hope of discovering them, is to be found in 
atlenlion to these districts, where the evil is so intolerable as to force itself into public 
notice, in most points of view. Such was the state of Nuddt^a last year, till it was reformed 
by Mr. Macan ; and such is the state of Rajeshayc. Now my opinion respecting thej^reai 
causes of decoity was ehielly founded on wliat Tsaw at Nuddea; and it is most fully con¬ 
firmed, hy what I have seen here. ^ • 

I iriist. tliat the importance of the subject, and the nature of my troubling the conn ' 
w ith «o very long a letter; I have however more to add, relating mure particularly to this 
district. 


It is ascertained that a great number of murders, and of decoities attended with murder 
and with dreadful cruelty, have been committed, in the northern parts of tins district; many 
ol* rhese olVences are so alike, in the circumstances attending them, that, /V, it is evi¬ 

dent thill they are not entirely unconnected, but that they are directed, by the same persons 
or on the same principles, or follow, from ijoine common cause, 'fhe most exact mode of 
asei vtaining the truth is doubtless, by the proceedings of a court of justice, when that k 
pra(‘tie:ihlc; hut if causes do exist to prevent the truth from being so ascertained, other 
modt ^ miwt he resorted to. We must in this, as in other eases, take the best evidence that 
can bo had. 

\V e know tliat certain persons \flio have been murdered, we re objects of vengeance to 
reriain individuals; wc know that those individuali?, are the terror of' the counti v ; so that 
a common and almost universal belief prevails ol their always murdering theiV accusors, 
which is founded on the fact, that many of their accusers have been murdered, and an 
opinion that they were t!ie murderers. We know that many of the crimes imputed to tlie»e 
odenders, arc eoininitled in open day, in the most public manner; and thcrf‘ibrc wc cannot 
doubt that fnn[»lc evidence against the criminals, docs exist; although from rlie o])t ration of 
a pl•c-e^taMi^;lled terror, it does not ajipcar in the courts, such evidence is certainly wiiisp< rcd 
about in the country : hence it i.s, that public opinion or common report and notoriety, is in 
the present stale of things, intitled to a particular ilegree of credit. 

Ft hoppims sometimes that pt rsons connected with some of the individuals above alluded 
K), arc appivbciuled by the police officers, and the darogah of the tannah s«*nds*to the ma¬ 
gistrate a full ctinfession of crimes, which the prisoner is said to have made, witfa a dis¬ 
closure of the eircumsinnces connected with them, and of his accomplices. This confession 
is seldom successfully einpioyei^ as a ground for ascertaining tr.iUi; but it is considered a« 
in itself nuthentii*, and is sent t<\the magistrafe, who commits the accused to be tried by 
the court of circuit. A confession seat by a police darogali is. liable to such strong objec¬ 
tions, that it is impossible to believe jt, Vithmu. some further coulirniation than ifte oaths 
of the attesting witnesses; for it is not improbable that the darogahs or iheir dependants or 
goeyndalis very commonly intimidate or ill treat theaccused, till his spirit is broken, and he 
.agrees to confess ; then, his examination is taken, and to the attesting witnesses, it seems to 
be voluntaiy. Notliwilhstanding this, if iiianv of the circumstances staled in the confession 
are certainly true, a^d the rest of it, corresponds with public notorielf, it is impossible to 
withhold our belief from it entirely ; although such evidence is not enough to convict the 
person said to have confessed, raueli less tbo:.c who are amised by him. A\ hen the eon- 
• i'ession is confirmed, so far as tif convict# the person confessing, some nddilionnl weight is 
due to*the accusation of bis accomplices. It is admitted that the terror of a sirilar ciceoit 
prevents people from giving evidence tgainst him; a witness is sometimes persuaded by the 
]>olice (larogab to give information, and when he cOtxies to the sadder, he denies it all. Hot® 
is it possible to ascertain whether this differenei is owing lo llie roguery of the darogah, i#

robher and murderer, not an iiidividnai can he found, who will give evidence against him.

;nv n< U kmuvii. Pur.ditix and Kartica arc supposed not to rob oltcn, in person ; thc^ 

known to tlK‘ ordinary deceits, only by name; no account whatever is to be had ot > 

it is iVoiu u.ilorictyoniy, lliai they are believed to be the heads ot thc robbers. I leii suboH 
natc sirdars, however, me well known, and several of them have been apprehended : Jnapra, 
Bhoeka Sookta, Jeetoo riuiltoo, and a few others of inferior miporuince, arc now nndf r 
trial. I think it is priHty certain, that the three first, have been principals, in at Ieast-%Qj^i i 
di-lihiaate miiiders; the two others, may notliave committed, c[nite so many i>criiaps. As to 
the persims vvlu. iiavc been burnt by tlicrn and their gangs, so as to survive hut a slioi i 

time, thrv may he hundreds. • 

1 now encUisc several papers, from which the court will be enabled to jiu go ot the state 
of the nortliern parts of this district. Thceourl will observe, that many ot llie events inen- 
tjonciflare not of very recent date, and several sirdiu*s have been since appixjhended ; bni I 
caynoL consider liie evil to be cuiicd, till there is reason to believe, not only that <loc<>ity is 
reduced, and that the fears of the people arc removed, hut that the guises ot the evil ai c dc- 
.stroyed; that is to say, aJl the sirdars arc taken, and till the police is rendered cnKMcnt, ami 
the power and infliK'iiec of the county, is aetiially employt'd lor its support. 

I have now further to recommend, that the trials of all sirdar decoits may bt' sent to the 
!Ni/aoint Adawhit ; my rea.rfOii for this is, that the disposal ot these »jreatc’sl oi all criinina!: i;

At last, 
lu' gave Moinc infonnntion about Sookla and Bhceka. In IMang 121J, lu? was carried away 
■ frgin his^lage in open day, in tlie most puhlle manner, by six men dressed and armed like 
tannaTrthuprassoes. 'I lie vdlagc rs assembled, and made sun:e I’oeble attempts to rescue him ; 
at night, thcd<*(:oits brought him back to his own house; eompletcly plundered it, and car- 
iif*d him oll’again. It i^ said, by conlossing deceits, tliar ho was murdered th^ night, Iiy 
Jampra, Rheeka, Soukta, and others. 
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^ Wuzu ERA and Kviutteah were govcnndalLs oinjdoyctl hy the clarogah of Sheer pore, in 
Chyc't 121,^, to apprehend Sookla amt lihei ku. The deeoiu heard ot this, and murdered 
them. Several of the gang confessed at the tannitj.^ aud'«if)ointed out the bodies of the 
goyemidas. Six men w ere executed for these murders, fii their mofnssil confessions they said 
iiheekfi imd Sookla wen* the persiius who killed AVuzecra mnl Khutta; several other 
gnyt nndah.-., who hav(; given iiifonnutioiiaboyiitSooktaand Rhecka have been murdered by 
ilie deeuits. In iSo;^, Kunkye, goiudah> accused Sooktii and Rheoka, and his tw’o associates, 
Dewasmoo a ml Rnhavoo, gave evidence in tine ease for which Soukta wift apprehended. 
Sookta was released hy the court of circuit. Kunkye, and his companion, Ashik Mahomed, 
4i(»on after w ore niissJng, and it is supposed that they were murdered by the deceits ; as for 
J)e\vamio and Ruharoo they were murdered ii\ 1805, They were sent with two other goyenn* 
(lalis, hy the darogah, to procure information of Pundita’s party, and they went to a house near 
the plaee where the gang was asstuublcd ; but the dccoits got intelligence, seized and carried 
them otf, «and of coium* murdered tliein. i’he incfniing after this business happened, Moolea, 
w ho Mas a sirdar like Sookla and Bhceka, under Pundita and Kartica, came to tlie village. 
>4 veral persons described him as ccftniiig forward with an earthen pot in his hand, and 
addressing the villagers;—Jf any body tells Uiat« the four go^cniidos were taken oH' last 
“ mgbt, I will tie this pot round his neck und drown him ; I will cut him mid his wives and 

chililien to pieces. I am Moolca; you know me; and you know that T will be as good as 
“ my word.” Moolca was. afterwards taken by Asudzooman, zemindar of Silburec-s, was 
trled and acqnithxi; but the Mzainut Adawlut order<xl that be .'should not be released with- 
out scciirilv. A grtMit many more goycimdahs have been iiiurdcretl. 1 shall relate one more 
case. In Augim 1213, Mungla, who had acted as a gdyenndah at Klinnia, was cajiicd olf 
by several men, very near the tannah, in open day, and was never hear<l of again. A 
woman, mmu d Phidchuree, tokl the dsiroph that she had seen Mungla taken away ; she 
returned to her village, and two days afcCT she and her liusbgnd were missjng, and have never 
been heard of since. A man who is now committed for tins murder, is I>elieved to be of 
Punditii’s gang, and to have muidered another go\ermdah some time, before. ^ 

Mohnn Cbuiig, agoyenndah, who lived near the tannah at Sheer pore, had Im^cu insini^ 
mental in seizing one of Pimdtta’s gang, lit Jcyte 1314, Ir'^ house was robbc<l, and he 
received several very severe sworfKwoiUHls from the dccoits, who k*it him for dc id. 

Plureca was not apprchcnde*d till hejiaS separated !unis<*lf tVom the decoiis, and become, 
goyemidah; tlien the darogah of Kurna sent him to Natlore, in charge of two burkunduzes, 
about two coss from the taiiiiah ; he was lakvii from them in open day, by 20 01*2510011, 
aniiod and dressed like tannab lmrkundazc%r i’hc two men who were in charge of liurcca 
swear, that they saw in this gang, hiscld enemy Jectoo^ on. whose account he left the gang. 

Almost all the.decoiticfi, mentioupd in these papers, wore attended widi^muidcr or burning, 
chiefly of women. It is unnecessary to go into any I'lirthoi: detail on tlrt? subject.

2. Jii the case of Hurry Nye, N® 3 of your,Calendar, who was broiiuht 
before me for contumacy, under Regulation 9. of 1808, it a|)[«'‘ared tT^at 
the proclamation for the prisoners appearance w'as not issued in 4 he 
manner prescribed* by section 3, of that Regulation, viz. l)y idiixing it 
at the magistrate’s cutcherry, and at tlic several police tanuah', ami 
publishing it by beat of dr^ at tlie towns in which they are situated, 
and by transmitting copies of it, for publication to otherTTStorts* in 
which the magistrate might have considered it probalile that ihc jiro- 
claiincd person had concealed himself^. But the most rcpreJiensiblc 
point in this case i.s, that, notwithstanding the prisoner's iiMiid abode 
was actually known to the officers of police; still the pro^dainaiioii was 
not published by beat of drum on the spot, or other public notice given 
of his appearance being rec]uired. W heio the ]>ennlty for non-aj)pcaianec 
is so great^s imprisonment tor life; the due publication of tlic proi la- 
matioii is not a matter of mere form. It is essciuial to the ends of jus¬ 
tice, that a person uccus^ of decoity should not be tricked into a c em- 
viction without trial, aiiiil rendered liable to the pimi>hmont prc'st iiUrd 
for that crime. The Kegiilalioii U highly penal, and ils provisions mubt 
be strictly and literally observed. The culpable and appavcnily \\ Ji'ul 
neglect of the tanabdar to trhoni the proclamation wa^ sent, and rlu* 
phaunde^ar to whom he iklivcred it, 111 omitting to publish it, in the 
prescribed manner at the;place which the phaundeedar kr.cw to be the 
prisoner’s usual aboda, deprives them, in my ojiiuion, of all title to tlie 
reward ollercd for his apprehension. Under what pretence viui a 
be made to rewanl, when the phaundeedar, wdio suppressed the ])roel:i- 
malion, was the very man who .seized the prisoner, as soon ha lisc 
' lapse of time debarred him of hijf right to be heard in defence of the 

charge.'? brought against Iwinf VVbat.,<»nstruetioii can be put upon suclj conduct, but that, 
the policx‘ knew, that if he was seized or siirrendcrwl earlier, he must be acquilud for want 
of proof; or tliat the crimes of which he was accused, existed only in idea? To reward, 
under such circumstances, would be to pay the police for fal-c cliarges of dect)ily, with the 
option of convicting without trial. 

3. In illustration of my letter to the acting magistrate of the ytli July last, I should wii.Ji 
it to be understood, that a prisoner proceeded! agaiast, for contumacy under the pro\ision.s of 
Regulation 9, 1808, is (according to my con.strucrion of that Regulation, and of the cir¬ 
cular orders of the Nizainul Adawlut f) not to bo J^rought to trial on the spccilic i-burgc ior 
which he has been proclaimed, till the charge of contumacy ia di.-[)osedof; unlc‘s.s (as in the 
present case) the nature of the crime is stich a.s to. render him liable to a greater degree of

5 . Your predecessor and youi*sclf have been furnished from time to time, during; the .session, 
with directions for the magistrates guidance, on such points«as appeared to retpiire ihe 
interposition of the court. The prohibilion aguiii.'.t (h'tnanding securily from acoil«ed 
persons on tlieir discharge^ is of course only meant to prohibit the reciuiring security i\heii 
nothing may appear in cvicicnce ui^ravaurable to the general charaettu’ of the ac^sed, as 
expressed in the order; and is not meant to restrict llic magistrate from demand^g security 
previous to release, if durhig the enquiry into a specific cliarge, the accused should appear 
to be a person of general bad and dangerous character. 

6. 'riie nefarious practice^ so prevalent in the mofussil, of extorting and fabricating con- 

• fes^ions, cannot be too severely reprehtmded, and requires your most serious attention. Vow 
will be ]>li used to pay the striete.sL observance to (he various orders issued during the ses¬ 
sion, for liie prevention of this atrocious offence, by introducing 
cheeks and restrictions which will render the fraud more dii- 
ficiilt of execution, and more i asy to delect. A pmper atten- 
iicTn ‘c 6 the precautions directed by the court, will at least render 
the abuse, less uniform and systematic than heretofore; and the 
inquiries Mhich you have been ordered, to insliiutc into the ge¬ 
neral conduct of the jlolice, touchinc: confessions (couuiu neing 
with the principal thaiinab of Mauick^rulla) will, if the poop»le see 
you are in earnest, and that such things cannot be toll rated, put 
a final slop to this system of iniquity. 1 remarked, with much 
cniiei ru, that in every case of dccoity brought before me, the 
jiroof re.ited on a written mofussil confession, given in eviden.e 
at tl;c* trial; and regret to add, that all those confessions, bear 
the niatks of fahrii aiioii. In one of these cases (N* 7. of your 
C’alcndar) a jirisoncr, who was perfectly innocent, confirmid, 
before the magistrate, utider the induemxt of improper memu 

• previously made use of towards him, a confession before a police 
darogah, which was proved on the trial, to be false; and which 
had,"in fact, been extorted by intimidation and violence. It i.s 
liardly necessary to remind you, that confessions made before 
yourself, arc to bo received and acted upon, with tlie utmost 
circumspection. 

7. An t'lToncous idea prevails ^ig the iitofussi), that a confes¬ 
sion is the strongest proof of guilt; and that all that is rcoui- 
gite is to obtain one, and, if possible, fo get it cdhfinncd before 
the magistrate. This false notion, perhaps first gave rise to the 
custom of fabricating them; and the practice appears to have 
increased, till it has become general and systematic. You arc 
yourself of course aware, and it should be unpressed on the 
^ninds of your officers, that a bare uncorrobomted confession pre¬ 
vious to ta‘ia],is the weakest and most suspicious testimony that 
can be addn^ against a prisoner. From the ease with which 
it i.s obtain^^ and the readiness with which, in the alarm of 
danger, a falsehood or a truth is indiscriminately acknowledged, 
it is iiititied to little credit as evidence, unless strongly corro¬ 
borated, by other circumstances; and where facts go lo disprove 
the truth of such confession, or even to cast suspicion thereon, 
it becomes as inadmissible, as f vidence against the prisoner (whe-* 
tlicr coiifinnod before the magistrate or not) as it would be, if 
positive proof was adduced of its having be^ obtained, by the 
flattery of hope, or c.xtorted by the impressions df fear. The 
magistrates are in consequence strictly enjoined by section 6tb, 

Regulation 9, 1793, ** notwithstanding such confesBions, inva- 
** riably to "binci over the witnesses t6'\he commission of the 
** crime alledged qgaiitiin the prisoner, that they may be exa- 
** mined bel'ore the court of circuit, in the same inataner as if the 
** prisoner had denied the chargol” I had occasion, in the 
bourse of the session, to call the acting magistrates attention to

perfectly knmvn to the police at the time, Kt 
his akessd confe.ssion xaa taken down in Persia 
under the pretence that there was no Bengalh 
writer at bund ; as if lie 'could not have writte 
it himself, had it not been fabricated. 

2*. Whether he ran read and write or noi 
the confession to be wilneshed by one or mot 
persons, /vbo can sign their names, and urc iic 
tools of the police. 

3^. The p^per to which original signature 
may bo aflixed, to be sent to tbc magistrate 
and not a real or pretended copy ; os *any othe; 
document than the original is perfectly inad 
missible, as evidence. 

Note.—In N® 17. the paper deposed to, wai 
signed hy one witness in his 9\vn hand, ai^ 
marked, by anotlier, &c. that there could be ik 
mistaking it; but neither the paprr sent in ttj 
the magistrate by tJie d<irogha Mahomed Nuk* 
kee, nor another, which he afterwards produced 
before me us the original, hud such signature, or 
mark; and it was positively sworn by all the 
witnesses, that the size of the paper, was not the 
same. The motive in changing the confession 
is of no moment; it is sufficient that the*thing 
tendered in lieu of it, was inadmissible as evi¬ 
dence,

8. J11 a trial for decoity and iiiurdct (No. 13^of your ^ppiementary Calendar) I found two 
witnesses illegally confined, for not testifying on oatli, to the truth of a fabricated mofussil 
confession. 'J'hcse men had been in jailTor seven inouths, and were in closeVusiody when the 
trial came on, though no in(|uify had been instituted, nor was meant to be institifted against 
ihcm, for oerjury, and they had,«iti point of fact, deposed to what ufas true; namely, that the 
^oiifosioivsent in by the police cfefOg^,.did not correspond, many oneeif^umstonoe, with what 
the prisoner had said; that the prisoner had said one thing, and that the buckshee, had 
written anotlier: the testimony of tliese two men was corroborated before me. bv other

When i!ie * 
pn.soiicr is thus pn pared, if ihere appcaisno druig^T of Ids retracting before morning, lie 
is left at peace, ibr a lew hours: but if any apjTi’cl tension of that sort is entintained, a bur- 
kundaaz IS sent for three or four pt'ople of ihe vdifige to wiliies.; the conf. ssioii instantly, 
and they are aroused IVoni ihcir sleep, at all hhurs of the night for dial purpose. It is to 
be observed, however, that the sendinghn* impartial uiinesses does not often occur, except 
wIuMV tho dniogali has not suihcienl weight or laicni to liis plai't'^, and tin* same time set 
appearances at \leliancc. A darogah who is sure of Ids post, will, with the utmost impudence, 
scnrl in n confession, witnessed only by a*fcw pykes, or otlier police dependants, who were 
perhaps the very instruments by whose means it was extorted. Souiotiiii(» a broken pot, an 
old rag, or sonic other article of Jitlie Or no value, belonging to the penJl&n robbed, is pro- 
c-ure<l by a goyenndah err other inferior agent oi' police, and (leposited in a half dry tani; or 
ditch, lo winch the prisoner is aftr rward^ taken, tor the purpose of bringing it out witli great 
foniialily, in the presence of witnesses. Tradv of tiiis. sort is sometimch thrown into ilui* 
eoinjiound of a man’s house, or other part of (hvelling, in the hurry aud coaiusioii of a 
sham search for stolen property, and brought out with hi.^ otvn thing.-i, by ijgfeof eorrobo- 
raiitig a confession. A emse cau;e under luy observation, in which a goycntitMlP^'as caught, 
in the very act of disposing of property in mi# way. " V 

In "N 0^2, of your Su])plem€iitary Calendar, daroggh of Maniktula, in his capacity of 
thanah ameeu, \vitb the aid of his subordinate, hail prepared all the proofs which were to cor¬ 
roborate a confession,long before thccontWion itself, was pfeteiidcd tohavc bo(?n openly made. 
J'lVen his first report to the acting magnate, that the .dccoit# were apprehended with 
the property (which I found amongst the .miaeellaneoU‘> record# of your ofiice) boars a date 
jirior to the confeawou, by which ihe property was ^bbseipicntly |>retcnded by hiui, to have 
been discovereti. All that is asserted fuive boon ascertained, whs known to him beiorc he 
brought the prisoners to the thanah of liydebnttee; and. yet they were confined th. le, ft»r 
some time after tlidr arrival, for tiio sole purpose of'preparing slmin confessions, iu direct 
violation of section 17. Regulation9. 1.807; by the provisions of which, he was piolilbiUd,.; 
on pain of umnediat%dismissitm from office, ifom detaining the. prisonefe beyond the time * 
iiidispensibly requisite for the enquiry which had already been made. I shaJJ not cnlaiw 
on this luipfeasant topic. In regard to the individual daroghaj and the Yacaiicy occasioned hyi 
his fiuspension, you will, of course, coofoiMi strictly to the instructibiis which I have f^epa- 
nncly given you, and the confirmation of thein vvJjrich you have received from the coirt-f at 
large. In correcliijg tlic general abuses which lii]i|Pve.be|»n pointed out to you, the court ex- 
|Mict your most earnest and zealoiiis co-operation. ’ . . 

Ip. Another jmint to which the Wtice of ttie acUng magistrate was directed, and whu-li 
cannot be too oiign repeated, is the shameful practice which pi^valls, *of suppressinfr all the 
cvictencc on^thc^art of the prisoner; especially where the pA>of of guilt rests, on amofussil 
confessioii. It will, of cmirsc, sometimes occirr, th»tt a particular witness, named by a pri¬ 
soner,^# notlbrtbcoming; but where several arc frohY^ifferent villagef, and*nof

No. 14. of your Suppleineiitary Calendar exhihitod the names of u;>wanls 1 >l 
a hundretl witnesses to eharaeter, on the part of tin* prosecution, most of them entnel; ^ 
unnceessary; whilst, 011 the <jiher hand, tlic eiiaracter of tiie prisoner L'uinmol, on wiiose 
alleged confession, the otluM-prisoners in that trial were apprehended, and who t.s repicseiilc'd 
by die |)oliee as the leadei uf die gang, was altogether ovcrlof>lved. 1 beg tliat the uscle.ss 
and obp?clional>lo practice atUerted to in this paragrapli, may (;;.s directed durii^g Uie s<issioii> 
be discontinued. 

12. Several jielitions won' presented to me, in the course of the session. 'Iliose of th^ 

greatest public importance, coinplain of the rapacity, oppression, ;md gross and daring ai is 
of illegal violeiK'c and rapiiu’ committed by g<»yLniiiialis, and strong dismciiriation evinced 0:1 
the part of the magistrate, to ndress grievances of that description. 1 regret that tin* acting 
magistrates proceedings, in the ease of Uam Mohua Ihakkal and HtuujcCjgoyenndah, biiu'ilo 
give a colour to the hiiter part of the charge. It is with concern I observe, that die een. are 
passed on those pioccedings, was attejjiU.d widi no efl'ect; and that the courts instruetion.s ol 
th(‘ 4th .Inly last, respecting an inquiry into the merits of the complaints, sliouid have been 
totally tlisiegard(‘d. 1 am aw are of tin.' pressure of other business, and of the unusual iininbii 
of persons in aeinal custody for * examination, whose cases ought, geiier.aily speaking, to 
ht‘ taken up, in preferene(‘ to those of persons who are at large on hail; but I cannot acimii 
this, {'s a sufficient plea fur negke ting the court's orders, in a ca.se of so much importance as 
the present; nor can I w ink so hard, as not to t»ee that the accused, from the iMtur( oi* the 
< h.irge, ought not, in strictness, to be at large on security. Ihit if this unmerited indulgence 
to a man, ai cuMHl on oalh of the most daring acts of outrage, and open rubbery, with a ten¬ 
der of ample proof, is to operate as a bar to inquiry, it becomes incumbent on mo to order 
that liU bail be w itlnlrawn, lifi die investigation, which 1 directed in vain three months ago, 
is completed. The elungo are of too serious a complexion to be lightly treated, m to he 
longer neglected ; ami I am urgoiilly impelled, by a sense of duly, peieiiiploiiiy to dinner 
that no failher linn* i;e lo-^t, in eoufoimiug to the instructions communicated to ihc^acting 
magistrate on the 4t!i .Inly la-'t, in preference to other business; and that, as soon as the 
pro-crilicd iiuesiig.-jiivui may be ferouglit to a <-lose, you submit ihf whole of your pn.cc<-d- 
ings (as already direct; d), logelher w itli my naibacarree of ilie foregoing date to the court 
of i-irciiit. Yon will n<H oinii to exaniffio^tlic whole of the wilnesse-* who->e n.ame-» are men¬ 
tioned in the above ord'-r, to the points.ihcrein directed; beside^ receiving the fwideie *.? of 
such other per.^oiv-a> you may deem nuiterial. Yon will al-.(» be car<*fn! to asceiiain w iterhei 
anv part (»i’the 400 rnpec-. <*f which ii»e eonijdainant sweai.'. l:e was j)ul.'!go.l, wjss conupily 
received by llie police darogab of Noliii/yalce, or bis subordinates: .ind like die 1 d'rc- 
tufd means in your pf^wer, for tla recovery of the stolen cash, to vsiio'cver iiands it niai

siti'd, and did not quit her, nil they had thu.s obtained :»,o5 rupees in cash, beddca all the goid 
imd silver trinkets of tlu* women and cluldrcn of^liis family,'and .scviual article.^ of liousehobl ' 
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l>rop^rty whieli they took as spoil. She raised the ijeighbonrfiood, lie ^ays*, by her cries;,bTit 
itiey could only pity, «ol a'^sisl Iut, for th.^; chiefs of tlie gang, di^closed to the terror ot them 
all, that they wen* goimlahs.

•• 14. In one of the eases eomplaiiiecl of, your assistant had demanded excessive bail in the 
sim\»of r.,000 rup(*es from the primajial party accused, and 500 from each oi liis people, on 
eh.'irgc of a eoininon a-^smilt. lie was prohibited frointexercising this arbitrary disen^iioii in 
futur<‘, was informrd that in all cases«whicli appeared to him of suflieient magnilud<? 
to require more than ordinary hail pending the empiiry, he must submit the wlioli? oi the 
proceeding-! to the magistral«■, for his information and orders. 

In. 'riie other peiitsons do not require j)artieular notice. Orders wore passed on all, 
which I conclude liave been coiiformcxl to. • 

tt). I’nder tlie powers vosled in the court hy llcgulalion o, 1807, I inspected the magis- 
irates proceedings in the eases of all the persons in eouflnemciit under in quisition of security 
by him for good hehaviour, and passed such order, with my reasons at large in sueii case, as. 
appeared just and proper. I was sorry to obs^gve, that many of these people, hiul^ci 11 
oontified for a very long period, some for upwards of two years, on insuHieient‘grouiuls. 
The cases willi which I was mo'll dissatislied, were tho^c of pcivons doomed to the iguoininy 
of a gaol,*\viihout any ciujuirv whatever having lunn made, into ihcir gineral character; or 
who.'( character, habits, and iiK'ans of livelihood, had been found on enquiry, to lx* good or 
uiU‘xc(‘)>tiouablc, merely because their names were tliru^'t into thanah coujcs^ions. This ii a 
<n)mplcte pcrvcr.Mon, l>o:h of the letter and spirit of section 10. Jvcgiilaiiori 22, 179."^; winch 
aimioriz<saud directs the magistrates to examine, on oath, vagmut^ and sLi''p(‘cU'd pt r ems, 
•and aboaiiy persons w ho may have a knowledge of their uMial ])lacc of r.-./idcnci*, occupa¬ 
tion, or iiukIc of obtaiuiiig their livelihood; and if there shall appv.nr to him, grounds for 
sujiposing that they arc (li>or(Icrlv or ill disposed people, he shall i inploy them, in repairing 
the public roads, &c. until they lind sectirity for rheir good behaviour, ice. or the magis¬ 
trate shall be |afisfied that they will of themselves, lake to some servie(; or ejnploviiu nl, so 
Us to obtain an lionesi; livelihood. Even supposing the eonfession, not to have b -en fabri- 
i*ated, <)r obtained by improper means, and luhiiitling it, to be e\idenee against (»theix, 
wliieh it is not; you wuuM still have 110 nuthorily as magistrate, to j>unish llie spirilir 
olltMiee, by c.'oudiamiiug the offender to the piPldie roads, till he find-! seeuritv for his goo«l 
i>ehaviour. I eannot too strongly animadvert on a praeliee which, in its opiTalion tears tin- 
bonds of society asunder; dcgraih^s and vilifies all ranks and idas^i s, wiihouL distinetion, and 
subjects every honest man to infamy and penury, hy treating him as a rogue iintl vagabond. 
In requiring security for behaviour, you must look to^eneial eharaeti r; and by that, and 
that alone, you must be guhled. If from the evidence lx for*' you, dining an invistigtilion 
into a speeiti(‘charge, or otherwise, thPre should bi‘grounds for supposing that the persons 
ac?eused are disorderlv or ill disposed pt'ople, or of general bad or dangerous character, it 
woidfl then be your duty, in conformity with tin* .stction quoteil, not to reltuise them until 
they enter into-sufficient security for their good iM liavioiir, in sueh sum an }ou may deem 
it expedient to exact; under llu* jiarticular circumstances of the case; observing it, as an 
invariable rule, to .stale the amount in your proivedings. But where nothing appiars ftn- 
favourable to the general character of a person aeiaised of a specific orteiice, ynu possess 
no power whatever to demand from hiin sicuriiy for good behaviour; but lie must either 
be eoiumitted for trial before the eourt of eireuir, puuidied, or discharged, aeeording to the 
evidence before you und<*r the general |{egtdaiions. Vonr reimrt exhibited si vi iul instances 
of persons improperly confined for security, on suspicion of specific ernnes. 

17. f found several prisoners in jail, umler n'quisition of .security; not for their good 
behaviour, hut simply for tlieir appearance, ehielly on l^e groimil of their having bee n 
limned in mot'ussil confessions. One of them (N® 2. of your list) had been in jail, from the 
second of May 1808. This illegal and objeetionaliie practice of demanding bazir zameiiee 
security from aroused persons, previous to tlieiT discharge, appears to have been almost 
generally exercised whe re then: was no ground, eitlicr to eomnnt for trial, or to punish, or 
even to object to charueUT. it attracted iny attention, at an early period of the session, and 
1 prohibited it in futuio. 

itS. The acting magistrate, in his report of prisoners in eonfinonicnt for secnrily, by order 
of the court of eirwit, omitted to state under the provisions of section 11. Regulation 53, 
3803, whether the accusation of a niuehelka by any of die persons who liaif been con¬ 
fined for a year or upwards, iin<ler inability to give the security required, would, in hit) 
opinion, be sufficient to provide for the object intended. 1 ncverthele.ss deemed it proper to 
call the whole of the prisoners before iikv and examine the proceedings held by tlifs eourt 
ontlu ir rcsiieclivc trials, as far as was necessary to alPcrtain the grounds on w hicli they were 
icquired to find security, I’his was dune with a view of determining, 1st. Wliat prisoners^ 
Nki eonsiileralion of the circuiiistflnces of tlitir respective cases (of which circuinstaiieos, the 
.magistrate rntwt iircesHarily he ignorant) were proper objects of release on their iiiuchclka, 
without ii^'cuiity ; louring it to the magistrate to show canse^to the court at large, why the 
pri.scners should not lK*^eleased onmucludka, cither in eojiset|uencc of misl>eliaviour during 
their confinement, or on other grounds unconnected witli the trial.—2dfy. \Vhot securitj!: in

Extract BENGAL Judicial Consultations, iqtli Soptcmhor 1809. 

Secretary’s Ivcport.—lj:»trocluctory Observations. 

TT cannot be tinknown to government, tlmt I have for some time past, given a good of 
^ attention to the state of’ the jK>]ire throughout the territories dcpemleni on this t^roult n« y: 
and tliat J have sought lor information on the subject, not only from the oflieial repoiu 
which have passed through my hands, as secretary in the judicial department, but libcwi^;?', 
by private and piLsonal coiniiuinications witli several of the ofiicers of that ilepariin-.1.- 
'1 iie enrpiiry into which 1 have been led, has ajmeared to me more interestmcveiy’^'e ’li 
that 1 have advanced, from a contemplation of the magnitude of lli<‘ evils v. hli li cxi-t, 01 
at ii‘ast di<i very recently exist, in the* country; and from tlie acknowledged ami obvioa.- im¬ 
portance of an oliic'ient police, to the piNice and hpj'pincss of society. 

Jn the eonsid«.niliori of thi.s question, 1 have had oei asion to ohseive, that tho.se evils wc r.' 
ill some iusranci\s, to be ascribed to the supiiiencss of the local magistrates ^ but. that i!u v 
were much more generally imputable, to the defects of the exi>iing sysli'in.^ I tre^'i, lliirt*- 
Ibre, that this nport will be suppressed, and consigned to oblivion, m ilicnutMi; or that 
the foregoing avowal of my soiitiinents will be taken, once for all, as an apologv for lov tiee- 
doiu of remark which may be found on any of the existing Uegulations, in the fohow ing 
dlsenssion. 

Wen* ibis report intended solely for the consideration of the local government of this 
country, it would be siipcrlluuu.s to enter into details reganiing the evils anting iidin the 
iiulVieioney of the police, as, unliajyiily, occasions have too frequently arisen to arrest their 
attention on this important subject; but as the arraiigemcn Is suggested may possibly attract 
the attention of tlie honourable tlie court of dife<itor.s, to whom those evils may not be so 
liiinibar, a brief exposition of them, must be deemed a necessary inlio<luetion to any plan 
wliieli may be suggested for the general improvement of the police. 

^^'ere I to eniuncraie only a thousandth part of the atrocities of the decoils, and of the 
ei :.s (iiicnt sufferings of the people, and were I to soften tiiut recital, in every mofle whic h 
Ifinguagc would permit, I should still despair of obtaining crcxlit, solely oii my ovmi authority, 

I or the .'icc'uraey of the narrative. 

In order, therefore, not to be snspocted of detailing fictitious and imaginary horrors, I 
shall stat<' little on this subject which has not already received in some sort, ilie stamp of 
piiblii* autliority, ritlier at the hands of government, or of the highest criminal nibimal in 
this coiintry, beyond the limits of the supreme court of judicaiiin‘. 

Ill ihelormer rcpuit whicli 1 had the honour to submit to government on this subject, and 
which is r(‘corded on the pweeedingsof the i;3th June last, in speaking of the evils attendant 
on the crime of di coity or gartg robbery, it was ob.scrved as tt>llow*' :—** ihit robbcTy, rape, 
and even murder it;,elf, are not the worst figures in this liideous and ilisgiistiiig picture. An 
expedient of common occurrence with tlic deenits, mereiy ti> induce a confcb.sioi! of property^ 
Mipposcd to be coneealed, is to burn ihe*proprietor wiih straw or toiclu s, until he <li*,elusc‘< 
the property, or perishes in the name's; and when they are actuated by a spirit of reveiigo 
against individuals, worse cruelties (if worse, can be) are perpetratt.tl by tljo>c remoi.sclcss 
erimiimls. If the information obtained is not extremely erroneous, ilic oirouder*, lierc*after 
noticed, who was apprehended, through the agency of Mr. Blaqiiic.rc’s goyenda.-^, at I'aina, 
himself commiiteif fifteen murders, in nineteen days; and volnims might be filled, with the 
r^'cital of the atrocities of the deeoits, oveiy line of which, would make the blood run cold with 
horror.*' 

On this point, Mr. Lumsden; in a Minute r<;cordc<l on tlie smiiO ilny as tb.e report, ob* 
serve’s us follows “ 1‘hat the existing sysu iii of pollcv*, has cniiioiy failed ;ii lis object, and 
that the dcteslabie crimes of gang ivjibbtrv and murder are now cijually prcvab.ut, in every 
part of Bengal (the division of Dacca, perhaps cxc^.|/iv J) as at any former prriod, are Uu|Ih 
of loo much notoriety to admit of dispute, o The ileiads of the ciionnides which are 
comihitted with impunity, in the immedhite vicinity of the capital of liriiish India, asdesmbi 
cd in the report, aie not loo'liighlv colourcil." '

T 41 C prisoners were charged, with being part of a gang of deeoiis, who eomie.ilted a rob- 
Ivry ai rlie re.'.idi'oce ami factory of Mr. i\iddy, an indigo planter in tlie Niiddea dUirici; 
(•11 v\i\icli t)i-casion, (diowsee (a'servanr. of Mr. Vaddy) was imird'M*ed. Mr. Faddy ami Mr. 
J.4*di;jrd (uho was on a visit to (Mr. Fadily) audoihcis, wore wounded, and propel ty to a con¬ 
siderable ainoiiut, was carried otf by the robbers. 

This alUiek ii^on Mr. Fa'^tdy ap{*ears have been instigated, by the following circum¬ 
stances -The l 5 i-»honaut, lUiddca, Shanulass, and another person named tVtuinber, 

Were convicicd eriiniunls, wlio had been banished under .a sentenee of iniprisommuit to l)i- 
nagepore, IVum wiu'iice ilicy effvied their escaj)e, and returned to Nuddea, where they ag.iin 
assembled a very uuim rous and powerful gan^, and committed the most daring robberies 
and ;uMs of crmdty, .'uid civ ited the greatest terror to the inhabilants. Mr. Fadrly bad 
be4?n \(Tv active, in eommiimeating to the magistrate such infonnalioii as he co.dtl procuiv, 
for the dcicctioii and sidzuro of the principals of the gang, am) at length, Fauneh Cowne, his 
hi'ad l^ykc, having obtained aceiirato information of the^ retr<‘al of FelnmbtT Ix fore men- 
lioncd, he, in c<uipmclion with two of his relations, Meghye and llisaboodccn, sucei’cdod 
in seizing the oll’ciidcr, wdio, however, i^as seveudy wounded, in resisting bis seizure, and 
iIkmI shoiily after. This appears to have iustigati‘d the robbery and murder charged against 
the [irisouers. 

From the evidence in this case, it apju ared tliat between 3 and 4o\doeIc in the morning 
of llic '27th ScptiuiihiT 1808, Mr. J'andy and M»'. Lediard were al.irmcd hy the report gf « 
gnn,and on rising, Idniid the house smroumh'd hy ilccoits, who, in despite of .all resistance 
(ill wb.icli one of the gang was shot dead) forced tlicir way into the bungalow, from all sides, 
and four of them, seized Mr. Fadily, aft(?r a con-iilor;ib!c struggle, in which he was nearly 
Mvaiigled. Two of th** prisoners wrested tin* gun from his haiid.s. Mr. Ledianrs gun hav¬ 
ing repeatedly missed tin’, and he liaving received a severe spcar-w'oiiml in his breast, was 
also disabled from furilier rcsisiance; both gentlemen, remained entirely in the power of the 
decruts. During tliese traiisaetioiis, the prisoner Risbouaut repeatedly rei|uircd Mr. Faddy to 
di?liv('r up Faiineli Cowne Fyke, who appeared to bo the ^nincdiate objd i of their ven- 
geanee, and to point out/'w here bis own money was. The deceits several tiincs dragged 
NIessrs. i'iidily and \,. diard to a sli.)it di-it mce rV().n thg house, tivaling tliem with great in¬ 
sult anil iiidi'^nUy; some, proposing to put them ta’dealh, and others, to cut oiT their ears 
and rio^e; the pri^om r Ihiddea ia pmtiruler, having (riseovored that one of il.eir gang had 
boon siioi, hi'ld a dr jwii sword ov(‘r Mr. F.uidy, .and vv.as on the. point of striking, but was 
restrained, by the ;ji'lu«»n;y of Uivlionmit. At t'lic approaeb of day, ihedeeoits retired, carry¬ 
ing oir all tile arms :n ilie liouse, about 700 rupees in cash, .and other property, to a cunsi- 
derablf amount. On dicir return from Mr. Faddy i houpc, they set tire to the house of Fanneli 
Cowne, ami inurderea hi.s two relations, Meghye and llisaboodeon, the head of the former 
being found on the following day, susp.Muleil 0.1 a tree near the iiouse. 

The court of Nizamut adawlut, after a full eonsideratiob of all the circumstances and 
proceedimgs held on tiie trial, were fully satisbed of the guilt of die pri.soners 1. 2. 3. 4.%. 6 . 
7 ami 8, ni having boMi concerned in loblvny, murder/.iiid other acta of aggravaiionViuui 
A^rdingly, iimier the discretion gi\eu by tnc futwa of their law officers, selitoneed each of 
tSe saidciglit prisoners to buller death. •

:*d. A rohberv at the hwnse of Slicobiswas* and burning to death, his mother

i ioe.i the evifli'ijc'e in this cas<*, it appeared that the crimes cltargcd ag^ainsi the prisoners, 
originaL^l chicr.y in motives of revenge, tbr evidence given bv some inhahiiams of llie 
village, ng:iin‘t some of tlie gang, on a kite trial at Kisliemigur. The evidence, among uilier, 
matter, c^mblis!;eil the following facts;—Thfit about 30 dccoils attacked Kalipanl’s iica.se, 
vvlicii they fouiul iJhyrob, and lied him to a stake before the house, v>hen the prisoners 
Keranr Sirdar and Secueblioo Duimcc, (telling fjliyrob that they “ would teadi h.ini how \^^ 
giv«‘ evidence, against dicm again,’’) gave him sevc-ral mortal vvoimds, by thrusting a sp- iir 
tin rcjgh dihercMit parts of his body, and rutting him with a sword ;—'Diafa party of the loh- 
beiv, tlien proceeded towards Premchuiid s house, whilst others, taking straw from the riiateli 
oi' kaJipjiurs house and lighting it, went into the house, fr<»m whence were imme/iintdy 
heard tlie screams of K.'dipaul’s brother and wife, for .some time without iutermi'j 
orving out tiial they were burned and tortured, and imploring the robbers for mercy: — 
Tiwit the robbers next went to the huu.se of Sheobiswas, from whence ;i1m) ciies were 
heard :—Tluit after midniglit, when the robbers had de[>arte(l, the body of Bhyrob was found 
near tlie stake, with several wounds on ditferent parts :—That in the house of Kalipaul, weie 
found the bodies of his brother and*wifc, n[)pareut]y burnt to death, by the application of 
lorches and lighted straw to ditferent parts Tlu^t tlie house of Iboincliund was found 
plundered -. —That in the hou.so, Shcobisvvas liis mother was found burnt to death, and iii 
lliat of Miis-umut Kaliiidee, she was found killed, by the thrust of a spear. 

Tlie fulwah of the law ofliccrs of the Nizainut adawlut, declared the whole of the prison¬ 
ers convicicd of being concerned, cither as principals or accoui}dices, in all the robhones and 
menders bid to Ilnur charge, and liable to di.scretionary punishment, by soascet extending to 
dtaih ; and the (’onrl having no doubt of the guilt of the prisoners, condemucil them accord¬ 
ingly to sufler death.

Had the depredations of this 1 
fined to particular districts, the principle of those arran^ments would not have been so 
very erroneous; it is evident, howevi^, that persons addicted to predatoiy habits, svill 
wander from district to district, acconling as local and temporary circumstances may 
invite them: the consemicnce is, that after a magistrate may have watched the movement/f 
of gangs of decoits, and may have nearly' matured his plans for their apprehension, those 
plans £U'e entirely defeated by the emigration of tlie offenders to another district, where 
the darogahs, zemindars and others, whose aid may be eventually required, are not subject 
to his orders; where his immediate officers, instead of obtaining assistance ami co-operation, 
w'ould experience every possible obstruction from these classes of people; wdiere, in other 
words, he has no efficient power; and where all further efforts on his part, to apprehend the 
oflenders, must almost, without exception, btf fruitless and unavailing. 

\Vc have frequently seen, that in consequence of the energy and activity of a particular 
magistrate, tlic district under bis immediate charge, has been nearly freed from the depre¬ 
dations of deceits. In effecting that object, game of tjheir number have, doubtless, been ap¬ 
prehended. By far the greater pj\^‘t ol them have, however, on all such occasions, only 
emigrated to other districts, where the qualities above noticetl, did not exist in the same degr^^ 
in the local magistrates. The consequence has bean, that the best directed efforts of ln< 
praise-worthy officers, have rather tended to relieve particular districts from tlie effects of de- 
coitv, than to IVoc the country at large, from this intolerable evil. 

The justness of the foregoing observations, may be established, by facts of very recent oc¬ 
currence. The measures taken to relieve the districts of Nuddeah from the alarming height 
to which gang robbery had risen in that district, have been notic^ in my former report, and 
are of course too well known to government, to require any recital in this place. In con¬ 
sequence of those measures, all the principal decoits, who were not immediately appre¬ 
hended, retired; some, to the district of Hooghly; some, to the district ol Burdwan; ana some, as 
far as Backergunge. It is evident, therefore, that whatever relief the exertions made, might 
haveafforilcd to tlic district of Nuddeah, the rest of the country would have been far from 
benefiting by them, had not the suppression of gang rpbbery been pursued in those districts 
also, in tlui same spirit in which it had been commenced in Nuddeah. The supcrfntendont 
of police directed his parliculaf attention to the apprehension of^lie gangs which had n tired 
to Hooghly and to Burdwan; Mr. Btaquierc was invested with powers correspondent to those 
of the suporiiiUMident in Buckergun^; and the magisUralc of Nuddeah was in vested with 
similar powers in Burdwan, with a view to tliemore effectual protection of the easlt^rn part 
of that district. The experience hitherto obtained respecting the success of the exei tions 
of those officers, jnstity the conclusion, that the most substantial benefits may be derivi d 
from the laboursofthe superintendent of police, coinbiued with other arrangements, which 
will be submitted, under different heads of this report.

It appears essential that government Aould afeo possess tl:fe powei* ot* deU^finuMrig when- 
ever the superintendent or his Amporary colleague may proceed in person into any oHiie 
districts' whether the local roagistrafo should continiic to discharge the duties ot that omcc, 
or otherwise. In ordiuarv cases, it may be most convenient that Ae zillah or city magistrate 
should continne to performthose iunctions. In other instances however, it may be essential 
rimt he should be Avestcd of A5 discharge of Aem, and that Ae duties of the magistrate, 

should he committed exclusively to tlie superintendent . ^ -u 

It romains to offer a few observatiooB on the pow^s which should be exercised by the 
superintendent and his oiEcers, relative to the local autlforlties ol the different distnets com¬ 
prized within his jiirisdiciidnv It must be evident to govemmeut, that the superiutendcut 
and his offierrs will be liable to great counteractions from the local police»and that con¬ 
sequently, the best concerted plans tor the apprehension of criminals maybe fr^trated, unless 
they are armed with such aulliority as shall render all such attempts abordve.—s-For that 
reason, I would propose that the superintendent be invested with a certain confroul over’ all 
die zillah and city magistrates within his jurisdiction; and that his officers be declared in a 
great degree, independent of the native local officers of police. The following arc tlie prin- ^ 
cipal rules, wliich 1 would recommend to be established with respect to this point:— 

Firgt,—^That the zillah and city magistrates oe required to conform to all orders which 
may be issued to them by the superintendent^ in matters connected directly or indirectly with 
the dischame of his own official duties. 

Sccondl^—That the officers of the superintendent of police, be rendered independent, ex¬ 
cept in case of great enormity, of the local police authorities, and that tlie former be only held 
responsible for any acts of misconduct to the superintendent himsell^ whose duty it will of 
couf se be, to take cognizance of auy cases of that nature. 

Of coiii-se, some more speCHic provisions will be requisite on the latter point, should the 
principles of the present arrangement be adopted and carried into effect. 

OFFICE OP MAQlSTkATK. 

No objections occur to the principles on which the office of magistrate, in the different 
cities and zillalAi, has been constituted. The error wa$ (as already noted) in supposing that 
thi.s office was of itself, adequate to the suppression of public offences. 

Jn tlie preceding section of this report, 1 mivc detailed the means which appear to me best 
calculated to obviate the inconveniences arisiqg from the circumscribed jurisdiction of the 
local magistrates; and under the present head,! shall state the aids which may, I conceive, 
be obtained, in support of the local police, by means of such other European agency as we 
possess in the country. 

One of the most efficient and (it might have been supposed) the most obvious, of those 
aids, is to invest the person in charge ot one district witti the ordinary powers of magistrate 
in the adjoining district. 

The different zillahs being divided froSi each other, in many cases only, by an imaginary 
and freauently, a very ill-deiined boundary, it is evident that great facilities ot escape must be 
aftbrded to criminals, by retiring from one zillah to another, as may suit their convenience,—• 
from the zillah in which tlicy have committed offences, and where ihcir crimes must neces¬ 
sarily have atnacted the attention of the magistrate, to a district where the local authorities 
may have little or no knowledge, either of the offenders or the offences, or (which is too frV 


quently the case) where they may find protection from some of the nalive officers of police.

diis remark^ I do liot mcuii^^to Impple inlentional neglect of duty to the magistrates. 

0«^ the contrary,' 1 believe4i‘tt4hey thai they have fully discharged the obligations 

of theif pub)ie duly, in pos^ijiig orders pu the reports of the police darogahs, am) in in¬ 
vestigating charges whic^ prefeiTcd by individuals. It cannot, however, in my 

judgment, he tem often or top strongly jpculcated, that there can b® no police in this 
country, unless iW tnugi^rate^will fr^ tidic tO.time, visit Un^ different taYiniih.s, listen w-iih 
their own cars, and see with tbeir own ey^, instead of d^f^nding qn'fhO'reports of oiiicers, 
entirely unworthy of confidence or credit. By this suggesticih, I ’db not mean tliat ilic 
magistrates shoiud hial*e regular circuUs of their distidcU. at Wtedperioils, btrt that thev*' 
sliohid proceed instantly to any quarter pf ;tbcir jurisdiction, wljew; they niuybave leatoii !£» 
believe tliaf'public olieiicc{S arc prev^ent, or itnit abuses arc coininitted by the darogahs, and 
ali'jve all, when tiioy are la'ist expiated by those ofltcg^. ^,ri objection has, I bcjjpvc, 
been sometimes made to such yisits, grounded on tlip inte^pilpn Which it might oti:ia‘Nion 
in the*, conduct of the, busings of thexivU court; but surely^ij^the pc*lice, 0 f 7 die trial 
civil causes, must experience intQrruptJpn and injury, it Is inifai bettor that the latter should 
ft>iiri'er, llnui tin: former. . It seems, tmtvdvef, to be a mistake,'to iluppose that either will 
idiiin.itdy suffer frpm |ltat^ capse. It is? hi fact, pnly by establishing hi> and well 

ivgulateo police, that the Jtittge and ipaglstrate (united as those ofiicesMire; in die sumo. 
|)i*rson) can never find dine for the ilntW of tlie civil Court. When {mbiic offences 
at any time, become prevalent ift'a district, the business of the criminal department, is 
iiuiitiplicd to such a«<Icgrec, that it rcc]ui^ not only the undivided attention of one, but 
in many cases, of three or four per^sops to ti^nsact it. ' ■ 
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DATlOGAllg of POLICE. 

The zillali and ciiy magistrates, Ukc the justice of the peace in England, or in the city 
of Calcutiii, are proprrly invested ijitli cons^detabla powers, being persons of education and 
chanu'tc r, and po^-i^ising some knowledge of^he general principles of law. But the darogahi 
of police form a class of ofiioers, to whom, if wc consider their extensive powers, on the on;: 
side, and their general cliaritotcr and situii^on in lite^pn the other, l.i^an find nothing in 
the fyiuailc.st degree analogous, under our owp con8.titution. ' . 

Tl\e darogahs are not only afithorizod'to= apprehend persons in tlie acl^^al commi.s.sion 
of public offeaoes; to make immediate pursuit after jqdi ofienders ; and to fecize prrsotis 
cfeU cted with the stoliMi gcjods in their possession (duties to which all subordinate olliccis 
of police are confined, under oup laws)'; they are likewise eiftpowtvcd to rccciye charges 
and information respecting the commission of uU crimes, public offcnc^js and ir.i.sdcmcanors, 
of whatever description, without any Hmitotion as to the time when they may have been 
comiiiiltetl; to deteiinine w‘hethcr'such charges,mtbrmatioashall.be received on catii, 
or iinclcr a solemn declaration (a point of inuteufti importance, considering the prejiulict s 
of the natives w ith respect to an oatli) ; whether it ha :proper to proceed against^the party 
accused, by the immediate aiTcst of his p^rso^u, or„only:6y sumnurns; or wlnaher a pivvioud 
reference should be made on .^be subject, tdi.dmoi'^glstrifte, lo^etennine whether ilie case 
be bailable or otlicrwise, See.; to fix the amoant of- the bail; t<.* bold inquests on the bt}<lie.s 
of persons, supposed to. have died d}i unnatural death ; to n-ako or cause to be made, at 
their discretion, a local enquiry'respecting the commisbion of any ru ent robbery or t.djt r 
violent crime ; and finally, to apprehend, und send to the nuigislrelcs, individuals coming 
under the vague denomiiiaikin ol “ vagrants and suspected pciions.” 

I’he foregoing is* 1 believe, n tolerably accurate review of the geneir.l pfiwers vested i.’j 
the <larogahs of jiiplice,—powerfe, whiciiareof almost equal cxieni wiih those ef a single 
justice of the peace under our lawsj^jwhicli never have been confided loiiriy suboi dinarepcaoe 
ullicers in England; abd which indeed would not be tolerated tor a menurnl, in ihat countiy. 

To judge of the expcdieiicy of continuing to vest^uch extensive power? io the darogahs 
of piillce,"it is oninportmibfe to^^ fUj ,the jjersons ordinarily appointed to fill tho.so 

simatiou.s, are qualified forthed^diu^e ot thedutics entrnsu.d to them. 

The darogahs* of police .are not' wioscmfrom any particular class iff people, and cnnsc.* 
quontly seldom, if ever, possess any. previous instruction, as to tlie nature mid extent of their 
*ctutics» nor any habits of life calbul^d to eueblp them to perform those duties with effect,

Tlappy, however, it would be, if th^ defeetss llready noticed were the greatest, to be fomvi 
in ihcclKuacter of* die police darognhs. The vices which reader them a pest to the countjy, 
are their avarice, and andietioit to cv* ry species of extortion. 

Jnspetiking oif this class of officers, the late, magistrate of IloogWy (ns noticed in my 
former report) observes os follow s: *"..1,1 

“ All dcscribtionsof police oflicers require to be nrurowlv w'.itched ; and it i^, on!y bv this 
“ pieans, and by making severe examples among them, wlien they are guilty of misconduct, 
** that thev can be kept to their duty. During three years that f \va.s at Hurdwan, I puTii.sh*'.! 
several police c^fficcis niysdf; diul I committed for trial Aoless than eleven darogahs'wlio 
were all convicted before.fhe court of circuit, aind sentenced to different terms ol' impri- 
** sonmoiit, from three moJiths to three yealcs. Since 1 hav'c been at Hooghly, four darugalis 
“ liavc bifcM pimished and di>missec! 1‘rom tin ir offices, and four more, will be trierl before the 
^ court of qi*.:int in tlie present scssi()Ks. 1 Fmve found the good effects of these mcasuro.s 
** of severity; and sUuateil as the police officers arc, it cannot hc expected that any hi tter 
seuiimcni than that of fear, should keep alive u sense of duly, oiiiidst ail the icmptatieiis

l\v aa abstract which I caused to be prepared from the records of my office, it appears 
ihat*iS4 darogahs \v(*ro dismissed from ihoir oiliccs for misconduct, between the pcriijds ot’ the 
isl Jiiunary 1808, and the gist August 1809; 'and lhatse\*en of those persons, W('reorch*r<'(l 
to he tried before the.criminal courts, 6n account of the aggravating circumstances with whicli 
iheoiTcncrs cominiitcd by them were attduded. ^ 

1’lu> number of per.soas so pttni.shcd, will doubtless appear considerable; hut groat as it Is, 
I believe it bears no more proportion tA the number of c»ffeiic€s actually connnitUid by the 
darogahs, Uian number of crime.s reported by. tlumi, bears to the number ol' crimes ac¬ 
tually pcrpctrattxl within tiic limits of the diffeicnt tunnahs. 

Tlu: natural remedy for this eril is to simplify the duties of the darogahs, and to confine 
them to ti I e exercise of such functions, as .ai'C csseuliai to tlie imincdiaicinaintcuancc of ilic 


jirace of the country. 

Tlieolfcnc.es of which tte darogahs in some form or other take cognizance, may be re¬ 
duced to lour heads,—1st. Petty offem^es, such ojS inconsiderable assaultei, abusive Linguago, 
See. which arc punishabje by the magisUvites;^2d. Bailable olfcnccs, such as i'urgcry, adul¬ 
tery, Sec.—3d. Actual breaches of the peace and serious affrays; and, 4llily, the mure heinous 
crimes, ns innolor, robbery l>y open violence, &o. 

With rlic iniprcbsion winch I have, respecting the general character of the darogahs, and 
the intoleiabie vexations with which ihcfr interposition is attended, 1 cannot hesitate in re¬ 
commending, that they lj|: precluded from all interfuM-ence v^atc.ver in future, in any of the 
cases a[)penaining either to the 1st or 2d clasii of offences above noticed, except, under a 
special warrant in each ca.-.e, from the inagBtratc; and that individuals liaving charges or 
coiiij/laints to piviVr <.f tliat nature, insiitnte them in ihe first instance, at the ma^slrale s cut- 
ehcriy. 1 am aware that persons may sometimes experience inconvenience, from the .nect s- 
sity of proceeding to ihe magistrates cuteherry to prefer a complaint; but I aui not ceilain on 
the wliide, that this ?nay not prove a very salutary check to litigation. Confident I am, that 
if it be an evil, it Isa much smaller one, than that which arises from the exaclions and op- 
prc>si(iiw (d' all kinll at present committed by tlu: darogalis, * 

The thiril and fourth classes of otfenecs coinpreiiend actual breaches of the peace 
ar.d .^eri ins affrays,—theft, arson, counterfeiting the coin, hoiis«&«.brcaking, robbery, and mur¬ 
der; in wliieh cases, no re.'^iiictionscuiiijcoiwistenrly with thepeace of the country, be imposea 
on the agency of the darogahs, who should on the contrary he encouraged, and required to 
make eyury exe rtion for the apprehension of offcxidfrs, eitUer^%ra«^c or oiifomuil 

cojfjplaints preferred by individuals. 

The darogahs, howevu'r, at present possess by far too great a latitude of action, in 
• cases ot lumiinoc, or tiieir powm are veiy ill defined by the existing Regulations*. It ap¬ 
pears to^e»tlia^ m cases of murder and manslmigbter, fliey should uniformly send ihc 
party accused under sale custody to die magistrate, and that in cases of accidental 
aruniistihable homicide, they slioiild as regtilariy admit tlie party to bail. * • 

On this branch of the subject, I have only to. a<ld, that from the cncjuiries which I have 
made, it appears to mo indispensably necessary, that the course of proceeding prescribed

In tlic ebnfaston and alarm incident to recent 
robbery, aitemltid iVcqueniJy, a$ hash^ on seen iVom the above reports , on tri.als, with 
murdf i* and the most horrid erueftics, the inhabitants cf n villujje are retjuired to give i«- 
lyTiuaiion respecting those.atrocities, Sorne of thoni, intiinUlated by *tlu; spirit of revenge 
by wiiicii they know that the decoita are usdsdiy actu.aUf?!, deny all knowWge on tSe 
fcifbjcci; otln rs, in tiic agiljition alarm liaturaUy occasioned by the perpetration of 
such ofFences, give inncciu.iLC and iii \wi ^stent amnints of the ciiciim u.inccs attending 
them ;-^bronghl, in c('(r!cr iiiomtiits of vcilt^iion, before the courts nf judicature, ull those 
persons^ may be capable of giving (and fixiquentlv do give) clear aiuj consistent aecounU 
of the cirousnstan^cs at rending the robbciy,^ Tlicir evidence is however then, contrasted 
vith tlieiv ibniier declaration^ rejected as rabricatccl, and the witnesses thcmaeiveai perhaps 
committed for pcijury. . ' 

To rcinedy this inconvenience, I wouM propose that on the commis.sion of any recent 
robbery, the clarogah should he. rc4uired (as at present) to proceed to tlie spot, and fur¬ 
nish a report under his ow^ignatnre, of the nature and ciroiirn:,iancesof the case; but that it be 
left eatuely optional witFUie" Villagers to Ifcttest a soorut haul, or not, as they may deem 
proper, in cases in which no apprehensibm may exist of future ,consequences, it is 
lural to conclude that they Wilt have no hesitation in signing swA instriuneuU Wlif*n 
sueli impre.s‘4ious mejy ^nevail hi their mincU, the soorut Iwols mav lead to^error; but 
ruimot be productive of any beneficial clFects. If I am not greatly deceived, tlie rule, 
as it at present stands, has obstructed very materially the course of eiixnand justice.

Turning our eyes to those countries in which the police lias attained any considerable

iated to lead, in many (^^ses, to the oppression of innocence and the perversion ol justice. 

W ith regard to the other point above noticed, tliat is, the. mode in which spies should be 
^inplovcd, 1 imagine that it must be clearly understood, alter the discussion which the 
qiK’stiou has already iiudergonc, that they should never be invested with a particle of 
power, and that their idiuracter as spies, should never be coufouiidod with that ot the 
ordinary officers of police, whose principal duty of course is to apprehend olfeuders. I am 
jFjot aware th'it the course which should be observed in cases ol this nature, can be stated 
in eloarnr terms, than in the following extract of a letter, from the register ot the Nizamut • 
adawlut:— • 

The csuiblished duty of the goyeiidas, is to discover the haunts of the deceits, to watch 
their moveincuts; to mix with them oecasionnliy, with the view of obtaining accurate intel¬ 
ligence respecting their operations and designs for tlieir cinployer; to communicate 
him the result of their observations and cncjuiries; ami, hii.Jly, to point out to the gue- 
rindas, who M*e usually regular police oflicors, the persons of tim individuals whom the 
inagistraie, in the discharge of his public fund ions, may order to be apprehended.” 

'At the same lime, it seems essentml to dUtiuguish between intbnnanls, in tiie first instance, 
before a magistrate, and prosecutors in a subset)ueat stage of the business, whether before 
the inagiKtrate or the court of circuit. However circumspect a inagislratc ought to be in 
adniirtiiig or acting ujion information lodged by persons of bad or suspicions characters, 
<>uoh information canuor, I rliiiik, cousistenlly v\ith the maintenance of an cllicient police, 
be generally mj* indeed often rejected. In all such cases, it must depend upon the dineretion 
of the magistrate to follow up the- inform at ion so lodged, until he shall have obtained 
Barisfactory aud legal evidence of the facts alleged, or shall d(‘cm the charge groundless, 
.aud to dispose of the case accordingly. Jn cases^ however, in which the i ifinmunis, whe¬ 
ther hired spies or others, may not be themselves ihe persons aggrieved, it c'unuot be iic- 
cossury or proper that they should appear in the characters of prosecutors, in a inoie mature 
state of the husiuess, either before th^ magistrate or the court of cinmit. On all such 
oeeasions, tliC prosecutors should of course be either the individuals who may have ilicm- 
telves been robbed, or the relations of persons murdered, or the vakeel of "gover.imont, 
under ihc dilC’Ctiou^ of the luagistrate. With that course of proceeding, I am at a loss to 
conceive how any ill consequences cun arise from the agency of spies or secret uiformcrs.

CONCLUSIOW. 

I HAVE now stated all the m^sures which suggest themselves to my mind, for the im' 
provcnient of the police, without entering into minute details, or deviating into a course 
which might bo thought foreign to the subject. .1 am SrUistied, that if those inca^iireA 
bo adopted, tin y will be attended with considerable benefit, in the suppression of llie crimc!} 
most injurious to the peace and happiness of society ; an opinion wrucli 1 expn^s with^the 
greaU’.st confitlcnce, as it is founded on practical experience of the system now iccom- 
inciidcd, so far as the existing regulations would pennit. I am at.the same time sensible, 
that a great deal more must be done, in order to oradioute the seeds of those crimes: the 
real souroos of the evil lies in the corrupt morals of the people. Under these circumstances, 
tiic Ix'si laws can only have a partial operation. 

If we would apply a lasting remedy to the evil, we must adopt means of* iastroction for 
the diftorent classes of the community; by which they may be restrained, not only from 
the commission of public crimes, but also from acts of immorality, by a dread of the 
jiunishincuti dimounced both in this world and in a future state, by their respective re¬ 
ligious opinioirs. Tiic task would not perhaps be so difficult, as it may at first si^u appear 
to be. Some remains of the old system of £[indpo discipline still exist. The institutipns 
of IMahomedanism of that description, are still better knowm, ttoth might be revivetl and 
gradually moulded into a regular system of instruction, for both Uiosc great classes of the 
coimnuiiity; hut I pretend not to^have fbimed ^ly digested plan of lliat nature, ami at 
all cveula, it would he foi'cigri, as above noticed, tp the iuunediate object of my present 
report. 

It affords to me sensible satisfaction, amidst the want of support which the present plan 
has cxrcricuced on tlic part of some of tlie judicial authorities, and the direct opposition 
of othi i's (a fate which experience has already shown, that it did not merit) to be able to 
b«ar testimony to the ardent zeal and operation of some gentlemen in that department. 

Among ihtjsc ptjrsons, I deem it incumbent on me to name Mr. Guthrie, Mr. Eliot, Mr. 
James Pattle, and Mr. C. Patton, to wVose services government appears 10 me great-iy 
indebted for the present tranquil state of the districts of INuddea, Jessore, llujcshahye, 
liooghly, and the 24 Pergunnm^s. 

It would likewise be an act of injustice, not to notice the very useful services of Mr. 
P. Andrews, by whose zealous exertions several of the principal offenders have been ap¬ 
prehended, and havesuffered the p^altics d^c to their atrocious crimes. * 

I feel myself still more pajticulmly bound to mention Mr. Blaquicre. If a state of 
peace, tranquillity. and confidence, bas succeeded in most of (he disU'icts contiguous to 
Calcutta, to the most dreadlul outrages and unprecedented iTuelties; and if the foundation 
has been laid of a general system of police, which shall afford effectual protection to the 
lives and property of the community ;—those advantages are in a very great degree to be 
ascribed, to the unwearied exertions and uncommon skill manifested by Mr. Blaquierc, in 
the disetoge of die public duties entrusted to him.

ductive, not only by a constant and plentiful supply of the gmat^clement of vegetation, but 
from the acquisition of an extraordinary rich soil,* in being thus, from situation, the gran^ 
receptacle of all the sliinv mould earned down by the greatest river in the Deccan. The 
sontlicrri subdivisions of C'hicacolc, with a better soil than is found in other parts of the cir- 
cars, is sufliciently watered by four interior rivers, which hav<» their outlets at the respective 
ports of Vizigapatam, niiijlipatam, Maphns Bunder or Chicacolc, and Calingapalain, be¬ 
sides many l(;sscr streams in the seasons of the rains; in advancing to the northward, ana in 
the territory of Jehaporc, the river of Gangain, uniting different branches from the vallics of 
\iizianag«r, Hnrvagur, and (loviusur, in the very center of the whole district, in its greatest 
breadth, UsS Aska makes this portion of the province equally fruitful with the other, compara¬ 
tively to its extent. 

From the many advantages whic h weltave alrendy enumerated, as common to the circars, Nut.jr*i Produe®i 
^it may be expected, tluit tlicir natural produce will appear proportionate; iievcrtliclcss, the 
more useful classes of animaU are found in •greater abundance than variety, being almo>i 
wholly reducible to sheep and the larger si>ec;ies of homed cattle; but the neighbouring sea, 
and its numerous inlets, abound with every kind of Indian fi»h, a few excepted, together with 
some that are cominou to Europe, such as-mullc^ soal, and pomilet; the latter ^resembling 
most the turbot, if it be not exactly the same in miniature, is most peculiarly attached to this 
coast, and is turned to no hu'onsiderable benefit when salted, for the inland markets. It is, 
however, in the grand and most necessary articles of vegetable production, that tliis terr^ory 
is particulaily famous. Jn grain, the different sorts of which we have already had occasion 
to mention, it is properly tlie granary of the Carnatic during the north-east monsoon, in likr * 
iriatmcras Taii jore is reckoned on, for the other season of tKe pi.Tiodical winds from the oppo¬ 
site point of the compass. Fruits, roots, and greens arc scarce, or reared with difficulty, to 
the south of tlic Goclaveri, and even to the north of that river; owing, no doubt, to the in¬ 
fluence of the sea air, arc neither so excellent in kind, nor are they to be oiet with in suc;h 
plenty or variety as iu other parts of the Deccan. It may farther be observed, that some of tlu: 
artick^s of second necessity, such as sugar and cotton, are also too scantily pix)duced in Kaje- 
mimdry and Jehapoor, for the general coDsumption of all the proviiicci, while on the otlicr 
hand, bay salt and tobacco, the latter from the vicinity of Masulipataui, known everywhere 
for superior exccdlence, have exccpiled, of late years, in quantity, the home and foreign de¬ 
mand for both. But, in the estimation of a comincritial people, all the partial disadvantage.^ 
we have named would be more than coiiiiterbalaiiced by a single uncultivated production of 
the greatest utility, if pix>pcr use w'cre made of the forests of Bajemundry, which, from the 
cominenccment of the iiiiis along the bunk^ of the Godaveri to Palouiicha, on the fron¬ 
tiers of Commamet, yield a superabundance of the t)est and largest teak timbers, so generally 
thought superior in quality even to oak, for the ship-building and navigation of the Indian 
seas. At present, the cocoa and palmyra, or in the more northerly province, the toomecara^, 
form the principal materials for constructing, in the different porlb of the circars, 500 of those 
ynwicldy vessels called dooniesf of various burthens, from do to 300 tons each. Thedia- 
inoml mines of Giinioor and Condapillee, rc.scrved by treaty to the Nizam, deserve barely to 
be mentioned as a rarity; not to be considered as of any great political consequence. 

In n'gard to Manufactures, the staple produce of the country worked from cotton is of two Mannf,irfnrf« 
different s<^)rts and fineness. Plain long cloth, so valuable at foreign maikets, is chiefly uhiu. Ari» 
wrought in the island of Nagur and its vicinity, where the manufircturers liave always found 
a sure asylum tVom tlu* ravages of war; it forms the ground-work of the best printed calicoes 
in Euro]»c, and of those inimitable painted ones called palainpores, in the district^ of Ma- 
sullpatiim. The comjser plain^'lotbs made to the north and south of tlie Godaveri, or co- 
lonifd with chay toot, which is the madder of the East, and gKAtTingiuniost perfection in the 
pure sands annually overflowed by thejvisina,arc equally arlicicii in vast deinaml abroad, orfor 
interior consumption. But ilie muslins of Chicacolc; the bi'autiful woollen carpets of Ellorc, 
and silks of Burriimpor*' in Jehapoor, wrought from raw" matcrlal.s imported from Bengal or 
China, ani rather objects of curiosity and meriting ciicoiiraghiiKiil, than considerable in 
qnantiiy or benefit. Of this nature aho the art of painting, or iiiiayitig ivory and black 
wood, in the cabinet work made at Viziigapatum; but the faiuliiy, convenience, and cheap¬ 
ness, with which slfijis of war or of burtlna}, not cxceding 500 tons, have been, and might in 
greater numbi r be constructed, in the ports of Coringa and Narsapoi*?, at the two principal 
months of the Godaveri, arc considerations of the utmost iin|H>rtaiice to a maiitiiiie state; 

• nor should the cstcnsivc branvh of ship-building at prcs.cnt iu use, thouglj with so much 
impelfcctiotis and improvidence in Hipplying 50,000 tons in small craft Ibi tin* (oa^ting trade, 
be. forgotten, in .stating the more userid arl*^, whiqli at once favour the propru taiy and local 
interests of ilic country. 

. Tlic several oujecis of natural or artificial produce, when uniied, form the grand resources 
of eiinuncrcc, wliicli in the circars may be classtfed, undcr\hrce different heads. The trade to

saved from a very disproportionate reve nue, to lirpiidate the yearly gratuity paid to the ^iizain 
by treaty, or be remitted in specie to the presidency of Fort St. (jleorgc. 
ropuiaii»;ji, 1'he native inhabitants of all these provinces, exeksive of a few thousand IVrahomed.ins 

disp( rsed in the principal towns, and among the more regular infantry and militia, are wdiolly 
)lind(K>s, mulmav, with great moderation, be numbered at two million and a half, under afl 
denoiTMnalions. I'hey are composed, or rather they arc parts, of the two nations of Telingu 
and Grin, Woria, or Orissa, formerly divided fjoni each other by the Godoveri, but since 
th<?up union under the same governinent, a good deal mixed among thenrselvcs, a.s well as 
with »ome of the neighbouring tribes; still, however, under a general religious conforiiiity to 
the docirine.s of the liedes, as received in the Bcecan. They 8|Kiak and write different diiilects, 
apparently of the Shanscrit language, and have rites, customs, and charach ristical traits, 
perfectly distinguishahle from each other. Tlic four great casts or divisions of the people, 
founded on spiritual authority, are therefore common to both countries; but wdtli less devi¬ 
ation from tile ofiginal institutions in Oria, where bniminical abstinence from animal food, 
excepting fish, contrary to the practice of all the oth(M* Decaimes, is pretty generally observed 
by tile higher tribes of every class. Farther, as these distinctions had equally a reference to 
the tcin[ioral, as well as religious stale, so, overt where the ancient rule, prohibitory of intcr- 
tnarriage, has been onee or oFteiit*r infringed, and the tendency consequently greatest to eon- 
found the different orders, yet they have been, in ainaiuAT, wholly preserved; and some¬ 
times most tenaciously adhered to, in civil occurrences among the Sunkcr, inixc^dor ba.stard 
descendants of llie primitive inhabitants. Thus, the Brain ins continue to enjoy their pre¬ 
eminence and consideration among the other tribes, though alway.s in proportion to the 
purity of their lives, or outward saiietitjr. In like uianner, the Uuchewars, Kow-wars, and 
Vrlinast, of which dtmominationi the principal zemitulars in the circars an** actually com¬ 
posed, affect the w arlike character and manners of Bajepoots, to ciuitle themselves to be ranked 
with the more giMuiine oltspriiig of the Chesleri:e, or second class. But the coinnicwar con- 
hi<\’<, or liusbaiidmeii; golawer-ahcro, or cowlK'rds; saliwar-julliai, or weavers, together 
With the twelve bullootedars or artificers, maintuined by the greater villages, and taxed bp 
government, iliongli all incorporated in the soodcr, last, or fourth great casts, have yet 
some limes claiiiu rt the degree, immediately nbov(* them; and from their utility, have as often 
been allowed by a foo-ign magistmte, to rank with the coniptc bunias, or retail merchants, 
which are properly of the third or class ussiniulatctl with that of Bice X* 


^ nEVOI.t'TlONS AND HISTORICAL EVgNTS. 

IT was not until tlie year 1471 of the Christian era, or 876 of the Hejirah, that the Ma- 
liomcdans of ihc Deccan extended their arms to the Northerfi circars. At this time, Uriah, 
the rajah of the country of the same name, separated from the rest of Orissa on the nurih by 
theChiIca lake, having died wiiluuit issue, a dispute those for the succession between Muri- 
gnl-rai, the adopted son, and fiunnor, the cousin of the deceased. The latter, had recourse 
for assistaiict.' tt» Mahomed Shah Lushcry, who then ruled over the Braiiiineuh empire in 
Bcdcr, and long wished lor such an opportunity of extending his conquests on that side of 
his dominions; in consecnicuec of winch, the cliiiniant was not only put in possession of the 
family <’stat4's, but tinongli the aal of hU gieal ally, acquired the new conquests of (Jonda- 
pillce, iiicluiling all rtie mtcrvcniiig districts, to llajemundry, on condition ofkcoming iri- 

butaiy

.forinod j)arL of a principality lately est«iblishcin)y Nar.siiigh, who \va# prohn!)ly doscended 
Irom the conaiiered Tcliiiga nijahs of \Voruiigaul; and being driven ftoin the fainily iidicril- 
ance, took advantage of the distractions which prevailed in the Carnatic, tt) make bi»n*iclf 
master of the searcoast of Coromandel, fr<?m the K istna south, K.'inje, or Conjcvcrain ; 
fixing his chief residence at Cliiulergeery Narsinga, and so olxen confounded by iMiropcim^ 
travellers or historians with Ikjonagur, the capital of the gr^ucst Indian empire fd’ Canard, 
from which it had been dismembered,^entered largely into the political views of the court of 
lieder; so the possession of Guntour in partlctiltvr^ as lying on the south .‘iidc of the Kistna^ 
and in other respects, iVom situation, justly considered tliciivaster-kcy of theCarnatije towards 
the north, appeared of the greatest relative importance.

ncah empire, called Ttlinga, hut iu after;s, more generally denominated, from its capita! 

<tnd principal fortress indiscriminately, the state of liydrahnd or of Golcoiida; and in pro- 
|)ortion to the limited sway of this new sovereignty, so the complete reduction of all the tri¬ 
butary dependencies, c:specially those on the sea-coast, which are now the subject of 
consiiieration, became more an object of poltcy with the ruling administration. Tlic coun¬ 
tries south of the Godavori to the river GondegaiOii, were entirely subdued, reduced nearly 
into their present form of provinces ns described, and otherwise modelled almost on the same 
principles of interior govcrnmetit, ns prevailed to the period of the last revolution,•when they 
were annexed to the British dominions in India : but at that time, Wistna Deo or Gajcputty, • 

a powerful prince of Orissa, having united under his sceptre all the ancient family domains, 
from the confines of Bengal to those ofTelinga on tlie south, no impression could be made 
on Rajemuntlry, or the more northerly province, formerly tributary to the Mahomedans,^ 
while possessed by the dcscendaiils of Oria, until tire year 1571, under the rciffn of Ibrahim 
Kootiib Shah. Then, a nvw participation of diis Indian principfility lessencci the power of 
defence, and facilitated the rctluction of the Rheddy, or proprietary chief of the race ofGaje- 
putty, to whose lot the southern division, along the hanks of the God aver i, descended as an 
inheritance. The treason of V achevoy M us«salce, ancestor to die present zemfhdar of Pedda- 
pore, and renter or manager for the Rheddy wars, furthered the ambitious projects of the 
sultan, while it procured for himself, the farm ol* Kimmoordeta, which served as a foundation 
to more extensive acquisitions. But the conquest of Rajeiuundry was still far from being 
complete. The island of Nagur was w'liolly inaccessible to Mussulman troops; nor could 
the interior of the province be sulficiciitly protected Irom the ravages of the ejected propri¬ 
etors, wbo were driven to their imwiiolesoiiie fastnesses among the hills, without a standing 
militia and feudatory force; which, besides the ordinary estimatwl revenue of the circar, 
subsisted on lands exempted from taxation, undue exactions from inferior subjects of the 
state, or plunder taken from neighbouring independent inhabitants, who were possessed of 
greater w'calth than courage to defend k. In like manner, Cicacdle was hut imperfectly 
KHliiced ; and reckoning only its first valuation, according to the public reconls, rated at an 
assessment greatly short of the actual collections made from the people, and the necessary 
military dUhursements of a frontier Province*. 

h, however, was the slate in w^hich all the Northerji circars, together with the other 
dominions of Abril lliissien, the last of the race of the Kootubslmhy, fell in the year 1687, 
lo tin victorious arms of Allem Goer, the great Mogul emperor of Hindostaii. But, during 
vhc remaining twenty years of his reign, this monarch was too busily employed in conquer¬ 
ing the larger proviiu‘t‘s of the Deccan, and curbing the upstart Marhattah power, to inspect 
\n remh’r as productive as they ought to have been to the treasury, either of the two maritime 
depfiuleneies of llyclrahad, henceforth termed a soubah, lying north of the Godavri;and 
in tlie period wliieh iinuudialely followed liis death, successive wars or contention for empire 
preeliitic'd every where, the (>ossfl)ility oi’u reform, having introduced anarchy ahd usurpation 
;ii some places, or 'in general pecusioned .a total suspension of all regular * govcnnnciits, 
ilironghoiit the. w hole extent of Hindos'tmi. 

At length, the memorable battle of SluTckeckcrd, A.D. 1724, gave a transient repose to ji 
the IJcccaii, wiiilo it transferred in fact, though not in form, the sovereignty of this great limb 
fd' the Mogul empire, from the house of Timeer to tliat of Assiphcaii, in the person of the 
J»rsr and iamous Ni/a:n ui Moolk; self constituted, as well by sunnuds from MaJiommcd 
Shah the reigning eiupcror, vicemy of all the. six- soubahdarries south of the Nerhuddn, oric 
ofrhe great ancient and modern boundaries of proper l[imcU^tnn. The wisdom and vigour of 
this iu\v ruler, were imuiediaiely felt in the eircar of .Cicacole, hy the i]p|K)intinent of 
• Aiiwocr nd <lien Khun Gopumovte to.tlu; post of uumildari or controller of llmt province; 
but wc arc not to estimate the pftblie benefits derived from an able adininistiation of fifteen 
years successively, i>y the oricerion renwoll, under Uic best constituted Mussulman 
govenuncji!..

jcir t'njoymenl in life, only, perhaps, in t|^e hope ot iuturi: reversion. I o jmlge, 
therefore, impartially of Anweer undieii l^han's progress in reducing to proper obedience, w 
in ascertaining and realizing the full revenue of those districts, so long placed tinder his 
manjigemeiii, we inn.st lake into the* account his ample private eiiiolumenis, ot which a skil¬ 
ful application probably paved the way to further preferment, until Hiialiy rewarded by the 
foiijedarry of th(^ Carnatic. That the remains of bis forlnne, eseamul the giiisping hand oHiU 
immediate superior, the soubahdur of llydrabad, at the ]>erioil ot his death, must be attri¬ 
buted to the inability of even the great viceroy himself, their common ruler, to assert the 
more uncloubli d righte of sovereignty in any part of the i)cccan, under the terror of the thci^ 
prevailing power of the Marhattas. And it may not be unworthy of remark, that even nine¬ 
teen years afterwards, it required the irresistabiC: influence of the J^ritish gov*/iiimcnt to obtain 
ibr Mahonimcd Ali, the siurcessor of Aiiwccr ud Dien, a full discharge oi the arrears, or 
pretended defalcations in the revenue of Cicacole. But if such were the advantages resniting 
from the ability and good fortune of the Ommilden, deputed by the great Asiph Jali to one 
of the maritime circars ; greater still were tfie benefits derived from tlie vigour and integrity 
of his contemporary, llustum Kkan, who, from 1732, for seven successive years, ruled with 
th^ most ample delegated sway, Rajeinuhdry’, with the other four more southerly piovinces. 
I’hcre the zemindars, or Indian flirmers generally had availed themselves of the surrounding 
distractions of the death of Aleni Geer, to usurp the rights and feeble authority of their 
corrupt Mussulman superintendents. To correct these dangerous abuses, and restore the 
ancient h-gol or necessary forms of interior administration, were the arduous task assigned to 
this new zolalulai 
occasion, vcstcfl i 
justifies the Niza 

hitants in general, as an example worthy .of imitation for'necessary policy, considerate 
humanitVt rigid and universal justice. At th^same time that these zemindars, defrauded the 
public treasury, they s(|ueczed, with the iron-hand of oppression, the industrious husbandmen 
and n*aniifae.turers. 'J'he first objects, therefore, of Uifttum Khan’s government, was the 
total extiqiatioii of such merciless tyrants. Those who escaped the sword were proclaimed 
as traitors, and a reward being oflereil for their own, with adherents lu^ads, a sullicient 
number was soon collected, to erect two of those shocking pyramidical momiim nts, called 
Khulla-niinar, near each of the provincial capitals; for one of which kind, though in a larger 
scale, the cruelty of Nadir Shah is hcld*in Europe, so justly in abhorrence. The rciiiains of 
one of those singular proofs of l^stern depravity, the cause or effect, of the most violent 
despoti^m, arc suil to be seen in the. neighlmurhood of Masulipataui, and might be supposed 
to serve ns a lesson of useful instruction to the natives, to contrast and iT^vere the lenity of 
their actu<al government. But the legislator will aiisurcdly be disappointed who expccts^to 
And in flinclostan the operation of free enlarged rtason and reflection; and the chaiacteris- 
lieal traits of the people, as sketehttl by the great Tamerlane, in liis celebrated institutions, 
would not have been so Jong and universally admitted by his imperial successors, as making 
the true unehangeahle features of their subjects, as well as indUating the infuilible standard 
i'f practical rule in polilics, if they had not been drawn with exact similitude by a superior 
disceniiiii: genius and the hand of a master. Accordingly, the severe udniinistratiun of 
Jliisium* Khan, which he now farther distinguished, by substituting ameens, supervisors or 
tem»)or;u-y colleiiors, in the room of the annihilated refraejory zemindars, as proverbial for 
exemplary cxv'ellenee in Ibc circars as that of Jaflier Khan, who devised the iainoiih loatli- 
some loriiire of the by-kunta or paradise, to extort from similar delinquents in Bengal the 
M ttl<'d n‘vcnue of the soubab, collected from the ryots. Still, however, the jumina kaumil, or

«lerived by the state from superior management were always temporary, depending on the 
personal ability of tJie iiudviduul employed, and for the most part flowing in, through the 
private chanuels of coiruption. Mussulman depravity, indolence and ignorance, soon made it 
iieecs.vary to recur to the ancient system of finaiice, through the agency of Hindoo fanners 
gHieial, who, lo rciSedy the evils oVa fluctuating government, were made to iiave a perma¬ 
nent interest in the soil and general prosperity of the country, by certain local privileges 
which were so invariably continued in the ^aine family by^ successive ailmildnv.s, tliat tfiey 
were often mistaken by the possessors for hereditary rights; proper always to be enlarged in 
anarchy, or iindir die authority of natural law, wti^ civil restraints lost ali controujing 
influiaec; and thus ihe creation of new zemindars vfas, in a few years, productive of frcsli 
disordeis under similar cireumsuincc.s Arou^hout the whole extent of the Norihorn circars, 

. lor when these provinces, A.D. 1753, were annexed to Frehcli dominions in India, 
under thcwiizamut of Sniabutjung, who ow'cxi his elevation and future support chiefly to 
the great address and mihtary conduct of the famous Buss^, so tliis able politxiim and com-

Deipolic form. We n K wc to judge of political events from partial experience, it might be concluded on a 

superlieial view of tile preceding ^ount of itevolutions, that the system of government in 
the ehcuis has undergone the smne variety of change. But as tiiuited inonarciiy and 
freedom peculiarly dlstut^aisU Europe, (|p despotism and slavery %eem to be the universal 
indelible character, in yriiich itauin; lliM stamped the state of civil society in Asia; and if 
one local division in this nuortcr of the globe (ban be said to bear the first and strongest 
iiiipression, it is undoubtedly fliiulostan. From the ietuotcst antiquity, this couniry has not 
only been subject to the single arbitrary will of native rulers, m patriarchal feudatory 
.subordination to one or more superior Omefii, but it bath constaiiUy, in whole or in part, 
liciii held in a sta^* of double vassalage ot tributary depcndance on foreigners, until its 
final absolute conduct by tlie l^iastuifopipu arms at the close of the )3tli. century. This 
revolution, inebed, naving effected ilic tpl^t subversion of the ancient inferior empire of the 
Hindoos, iutrodneed the most violent unn&tural tyranny, as being engrafted on a new' and 
fanguinury relijfiou. Tiic rights of persons and things oniver.<‘auy, os understood in free 
states, had, it is true, at al) rimes conccnti^^ In the prince, or flowed from him as the 
focus of roW^y> fo such of ^^yiilc subjects as came within the reflected rays of hi.s 
tdbpprfuy CHm^voIerice; hut at this :p€riocl, a spirit of entjliusii^tic intolerance made a 
flaring, j^d successful, attempt dbi die fliyme and iudefoi^ibie right of mental frecilom, 
Thousadds of. tlie .Indian youdi wtie^ccun^ into captivity, c^flly Tor tlie purpose of being 
educated in tbc^slav^ii.<leteste# prinetp^^ of Mahommedithism, and deatli or conversion 
was the osi^held out rp uiem^,.though tidhcrcnu of the Bedes;

tieai AUhougb the tfmoti portion of country at present under consideration, experienced in a 

f reitoT Of Jess degree, ihc eflcct of these variou.s revolutions, and ought sUll to enjoy the 
esirable coustitutiotial benefit of the last mentioned, yet it will not be expected that we 
should here trace any of the. outlines^-liberal aduiinistration, even as laid down in ihc 
Mogtihcodc our scope is too limited, for such a design; and it must be remeuibcrcd, that 
AOtwilbstandmg the niore.aniversid political maxims of Tamerlano, deduced fiom bis own 
pmcticci!- rccotuittc^ed to hisH posterity, have been iqyariiibjfy adopted by the best of 
hia tmpcj^lal successors, atul only enlarged, mediodized, and^roqght into more extensive use 
celebrated k^iUtipps of Akbar; yet e^^y prince or delegate had his own dustoor 
aPuumiVor special rplc of government sometitne^ r^uced to a form in writing, but for the 
mo^pait, depending on bis single capricious wilt : ;aiid that, thcveforct to define a system 
of me InUdcst despotism, wotdd be no less a task, than to analyze the various compound of 
the liumau mind, m the samie mail, or discover all the intricate mazes of deceit, iuconsistency 
apfl folly, in tlie acrioiiv^of thousands.

declaratory of a right which never was or could not be disputed, nor otherwise understood * 
tliaii instituting and enforcing a practical scheme of linanc^ over tlie whole landed pro* 

, pcrty’of the empire, and calculated; draw the greatest possible rent into the royal 
tiyasury, after deduction of the necessary expense*of agency, and having exercisul the 
highest proprietary authority in obtaining tiie legal sources, personal maimgenieut, and 
’ amount of revenue, Jiccordiug to an exact mensnreincnt, and piopurlional assessment of the 
land, on an equitable valuuiiun of the annual territorial produev, to be equally divided 
between government and its ryots, or tlie inunediate cultivator of the soil; neither is it to 
be expected that we should ih this place, describe all the higher gradations of delegated 
power, the standing forms of office, or the Functions of superior agents, liowever necessary it 
m^y seem for the more perfect compreiieitsion of tite 1 dative subordinate administration 
of the Nortlicnr drears, depending oUo on discretionary individual rule. Such information 
will best be collected from Uie firmains, sunnuds, or eommidsioiis of the tv?spectivc officers 
employed, connected with an historical detail of executive management, throughout all tlie 
various departments of the state. We sliall therefore now coniine ourselves, to a cursory view 
only of tho'-e provincial tftTangements. respecting the civil jurisdiction of the teiAtory at 
present under considemtion, which occur, in describing in veiy gcmcral terms, the formal 
authority of the lowest class of arbitiiuy ddegates, beginning with tlie aumiidar m the 
immediate representative of govcnmieiil. • 

This officer, thougii greatly below the degree of llie fou jedars of the Carnatic Payenghaut Atimildur, ih® 
and Kerpiih, held his .•ippoiutmont in like manner, directly under the soubadar of Hydra- p'ooucmi iidi-gnie. 
had, hut most commonly hy patent, from the miiverj^l superior, the Nizam or greatV uKt 
of ail the six soubahs of the Occean, iiiehiding tiie whole peninsula or southern proinonlory 
of iiindostan, from Cape (’onnt)ri!i in 8® Norib latitude, to the river Nerbitglduh, aluioit 
under the tropic of CVincer. His local jiiristliciioii also, when extending over all the norlheni 
maritime proviiiees hetwoen the Gondegamnand the Chilca I^ake, was no wise inferior in 
magnitude or relative importance, to that of eitjter of Iris two soutlierly eolKMigues, and he 
was absolutely vested in the same undivided plenary powers of zelahclany, foujedarrv, and 
sliaikdariy, \vhich may be delineci ^provincial civil magistracy, military command, and 
eontroul of finance; though with this difference however, in hitter times, that he continued 
in fart, ns well as in form, subject to a superior; wliercas the others had effected or were 
supported, in a state of virtual independence; 

In the first capacity of Nizam, or ruling magistrate, hfe gttardfan of the rights of lJi» potiera—CWl 
sovereignty; prevented or chastised foreign cncrpocliiActitft and interior disorders; deekred 
whaishfuilci he construed into rebellion or treason, and punished such delinquency at dis* 

CM( tion. Ad.iter in all cases of life and death, he prcrickd |>ersoimlly, or hy imih or deputy, 
ill the .oiiddcr ciitcherce ndawlut, or child’ court of justice. The darbghk or principal clerk, 
the indiclnK‘nt, suininoncd the evidences, and want tlirough the forms of exainiiia- 
tioii, afj directed from the bench. The mnfti or inolavi, doctors learned in |he Jaw, expounded 
the text or numerous orthodox commentaries of the Koran; the caZi, or suprerlu' judge, pro- 
jiouucfMl the sentence, and the cutwal or lieutenant of nciliee, executed it; but only at the 
special command of the auuiildar. In like manner, mis high reprcscnuitivc of royalty 
took cognizance of, ultimately, and solely dctcnnincdL the more consequential civil disputes 
or causes of considerable pri\ate property; but left the decision of such as were of little 
moment or unproductive of heavy fines, and the usual foifciturc of one fourtii } 5 f ilm 
amount litigated claimed by govtiiiiqcnt, to the cazl, who was also public notary fo the 
attestation of deeds pf grant or contract, and writings in genera'll Thus the Mussiilmau 
code was the uirivcrsid establlshcxi law of^thehmd iu crirnefs and punisbrnents, and regulated 
the forms in nil ruses of judicial adiuiniatratlorij though the.virtutd exercise of it depending 
on the single arbitrary will of an ind'iyldual; and, considering the mixture and common 
depravity of inhabitaols,. the crafty pusillaiiiinity or inoffensive bloodless dhpodtion of the 
. greater pair, the propensity of the stronger few or sUvea hi jiower, to tyraimizo over the - 
weaker and more dependant ejasaos ,0f tlie people, it muat be confesscu that a system of 
jurisprudence ^^ummasy, seyere^and despotic tti the exec^rion,seemed the best cajculatjed to 
f l^presiTvc the distant, feeble suprertiwy of the prince with the iuttnial treRquillity mid order

* eitefdsed the most important functions of bis office. This dcpartiucnt liad always, duiing 

tlie vigour of the Mogul govcmmciit, continued separate from the two funner, held by the 
aoubadar and his nawabs, or deputies; but on the resolution in favour of Mizam ul 
Mulck. was, in the first instance, in fact united in his own person, and became so, ofcourjiC, 
throughout all the inferior giudations of the sovereign authority. Tlio ortlcriiig, mmuigc- 
inent, and collection of the revenues, the amount, ways and means, and pernonal agency, in 
raising the supplies, the confirmation of former grants, the buspemsion of any provincial 
surmuds to new men, were the high potyers annexed to the post of even pi-ovim ial contmller 
of finance, .fie was virtually restrained in nothing, except alienation of land. Heiiiissions of 
the annual assessment on an increase of expense, the least encroachment on the more con¬ 
sequential prerogatives of the crown, couId.^ot be tolerated; but in th<.* i?xtension of imperial 
advantajjes, ami at all times to authorize itln any shape, the ditVerunt tedious and complex 
formalities attending tlie royal or viceroyal approbation, umfer the seals and signature.^ of 
all the tninisier^ of state, W'ere iadispcnsubly news.sary. It is true, indeed, that the proper 
sources of revenue were ascei*tained bylaw and custom, as also the government share of the 
yearly tcrritbrial pKiduce, whether in kiiid or in specie, and which consriiutcd at least niiic- 
tentbsof the public income; but in tire latter case, the pro|)omon lm.sonly been struck for such 
lands, as’Werceompietidy valued by n^urement and actual rent, and even then, a latitude 
was^foft for greater exactions, on account of further improvement; and in all cases whatsoever,

first institution of the cro^-, until tjhe deatlroi Alemgeer iii 1707, the person employed iu 
that office, properly speaking, was the only subject under the crown of Delhi w ho held any 
thing like a firce tenure in lands, to the extent of a family subsistence; for siu h lioldings did 
not, ill fomi, confer hereditary right, yet they were generally continued, exxept iu c;tses of 
d^nquency, to.thc posteiinr of the original grantecj who was usually chosen, in the pro¬ 
gress of ^logul conquest, from among the agents of tlic cj^ted and former proprietors, or 
The most expcrience<l farmers and managers to be found m the couiHry. Nevertneiess, his 
freehold was hut a very ineonsida'able portion of hisi itemindarty, or territorial jurisdiction, it 
might justly be considererl the price of securing a local attaclimem', Infiucnctiig the welfare 
and happiness of die inferior inhabitants, itf like manner, as his russooins were intended to 
compensate, as well as stimulate, the laudable endeavour of realising the public revenue, when 
he himself acted on the part of government, as the immediate receiver of farmer jreneral of 
bis whole distrjet.^ But about the period we have just mentioticcl, from the unsubWued state 
of the more difficult and distant parts of the kidgdoms of Hydrahad aiitl Bajepoof, dicii 
recently formed into soabalis or provinces of the Mogul emidre, a vaiiely of* native land- 
liolders, cither wholly inde])cn(Jcut, or iu different degicesof sunordinaliou to the new musitllil. 
men conquerors, became first known in Hiudostan, and disiinguifihed in die rwords of the 
khidsah shereefa, or ryot exchequer. Such were all the former class,' entirely free, the potty 
rajahs of Malabar, in the southern extroniityof the peninsula, and those of Hum pa and 
Hustur, among the high unlnallhy rung(?s of mouutaiiH which separate the iiuiritiinc 
circars, north of theOodaveri from the soubah of Ilerarj and such were of the latter desig¬

To remedy the defects of this antiquated roiU-roll, die dcsptmdeuhs are next called upon 
for the hustabood jumma, or t^ompardtive account-Af the ftirinernnd actual sources of reve¬ 
nue, shewing the total increaFcd valuation of tli^' Iambi, wlieihei^ real, by improvements, or' 
fictitious, by a reduction in the price of specie, the variations pr6dik*ed by casualties in ihc 
state of the coumry, new appropriations or exrhiction of jngeers, afi’ccting more or Jess the 
khalsu portion of territory, together with the amount of’'‘new iitiposta, aueh as the Maiiiatta 
Chout'*' cbtahlishcd in the slime places, less frequently from the tyranny of rulers, than the 
iWiijdulent p^racticcs of zemindars, in withholding their stated collections marie in behalf of 
guvcniment. Had the profits arising from such cotttingent sources of supply, in along 
licries of yearly agreements, been applied as origiiiaily iutended to accumulate or really 
coiuplete the btauding rent-roll, which fell so short of perfection, under the delusive Per¬ 
sian epithet of Kaumi), little now would remain to be learnt on the sul^cct of Indian 
finance; and the business of settlement bclpg reduced almost to u simple form, might, wilh- 
out any material prejudice, be transacted hi Leodeiihall-strcet, as well as at Masulmatam, 
tlirough die superior agency of Engfiftli colliectm, under suitable appointments «ndr rcgiu 
lations. Hut here lay the grand df MussulmOii administration; deeply rooted in ^hc 
constitution of unchecked violent despotism, and in the singular, depraved natures of the' 
native inhabitauis of Hindo^tadi the knowledge derived ftoiu the bustaboofl was gcneriiliy 
perverted to selfish purposes, and in consideration of a nuzzemnimh, or present, greater or 
smaller in proportion to llic intelligence or power of foe aumildars, comparutivciv wiiit the 
vahie of tlic returning favour, remained in petto, the future productive source of privnie 
bt'iicfit- 

In compliant^ however, to tbocustomary forms the zemindar is now ordered to produce 
ihc Ihul timdoktutf^T an account of bjk particular agreements with infierior iaraiers of the 
disivict, attested by the conojigocs.

Oil a review of these various materials for forming an adequate jiimmabundy, and 
which, though more hidden or dissipated, must still exist, and may be found as well under 
ail Imglisli govi rnuieut, as that of a iMtmchjOr Moorish, the work hiight be supposed quickly 
terniinjaci!, with no lessjustncas than facility; but whether from the innate chicanery of 
the people, or that a juopensity to evasion was the necessary consequence of imduo 
ejaetitiJis under the tyranny of one administration, or received encouragement from the 
insunieiency of public demands through the icnorance of another; it generally hapjicncd 
that the lu-mindiu-s, by various concealed arts and epecious pretences, retarded tlic conclusion 
of tho setllcincrit a whole month, in adopting the usual cant of fai-iners of being ovor-rar6d 
in ri*nt.s, and never failing to urge a diininution, however low the assclssrncnt might be 
])roposeLl, wh^i once it foil sfiort of the equitable medium clue; and so betrayed a want ol' 
ConcimHiig fonnv government, respecting the value of the tenitory now to lot. If 

in the inVan time the proper season itiV reaping the harvest w as likely to expire, then the 
Dunbaitiii Drron.

of training up in the knowledge of the country languages, of the finances, and above all 
the characters of the |>eoptc, to be aaqvired by local experience on the exercise of 
provincial employmonts, a certain number oi'^dividuals making part thereof attached to 
ihe iuierests, and Subject to the whole effective control of tlie actual ggverninent, in whom 
might Msfoly be confided trust of such high responsibility and ittspoitancc, as the general 
sUfWriutciulanec with the coHcctorship of an extensive district; but under Mussulman des¬ 
potism, if these requisite qualifications were readily found among a race of men nt>w 
barbnriously ignorant, yet the sup<;rl4r universal depravity of their natures, when compared 
with the Humops^ together with dependance on the delegated chief, rendered them 

always wholly Wifit, tor pwbhc dislittci^ted purposes, to act in tlie capacity of supeiwisors; 
and, daring the former more ealightened administration of the French, tlioiigli it be admitted 
that national virtue would have induced the gentlemen in power, even while expectants tliem- 
selves Ibr the nnUed subordinate rule of all tlie circafs, thus to countenance a system which 
Miast n^^sarijy lessen tly^uthovity and emcdninents of any one man inclined to follow the 
established practices of mis predccessoisi by <ii(t«ping loial knowledge and participating 
inflnonce among intclligijut independent j^trlotic agents, instead of employing tlie more 
servile mercenary natives of the country, wild ai^ Only faitiifufiy secret ki the business of 
corruption when fevoarable their own fwivate interest; yet a transitory dominion of six 
years did not admit of much experimefttal proof, in the adyunlages of a multiplied European 
supcrintcndance. Accordifigly, it very rarely happened that zckniiidjars were depriv^ of 
the management of the cara-nt revenue of their districts, when tlieir offers did not fall 
greatly short df die ascertained valuation of antund produce ^ and when they could give 
req>A, or the jpropissoi'y nottai of Soucar bankers, or other subatontiai monied men, in

bankers* As agents for the stale, they are put in possession of the public share oF iht‘ annual 
produce of the cqumry, divided with the ryots, at a very moderate pecuniary vaiuaibin; hut 
tliat stubborn propensity to parsimony, chicanery, and refractoriness, wliiidi so noioriuusly 
•cliaracterizcs them, would render it extremely uiisafi* to trust to their hands so inueli j>ro- 
party, without some previous security; and the most favourable consequences to boexpttti'd 
would be, a secretion or collusive dissipation of the rcvciinc, wbieli nothing but pcrsimal 
fear, im[>risoiuncnt, or torture, could bring into the treasury; at tbe hiuim? time, to touch a 
deposit of Jiiddcii wealth, though with tlie manifest advantage of saving an <;xorl)itant into 
]Pcst for money bon*owed, would be deemed sacrilegious. Thatiioard must l>e eternally 
increasing, and cannot admit even of the temporary diiniiuidou in iimking proliiablc loans* 

To enjoy the full recompence of meritorious conduct in the short probationary life of man, 

It bcco^ncs, there loro, necessary, first to mortgage the current crop of the season to such 
persons as have given thewcollateral security of their teeps to governments, and th^i to par¬ 
ticipate with them in the benefit arising from the sales, as an iudemnifieaiion fur tlic risk of 
staking their credit, or the ineonvenfenee of making the stipulated advances to the state. 

It is ehielly this intricate, though necessary mercantile operation, whieli would n^ndcr^a 
minuter detail of nnumgement, than by the permanent intcrniediate agency of remind.us, if 
not impossible without loss, at least ineligible, to any ruling administration. Yer, ii must 
be conlesscd, tliat the power which it gi\x*s toUiese jwitty tyrants to oppress the poor, esta¬ 
blish monopolies, or withhold the requisite sup[Mics of grain from the provincial trooj>s when 
on service, most frequently in the view of btiing better enabled to furnish tlie enemy, is often 
productive of the greatest inconvcniencics ; but as a local vigorous superinteadanco might, 
in a great incasure, correct this evil, it is only princi|ially to be regretted, tliut some share of 
the enormous profits derived from tlie transfer an^^i^.of annual territorial produce by 
the zeinindai's in their mercantile capaciticiii. cannot be brought into circulation, or by any 
menus be rendered beneficial to the pnldio. ,]. 

Having thus brought the Jummabundy to a close, atul secured the payment of two-thirds 
of the amount, by kists or uiobthly mstalniciits, kt us follow the usual process, of the year, 
in realizing the remainder of the stated revenue to the final ndiustiiient of accounts. The 
30th of April, correi^ndiiig nearly with the tcrininattou of tlie most general civil year of 
' the Hindoos, and concluding the periodit^l seasohiKijii which the returning dispatches for 
Europe may he made with convenience, has been# with great propriety fixed,;^on balancing 
tlic books of the circars^; but it is from die 31st of August to the end of the Fussulioe, that 
tile accounts are ultimately settled widi the fanuers general of the govormnent lauds. In 
the latter of these periods, the poonass or sniall^graiii harvest, the third and lost being 
relpcd, enables the ryots to fulfil their erft^agements witli the superior renters, w ho are 
therefore, at this time, debited with the remaining pdrtion of their jummabundy, and re¬ 
quired filially to liquidate their balances ; at length,ion the : 3 l 4 tli of September, the expira¬ 
tion of the revenue year, a general statement, callcd the Jumma Wassil shewing the j 

amount, receipts, and baiancos for or oh account oI the current settlement, is drawn out 
by the head accountant, from the mofusiil or similar detailed provincial docu menu, 

■signed by the zemindars, attested mid recorded by the eanongoe,. and after liaviag gone 
through the critical examination of many different auditors, is^posited in the khalsa duf- 
ter, to serve as a basis for die juiAmabundy of the succeeding year/ It wtis uwnl, at the same 
timc,undertheMo6ri^iadftimistratton, for tbe aumildar or collector general, as well in his 
own justificatfon as to remove emypoSsibk pretence for future d^lcicricie^ to produce a 
tvritingunder tlie denomination of a Mui^lka t'i» iarud, signed jointly by the desinooks and 
iiespandeaiis, and purporting that they have not, in the wayof brih?fy or atlwiwisf, paid a 
single datini to the agent of government, besides what is specifipi in tiie public account of 
receipts; after which, the only care let^, though oftc*7 imposing a very aiduoiw task, \vjis 
the recovery of snejt balances as appeared to lie due, on the ultimate adju.^tment of the 
year. For this purpose, h might he necessary to scmtlnize the transagtions of the zomin- 
clars, both with the Werior tenants in ikte participation, and wdtli the merch uus in the sale

and lilxral in proportion to their own prosperity, con^red with the embarrassments, and the 
exigencies of the public* But the expecturion wouki be politically unreasonable, and only 
bcifay a total ignorance of national ebameter; the very reverse must always be the case, 
and has been more espccUtliy hmuifested in latter times within the dependencies of Musuli* 
paiam, as luny be sunieienuy proved by a rciercnce to such recorded tacts at large, as wc 
.‘^linll luTc only generally loudi upon.

ill ihe iinanoial iegisintion of Ilindostan; •nnil being equally unknown, in the Mussulman 
ami rVi iieli systems estahlisliefl in the Nortliern circars, could only have prigififited iVom the 
eiilargeil, humane, ntid giiierous principles acquired under a free constitution of government, 
ami may tlicrefore be exclusively ascribed to the English; and on the foundation of which, 
we now presume to give tlieir benevolence credit for the past, and their treasury in future^ 
tlir ju^t such an increase, of I'cvenue, lo be within moderate bounds, as will make the net sum 
ol‘ a kroro of rupees, or a miliiuis sterling per annum, being nearly double the amount of 
tin* ancient Mogul settlement, and one third in addition to that much boasted one of 
imwleni (lat(*, concludc'd by our rivals in Europe, while in pos^fessiou of this most Viiluable 
jionioii of the |>resenl empire of Britain in th<?

Nor in this, do we derogate Irom the national character of liberality, more than violate the 
private right of iiidividuais; seeing that the same laws, privileges, anclform of administration, 
uisiiuitcd l)v the eivil autliorily of a smuiUnsuhited nation, as peculiarly adapted to its own 
genius and locfii eiieumstanoos, \v<?re not oitlainul for all countries, and all mankind dit- 
loseiilly situaUvl, disposed, or ruled, lliat with respect to the natives of Hindostan, it 
would lu; a most demgerous innovation, diametrically opposite to the letter and spirit of all 
< hiewtal legislation, ancient mid modern, devised by conquerors, to admit, either hi theory 
or |>r.u-tiee, the doeirine of private individual laiukd preperty by inheritance, free orleud.il 
tcnurcH, exU ndiijg lieyond the jM^riodof a single Ufc; but above all, seeing that the grcnit law 
of society, public expediency, requires the full aid of established financial resources, justly 
proportioned the gross annual [iroduee of the soil, equitably moderate with respect to 
tlic muunii wants or ability of the jicasaiitry, and only barely sufficient, on the most econo- 
iiiieal >ealo, to supply tlur absolute exigencies of the lenient protecting sovereign state, 
liiuliT die dominion of which sueli rare peculiar ndvaiiLages arc enjoyed, amidst the despotism, 
tyranny, and oppression, coinmoii to almost all the other countries of Asia. Neitlier do we 
beyond the bounds of moral certainty, as to the actual rental of the circars, beloruTi„ir 
always of right, exclusively and unalienably, as we hope in future it will be so in fact, to ilu; 
oslahlisluid goyeriunont, in thus enlmucing the current revenue of the Company, (even 
witliout touching the fraudulent appropriuikuw of land made in favour of Bramins or 
others, and necessary now to be rcAwmcd, bo greatly above the present jummabundy or 
fleimmds of the exchequer, by supptlsing and bringing on a virtual increase of rupees 
f»»»o5,53a, being .rather more thou equal to the amount of the assessment itself, calculated 
oil a medium of the last 17 years, according to our settlement, at 48,94,468 rupees. Wc 
arc supported in our belief by documents, which cannot readily be procured dirough any 
other channel, mid which, if wc be not too presumptuous, though difficult now to" be in- 
valuliUcd, even should they prove iit the end fiiDacious, may with the greatest facility* be

RAJAHMr.viiHy, since the esjjjblifihment of European govefnment, has acquired so 
many additioiuti tcrritoilqll dej^einc^eUcics bv conq^Uest or policy, and has undergone such u 
total ri^idrin *and chung;c ill the ettiibut, value, arid dehomiuation of its several local snb- 
diviVions, that 4 very of the 17, of which it was anciently composecl, can be now 
traced, iait 'are all inciuded with the neW annexations, in the 7'following districts:

a very secure barrier on the side of Bcrar, uherc the Marhattas, m taking po.sse.s!?ion of 
Chaiula, ibe former inheritance of the Goundwannah family, might otherwise and without 
the cession of Saloor Oaiit, the only known pass through which they entered the circuis 
in 1754, h<* deemed forinidabie rieigl^bours. Jazepoor, to the south, borders on lluinpa, and 
to ilie nojih j^ins the tributary inunnims of two other branches of tljc royal family of 
Orissa; llu'ono, (jajeputty, setllcd in Kiinc<iy,and the other, Persotim Deo, in Kaloliuuli, lying 
farther to tlu? W. dependant on Chntesguir. To the east, this district extended far into 
the plains of Cicacole, until liie year ^7412, when old Vizieram Uauze begun to make 
iitcroaclunciits, and was so siicecsjful under the political favour of Bussey, as to wrest 
almost the whole of the low fertile portion of ihe.eountty from its original proprietor, and 
obtain from his patron, simnuds Jor the zemindarry of ii^ on the footing of his other 
possessions, when a new revolution transferred the sovereignty of all these provinces to the 
English. Sitteram, the brothr r and manager of the present xcmindar of V izianagrum, an 
artful, intelligent, ambiticuis man, neglected not the opportunity of obtaining a renewal of 
the family grant of the juristiictiou, or rights of saverum, over the recently coiK|uercd 
pergnnfmhs of ^undaporc. Accordingly in 1768, perhaps imMlvertently, though at liic 
.same time agrt cable to the spir.t of true and necessary policy, the claims of Yizeram to a 
Jandi d d< .‘^i.iooky income of 24,000 rupc^^s per annum, issuing from tlic rents of the 
dismenda red portion of Vickcram Dt‘ss’s country, and other territorial acquisitions hereafter 
more particularly to he specified, wereftidmilted, and we conceive firmly estiiblishod during 
the life of the actual incumbent, by which act, the districts in question were fovumlly, as 
they were before viitually, annexed to the otlier dominions of Britain, and of course 
subjcered to the same j'.rovniciul iul<* of goveriiineiit. But in 1775, the restless Sitteram, 



having been disniciribored oii a ibrnicr ueciisioii by Sitltram, from the territory of Kimctly,

About this time, it was that the same ambition which prompted 
Vizeram to commit parricide, and led him more naturally to encroach on the civil rights of 
neighbouring Imulholdcrs weaker than himself, iu which he wu^ politically supported by the 
auinildar, until rhe greater part of the territories of MiirggpJ, Singrecotah, and Niimhipoor, 
was added to his former possessions; but not being with policy checked in his career of 
power, and made sensible of Iiis own dopcndenecon superior authority, he punished, vciy 
properly, as an example to futi!re rulers, die -negligence, corruption, or inability of tli<* 
government that cherished him, by boiiig principally instrumental to the revolution in favour 
of the French In 1753, iu like manner as his son and succCs&or, six years aflerwaifU, on 
similar grounds, aided in Uie expulsion of his beiiefiiclors, to bring about another cliange, 
which might be no less lavp,ufah!e to the interested views of an aiuhitious |)owcriul subject.

Military*—^Considering the great establishment of troops allowed already under the- 
head of sebundy,.morc might be tliought usdess for internal defence; but a standing regular 
force for the same pQr[K)se, seems also necessary, either to garrison the principal forts, or to 
keep in perfect ob<xiience and awe, the most turbuleni of the natives, as well a.s the whole 
militia of the country. The numbefand expense of the discipliwd corps actually stationed 
in the circars, miglit be the same in future (viz.) aoo effective Europeans, trained to the use 
of artillery, wdth two battalions of 750 seapoys each, for the garrisou of Masulipatain ; two 
battalions f>f the latter, in caotonnifnts at Ellore, and the like number equally divided 
between Vizugapatam and Ganjatn, m readiness for service. . T^ie body of 8ea|X)y ifttaiitry, 
however, thus amounting, to 4,500, instead, of being rmsed on tha spot, dispers^ as usual in 
the business of the collations, ^taqbed the soil,; unruly, undisciplined, and under the 
influence of the zemindars, sho 3 d,be altogether drawn from the Carnatic, and if possible, 
com jiosed of that class of soldiers bo^ apd^ed in our own camps, under the denominution 
of Pariahs.

Without the sscinind’irs are a!> 3 nred that they shall not be liable, bj additioual demands^ to 
be whiilly d( [)riv(-d of tlie benefit of their ocettions, and without adopting some more p^- 
juaiKnftt plan of sr itlv»mcnt (w hich would put a ^top to the plea of private exaction.^) it is in 
vain to expect a [»roper conduct in tlic zcuiindrurs, and that they will not oppress the iuhabi- 
tanls. An rftTangcmcnl of tliis nature, or giving the principal iiihabihints an interest or pro- 
i»erty in the 1 unis, \vo\;hl si>on be attended with benelirial consequences to the country, Ihe 
lattermeasnre, would certainly be most effectual to its prosperity; but it cannot pe.iiaps be 
effected without changing materially the present situation of tlic 25cmim]ar3, 

If the rt^al value of the dilfcrent zemindars ji^upposed not to be sufficiently ascertnined by 
the reports of Hie comihith»o of circuit, the ittppointment of the collectors must, 1 think, 
tend to coiliplcte tlmt object,: and tt>'cin’abk;govt*rranent to fix a plan of, permanency when¬ 
ever the aifairt of tber Cmwirs approach to s&h a state as will admit of a pennanent arrange* 



regulations of that settleniCnt, though;applicable in other respects to.tho circum- 
of the Circafs, and Jiighly Expedient for the benefit of the country. The collectors, 
within a proper time Affer tlieir appointment,^, should make a full report of the state of the 
districts under their fcspwti^ cdu'irgc, with'e^y inforinatiou to ass^ tlie board in prepar¬ 
ing and armngftig a plan fbf the futui'e’^Hemeat. On so impottant an occasion, and wnca 
their own credit must, be so deeply eoncemed, the collectors will naturally feel an emulation, 
and be anxious to acquit themself in n eatisfactory mannerji by furnishing complete mate¬ 
rials for tJiat pumose^ , . 

I'hcii it is to be hoped that the present abuses will soon be rectified, wljth reipect to the 
low and fiuctuating excliangc of. the ^pper currency, which fre so ^evously felt by the 
poorer closscsofpeople in the Circar!s ^that>some methods wi)i be a<loptcd for sup¬ 
plying the districts with water,'.by tanksandinatiaK wliich from the advantages of 

situaiion, and the many springs rssumffJ^m Hie adjaGeut .hills, besides the two great rivers, 
can bn accompli.slicd with' less^idifficulty tban.'ihmostotber.^countrics.;—ihot lairgo tmets of 
lands capable of the highest im{N^\^nii^t^biitat preset^wasteand will bo brought 

into a state orcultivaiion;-yVtiat mafrUtaetUfcsr-ivili be primioted, at wSlOs.ffic culture of the 
sugar cane, tlie mnlbwy, indigo, cotton, and other valuable articles, which hitherto have 
been totally ovei*looked or discouraged fiy driefs and Councils. 

The neccsjsity of a reform, wilh re^peettoiuteniai.taxes,js evident Mr* Fetiieand IVIr. 
Oram dclivofed in on this subject in die montlis of ijov^hcr and December 1791, 

and both have shown in strong colours, tha^ great abuses are at piesent practised, but the ar¬ 
rangement proposed by the former gentieiiialn appears |o l^vc^been intended, rather as a tem¬ 
porary expedient than an efiechiul remedy; ~ The plan.ed'^mmutationrecomme by the 
latter, might not be found toanswer*:’jin consGq[uenee'of’an application to the supreme go- 
vcrnin^t, the BengM regulations fiir inland dutieis are now in rtlie possession of this board;

Would probably tend to produce disputes and future embarrassment, "i agree with the chief 
and cviuncil, that in cliusing districts for liavelljs those in the plain etmulry near the sea 
coast should be preferred ; but it appears to me that the disturbances in the zemindarrics si¬ 
tuated near the frontiers, have frequently been occasioned by the nuiscoiicluet of tlie zemin¬ 
dars, in refusing the just demands of government, and then taking refuge in the hills until 
they obtain, their own tenus, and at other times by affording shelter and assistance to the 
refractory dependants of the company* The ti^ual pleas of the subordinates, for not taking 
vigorous and efficient measures, on account of the war with Hydcr, Tippoo, or others, or in 
the present situiitic»n of affairs, cannot now be urgedj «*uid such ai-gumcnts would bCi^more hu¬ 
miliating than ever for foregoing the rights of government, or the security of the iiiiiabitanU!, 

The resistance however of the zemindars is not alw^ occasioned by endeavouring to enforce 
the public claims; for exantplef is it not evident that the demands of individuals and their 
private loans, were the [mncipal causes of the disorders and loss of re\enuc experienced in the 
Noozeed semiiularry f 

Mvlavei'am is represented by the committee of circuit, to be about seven coss from Con- 
dapilly, and they mention that this district, cottSistit^ of 5.3 village's, had suffered much from 
tile disputes between the two zemindars: Mr. Oram stated it, 011 a late occasion, ** to be in 
reality a part of the Condapilly havelly, and that as the villages of both inlerf^^c, they fiiiglit 
w'ith great propriety be added to tke bnvclfv cidlfectioii.*' ^ 

In settling for the rent, or with tlie iuhiibitants in all lands near the hills, it would certainly 
be good policy to require a more moderate assessment, and to allow every indulgence with 
respect to vexatious taxes, &c. A small force eff i^epoys being stationed 111 such situations, 
would probably ^cure their tranqmiiity, and be the incans of security to other districts in the 
neighbourhoorl, which have often suffered from depredations. 

While I uin on the subject of havellies, tindghtbc proper to mention that I understand 
a scheme has been on f()ot lor some time among several natives, tb get a zemindar ap¬ 
pointed to the Muglatore district, though it had been long resolved and hnally determined in 
1791 to make it huveliy, ns no one haila right of suaecssion on the death of Trepetty Rauze. 

The person cmploved for this purpose at Madras, is named Cousinadoo Venkiah^ but finding:

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EXTRACT Proceedings of, tiie Roard of Revenue at Fort'St. George, , 
the ajih.

Mu. White delivers in the following Mfnutc: , • 

IN a Minute delivered atour meeting of the I4tli ultimo, I stated my opinion of the defects 
in file present system of .'idrainistration of the company’s revenue on this c^t. It has uf- 
forded me the greatest satisfiiction to find tliat government haye.conetirred in the proposetl 
alteration, and iriiond to ivromiucnil it to the, honourable court oi directors. With this plcasin;.^ 
prospect before them, and the previous institution of courts of justice, ihis board may begin 
’to liOpe that apian is soon to be established which will produeo regularity, subordination, 
andadtieicalizalioiiofthe isjvcnuc, with full protection to the inhabitants, who at present have 
not tile smallest security, citlicr of propefiy or person, against the rapacity or violence of the 
Zemindars or principsil teiianta. 

^Vi^llout the iiisututioii of courts of ju.«ilice, and under the present system, it is in vain to 
stipnIaU' any conditions in favour of the inhabitants iu the muchelkas of the zemindars, be¬ 
cause any complaint against the latter, would not only prove inciTectual, but must expose the 
p<>or ryots to 1 heir rcbcatmcut and greater acts of oppression. Indeed, however di.sposal 
the chief or colleetor mH^ to do justice, and however fair the decision, yet wIktc th^rc 
are no legal r.^t.ihlish(d ndcb of process, it will he unsatisfactory and disrcgardt?d. lliilierto 
in the ms, tlu* settling of causes, i’or it cannot be cfdled an administration of justice, has 
been loft with the zciniudars, renters, or theinative revenue servants, according to their in- 
iliH^nco. Sonietiiiu s, it appears by the records, the native commaiulants of the Sepoy batta¬ 
lions have assumed lb*; right ofdcciding disputes and causes in the districLs, which proved a 
profitabfe concern to them. Tliosc who could not pa}', but who in general were the injured 
parties, h:’d a vc ry stnall chance of success. 

As the time did not arlinii, w hen I delivered the aforc-inAitioncd Minute, of my being so 
explicit on several points as their nature and importance required, 1 take this occasion to 
oflcr.somc observations more in detail, and of siibiuitiiag a few propositions for remedying 
particular inconvenicnco.s. 

My opi:ii<iii was stated belbre, respecting the necessity of a permanent assessment with 
the zciuiud ns, and tlmt it is equally expedient to settle, on a simUiir principle, with the head 
inhabitants of the government lands, as the system of employing intermediate renters, how¬ 
ever iiiodiHcft and regulated, must ultimately prove ruinous. It may then be expected that 
the zemindars and olheis wilbagain think of protecting and preserving the industrious culti¬ 
vator, inst^‘ad of reducing him to a scanty and miserable subsistence, and at other times 
bairissing him even to famine and death, whicli lias lately been experienced to a dreadful ex¬ 
tent in the (/ircars; but 1 am aware Uiat obstacles oecuj in respect to the ipmpany's pos.sos- 
sions on this ebn^t, which arc not,felt in IkMignl, arising as well from the want of Ilueohodi'- 
cnce on the pari of the principal landholders, as from doubts of having accurale materials of 
the real value of their districts... The devastations occasioned by the fornu’r war, and the 
cllVcLs of the late famine iu the Circars, must increase the difficulty for the present. 

Ju the meim'iime, it is proper to keep this desimble object in view, and that the present 
ineasiifi's should tc:i<i to a permanent establishment of lau(i-reiit, ns soon asaffaii*s will admit.

Ihe want of a sufficient force in the Circai's, and tlie danger to be apprehended to the 
Itoalth of t'le troops in pursuing icfractory depoiidauts uinang the bills, are in geiicml the 
reasons assigned for not aiding with vigour and clfect on occasions of disobedience. It has 
been usual to allow the zi'^juiudars, and particularly those in hilly and frontier situations, to 
entertain ucousuicrqblc, number of armoil ineii for the protection of the districts against incur* 
Bions, but hitliert:> t^ie lacoiivcniouce of this measure lias been frcqucntly^expericiicetl, without 
miy adequate advantages^ tor instead, of assisting the intentions of govenimcntj they have 
CQnstantly given great cause of dispieuiure, by utiFotding shelter to dclinrpiciUs, by commit^, 
tmg pppres.siqps pi their ^wn disuacts, and nregularitks ir>.thc adjacent countries. It will 

to restrict the zemindars to tiie internal duties of their lands, 
jnanyinslam^^^^ with a large Jbody of military Ibr the purfKise ofdo 
V ^ ollener employed in resisting the oiilers of government.

ffv ^.nnulars are not ailoweil even Ui keep up any police establishment for the pre-

Hcng-ol tb<‘.re are ^ull cantonmctits in particulaf frdntior'zginindarics • 
very small fmcc stationed in such sitifttions io the Circars would cT* 
" their tranquillity, and obvit^c" maiiy inconveniences. The most healthy spots 
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might be choscm* and encouragement givcff for clwing away the jungle in tlie neighbouring Mr. ma«'i 
JAiids, by allowing the whole produce foY three ijrllve years, mid at'ter\Wrds to pay a mpderute ** 
and increasing rent. To guard against the cftects of the climate, to which the regular 
troops must be exposed near the hills, it will iJe highly expedient, on every consith ration of 
policy and humanity, to employ the people of the country, as was suggested by the committee 
of circuit, and lately by the resident at Ganjain, under date 7th October last. 

A sudicient number of the military peons employed by the zemindars, might perhaps 
1)0 easily retained for the purpose; and certainly 110 persons .would be filter for ihatservic(> 
than those who have already been employed in situations near the hills. If ever such bn 
orjangement takes place, a party should be stationed in the Nundaporam zcinindarry, who, 
by commanding the passes of that country, will be enablett to prevent the iticuisioii of 
any enemy, and, at the same time, to contribute materially to the interior tranquillity of the 
company's districts. 

A corps of this description was raised by a well-known collector of the Dauglepore dis¬ 
trict in Bengal, who induced the savage inhabitants to quit the adjiiccnt mountains and 
woods, to enter into the service of the company.—^They soon became a proieelion to that 
country, which they bad so often desolated by acts of plunder and hloodslu’d ; and the 
traveller, the merchant, and peaceful cultivator and inauufa<;liiror were no longer under 
apprehension of safety.—Trade, revived; agriculture, and manufactures, were improved and 
cxlemU'd; and the population rapidly increased. 

I’lic expense of a similar corps in each of the four Circars under Masulipatam, and two 
corps for the Chicacoiccircar, would be no object to be put in compelilion with the ad¬ 
vantages which would result from the establishment of order arid regularity throughout the 
country. No further time should be lost in establishing an efficient coutroul, and in adopting 
pi'cparatory measures for the institution of courts of justice, :uid other necessary rcgulatuiiis. 

But without the aid of some corps, ou the footing before montioued, the usual three sta¬ 
tioned in the Cireurs may be Ibimd insutlicient to overawe the zemindars, and to preserve 
a proper submission to government, particularly upon the introduction of any plan, which 
must affect i'k ir iiiclependent authority, by a reduction of their armed people, and by 
restricting them from undue demands niid giving relief to the iiihahitunts. 

Additional military csiabiishments, and the employing lh(?iii in the districts, should be 
avoided as far as possible; but until the orders of government arc rcspectml and obeyed 
by the zemiiidarrics, such inconvenience must bo submitted to, as they arc trilling in eoin- 
parisoii to the solid and permanent benefits which result to the i)rosperity of the country, 
from establishing justice, order, and a due subordination. At present, the irregular military 
in the service of the zemindars arc very nuinerous, attended with an enormous expense, 
anil extremely burlliensome to the ^habitants. I’he necessity of taking some decided steps 
for establibhiiig the company's autliority,.and reducing the zemindars to a proper state of 
subjection, must be obvious. If the measure be attempted, it should be earned through 
with vig<.)ur ; for, if done by halves, the zemindars W'ill have recourse to their old habiU 
of intrigue to raise disturbances, and counteract the intentions of goveriinient. The ap¬ 
prehension of a temporary deficiency of revenue ought not to iinpi'dc the oljj<.‘ct for a 
inomcnt, and it will soon be seen that they will relinquish their practices of throwing the 
country into confusion, and leave the collectors in quiet |>ossession of the districts. Avhilc 
the zemindars arc suffered to retain tlicir present forceaud influence, incompatible with, and 
derogatory to, every principle of good goveriuucnt, no collector will be able to afford 
protection to the inhabitants, to obtain the neeesssiiy it^brniation of the revcv.iiK', or to realize 
it, without perpetual difficulty and embarrassment. If the zemindars in Boug.il some years 
ago were in a state of depression, I am sure every person must allow that iheir situation 
on this coast, has bjj^ii 011 the other extreme. The medium is what, in my opinion, they 
arc justly entitled to, and what is necessary for the good order and prosperity of the 
country ; and on this principle, they ought not to keep up iarge bodies of armed iiusn at an 
enormous expense, in order to mainuiia an improper iuflueucc aiul consequence, and often 
from more dangerous motives. 

It will be an os.sential objeA in conciliating the zemindars to the proposed reform, 
to convince them that it 4s intended, as well for the security of their rights and to 
guard them against undue exactions, as V) protect the inferior classes cf iulkibitniirs 
short, that government have no other end in view than the gciK'i;il w^clfurc and prospe¬ 
rity of the country, by. affording mutual justice, and supporting the proper digrceofiank 
and situation of all description of persons residing within their limits. Nothing, however, 
will contribute to relieve ineir minds so much, as the conviction that govcrnincuL intend to. 
fonn a permanent settlement with them ; and without this Ix licf, and that tl!<y ;ue fo enjoy 
the fruits of their labours, they will never heartily attend to the populatiua and injprovcmeat 
of their distticts. . ;

•sonal investigation of ttie diiferent porgunnahs; that no one of the meinbefs, or tlieir as^^ist- 
4 mts, bud a knowledge of any of the country languages, but was. under the 
tniHtiiig etjtirely to native intiirpretOB, to prevent and discover impositions; considering the 
inhuonce which the zeniindjurs had over every description of iltc revenue ollicei's and 
inlmbitonts ; that they even i-ofused, in many instunces, to furnish any accounts; 01^ that 
ail were iiueicsted in coiu^cafing tiie truth, ®nd under-rating their lands; c.onsidcring ttic 
•counteroctions used by those people, the liabits of rapacity anti deception of the public 
ofticers, and their probable fabrication of accounts, on many occasions; considering tlie li¬ 
mited powers of the committee,—that they received but little countenance and support, and 
met with constant opposition from tlie chiefships 1 arn really of opinion, that tlioir ciJcu«

In the Itchapour division under Ganjam, the committee of circuit often proceeded upon 
conjecture or f>rivute information, ns several zemindars refused or declined to furnish any 
accounts for their inspection. It may be snp[)osed that the zemindars in gemcral, or upon 
-an average, pay to government about the same proportion, that is, one-.third of die gross 
revenue But the zemindarries arc of small extent, and many, very dilficult of 4iccess, from 
their Iiilly and fn)nticr situations. The whole stipulated annual jumma, with about twenty 
Zemindars in tliis district, amounts only to about lacs of rupees; but though there 

may be motives of policy .ih assosdng inauy of them at*a moderate rate, I imagine the 
same reasons cannot be urged for lixing ihejumiqaof Viziera)ii Rauz’c, in a proportion so 
• unequal to what is settled with the zemindars m the other four Ctrears. 

l am decidedly of opinion that Vizimm Rauzo ought, upon cveiy priuciple of reason and 
justice, to pay goveriiinciit as large a poj tion of bis rc venue, as any zemin^ subject to the 

company’s authority on this coast; and upon this fooling, he wUl still have a very con-

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With •the revenue. The nsii:il mode of proceeding jhas been, for thei zemindars or ihcir 
vackecls to attend at tl^e chiclship to negotiate jlio mture settlement; and coiulilions being 
/igreed upon, the whole junto or /cmiiUiars, renfer?, dubashes, interpreters, outchorry ser- 
yilints, and inferior opprcsspi-s, f^rm a league, without ft at or remorse, ugaiiist the devoted 
inhabitants. It does not appear that the provincial coiine.ils have attcMiipiul any interfererfee, 
and consemiently theyt could have very little c.vpcricrice'of the interior management and 
detail of the collections in’ the zemiiularrics, ivijich, added to tlnir dislant and stationary/ 
situation, must in a inann.:r disqualify them, from judging tvirh accuracy and precision of * 
tlie rqal condition of the dhtricts, or from what particul^ sources the revenues have arisen. 

The principle of equal asscssmeiu sh'ould on every account be ijbscrvcd, as far as circum¬ 
stances will admit; and upon adopting any fatuic settlement, especially upon a plan of per-- 
manency, it must becom^' a sctI >us qaesiioii, how fiir the reports of the coTimiittee of circuit 
should be relied on or taken r.s a guide, in respect to ihe valuation of the lands, in the 
present state of the country and diniinislied population, and from 4):hcr local causes, it is 
impossible to prepare an;y' standard, as ^ assessmeikt, or at least as a pennaiicnt- 

jununa; but in tho'^e districts where thcij&mfne has raged in a great r degree, it may bftit 
necessary to allow' a temporary al)atcmeijJ|^Mt not to inercaso the pioscnt stipulated reve¬ 
nue for the nc‘\t five or sevesi years, upon the expiration of existing leiisis. The Cha’acolo 
circar has suifered less iVom the drouglit; and aa inciTar,e of revonuo may and ought lo he 
expe'cted within that time, nearer to tlie proportion fixed with the zemindars in tlx' other 
four Circars. The deficiency of poiiulatlon, under a proper mode of uianagemcnr, ruiglii. 
soon be replaced, a-i many inluibitants would be indiicod to leave the ncigliboiiririg distrlcti 
subject to the Nizam and Other unsettled governmeute, if tlicy were once encouAged by 
protection; and granting such privileges, as have been allowed in many parts of the coun¬ 
try to new settlors. In case of any remission for the past or iulure abatement being allotmi 
ot the present revenue, it will be necessary to Ubt witti caution and a due consideration to ■ 
the particular state of the districts. DuriUg riic most unfavourable seasons, the country 
gives crops of dry grain, and if the tanks were in good condition, the inhabitants ought not, 
witli proper care, to be exposed to any severe calamities fmm the drought of one year; and 
as the cultivators g< tan advanced rate for their grain, they arc enabled to jiay their kists to 
ihc zemindar. Tlu' burden in tliis case, falls upon the inamifactiirora and other classes, who 
for one year arc better able to support it; but this cril<*ul.aiion supposes tl^t the ryots 
and cultivators receive their proper share, and are allowed to dispose of il, without re¬ 
strictions.

A temporary drought or failure of a third dr even half of the usual harvest for a year, 
ought not to be productive, as at present, of a famine, and claim to remissions. Such a scar- 


to ascertain the amount of remissions which should be allowed from tlie want of rain, and in 
what proportion, to the different zemindars. I Would ask, how a chief and council stationed 
at Masulipatam, without a competent knoWledge'of wffat is passing in the many zemindarries 
under them, can regulate the proportion, or take effectual measures for securing to the ryots, 
the benefit of such indulgencies ? Even under a vigilant collector residing on the spot, and 
flistributing the proportion with his own hands to each Village, there would be some abuses 
])raotisofl. The extent, however, of the bite famine was such, and its effects so dreadful to. 
the population of some parts of the country, during three successive serous, that il may be¬ 
come highly expedient to adopt some mode of relief for the inhabitants, and that they 
should benefit, by any abatement allowed. It would be a great delusion suppose that the 
zcmiqdurs in general will not exact tlieir usual demands, without an eflectlial intcrlerence to 
prevent them'; and in excuse, wey m^iy plead the present uncertam state and apprehension 
of being called upon for the full payment of their kists. Where coUectore arc statumed in 
the districts, government may, in times of great scarcity, declare a remission of the public 
revenue to the zemindars, directing them to remit an equal proportion to the ryots, and that 
any deviation will he attended with a hfeavy fine or expulsion.. If this mode cannot be 
adopted, the collectors should at all events prevent exorbitant prices fi>r grain; and a reason- 
tible deduction ought to be allowed to the land-holders. ■ 

Under present circumstances, it is dlfhcult to determine what measures to adopt.—If the 
full amount of the zeminflar’s engagements be reouireil, under plea that be has not relaxed 
in his demands, atnd that the high price of grain W enabled him to makegood his kists, 
he will cousid^* It a Mcit sanction W keeping up Iris demands in'future, as well as the prices, 
to the inhabitants ; at the same time, it is well known* tliat during the late lamine, the zemin¬ 
dars did acfualiy sell their grain at triple and quadruple the m\m rates, and exacted the full.

xne&t. As it wtli be satisfactoiy to have the most accurate informutioii that can be obtained 
without inconvenience to inhabitants, the collectors should be dijreoted to exeit theui- 
^Ives in furnishing every useful document, .with their observations. 

* , In the Bam manal, Salenl, J^indigul, and Nagore districts, and such havclly lands .to the 
noithward, as have suffered less by the effects ofwar, ftimine, or rapacious rentera, it might 
•be eligible to take the ^rst opportunity of settling for a long period for a permanent arrange¬ 
ment witii the inhabitants. A thousand •advantages must result from a plan of permanency, 
not only by exciting the pc^le to hnjuovemcnts, but by enabling government to eilect 
a reduction of the revenue officers, by rcndcilng those employed of some use, instead of a 
burden on the inhabitants; by reducing in general, the charges of collection; by ensuring re¬ 
gular payments; by rendering die revenue adcountu inore simple; and, above all, by putting 
•IE stop to intrigue and corrupt pr.'icticcsl.—Under life present system, and from a total igno¬ 
rance of the country languages, it appears to tne tfSj^ w'ith the exception of a few instances, 
the management of the company’s revenue has, in a great meosure, been committed .to 
dubashes and their creatures. 

Wherever tins porrtictous infiuenee has mcrailed, an evident collusion may be perceived 
beiwetm them and tlie native revenue officers. It is to be apprehended their whole drift 
Jias been, to conceal the real state of the rcveniie from the company’s serviuits employed, 
to levy ifridi’.e advantages, by the paymait of large bribes, or stipulating for private asscss- 
monu amounting to a considehwle per-centaae on the public settleiuent, under various 
picas and promisees of indulgence. As far as reTates to the concealment of the real produce 
of llie lands, and fabricating false accounts, the landholders aud ryots had a inaterial interest 
in dio connivance'of the revenue officcf?. Bht if the tricka and deceptions of these peo¬ 
ple be such, that the most vicilant, able, and upright European, with t^try advantage of 
experience imd kndwicdgt; of the langua^s, cannot mtircly guard against ihcii* dishonest 
practices, [ would not auempt any description of the abuses that must be felt, whe re the 
«;ompany*s si rvauts afe dcii.ciciit in those points, and wanting in zeal and otiicr cjua- 
Hbeations. * 


VVith respect to the other possessions of the cotopatw at the southward, (the Jaghire, includ¬ 
ing tlic homo tarnis, and lands under the resident at Cciddiilore,) which suffered considerably 
by the former war, it might be necessary to post|iofte any agrcijment for a permaneni 
•ettlement, ou^til they have rccovercid their tbrlneV papulation. Agreements, however, may 
hoinade with th«r inhabitants for five Or sev^nye^ts, renewable at a proper rent; and, In 
about the kMcc of 1501’ io years, a perpetual assessment may be determined. Similar 
leaser mayl^grantecUtttl^Imvelly lands in the Circiurs, which have suffered much from 
the late f^inO and othei 'causes. It bks been I'eprcsentcd that, from mismanagement 
and the oppression of rcutOTj the inhabitants are ttdiiced to such poverty in many pans of 
the havclly villages, as to he iiicaptbl/of itefiting the land; but thrir present state of wretch- 
4Kmeas^ must I dunk prove the impiopriety of trusting any longtfr to interihcdmfc renters. 

As the southom and WcsUtii pohgars bclongiiig to die Cin;atic arc, in consequence of 
the lateyeaty with the nabob, to jmy their peslicucli directly to the company, it may be 
supposed that they u411 conduct themselves diifcrcntly from \\hat: has l>een their former 
practice, nof only m resnect to the regularity of thinr paynunts, but in laying aside their 
plundering acliemcs, and attending to the improvement of their lands. Many of them 
possess most fertile countries, ancHn general, by nd infeanad filcult of access, but they 
arc very inadequately assessed, in proimrtiouto any dlhcr persi.ns paying revenue to the 
company. There may be jgoofl reasons at present, for notiicnimuinig tmy increase^ but

Alter the toss of 2-5thsor ^ of its inhabitants by the ibn»(*r war, i‘» would 
ill bear such an accumulation of misfortunes and checks to the recovery of ponuhition.^ The 
planting of IniitrU'ces, and of other descriptions in the vlilnges, so useful to ihe inhabitaius, 
and advaiHageous’to government, has been totally neglected by the renters; nlthough die 
‘ pJaiTtatipns were almost entirely destroyed by the enemy and Qurrwn troops during that wai*,^ 

. By the exertions of Mr. Clerk and Mn Balfour, a more adiouatc revenue has lately been* 
ieltlcd widi the inhabitants, for three yearsk. But, without an eifeetuai repair of the tanks and 
watercourses, this valuaWe district cannot be restored to its former state of prosperity. Tiic 
appropriation of one year’s receipts, would probably effect this objeci completely ; ;uid I am 
r^uvincod that, at the cud of the preseut le^es, the country would aflbrd a material incrceso 
^of revenue, and in a few years, more th^ (loiiblc the present assessment. 1 am of opinipti 
jtbat this measure ought to be reconuu^ded to the immediato attention of government.' 

.The last war commenced by IJydcr Ally occasioned so gi^at an inort ast- of expense, ffhd 
Jeft such heavy ineumtu'anceB, that governincnt have scklotn had it in their powTi- to spare 
.any considerable part of^their resources for useful purposes; and the same reasons iiuist, I 
imagine, have operated in preventing any attempt for altering the present incoiivenicnt moiie 
of managing the revenue, and correcti«g‘^iany evils expc*ricnccd under it, from an apprehen¬ 
sion of incurring any additional expense, or Any temporary diminution of tlic collectioo.s. 

But, for my own part, 4 oanhot perceiyo i^s pohcy, .ind^^pendeut of tlic injustice of sacri- 
^cing the ease and comfort of fficmhalntimta to such doi^iderations. It is now to be hoped 
that the late treaty with Tippoo, terminated iti a mode and pndcr circumstances, usTiouourable 
as the former were humiliating, will produce a long peace. Indeed, the effect it lias atrtiuly 
produced with respect to public.creait jj^dtU copntvy, is obvious. 

In tile execution of so important a wof^x^ tbe repmrs of rhe tank.^, it will be necosspry to 
proceed upon the best information,.andiunder Plppc^r cheeks to gii.avd a^aiiut coHusfon and 
abuse in the expenditure of tlie coa](puny’s money. The head inhabitants, who are tlic 
present renters in the Jaghire, might, in the drst instance, be called upon to deliver in lo the 
collectors an account of the tanks, wells, and watercourses in their respective villatres, describe 
ing their nature and extent, with tlieir exact measurement,and the workrcqoiiyte to thdr Com¬ 
plete repair, with an.estimate of the expense; al^o the grounds at present watered from each 
tank, and what would be the additionakcultivation wu^ the. tanks are repaired, with u list of 
the inhabitants in eadi village; after which, colli^tqrs ipight proceed, or some profes¬ 
sional persons, to cxamuie and deliver a report die xcipixlr& uccessaiy, with an estimate of 
the expense of each tank, and their cb^xyatioi^ and within what period the work 

can be completed, without intert^p^W to,ftc qujltlvatfoQ of tbc countjy. 

The chiefs and counmls should jb^ dij^ejed to report tbte stale of die taiiks in

« It may be proper in future leases, unless any material embaiTassmenl is apprehended 
filim it, to insert a reservation wirii respect to "waste or particiflar lands, in Orddl* that go- 
V( rnmont may have it in their |)owcr to encotd'agc improvements in manufactures and 
agriculture. Independent of the uatiirai timidity of tfic people, and their want of enter¬ 
prise, arising from the nature of the government, and the uncertainty of possessing any 
acquired advantiiges, the natives on this t:onst, and particolnrly in the Ciroars, have Been 
reduced to great poverty, by a long series of hardships. It eannot therefore be supposed, 
that under the bc>it adininistration, iliev wilT be inclined or Ikivc the means for some lime, 
to venture oft .speculative pursuits; and as tlie prinolpftHandhoidcrs will be too apt to iii- 
ereasc tlielr deiiunid^of rent, when they’lind that Eiiropeaus are ongagirtg in underlakings of. 
lliis kind, it should be the care of thi.s board to prevent their exacting unreasonable rates* 
lor ground aetuaily a[>propriatcd to plantations of the sugar caac; mulberry tree, indigo, 
cotton or other valuable articles produced on lliis coast, and which with moderate c‘ncou- 
ragcmeni, might be carried to a great eptigntc In short, the conniry e.\lending from Cape 
C'oinerin to 6'anjam, enjoys so natural ^advantages of situation and climate, and 
so rapid progress of vegetati^, that inn)ii!lberabj6 sources of iiidostry and wealth 
might be introduced in the way of .produce and manfthicture, but the system which has 
pervaded this coast, is <!eficicrit in those principles which ensure prosperity, and indeed 
carries on its face, the must evident defects; separate interests, and a divided authority, 
with all the disadvantages of want of ciiergy/?«^alaiion, and good management. 

In the Minute before alluded to, 1 nionlioned generally the groat hnrdship.s exporionced 
by tlie poorer classes of people, from the low and fluctuating value of the copper coinage. 
In the Circars, the iist/iil daily pay of a labourer has IJeen, t understand, fora length ofiirne, 
at the rate of 6 dubs; but the exchange, which not long ago was about 192 dubs for a Ma¬ 
dras pagoda, h»8 within these few years, fell so low os 330 and 360. If the poor labourer was 
paid in silver, it would not perhaps aifect hiqi; but the landholders and inferior tenants, 
who under the present system seldom; tliink of future benefit and the safety of the people, 
fake care to pay him in cof)per only; and indeed, such is the wretchedness of the poor ryots, 
that th» ^vvotdd often be unable,to subsFst thenrwelves and Jam dies for a few days until 
their wiiges a(^ouated to any cu^eni silver coin in use." «

With respMt to* the firsb-montioned objection^ I shoultl imagine the loss to the company 
. would noi bo copsklerahle; and as to the latter# it might, if not thought ificoinpatihle, be* 
obviated, by still .allowing the former coin of Hubs for extiortaiion, upon application from 
the inland merchants, though their cuirency be prohibited wjthin the company^ districts. 

But as the present government have considered the upon more benevolent, just, and 

bberal grounds, £ make no doubt of their aec|«iesccnce, upon a rccominendatioH from this 
board, to cull in the dubs in circulation, and to substitute a didcient coin at a fixetl e.v* 
cinmgc, with a distinguishing mark. 

Tlic heavy and increcaseil duties coUected at die dilferent chokies on salt mamifiu tured in 
the Circars, have materially afrected ■the trade in the article, carried on by the Beojarics 
/ftiid other merchants. Tlic revenue as well as the inland trade with the iieighhouring coun¬ 
tries, has sufforetl in consequence; ond while the embargo on coast salt is continued at 
ijal, there appcoi'a a greater necessity for some early rediet^ by abolishing or reducing the 
lumibcr of such exactions. Independcpit .of the iniunediute-oil vaiitiiges derived to tlic reve¬ 
nue from the interior trade, it has be^ tl^polfcy .of the country governments to encourage 
an intercourse with the Benjaries, from a view to their services in times of a'ar, in furnishing 
cattle and provisions. In seasons of scmrdty^ they often contribute, to alleviate tJie distresses 
of the inhabitants,hy supplies of grain^nd ofoer articles.. At present, many of the zemin- 
darries, though not tar remote from tlte coast, have no trade wliatevcr, and only a few ma¬ 
nufactures for interhal use. These useful traders, not only experience heavy impositions upon 
their returns with salt, but are obliged to pay such exorbitant ditties on their goods, in the 
diderent zemindarries through which they must necessarily pass, that the greatest part of 
their profits are absoibed. 

The article of cotton being so heavily burdened, must of course enhance the prices oC 
those manufactures, winch form the principal branch of the commerce, as well as tlic com¬ 
pany’s investment, on this coast. An account of the exacttoiis levied on thilniw material 
in the difi'ereiit zemindaries, should be called for^ without loss of time; and as it must ap|>ear * 
both just and necessary to afford^ every relief to those manufacturers who liave survived the 
late calamity, £ am ot opinion that it might recommended to government to lessen the 
taxes, or to allow the free importatton of this valuable article. ^ Besides the present heavy 
impositions on the inland trade, it fUroviA appear there is an arbitrary custom in the zemiu- 
dairies, of granting to particuhw iudivldiials an eKClhstve p|rlvllege of selling cotton, which 
liiust also have the bad consequence'bf advaiiciflg^;the price to the weavers. Cotton thread 
brought by the Beqiaries, should Ukemse be exeipteil from the present heavy duties. The 
mortiility occasioueu by the famine,. vei^'neavily upon the class of spinners as w ell 

as weavers, and all possible cncoarag^iiCnt should %e given.to the ^leople of. those useful 
professions; without which, they cannot recover their former situations, and the matiuiiictures 
must long languish, in a proporriouale degree. ' 

It is of much importance to restore to its fonner prosperity this inland trade, which has 
been nearly abandoned; and for this purpose it stiould, I think, be recommended to govern¬ 
ment to permit this board to sifomit to them a plan forMimiting the number, iumI prescribing 
specific rates of duties, which majr be done, I conipeive, without any diminution of the reve¬ 
nue, as far as relates to the trade of the tienjariesv>£v<^ry zeraindai* is now at liberty to levy 
whatever duties, and to vary thelna as ho pleases. After tlie institution of courts of j ustice, 1 
make no doubt similar regulations .la.toosc established in Bengal, respecting the weavers 
and monuiacturers, will be adopted coast. * 

Ibe abolitio!^ in wh<do or of the internal duties, upon die pi inciple of the Bengal 
Regulations, will hereafter be coqsidered; and such as lire oontiuued, should be distinct 
from the jumma, and of course resuii^ by government. It may not be advisable to 
adopt this measure immediately in extent, but it become more necessary, on the 

establishment <tf ,any plan of permanency with respect to the landed revenue, not only with 
the view of prevenung.abuses, but to bring additiohul mources into Uie public treasuiy, 
from an inenease of produce, mannfactures, commerce, atid consumption. An entire stop 
should also he pat to ihe pnmttoeof allowing one zemindar to collect fees or russooms in tlm 
districts of other neo^Mara, aS; it has been one cause of jkcejMg ftp the dissensions# dispute;

It is to be iainentcd that no maps or surveys of the districts are to be^pr^ttreci,* Had the 
chiefs aud councils bestowed a few of their leisure hours for the purpose, or if they had eai- 
•ploycd die talents of others which occasionally offered, they might have asmtained the* 
geography of their own limits, with little difliculty. Hut I do rtot recollect hearuig that any 
geiitlemati in the provincial coOnciU had ever visited the aemiudarries under their respective 
charge, unlo.s8 for some hushle piirpose of punishing refractory dependants; or eniorcing pay¬ 
ment of arrears. Who among tl^m, has even made a tour to enquire into the real value bt 
the lands, to ascertain what improvements could introduced with respect to manufactures 
and agriculture, to redress grievances, or to relieve tliO ifihabitanls from oppressions, and 
the eftects of iaiiiinc ? It is to be hop^, when a chan(^e takes place, that the collectors will 
employ themselves in such useful enquirks,. and in visiting the different parts of the flistricts 
under titem, for the purpose of obseivingtbc conduct of the ssemmdars,' for aflbrding relief 
to the inhabitants, and preserving order and good government. > 

Under the present system, every useful object appears to have been overlooked; and be¬ 
sides so many other defects already noticed, it is without any defined resp^ibility. A 
great part of the business is transacted by^thc d^f alone; and the council receive his 
report of all personal interviews with Ihb zemltidars apd others, which could not fail of 
producing* inconvenience. The arguments used in tli^ late suit against hlr. Ffoyer, are 
m proof on this Mint, as his solicitors endeavoured to show that he could not be indi¬ 
vidually answerame for any act, which had the smsetion of the Masulipatam board; and 
that the responsibility must rest with them, and with him jointly as cnief. This kind of 
reasoning lias been urged on other occasion^ avoiding as it siirtcd the pai*tics concomed, 
and must often Imve been the cause of embarrassment, in discriminating on whom to fix 
the greater or less degree of blaine. It seems a further proof in favbur of On undivided 
nutlioi'ity in- the detail of the collections, and the appointment of collectoi*s. 

Ita|>pcar8, however, tome, that no one circiimstmice has contributed more to irregularity, 
than the smalF salaries mnuated to persons in such situations. Until a few years ago, the 
allowed emoluments of the chief of Masulipatam atuounted only to about 400" rupees 
per and to this time, the members of the provincial boards are without any allowance, 

fuid prehibited from trade, but permitted to hold different employs, such as export and 
iisp^t warehouse-keepers, sea customers, 810^ which produce a very trifling emolument. 
While men were vested witKa^ obnsidcrablo trust, and io inadequately paid, with various 
temptations around them, few^tvouldrefraitt from improper channels of gaining advantage.^, 
and still, fewer, who would exert themselves with zeal atxi S^dour for the prosperity of "the 


country, Uotler such W system, considewiWc fortunes Were acquired by the chiefs, dubashes 
and otlieix, and tbe^asenimtlars were left withoutihny controul; but the public revenue 
sufi^red materially, and the, hiliabitan& could find no protection against oppression. One 
irregularity produces adothWr; and the evil had takcti iftucbdeep root, that it could be no 
easy matter for any adminjstratioh to put a stop to the prevailing example of preferring 
private interests, in opposition to useftil institutions, and ofcgecjls of public advantage. 

If the collectm^ execute their trust with attention and fidelity, it will soon give a new 
face to the whole country, ami put an^ end in a great measure to those calamities, of which 
there have b^ cii so mmy instances. Blit I am not sol sanguine as to suppose that e.sscntiai 
benefits will urisc from die best arrangements, without men of integrity and experience 
are employed. Upon adopting the plan of collectors, many of the servants will without 
<!o«bt conceive that they possc^ the necessary qiiidiflcatfons, excepting a knowledge of 
the languages ; but this last is so ^uisile, that they cannot completely discharge their duty 
without it;—-whatever may be titeir good intentions, they will be constantly liable (o ifti- 
nositions ; ami I am really of opinion, that no pcimancnt %cttlcmeut of any district should 
Lc made, without being mittutoly investigated by a cpilector of tried integrity and industry, 
after a rosideiice of a tew years in it, and wIh> possesses some knowledge of the language 
imd of the customs of tlie people. Intrigne and Counteraction were thC only means 
of defence whidi the natives could- have under a tyrannical government, and fllioie habits 
will nojt easily be corrected under the best administration. 

It bc^mes requisite, tlierctbro, thttf die collectors should be aWe to speak without Uic 
iruervention of a dubush- Iir Btmgd; evory European soon understamfe iteimething of tlm 
^i^lostimy, and in consequawm, the compsmjfs servants acquire more knowledge of ttie 
iffi^ntry, of the revenue, and of the maniiers of the natives, in two or three years, than they 
Mite , the coast, in? ten yeani,- or during their irtiolq rcrideitee in India.

jMilenta granted by Hindoo princes. Bin there is one kind of alicuiatod land, wliicb has 
Its origin entirely in the former, I mean waiitrdf fnauniamSf or rather, as ihey should be 
tilled, minud matims ; for mauniam is a 'Slmiu-crit word, and sumiiwl, u Persian, They 
are small portions of land held by sunnud, or order, renewable from year to year; and if theV 
are not so renewed, the title ceases. I conceive them to have" been at first given, in 
liquidation of p«ay lo seryants and dependents, a iwell as for ihe expenses of mosques, 
and for ilic subsistence of those who attended them. One mnn got ortlors for three or 
four years sucecssively, on the same village; and hence, cstt-iblishing a of usage, h6 
’duinlc^l the issuing of the Hunnud, as a inatter of right.;. biU to this day, he tan receive 
nothing, without a renewal by some campetetit^aiuhority. Siinciud' iiKuiniams tux! buH 
distinguished in the accoimts from iurroftaday ^N/i/rmis, which iodtide tho..o of all kind.<»; 
rliat i.s, to nieerassadars, whether of the lands or offices; to jwgodas, aiu! whatever was 
set apart at the original measurement of the lands of the village, as the tenu denotes, 

o8. If the meerassdar hasno other interest than is vested iu him, nircording to the ar- 
ceptauoii of govcminent, it is m fact none, when examinrti imo;.. Preference is no more 
thnu a priority in choice; and choice implies a power of rt»icciion; so that, a preferencr 
of cultivation must suppose a competitimi, open to all oficr-s, mul may. he given indiiferently 
to any man. Meet^aasei*, thereforci in this sense, is no more than immediate occupancy,- 
and uteerassadar^ tlie present tenant. 

oo. Change this preleronce into a right of cultivation, whi/:h shall oxdiideeoinpelitlon, so 
long as the occupier of the ground has the meaus,.br is willing to cuUivatc it,—still it is no 
riciht, unlcks the demand upon his labour is d^diued, so as to leave him a surplu»*or profit, 
which shall constitdtq a certain depetidance or estate. Tiiis brings the quesiiori exactly to 
what I have laid down; that mecrassee is a right to use the thing, tmd to enjoy it, so fonu: 
as the ty)ndiiidti annexed to that enjoyment i«" performed; in other words, so long as the 
rent is paid in money or in kind. 

iSp. ft is a fundamental maxim in the practice^qf the natives, that a |n*{«'atrv is cntiili-d, 
•rem rally speaking; to one-half of the produce of his cuUlvatioo, alk r setting a’s de the Ire? 
of different kinds, issuable out of it. There are difFeren tkinds of pyacarric‘s, as I luivc before 
.shtArii; but their share is universally higher than that of tlic mcerossadar in the same 
village. The word pyacarry, or rather payaearry, is a compound IVrsian wordfroiW pay c/ 
the foot, and karidum, to labour; or, as others say, kisht, kar, kurdmi 

to cultivate ; signifying, a man whojournies to his work or cultivation. The 
H indoo and Malabar word for this description of cii}tivator,ksurfotoas 4 ce,\Vbieli signifies tticb- 
nicnily, tbnt not being bound to any particular spot, he may take what belongs to him, and go 
where he pleases.—In fitet, a sojouiuer, a resident pyaeaivy^ that ia, sudi as \ have assimilaicd 
to a copyholder in Rngland, usually cidtivatcs and makes utstlwel I trig near them; hui having 
a life csuue in them, he receives no more than 45 percent of the produce, as may be seen by 
the old accounts which I furnished of 6utrainalore. The pyncarry who cultivates from year 
to year, having only a contingent interest, which mayvexpire wJdr the harvest, it is necessary 
to hold out some additional iiicitcmentto him. » Me is usually brought from an adjoining 
village, where he has mcerassoe, and of course will not bring unv part of his la!>our from that 
village, unless some extra advantage^ which he dirtmot there have, is given to compensuie 
him for doing so; he therefore receives 5 per cent, more than tlie resident pyacarrv, or 50 
per cent, of his cultivation, after setting aside fees, Ihhe feceiVcy .a higher pi-ojiorilon than 
this, it is under the sanction of specunc ^cements for the catlike of waste or very poor 
lands. The mecrassadars haviiia; thechoice of land, always cultivtUc that which is nearest 
to the village, unless select siwts here and there are found. Whose fertility will rcpay them for 
going to a distance. ' > ■ 

190. This, therefore, which U an W^c^cstablished by themselves, becomes a fixed princi¬ 
ple and criterion by which to judge of their genume ri^|bts; and it is further established, by 
the fraudulent practices which I have before had occasion to ^serve were used in this re¬ 
spect. A man would cntcroiat^ pin of his cultivation in his own name, as meerassadar, and 
the other in a borrowed name, aspyacarry; hecauso^in the first capacity, besides his share of 
the c]T>p8, lie participates in tlie fees thaunecrass^lWft collect upon the cultivation at large; 
and in the latter, he receives a higlwr wartini than’as meerussqdar he was entitled to. 
no unusual thing to keep tllo nafxie of a meerhssadar upon tiie accounts, who had been 
perhaps fifty years, because it gave an opportunity.to liis successor to claim a higher 
under prefence of being only in trust ot hid^ mecrassee, which he cultivated as pyacatfjrj 
whilst at the same time^ thb-snceessor was his son mid imlr, mid being known ns such ain^ 
the inhabitants of the village, lost notie of litsTees. ; The excuse given fof this 
was rnamool to keep the naW.of the deceased npon record* : 

191« Such a counterfeit,-argues that tbeshare of the pyacarry is the highest thi

ipa. This rule then, witli respect to pyacarrics, raises such an implicalion, and affords so 
•strong a presumption against the just claim of the meerassadars, to ao high a share as they re- 
<jdive, as supersedes the necessity of any other proof. A oontiof^it interest must have some 
extraordinary compensation to balance the di^dvnntage, wbidi the termination of it may 
occasion; and it is ibr this reason, that a tenant in Europe will-be satisfied with a moderate 
profit up(in a long lease, and that the laudlord must concede to him higher advantages, for a 
short one. , ^ 


193. I’lierc can be no dotibt that the share gf the pyacarry haa graduitUy increased since 
the (lays of iS:uidut Ullah Cawn; for if,-generally sjMjaking, the merossaclar^ proportion was 
thirty-five per cent, at that tiitie, a very little more, may well have been a sumcient com¬ 
pensation to the former. And although I am of opinion that ^.en less than the average of 
the present trmos, would both rejwiy Ills labour and afford him a profit, yet it is the best 
criterion to follow, as having been Vlctcrmined by circumstances into whieli m en(|uiry can 
HOW' be made ; and because it is marked by general ocqiiicscenoe and contentuient. The 
rule also docs not seem to be confined to tilts Carmitic, for iudependeut of Bengal, it ap¬ 
pears, by 'I'ippoo’s revenue regulations, u>%xrend to the Mysore country, where the produce 
of land o^a cc'itaiii drstaijiuou-^-^iSYi, is equally divided betw'cen goveniincnt and the 
i vot;—and it is notorious that Tippoo pays the strictest attention to the situation of tlie 
husbandman. 


194. Hy v.liat I have said, it must be very manifest that reference to so distant a period 

as thirty or fuviv years, for establishing the just shares of the iniiohitatits, jfuust either be 
impossible or inconclusive,‘-If practicable;* as some villages may be supposed to. have en¬ 
joyed a greater, and others a Iciis degree or the favour of the Circtir and its servants^ they 
would cot:sc(|uenrly have made mportionate encroa^ments; some aUo might be labour¬ 
ing under their displeasure, and altogether deprived of the advantages, which by i'ounivance 
they had oucf)%aioed; so diat.so tloctuating a system, in all likcJihood, would iiavc been 
far from giving juiiversid If a further retrospect was had, namely, into the 

da^s of ISaadat tJUali Cbwii, the suuie shares which they then enjoyed, would in these times, 
aflortl them'rio more tfian subsistence.—Both iheiefore, only otter a choice of difficulties; 
whilst in takiug their ovyu practice, jut it has grown up and, been established by the ct»n- 
ciirrence,of vanous eircuiilisimiecs, aa the basis of their just righis^J have done tliat w hieli 
seems the least objeetionaWe; and is the most agreeable tp theriiselves. 

195. A memassadar, nlusl-te undewtood^ in general to liave a right to no iihmc 

than 45 pet cent, of the" produce div^bte between him and the Circar; except in certain 
sitnatioRSyos follow; 

196. First,—In hinds i^higb arc sitmtated under small tanks^ holding from ope. to two 

motiths water, where tlie crops bciug depcpi^ciH the, first part of the season on timely rains, 
and flk latter, on a sufficlent y of water being femipe^ the tanks till they are matured,, 
disappmntincnf sometiuw occurs ;r-r;tbe itee^ives^.50 per cent.

199. W he any where gets a higher share tliair .iihis, It is by virtue of cowle granted to 
him for narticuUir reasons; as, to bring waste land into use. 

200. though it is natnral to snj;^pose that,encroachinents bad been pretty general^ yet

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8<!m bcvnKfered in ih^twistentjy' and confusion^ y<?t, refetriHg to rnfcaand principles with 
v^hich he hi accjrtaifltcd, he is inspired with ^onfidcnetV and liti^ration is obviatea.-—'In a 
countiy the taw, in most cases, is determined by the cvicjence of custom, either as 
“ ^ is practised or preser^d in the memory trf natives, the violation of the ihost^ tri¬ 
vial usage j^hould ue avoided; and however desirable simplicity may be, certainty is of 
much more importance*—^To alter a sysletifi to which they have l^cn cnuicd, in all liffc- 
lihood through a series of several genenitions, fg actedded with danger; tor, 1.0 give it effect 
nnd dm ability, their habits, pftyadiccs and sentiments must be changed; and by farthc greater ' 
, probability is, that in attempting this,dididence, cliicane, and misery, will supply the l^co, of 
cmrfidence, honestjr and contentment.—Innovation is always impolitic, for men oarinot in 
an instant by any, even the strongest incentives, be reconciled to it; and nnlil they are, both 
their public affections jfthd their indust^ will be obstructed. 

212. It is not easy to imagine a society without one or more members, who shall take 
the lead in the conduct of its affairs, still'less is it to he expected, where, as in ihi'*. 
country, society, united by the bonds of religion, ia,^ by that sacred obligation, independent 
of the operation of nature. Each sect upd^V the controul of its superifir, each, it mliy have 
bc*eii observed, has its patriarch both iii’ spiritual and temporal concerns, chosen by them¬ 
selves, and the latter, often hereditary when the son or next heir has, or promises to have, 
those qualities which befit him for the ollice. As in every sect, so in every district and 
in every village, there arc lending men wbo direct the rest; bur.that ascendency which was 
onasi gained by the reverence of character for the peace and good government of the 
society, I believe has been often coveted and exercised, for a wry difleiont purposp. 

213. When the inhabitants saw that the whole scope of the nabob’s managemeht tended 
to prey upon the vitals of the country when jusiice; was'wilhheld; every degree of extortion 
practised by himself and his managers, and complaint never Iteaitf,* but with a vieW to 
profit; this ascendency was often desirable to a^urc the conyeniencesi of life to the possessor ‘ 
of it, at the expense of bis neighbours, and competition b^ame a fruitful soiircc of reve¬ 
nue; as, instead of arising out of the voluntary chbicts^df tf^ uihubitaiit^ it was conv^urlcd 
into a sort of dignity conferred by the Circars servants :—the .soothing innuence of a bribe 
both procured and preserved it. Thus,’ it >vas cUantgeci into an instrument of Oppression pn 
the inferior classes, for the advantage of a few individuals. Every motive t^industrv was 
annihilated, except among tlic latter; and the reluctant labour of the rpst, dives^teci ot‘ llicir 
rights, and kept in a degraded state of humility, fed the nabob’s avii^e, paid his whole 
bain of corrupt relations and dependents, and lastly, furnished his scanty revenue, every 
year diminishing. 

214. These superrors, gi’aduatin'g from the head mon “of a village to that of a district, con¬ 

formably with the nabob’s general system of extoi lion, becJii^ie oty^'ts of jplousy in pro¬ 
portion to the extent of their influence,' and were to disgorge to hiin the cffccu of 

that oppression, which diey had been dlloWcd to Oyeir ptbors. However sorefy, 

therefore, their authority might be at first felt, when t^linqulsfritig the character of cldetB# 
they assumed that of petty tyrants; it soon obtained a^ui^cence, for the connivaiioe of all, 
it was seen, was necessary to their Common ad vantage. tJpon'this principle, the inhabitants 
at large were easily brought to act in concert'Wfth the li^d men, and persuaded implicitly 
b) entrust the care of their general intcrestit foto their btmds, and to follow their directions in 
all tilings tending to the common cause, tjence the interest of the head man of a village 
or district, is considered inseparable from dial of the vilb^ge or district at large; apd the in¬ 
vasion of one, is a signal to unite the whole. Thus tlfeii, the chain of connection was car¬ 
ried on,—the husbandman depended upon the superior of the village, appointed to guard its 
wellare, as it were, in the general council of the district,—and the superiors of the villages, 
u^n those of the district, who carried oh their liiachihations immediately witli the servanu 
of theCircar; and hence it is, that witlioqt any previous communication with each other, 
the whole populatibn of a district are so often, upoh the signal of alarm being given, seen to 
ctmibitie for the promotion of one object, which edhitolt. b« c(|ually beneficial to tlie whole,. 
if it is not detrimental to by far tf^ major part. 

215. f shall not enlarge Upon thecohduet of the nn^b and of hi« managers in othcr'.re- 
spccts^ as already toucbed;iipt>n; too notorimis asiiis for a want of faith, and for oppressjon 
in all Its relations. The evils whfoh iv, cKicasfoned sprung fium tlie tame root, and pc—— 
every part'of the Caniatio, it ^asutidi^r the mature growth of sUidi habits as they : 
rify occasioned in his 8'ub|.Ci^ts/that the Jagh^^ foil into the complttiy *s own hands; but l 
to its misfoDrtnnes,. not until it had been mofe than half depopulatcMl, ravaged wit^i l 
sWord, and its tanks and reservoirs so long neglected, as lumost to be educed ^ 
itroyed. 

‘342. 1 have mentioned before, the dependence of the iiUgrfor/or iracjtfouaV u|^ || 
ciw, ormtb^ul Shares, and the cusftom that preyaifod m inuking the 
• piletors'of the iatlOr only, appearing to ertWr into enlgagements; and jddiuugl* 

. to obviate this, by requiring dthel me persona) aitdiuauce.of ail, or tbut tV'' 
furnish the others with written authoritil^^ %hioh were always produced 
cUlar rcasohr among themselves, 1 afti^ai^ found my precautions 
that I intbmied.' It is indcM probabfo thot the nov|t‘’J of the thing, 
ciOJwi of a dc3i|;p, that they tllought it their to, defeat. A,minr^ 

stide of prbpkty always occ^stohs afohn ; and tneh arc, by natural fa 
inlsWnst; ever avmr^efo disclose theif real wptt^^^ ,But if it pr^^ced ^ 

Bonm ixrsmitbSi^ where there wasia mutual rcB^ce. among themse^V^,^ j[n 
was uenoficjal ; because, as I signifiied, that the rightful proprietor! wefo o|» 
bate Ihc pnsforehee, ana ^eoiiiragoiitent to them to comefoiirwm, Jt i 
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opportunity to gicat iniiubers'to assert their claims^to lamb, of wliicb they-bad been m^st 
mijugtjy clinposscssed; aiid hi i»uny c\istncts much more of my time wfts mkeiiup by ui- 
vehtigating these claims, than in renting thS villages. I have had occaMon to state (lie 
iniquitous uses which the dubashes made oF their power over the Jaghire, in acquiring 
pert)'*for themselves or their dependenU;—>tlm means that they so fruitfully possessed or 
drowiiincr by artilice, by money, or by influence, the complaints of those whom they wished 
to remove;—tlic precarious tenure by which proj^rty hence bccaipe held, and its constant 
«changcs from one possessor to dnorher. The confusion introduced, and thu injustice wliit'li • 
held been inalulained, is Imidly to be imagined. A dubash of some descripliou w'as always 
the origin of thes^* conipltints; and it afforded me a singular ^ratiflc^tioii to bo the m- 
isrruinent ofrestoiing numbem of unproieglcd sulLMcrs to their rights, who without sucli.an 
occasion, must still longer have heen kept out of them. Hope, Itowever, never dies iti a 
native: the vicissitudes of the country have been too nnineroiis to encourage despair; and 



to-day. This consideration, logefhei 
is etnphalieally called, which hound him to it, often reconciled the ejected mccrassadar to 
the icmpnrary use of that which he could not sidK-itaanally enjoy ; many indccd luid with- 
dfawn; but were always at hand, when gladdened by the hope of recovering their rights. 
Whatever liinc, ihercrore, was occupied in tltis business, was iiilly cojiipensated by the be¬ 
nefit that it conferred. A simple story, and short enquiry, geiuTaily proved the injusi’ce, 
and occasioned vedn ss ; or if tlie matter of Cviin plaint was complicaU*d, and involved a ques¬ 
tion of law, in regard to the descent of lands, an urhiiratiou in my own prcsenci^ by men 
chosen either by the parties or by myself, if tlicy desired it, speedily and equitably ad- 
jusitul it. 

.^43. In an account wliich I have in himd, and will ifpossiblc complete to accompany this 
report, the mecrasscc of every village is minutely detailtni, and its distribution among the re¬ 
spective proprietors by name; but it i»a subject of such intricacy as ought to liave a further 
separate enquiry to be accurately ascertained, if iiidispeusible towards any material objeci 
that may he in vjew; but it is also a subject of such delicacy, that, for my own part, I tliink 
that further eiUjuiry would only UmkI, at lea.a at present, to clog liiut freedom of propcity 
which should always be uiirestruiac), for a suspiciou has already been awakened that it w ould 
be prudent to n)tay^ 

344. lly an accompanying abstract account, itw'ill appear that the wdiole lands of tiu^ Jag. 
lurearci dividetl into 17,8121 {> meerassee shares; that the number of existing rightful [)n>. 
prietors amount to 8,387, who hold i5,p94 i’o of those shares, and that the rtMiiaindcr, or 1 
shares, arc uncialmecl, but occupied by pyacarrics. Of these, iiowevcr, it is to be observed, 
that a part also belong to the mcefrassadars, to which, for political rt^asons, they cluise that 
their right should lay Uonnant; and the rest, by theconscqueiicesof tlic war, of 1780, ami the 
subsequent fumine, are altogether without claimants. The great difficulty which i could 
not surmount, before leaving the Jagliifc, consis’Lod in discriminating betwixii the two latter; 
for although the tuuiial proprietors of every village, might be snpi^sed sufficiently known to 
the curnuths, yet as the funner had secret motives for a tcmjH^rary disavowal of part of their 
lands, and as there evisiod no vciy urgent reason why they slioulrl entirely disclaim them, I 
was cautious of pressing this matter, and chose that it should continue in suspense, until either 
those motives should die away, or a f«nnai renunciation be required on grounds of public 
exigency, wijicb cannot well be any other tlum an increase of population, when every man 
will griulually a.-isert his right, without any other impulse than his own interest. 

345, So uiuch OB every subjct;l relative to the Jaghire, iis well the eradication of abuse by 
all classes of inhabitants, Us the restoration of their c;enuinerights,:indsubstuntiatlonofpro-

347. The number 8,360 mccnissadars appears, however, small to enjoy so oxtenSve a 
property as. even lli^ avow tp belong to them, ami pay so large a revenue; but it inust 
be remembered that the beads and principal branclies of famdies only appear as pro¬ 
prietors, in whose name all the members and other branches arc included, who perhaps* 
inpy mttount to ten timea that number. The law of primogeniture is unknown among the 
Hiiiddos; and property is divisible generally in equal shares among the sons,'by which, if 
each had claiiiaed nia distiiict portion, it would* in tlic coiirsd of time, have become indi¬ 
visible, or at least separately insuilieient for his maintenance. In order to correct, therc- 
ff |e, the manifest inconvenience of their laws in this respect, tlie sons preserve an union 
^ td co-partncrshiri among thetiisclvcs, which continues perhaps through several generations; 
a part attend tolneir inheritance, and the rest seek other employment. N(;cessity pointed 
out this remedy, and custom has made it a disgrace not to conform ; for they are particu¬ 
larly liable to tne censure of their cast, if they separate and divide their cstaie. Yet inv'c-

,^8. It would be supeiiluous, impracticablq^ and impolitic to ascertain with greater pre¬ 
cision than has already been done, the measured extent of each share, or of each man's 
prcjmrtion of meerassce; ^because, in the first place, it would strengthen those suspicions 
which have arisen; and. in the next, it could only be done by personal survey, and the 
most unremitting attention, which 1 think hardly any one man can give, till the completion 
of such a work, independent of innurncrnblc variations that would take place while it was 
in blind; and it would be unwise, because, not only it will be ever the most beneficial mode 
to let the lands of every village jointly to the inhabitants at large, both with a view to J| 
security and to gocxl cultivation ; but to let them sd^fiteljr^ would tend to create divisions^ 
and dissensions, to the undoubted embarrassment of themselves, as well as of the public A 
No difiicoty occurs in fixing the value of all the lands together of one village, but it would 
be nearly impossible to,assign to every small allotment its portion so ex^mtly, and with44 
such due regard to fertility of soil and other circumstances^ that some ahouTd not benefit 
and others snfier; yet tlie latter, would not receive tlie assistance of the former, in case of 
failure in their engagements. 

349. At present, every village considers itself a distinct society, and its general concerns, 
the sole object of the inliabitants at large; a practice, surely, which redounds as much to 
the public good, as to theirs; each bavitig, in some way. or Other, the assistance of the rest; 
the labours of all yield tlic rent; they enjoy the profit proportionate to tlieir original 
interest, and the loss falls light. It consists exactly with the principles upon which the 
advantages are divided by a division of labour; one niiin goes to market, whilst the rest 
attend to the cultivation and harvest; each, has his particular occupation assigned to him, 
and insensibly labours for all; but if each^ had theseseveral duties to attend to, it is 
obvious that all the inhabitants must be absent together at those times that are most critical, 
both to them and to the stare; and that many inust want those abilities necessary to tiie 
performance ol'thc various employments tlmt-woukl arise, . 

‘ 350. If a mo:tsurcnicnt of lands should he made, with a view to assign to each proprietor 
what bcloagod to him, and to coniine him to the cultivation of that spot only, it would 
interfere with another practice, which very frequently prevailff| and which I do not know 
can.l^ «urinoiintccl, of each changing his lands every year.

i . Gentlemen, 

P ARA. 1. The light honourable the Governor in Council having deemed it to be expe- , 
dient to appoint a Sjwial commission, Jbr the purpose of fixing with all practicable/ 
dispatch the settlement of a permanent land revenue in the districts at present capable of that 
necessary^ iniproveincnt; I am directed to acquaint you, that his Lordship in Council haa 
been pleased to nominate William Petrie, Esq. and Messrs. Thomas Cockburn and Josiah 
Webb, to be the coiiunissioiiers for that purpose. 

2. The np)K)inttiieiit of the commission, will be confined to such proceedings as may be 
necessary to the permanent settlement of the districts under its immediate cdusiUcration ; and 
^will not interfere in the ordinary trtinsactiori of the bushiess of the revenue department. 

r 3. 1 am directed to assure you, tifat the Governor in Council iias no intention of casting, 
SU>y this measure, any imputation on the hoard of revenue; but considerable progress having 
been made towards the attainuumt of this most desirable object, his Lordship iif Council is 
^anxious that bocly of infi>rmatidn already collected, should be applied with the utmost 
practicable degree of expedition to the comnienceracnt of the settlement. 

.. 4. The stateofthe valuable and eittensive provinces which have been recently annexed to 
the dominions of the hokiotirable company under this presidency, will requrre the midi- 
ittded attention of the honed of revenue to the immediate improvement of those terrilories, 
and to such arrangements ^ may be necessary, with a view to the introduction of the per¬ 
manent settlement of the land revenue, at the.earliest practicable period of time. 

5. Tbe Govenior in Council is Vherelbrc desirous of avoiding all further delay in the 
coinuiciicemcnt of tins most esseiitiai work, by directing it to the ccnstmit attention of t.bc 
commission, and at the same time to'provide for the efficient execution of the business of 
|herevenue department, by relieving ^ic board from that laborious attention whii li is itidis- 
pensibly requisite to the progress bf the settlement.

43. The exception to tl»e general regulation for the conclusion of the permanent scttlcf ^ 
ment with the actual proprietors of the soil, include the following descripiions of persons: 
females (excepting tho^e whojn the Governor in Councibmay judge compctcMit to the ma- 
nagement of their estates), minors, idiots, lunatics, or others rendered incapable of ma¬ 
naging their lands, by natural defects or infirmities of whatever nature, and persons whom « 

, the Qervernor in Council may deem disqualified,on account of their contumacy or notorious 
profligacy of character; provided however, with regard to the whoje of these descriptions, 
that they are not partners in the zemindarries^ independent talooks, or other estates held by 
tliem, with others of a different description; m which case, themselves or guardians will be 
allowed with tlieir partni^rs to engage for the settlement of their lands, and elect a joint 
manager, under certain restrictions to be provided. 

44. The lands^ of disqualified proprietors coming within the above descriptions, are te 
be managed for the benefit of the proprietoi's by the board of revenue, under prescribed re- 

. gulations, including the proviUon to be made for the support of the proprietors. 

45*. While the lands of proprietors of the foregoing description, as well those who' 
.decline the jumina proposed as those disqualified, may be under the company’s management, 
they will be exempt from sale and transfer on account of any arrears or deficiency in the 
collection. 

46. ' Besides the transfer of landed property from one proprietor to another, by sales 
on account of arrears of the public juinma, as be;tbrc explained, the decrees of the courts of 
adawlut in questions of property between the proprietary landholders and individuals, 
when given against die former, may also attach b part of the estate, proportionate to the 
demand, and sell it at public auction, for the benefit of the complainant^ to the entire ex¬ 
clusion of the original proprietor, but subject to its due pro|>ortion of the fixed ,jiimma.‘ 

47. Estates will be further subject to division, by the privilege which will be allowed 

all actual proprietors of land to transfer to whomsoever they may tliink proper, by sale, 
gift, or odierwise, their proprietary rights in the Whole, or any portion of their respfictive 
estates, without applying, to government for its sanction to such transfer; aad ml such 
transfers will be held vaSd, provided that they be conformable to the Mahomedaii or the 
Hindoo laws (according as the religious persuasion of the parties to each transaction, may 
render tlic validity of it determinable by the former or the latter code), provided they be not 
repugnant to any existing regulation. ^ < 

48. Proprietors of a joint, undividedcstate,'who may be desirous of dividing it into two 
or more separate estates, will be at liberty to do so, on application to the <mllector; or any 
individual may, by the same mode, have his share separated from tlie rest; * ' 

49. Rules will be prescribed for apportioning and adjusting the fixed jumma, in all the 

cases above described and the jumma so adjusted, will be declared fixed forever; and in 
order to enable the oflicers of government tp carry theso rules into eqmpicte effect, and for • 
affording, government the means of discovering every deviation froni' them, a register will 
be kept of all estates paying i-evenue to the company, annual revenue charged upon'

VVithqpt such a public pledge and explanation, the terms on which the lands are to he 
held would be uncertain, and consequendy the itiduccmcuU to improvement, considcraWy 
JcBseiicd. 

• 55. A Regularion will likew'isc be framed, containing all the geneml rules and principles of 
the settlements to be concluded; ainl wbidi will be the staudara for determining the rights of 
those with whom the settlement qiay be made, and also ail disputes between tlu. laud-

56. Theie will of course be many subsidiary regulations, which it is uiine<’essary to 
mention particularly, at this time. In the present stage of the matter, w'e only aim 10 give 
yon a genial idea of the principles of the permanent setdeinent, and of the objects in¬ 
tended by it, tiiistiug that you will furnish your report on thezemindarries, with all. practica¬ 
ble. expjditioii. 

: 57..'Tte arguments which have ^en advanced in support of the good policy of con¬

’ pany, is an object of the first importance in the new system ; it will tliercfore be obvious 
to you, that in order to render this security efficient, the most* diligent attention must be 
given to apportioning the allotment of public revenue on the several quotas or divisions^ 
with a due ramputauon of dieir actual assets. 

62. In pointing out this duty to you, we shall not attempt to prescribe any particular 
line of conduct by wliich you are to accomplish it; for as the responsibility for the accuracy 
of your report, will attach entirely to yourself; and as time will evince the degiee of atten¬ 
tion you may have given to the subject, by showing the adequacy, or otherwise, of each 
estate, to the jumma fixed thereon; we wisli to leave you at full liberty to adopt any 
mode of enquiry or investigation that may appear to yourself most likely to obtain the 
rccpiired information, only explaining the same fully to us, and forwarding any autlicntic 
documents you may procure, when you tramttnft your i-eport.

67. Keflccting on the very serious responsibility which attaches "to you in the execution 
of this highly important duty, involving on one hand, pci-mancnt interests ofyour honourable 
employers, and on the other, the most critical consequences ns affecting the future prosperity 
of the country and welfare of its inhabitants; we trust that every exenion will be tmlcct forth 
on your part, to do justice to all parties; and we strongly recommend to you to give your 
personal attention in carrying on the necessary enquiries and investigations, that you mf^ 
possess yourself of local information of the havelly lands under your charge, of the actual 
situation of each village, and the lands dependent tlicrcon, with all their advantages and 
disadvantages; so that when you make you/report, you may be enabled to speak with that 
confidence which can never be derived ftom the mere communications of native agents, upon 
whoso information, in such a case as the prewmt, we should be reluctant to place much re¬ 
liance. Indeed we cannot too strongly caution you iiguinst dependepce on information 
coming- through this channel; so much is it their interest to mislead you, either in concert 
with others or for their individuttl benefit, ptyhaps in the hope of making collusive pur¬ 
chases when the lands shall be offered'for sale. This is not of course meant to preclude 
you from the assistance of native »igent$| as we arc aware of'the necessity of employing 
tiicm, but to guard you against their iiu])ositions, and to impress you with the necessity of 
satisfying yourselj. personally, of every point of information. 

68. It is nq^ intended that the actual in^surement of lands shall be resorted.to, except in 
very particular cases; and these, must be reported to us with yoiir reasons, for our previous 
sanction.' It not being the wish of government, ^ bclbrc observed, to demand more than 
a moderate equitable jumma, it is hoped tliat this may he generally ascertained with a due 
regard to the assets present and to come of each lot, \\ ithout tlie necessity of incumng the 
expense and delay of measurement. 

69. That we may be making a gradual progress in thb settlement and disposal of the lands 

in question; you will forward your report on each pergunnah as you complete the ailotmcnt 
and proposed assessment, with copy of oil your proceedings and investigations relative 
thereto, that we may submit them to government; if approved, the extent of tlie estates, 
and the jumma assess^, will be adyerij^ fqir sale, under the prescribed conditions, and sealed 
proposals invited for the purpose# . * ^ 

70. It is proposed to appoint judges thrbUgheut the company’s districts on this coast, vest¬

In nominating you to an office of such high pbst and importance, and so difficult to 
execute with propriety and success, that now confeiiDed upon you, his lordship thinks It 
unnecessary to advert to the reliaiice hte,places in your sscal, imegrity and abilit/cs; the 
ready sclcctiotrhc has made of you on the present occasion, being a sufficient proof of 
opinion he entertains of you, in those respetrts^ ^ 

In entering u|)OU your charge howcvcri. he desires you will hold it instantly in vicw,a6.k J 
leading principle never to be departed from, that ucftUer the Company nor Tippoo Snltauti % 
has any claim on the ceded countries, for arrears of any denominaSpn, coimcetcd with any 
period previous to the 16th of the pr^ent month, the date of the treaty of peace as afpre- 
incntioQcd; and his lordship is the more particular in mUrkiijg this.cir<?um.8tauce to you, from 
thinking it not hnprobable but since that date, pcr«io«8 subject to Tipipoo's governmeht 
may have driven on, or shown themselves desirous of driving ollj cattle or mhabitanrs, or re¬ 
moving the Impterd^hts of husballidry frcHii the ced^d districts.

r Important as our late acquisitions arc, in every point of view, X am exceedingly anxious 
that no means should be omitted to introduce and establish n system for their nianugc- 
' tiient, which shall be calculated to promote the happiness of the people, and to secure 
to the company all the substatitial^odvanfages of their revenue and commerce, 
i Being well acqimiixtcd with Sir Charles Uakeley’s puldic spirit.and. zeal for your service, 
I know that I can depend upon him iW doing his utmost to fnlfil my wishes and expecta¬ 
tions; but if cannot conceal from .yon, that trom many circimibtaiiccs which have conic 
under my own observation, as well as from the present wretched stat^ of the company's 
Jftghire, and of the Northern Circars, that have bcen so loiig under the management oftlic 
government of Port St, George, 1 am not without my apprehensions of his meeting w'ilh 
some difficulty in finding gentkmeii amongst the company's civil scrviints at that pre¬ 
sidency, pos&essed of all the qualifications that could Hie wished for diseliai'giiig properjy 
the dtities of collectors and managers of the newly acquired countries that will be an- 
iic?tqd to their territorial possessioUB. l .iuuH however, in justice to the civil serv^ants 
.at Madrtui, declare that thu^e apprcheitsiotis are not founded 'upon my entertaining 
vilay dOiuhts ,-^at a. number of them, ure hien of great private honour and good ta¬ 
lent^. But unluckily, few of them,arc aeqaainted wdtli the country languages, and arc 
therefore oblin^^ both from habit and necessity, to allow the ipanagement of their oflicial, 
1^ ’well as tfieir own priyntc business, to fall into the bands of’ duoashes, a description of 
jp^ple ih tlie Coptic, who, with very few exceptions, are calculated.tor being the most 
instmments ^ rapine ami extortion in the hands of utkprincipled masters, and even 
if rcnderiiig (by the artifices and the asccndracy that they acquire over men who are 
for^d to depend implicitly upon tfcin for transuctiHg their business) the most upright and 
hpinkhc intentions oti. the *n«irt of moster!» ol^* diffi&re{it characters,, peifectly useless to the 
interests of tlu: coinpany,aiul to die unfeitundb natives who happen to be within the reabh 
of their power or uintfence. 

V 1 am ^ivy to say, .that as your Bmnbay i^|:vantS'|raVe hjad nb^expcricnce in ibe^manage¬ 
ment ol revenue, or in.superintending tl!^ iudi^iiistmtion of justice amongst the natives 
m.thc coxmlry, my e^tp^tations are stilf-iess -sanguine that gentlmnen will he/found 
at tliat pi'esid^cy, propeily qualified to, rddoge to advantage our newly acqntr^ 'po^ 
sessions on' tli^ coait -of 'Mtdubar. But I cun rely uphn Ocner^nAbetcroinhy for electing 
men, on whose fafononr .ipd good inteutiQms'hccan depend';'and who at the tame time, 
possess the gn?ate«t iham of the other mecessary qiialificaitiotts.

But, as the cormim’s accounts arc always faifc, to begin with fixing the reiift 
of tllo cultivators,^WcwW not only be the moll tedious, Utt the moil unel]ua^ o^' all fetlle- 
menu* .Every fingte cullivHlor Obieds to his own uifeiTinenti When llie ciiichcrry Ibrvants, ^ 
by dating the quantity of his land, and the rent that hud been drawn from it in |Wece<lfng 
years, endenvoor U> convince him that the afleffment is moderate, and that he Ought to 
agree to it; he urges all the excufes commonly brought forward by that clafsof'men; 
that grain is now, very cl)enp; llmt forae of his cattle, are dead; liiat iie is poor, and cannot 
cultivate his land, without an abalemenl of rent. He is privately encouraged by the poiail 
and principal farmers, to give as much oppofltioo as pufiible; bcconic they all in llieir turns, 
intend to do the fame, and the hope that, if he can obialn a reduction of his rent, they may 
alfo, under the fume pielencts, expert the fame imiulgence. Every ryot is ufuaJly fufti*- 
c^ienlly careful of his own iulercdt to difputc tilmut his rent, whether it h high or low; but. 
ihould there even l>e fbine among them who, being fallsficd with it, have no ilioiights of 
ftarting olyeCVions; the fear of the polails difpleafure, and of the rcpronchcs of the ott)cr |^ts 
for defertingthe common caiifc, induces tliem to mile as many dilliciilties as any of the reft. 

Much time is confuined; in; thus debating upon the rent of every iudiviilual;*aiKl if, the 
revenue fervants, either l^dieving their rcpiefcntations of their diftrefs, or wiihing to expedite 
the fetllemen fallow fome abattwnlof rentto thole who arc reckoned the pooicft, they find 
that the aggregate of tlicle reinifiious, not only caufes a confiderable lt)fs of rent, but incrcides 
the difficuily of lellling other villages by cneonragitig the ryots to infill on a limilaV or 
perhaps a greater redm^ion. The lyuls wiiu difpute tjiti mod obftinalely, even thoufth their 
rents are already too low, are the moll likely to get a furtlier abatement; and thofe who are 
lefs noily and litigious, aie moft liable to have their rent^ perhaps oirendy too high, r«^ifed 
iciil liigher. It may he thought that the ryots l)erng coiici^tcd together in one placed no one 
would allow the hind of another to be more favourably rated than his owtg without com¬ 
plaining. This ufually takes place in village where none of the lyols aie very poor; where 
there lire few in number, and nearly on a fooling with regard to property. In fucb' 
they gencnilly iiilift u|M)n a fair divifion of the alfeliaienl; bat in molt other,.villages, in ‘ 
v/incli both llie [loorcll and llie moft rnblUntial ryots are found, the alfeliin^t is for the 
moft part, unequal, and is always moll favourable to the rclalious of the poUiil,and to fucb 
other ryots as hold out the molt ftnbborhly. «;> .

r8. It tends more than any thing, to give the lelfer ryots a confidence in tliofe who govern 
them,and to render them independent of the curnunis oud heads of vilhsgw, «l wholi.' mercy 
they have hitherto lived. It gives them an oppoituuity of (luiitig any iqjutiice which niuy 
have been practifed towards Uiein by ihofe people, either in lltc clalfnig or afl’cHijig ificir 
lands; the truth or otl^erwife of which, t:aob(M|ifoertaincd immediately, by conIVoitiiiig the . 
parlies, and examining the accourits. It gives the taircll opportunity o* pro\ iiig the zeal ami J 
other merits of the lehlildars; and wbal is by no means the leatt material bi*nctit, it gives us, 
ascollc^ors, a greater itihght ifiio die adlual itate of thecouQlry atui circumltunces of llio 
inhabitants, than can be obtained, ih saiy other way.

25. Theeflf^s of our indinmgto motlejulion, will be beneficial to the circumflances of llic 
ryot; and uiiichnre belter/ho will incrcafc his cultivation, and llieuce the revenue or govern- 
iiicnt. There can never be any difficulty in drawing any exuberance of wcallii from him, 
fhould he ever be fb fortunate as lb poflefs it; on the contrary, by being loo Imrd ou him, we 
may motl uiaterially Ininre the refonreesof llie country : by over allelling him one year, wo 
may pieveiit hiscoutrioutirig to government, for mi»ny afterwards. How frequently this has 
been the cafe already in this ibubah, you inult well know. Increale of revenue, from in- 
cieafc of cullivalioii, not from an enhanced aileHment, and increale of hap])inels and |)rql- 
perity to the inhabilants and the country, Ihould go hand in hand. If the former is obtained 
in* a facrifiee <*1' the latter, wo def(‘al our aim, and prove ourl'elvcs molt unworthy labourers, in

' ’ 1j|6. At the linne time I wilh you to iucline to moderation, I cannot fufficiently warn you 
agltiufl artifices prat 5 lifed to deceive us.

They will be noted on when the advantages which may arilc to the zemindar 
from extended cultivation, are difculTcd. 

14. The part of the iialemetil nojv to be noticed, is that which begins to Ihow the value of 
tbe lands under cultivation; and the brft of thole are fueb, as come unden* the deicription of 
garden lands.

2p. The fame remarks tlrat have beeq made 00 the garden lands of Vellacanar, apply to

another. It may now l>e dcccffiiry^^b add u few wo^ds on the fubjebl: of minjce all'efiuient. 
The [ncafurement and clailificiitiuii took place at the .fame time, and in ibc fauie manner, as 
in the former. 

31. The mod confiderable tradt of land of the U fituated under tiie watercourfes 

of the Myar and Bhovatiy rivers, in the talt^ks of Uanuigun, CoLiah, Sutemuugalura, 
Gopaulchelty |M)llum, and Eroad. 

32. On reference to the nonjre lands of Oopaulchetty pollam, and of Eroad, there 

appeared a very, great difparity in the 'adctlinents. Tltp average rate of the former, was 
5 l annas only per goonty, or 3. 6f. percaw.ney, in Eroad, the fame laud paid 131 annus 
per goonly,or 3.2.13. per cawhey*, Thc reafons afligned loir this fraudulent dilference were, 
that Gopaulohetiy polbam abounded with Bramins, the dependants of the late government 
lervants. As the uncertainty of money pay iiieim from the cirkar was a plaufibie excufc, fo 
they availed Ibemfelvcs of it, in pqyjqglhcinfelves in bmd at a low rent, which they underlet 
to the lower ryot. Their friemls j|ild. were, in eourfe, not forgotten in ihefe mif- 

appropriations. . ^ , 

33. Anothier mfoq alBgn^d was, that the appi%hep$(^p;9f paying double rent, prevented 
their raifing a fecoiid crop ; and that they paid only in reference to afingle ouc. 'I'here is, 
however, little jullice ih the cxcufe^. t 

34. The nunjee lands of Eroad were cultivated by the common clafs of ryots. They 

always raife two crops, in wbtch»lhat;llalook differs from.ttoj^ulcheUyjpoilimn. It borders 
on the Salem diftrids, where i fpi^dy fate is eSe^d of the prinducek Thefe advantages, of 
eourfe tended to lidviadce' tho &dad alTeirnteotS* The Gc^^tehetty pblliam nunjee, did not 
however, fo far Fall fliort of thefe advantages, as to he en,tilted to the yery great indulgence 
in rent. The produep of ft fingte crop in the latter, was liedrly eooaVfrom the fertility of 
the foil, to the double crops of Broad; and the ibperioriiy in qUaHty, in a great meafure, 
counlerbalanced any cafual ded'eieney in quantity. Jl hiedame nboelfaiy to aiTimilate the 
rents of the land or the two diilriifU as much as'jpodibte ; ^d 11% are fixed, as will be

9Lh May 1805, in explanation of the mode in which this defcnpiiuii of revenue was (axecl. 
ll.ituift be firll premifecl, that they were dividwl into two t iuircs; the one called Hyum or 
fixed fournaydyam, which is nol fubjedi to much* variation, fuch as the production of trees 
(the ground on which they (land not paying land-rent) the rent of the colIcClions made of 
ginger, &c. in the hills; diis is a folitory intuince only in the talook oT Coiuibatoor, and the 
jodiga, or quit rent paid by bnimins of Brainliaduin ennni hmds poUelled by thctti.

39. The mode adopted in clalhfy ing the bazars, was Vimilar to that ob&vved, in the ciaiTing 
of the land. It would have been hard, and indeed oppreflive^ to have formed the ailelTmenl, 
by a feruliny into the private profits on the extent of commerce in which the merchants 
were concerned; and even were the attempt mad^, there was every probability that the in- 
qnifition, would liave been defeated,by tlie refei^e of thole to wbom it was dircSed, It would 
have heen defirable to have made one fingle defined tax anfwer for every bazar in the place; 
but it would have been at variance with the fyileni of equalization, which it was the ioten- 
tidii to introduce; and certainly the lower retail dealers, would have had coniiderable room 
for complaint, in being obliged to bear the uoeiqual burden with their more fubfiantial 
competitors. 

40. It was, therefore, left to the merchants, in conjunAion with the forveyors, to fix 
their own gradations of rank. This left them nO room tqcoqiplain; and ipdced the refult was 
more advantageous to the revenue, ibr many Who may, on ferptiny, have avoided coming 
forward, would, from a principle of vanity, u/Tert their fituatiqiis, rather than be placed, in 
point of roiifecpjencc, below their infenbrs. The bazars arc therefore formed into four 
dillind^ claflbs; the highett paying four chiu*|kruiiis, and the lowed one, throughout the 
country. The remainder of taxes on profcllions, houfes, iSlc; is detailed in llatement E. 

41. 1 trufl, that in endeavouring to e.xj)lain the foregoing mode of furvey and aflelTiiient, 

1 may have I’alliricntly clear. The accounts have been, as far as pradicable, formed to 
avoid diffcilencls; and at the fame time, to fetoirt their fimplicily and perlpicuity, for the 
porimfe of enahling your board to* qhferve, at orie view, the innumerable and undefiined 
itianiool rents reduced to a colleifled fiate, by an Average made upon tliofe of two talooks. 

In the next infiauce, the redu^Hoii made upon "^hat average, in conrequence of the relative , 
lupuriorlty of the recorded quantity of .land to "the bulla and gooly adopted as the fiandard, 
llu; progreliive dccreafe made in tbe different claifes of land; and finally, the further 
rcmiihons granted to the villages and tdloobs, on coaiader^ition of their local and accidental 
inferiority. : / 

42. By this fitnple mode of afTeffmcnt, the equality throughout tliedivifion is general. 

No ryot’ean complain of his rents being uiijuftly higher, than tholfe of his neighlK>ur. The 
iifieflinonls are acknowledged to be equitable upoti the different ckiffes of ground ; and the 
only room for complaint muff originate In the erronedUfly placing the land in a clafs fup<;. 
rior to its quality; a miffake which ought to have been avpMed by the ryots, who, in con-

As in the arrangement for fixing 
thejiimma, the future welfare and happinels of the landholders were porticuliirly confuhed,

21. Where fields were cultivated in Fusly 12151 which were waste in 1213, the curnums 
accounts of mcasurehicnt, and the average real of .the whole of the lands . in Uie village, 
wliich was tlie rent fixed by my predecessor for waste lands, are taken to compare with 
Fusly 1215. 

22. It appears that the average rent of nimjah and punjah lands was higher in Fusly 1213 
’ than in 1215, but that the ganicii lands boar a heavier assessment in the latter, than in the 

iormer year; that notwithstanding the decrease in the rate of assessment in 1215, there is a 
net increa^, in the same rcputcfl extent of land, of star pagodas 7,162.32. 23. in 1215, above 
1213, in con«.ctiueacc of.lands to the value of star pagodas 32»332*24. I2, (according to * 
the present rate of assessment) being brought to light by ineasureuient,- wrhicli were not 
registered by the curnums in Fusly 1213. 

23. It may be objected, however, to this mode of comparison, that though the lands nov 

brought forwai’d by measurement were not registered by the curnums, ii^ere yet in 

the actual possession, and enjoyed tlm produce of them; whilst, in formii^the aV^rage of 
Fusly 1213, they are not considered as belonging to them, 

.24. I have therefore drawn out another Statement, No^ 5, in which the number of lunpegis* 
tored cavvnies, discovered by measurcifteut, are added to the numhetofcaw^esacknoy^dgi^ 
by the curnums in Fusly 1223. To the aggregate of these two numbers, i* j^liM;th^ggre-r 
gate amount rent of Fusly. 1213; and the average is deduct^ therc^c^:=]Jfy *' T» 

25. This causes the average assessment in most taloohs tc^be som|mpt Idgher in Fusly 

1215; but i do not conceive; that it fut^ heavier op the countty, as it Sca^ a better propor¬ 
tion to the value of each man’s land than that of 1213,* aud is, on the wholes therefore, more 
rcgulor and equal. s. 

26. It is nevertheless by no means improbably, that many lj\nds have been over-rated in 
quality; but all such ineqnolities shall, if possible, jbe corrected in the course of this year. 

27. On the subject of the survey, itds only requisiie,to add further, rliat the expense of 
it has been very considerably exceeded by the aoiouut of repit of the concealed lands which 
it has brought to light.

Gentlemen, 

^ Para. i. THE survey of the Ceded Districts being now completed, it becomes my duty 
to report to the board the manner in whicli it has been conducted ; the iccnlt of it, in 
'exhibiting the extent and asiiessuieiit of all the various descriptions of la;id in the countrv, 
whether cultivated or waste; and the expense witii which it*has been atuiid^ed, from its 
beginning to its conclusion. 

2. It was begun in June 1802, by four gomastahs of my oufolierry, who were at that 

time, the only persons in the Ceded Districts who understood land measuring It proceeded 
very slowly at first, from the.want of hands; but scvcr.il of theiiihabitanis'being instructed 
every month, the number of surveyors, by the end of the year amounted to iihy, and was 
in the course of the following one, augiiicnied to a hundred. The surveyors wore at first 
farmed into parties of six, but afterwards of ten, to each of wiiich a head surveyor or 
inspector was* appointed. With the exception of hills and rocks, all land, of whatever 
kind, was measured. Ail roads, sites of to^ns and villages, bods of tanks and rivers, 
wastes and jungles, were includ^ in tlve survey. Ancient wastes were usually measured in 
extensive lots to be subdivided hereafter, as they may be occupied; but wh^ it could be 
conveniently done, they were aUo frequently divided into ficlas of the ordinary si:^e. As 
all fields that have ever been cultivated have names, tlicy were distinguished in the survey 
registers by these names, and also, by a particular number, affixed to each, in the order in 
which it was measured. The surveyors used every where the same standard lueasure, a 
chain of thirty-three feet; forty of which, made an acre. They were paid by the acre at 
such a rate as it was supposed would enable them, with diligence, to earn about six pagodas 
tnonthiy. They were encouraged to be expeditious, by the hope of gain; and deterred, at 
the same time, from being inaccurate through baste, by the fear of dismission; for no false 
zne%asurcinent beyond ten per cent, in dry land, and five percent, in wet, w^hetherproceeding 
from negligence, from haste or design, was ever excused; and the frequent instances of 
loss of employment in this account, that occurred during the early part of tlic survey, sooiv 
rendered the surveyors so cautious, that dieir moasureincnt was afterwards in general 
sufficiently correct. Tlie vacancies that were continually happening among tlicm from 
dismission, and more frequently frotn sickness, were at all tiuiies easily filled up from among 
a number of persons who always attended them, with tlw view of being instructed and em¬ 
ployed; but these persons, on being appointed, were,, in order to guard against parliality, 
sent to the party ot a head surveyor, dificrdat from tlijit by whom they had bqen repori^^t 
as qualified. ' • 

3. The head surveyors, or Inspectors, ekkmitied tlfc meusarement of the surveyors placed 
under their churge. They were paid* by the month. To have paid them by die acre, 
would have defeated the end of their appointment, by preventing them fr|iii examining, 
carefully and deliberately, the operatiojia of tfac under surveyors. But toward against 
remissness, and to leave them at the same .time sufficient leisure for investigatiun, they^ were 
required io measure monthly one tenth of ,tbc quantity qf land fixed for a surveyor. They 
W'crc not permitted to make this measurement alt at once, in the course of a few days; but 
weie obliged to make it gradually and unifoniily> tbrooghout the month, by taking a few 
fields every day. The whole of 'ilie iiisi>ecto?& were frequently removed from one "party to 
another, because by remaining too tong with one'party, they were apt 10 euteriniu par¬ 
tialities and enmities, and to pits? over the false measurement of some suiyeyors, while they 
exaggerated the trifling errors of others; and .for these caiwos, niany inspeciois wore at 
diflmnt times, dismissed. Both inspectors and surveyors were at first allowed a sliait* of die 
produce of all extra, collections, and tinauthoriged eiiaums, wliich they brought to light; but 
.as they often tamed more in this way, tlmn by tlie survey, and with less labour, it was sooui 
found that the survey was impctled by these investi^lohs, ai^ it therefore became 
necessary to confine them to the single object of measuring th#kiid^ 

4. The surveyors were followed by assessors, tW'o of whom were allotted for the assess¬ 
ment of the land measured by each parly of ton surveyors. The assessior, on arriving in a 
village, went over the laud whh ibe notad < iuiuiii| arid ryots, mid arranged it in different 
cfeisws, accortling to its qdnliiy. in all villages, the land, bpfh yfet qpd dry, bad from, 
mictent ciistotm been divided into ist, 2d,, and 3rd sorts, ;a|g|e^bly to their sopposeil 
respective produce; hut these divisions not being sufficiently minute for a pfnuaneut 

* ment, the classes of wot land in a village, wCit* often increased fo five or six, and 
dry, to eight or ten. The cbissificuition was made tatber by the potail curunrn 
than by the assessor; for he adopted their opinion, unless lie saw evident 
that it was wrong, when a reference was‘made to tluThead ryots of any of 
liouring villages, wlw'fixed the class to which the-land in dispute should beloi?^, 

■tioaBty of the land, where all other circuniBmnces were tktermined its 
allowance was made for distatnm from the village, and every other wH^^' 

-expense of cmltivatfon was augmented. The ryots were directed to be ci^fol in . 
tli^and, as the whole of any oge dess would be assessed at the same rate; but they 
not told what that; jate would be, because it agprebeq^ed that tlicy would bq 
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^iv -iirli iiirorinnlion, to e nter n "reat elcal of the fictler sort ot laml in the inferior elassQii. 
U \\r\A tliseovcred, hf>wcv( r. aru r a trial of af#w months, that by loliowing this utotle, the 
poiaih and ryot'*, not 'se^' iiig iininrdiatcly tlte effects of classification, wc^re not siifiieicntly 
iinpitf's^cd wi'h its iin];oirniiee, and sonretimes by entering too mnch hind in the iiiijlur 
classes, iin:l ''ornciimrs in the. lower, the assessment of some villages bceainc more fhan they 
could possibly pay, and that of others, much less than they had evt'r paid belbrc. To 
ohviiUr ihis iiiisehier, the lands were lM>th classed and assessed, at the saide lime, hy wlncli 
*nicans, the ryots perceiving at oive the elTect of ehissillealioii in raising or lovyeraig iho r 
own iiiilividaal r<T.r.-, felt llie necessiiy of making it with earc. After ihis principle was 
atlopk'd, i!ic elassilieiiiio.i \\a^ in general sullicieiuly aeeiiratc, except that, in some instnne^s 
the land of potniK eiinmni*;, a.id a few head ryOts, Were inserted in too low a ela^s. 'riiese, 
kregu lari til's, however, uen^ uMsaliy I'orn'eted, either on, the spot by the as^cs.-or, with the 
adviee of tin* ryots uf the a<!jac<’nt viilagcs, or afterwards, by persons appoinied to levi.-t:

5. As the assessoj*s did not always rectify fraudulent elai-sificalion, but sometimes re- 
mamevl ignorant of it, fioiu ncglij^cncre, or connived at it, from bribery; and as it was 
impossihlo to enhure froiii so many iridividuah, a punctual observance of the s^nneuu tbod 
of procceiling, it was thought iidvisahle, for the sake of preserving uniformity, and of 
ebeckiug abuses, to appoint five head assi ssors selected from the most intelligent of the 
ordinary assessors, l^ach head assessor ha<i fourordiimry ones, under liiin ; his business was 
to review their classilieniion and assessment, ^md to eorroct llunn, when wrong. He looked 
particularly to the classification of the lands of such persons, as he suspected might have 
been favoured* by the assessors; and where he was convinc(*d, both fioin b.is own opinion 
and that of the principal ryoL^ of the neighbouring villages, that parUaiily had been shown, 
be transferred such lands to higher classes; and in the same manner, when he Ibuiid that 

' the lands of any ryots were elasscd too high, he removed them to their proper classes. 

If lie saw no occasion for changing land from one class to another, he examined whether 
’ whole classes wt're not assessed too bigh or low, and raised or depressed them to different 
rates, wherever it appeared that an alteration was necessary; but he was not peniiiited to 
make any alterations in the accounts of the ordinary assessor: such alterations as he thought 
lequi'^ite were entered in those accounts, in columns left for that jpurpose; so that when the 
sc:ttlemeut came to be finally made in the collector s cutclierry, all alterations might be seen, 
and the reasons examined, upon wliieh they were grounded. As an interval of one or two 
months usually elapsed between the investigation of the ordinary assessor, and that of ilm 
head one, thert was full time for every ryot to asc'ertain, w'hether his own lani^was properly 
classed: aud if he thought that it was not, he had an opportunify of staling his objections 
1 to him on his arrival in the village; and as the ryots of all the ncighnouring villages 
were assembled, the head assessor, by'means of arbiuators from among Uiem, easily deter- 
ininecl all complaints of this nature. 

6. If entire dependence could have been placed on the judgment and iinpartiality of the 
head assessors, nothing more would have been required in fixing the assessment tlian to 
have adopted their estimates; but as tli^sc estimates were sometlines incorrect, and as dicy 
would have been still more so, bad the assessors been relieved from the fear of a future exa- 
wdnation, the whole of the classification and assessment underwent a complete investigation 
in the colloetor^s cutcherry. On this occasion, all thepotails, lairnums, and principal ryots 
of every village in the district to be settled, were assembled at the outcheiTy. The business 
was boguu by fixing the sunt which was to be the toul revenue of the district. This was 
usually effected by the collector in a fisw days, by comparing the collections under the native 
princes, under the Company's government firom its coinmcnccuu nt, die estimates of the 
ordinary and head assossois, and the opinions of the most intelligent natives; and, after a 
due cousideralioii of the w'holc, adopting such, a sum ns it was thought would be the fair 
assessment of the district, in its present state,, or what the inhabitants, m similar circum- 
fit.uicos, under a native government,^ would have regarded as somewhat below the usual 
standard. Ihe iimbiuit fixed hy the collector, wa&usually ,five to fifteen per cent, lower 
than the estimates of die asse ssors; for it is the nature of assessment, proceeding from sin¬ 
gle fields, to whole districts, , and taking each field aj its supposed nverage produce, to make 
the aggregate .sum greater than what can be easily reitlizeil. After fixing a certain sum for 
the districts, it nexlreij^inod todetennine what share of this sum, was to be imposed on each 
village. Had the detailed assessment been perfectly correct, it might liave been done .at 
once, by an undorm remission of 5 or ig per cent, to every field; but as this was always 
objected to by many of the inhabitanis, who thougirt tlii'ir lands were not so favour^ly 
assessed as those of tiaelj^tfeighbours, either in the same or oilier villages, it therefore became 
necessary to examine again the a>seasinrnt of every village : such villages as*ciaimcd more 
Than* the average remission^ were invOstigated by ihc principal ryots of other villages; and 

claim \n\» admitted eitlM.‘r fully, or with such modification as both parties agreed upon. * 
^ rheext^ remission thus granted to one set of villages, was to be deducted from another; and 
Cficctcd in the same, manner, by employing the ryots of other villages. After settling 
proportion of the whole remission was to be allowed to each village, it still was ncces- 
to ascertain whether, or uotfuny alteration was rc^quisite in the classification of lands, in 
where none appeai*<id to be ncacsiiary, and where no objections were madc,«the^' 
the head ftssejj^pr was confirmed, iuid .ihc^rciit ot each class, and conse- 
fi^^Jd, determined at once, by lowering their as%^ssment by the rate of reiuis- 
the village.

him as to others. Vvliere some diasses were rated too high, or too low, it was usually owing r ^ 

W the portail and curnum of the village contriving to make the assessor under-rate tlie chiss ^ ' 
which contained most of their own land, andover*rato some other one, composed principally 
. of the land of the inferior ryots* But as the collector's cutcheny always inquired minutely 
into the assessment of the lands of the leading men in'each village, and as the whole district 
was present at the discussion, aticl eveiy man ready to nreveut atiothcr from obtaining .an 
.advantage in which he did not liimselt share, no fraudulent assessment of any consequence 
could possibly be concealed. . ■ 

7. Ihc classification and assessment of the land having undergone three several investigar 
tions, by tiic assessor, head assessor, and coHectoA cutchcTry; and all objections having 
been heard, and adttiitTcd when well founded, nothing remained but to ascertain and register 

■ the rent of every field. This was an easy operation; for as each class of land had been 
already rated according to its quality, it was only to calculate the number of acres in the 
field by 2, 3, or ifthnams, as the rale of iheclass might happen to be, to which it belonged* 

As this was a mere arithmetical process, it was performed by persons hired for tlu^ puipose,. 
who were paid at the rate of one and a half cantaray fanams, for a hundred fi(dda. They were 
superintended by two goir.aatahs from the cutcheriy; and when they had made out-two 
* copies of the register of fields, one for the collector, and the other for the tchsildar, the 
•Burvoy of the district was closed for the time. It still, how’ever, reounned to ascertain by 
experiment, whether the assessment might not be too liigh in some cases. In the course of 
collecting tlicfirsl year's survey rent, a list was made of such fields as were assertctl by the 
cultivaloi-s to be ov^^T-rated. Their rent was, at the end o 4 ;* the year, again examined in tlm 
presence of tlie principal inhabitants, and either lowered, or confirmed, as circumstances . 
appeared to require. Inis was the last operation of the survey; and it usually occasioueil a 
reduction of from one half, to one and a half percent, on tile assessment. The equivalent 
might easily have been made up from lands which had been under-rated, far the assci^sment, 
was as bihm below as above the proper point; but it was thought better, in this case, to make 
no alterations, lest it should weaken the confidence with which it was Wished to inifureKs tlte 
inhabitants in the permanency of the survey rent. The final correction above mentioned 
has been made in all the districts which were fettled by the survey rent ijti 1215 ; but in those 
fUstricts where the survey rent was not established till and in those where it will not be 

inlroduced till 1217,' tire correction cannot be efibeted until la 17 in the one ease, or uiilll 1218 
in the other. It will occasion a decrease of about tea thousand (10,000) pagodas, in the total 
assessmentof theland inserted in thelpWemeii^ The mode of u^^urmg^d assessing the land 
has been explained at so much len^tbi, tbatitcaii hardly be tteimsiiry td sny more ufion the 
subject; but should any itwiifbemoreeiaoily gathered from

• , every cast, and every district. 1 examined the details of several villages in different 
pai’ts of the country, and though in one village the females were more numerous than the 
males, and in a few others, nearly equal in number to them; yet the average result was the. 
same as in w hole districts. "Jhe coincidence of so many unconnected accounts is certainly 
a strong argument in favour of the popular notion, of males being one tenth more numerous 
than females. . 

10. Accounts w*ero al^^o taken in the course of the last Fusly of the number of cattle and 
sheep in the country, but they cannot be expected to be so accurate, as those of the 
population; not only because the owners are averse to giving true reports, but because 
fh'rils and flocks move frequently from one pnrt of the country to another for the sake 
of pasture, a:ifl many herds arc almost wild ; and their numbers must thcrelbre be taken, 
upon the word of their keepers. After making allowance, however, for these obstacles, 
the actual does not, i imagine, cxcreed tjic estimated numbers of Ciittlc and sheep above 
one tenth, or at most one eighth. The number of black cattle is 1,198,613; and that of 
buffalocH, 493,9^^6; although a considerable proportion of both perished during the 
severe droughts of i3ia aiid 1213, the stock of both has increased within the last 
five years. 

u. The number of sjiocp, nccordiiig to the returns, is 1,147,4921 and of goats 694,633.. 
Tlie actual number of both is probably one-eighth more, because froui tbcir being kept 
cliieffy in the lields or jungle, and from tlie owmers having a superstitious prejudice 
against their being counted by^others, or even by tlieinseives, it is more diuicult to 
obtain correct staUfinents of slicop and goats than ot black cattle and buffaloes. 

1*2. The q^nantity of <*irkar land in cultivation, according to the survey, is 3,203,859 
acres; of wlijcb tile assessment or fixed remt is star pagodas, 17,08,115; aiut the quit and 
extra rent S.Pag* 1,44,840 ; in all, S.Pag* 18,52,955. (N* 5.) The cuTtivation in the state¬ 
ment, is not that of anyone year, but ot several; that of each district is entered for the 
year in which its survey was tnadc, from 1213 to 1216: but ns the best cultivated districts 
wore first surveyed, ami afterwards those in which the greatest increase has takem place, 
tlu' total may be considered, as the average cultivation of ordinary years. It is cxceedccl 
only by the cultivation of Fusly 1213. ' I’ne various products from which llie land rent is 
drawn, and tlio proportions of each, arc shown in the statement N*8. It was made out 
in 1211, since which period, the proportions of some of the more valuable articles, as indigo 
and sugar, have greatly augmented. Indigo to tlmYalue of star pagodas 1,05,000, paid 
ihiy in 1215; and it is supposed that the export to the Camatiev for which no duty was 
paid, w'us equal to star pagodas, ao,ooo. 'Tile quantity would have been nearly doubled in 
1216, had not the crops been destroyed by the drought. Tile coarse sugar, or jaggery, 
maimfaeturcd in 1216, was double the quantity of any preceding year. 'I'he ineiea-c 
of these articles, is occasiQii^d by the addition of an extra land-rent, amounting to 
twice or three times the ordinary sate, to which ollland employed in their culture was 
subjected; aiid this inere^c is likely to go onjjrh^cssively,as the demand for them is great. 
Cotton, one of the chief products of the Ceded Districts, has not increased in a similar 
degree, because tlie d^and for it is not ^ater than usual, and because, from its being a 
common article of cultivation, and never having paid move than the ordinary land-rent, 
it hfis obtaiiicd no advantage, fit>n:i.thx> equ^ixation of rdht by she survey, its estimated 
produce in Fusly I2t5;.is sliwon in the atatoin^nt K* 9, which was last year tmusmitted to 
the board of trade.

land held by Bramins under the denomination of Dhirmadey (Statement K” 6.) is chiefly 
.cultivated by ryots, who seldom pay tbe enaumdar more than a fourth or a fifth of tlu' 

rent. ' In many Villages, these enaums are divided among the lyoU, who allow the enaumdar 
only a small quit rent, and regard the rest as their own, from long possession. The enanms 
of potails and Cfirnums amount tO 64,701,138 acres, of which, the estimated rent is sUir 
pagodas, 3,02,587. 21. 33.; about four fifths of the whole rue cultivated. These cnamus 
are in many villages, thirty or forty per cent, of tlic revenue, but in others, not more than 
two or three per cent. In general, all above five per cent, may he regarded as unantliorizcd. 

The frc<iuent changes of government, and the loss or rather concealment of accounts, have, 
during a long course of years, facilitated the fraudulent extension of these enaums, at the 
expense of tlie cirkar lands. Many mlditions have in this manner, been made to them 
undcT the Company's government, and even at the moment of the survey, as it \va.s feared 
that no opportunity might afterwards ofibr foj; such practices. In some cu.ses, a porliou 
of tliesc ('xtra onuuins arises from grant.s for building small forts or digging wells, ibr public 
use. In others, they pay a quit rent; but they ought all to b(‘ examined hercftfier, and 
be subjected, where excessive, to icsiimption or as&e.ssinent. The whole of the cirkar and 
cnauni laud capable of cultivation, amounts to twelw million and sixty-six thousand and 
nine hundred and twenty-three acres (12,061',023) of w hich the rent, as fixed by the survey, 
is star pagodas 30,54,417. 

15. 'I'he last description of land in iho statement, is what is called Purrampoke. It com¬ 
prehends all land that is utterly unproductive; sites c.^* towns and villages; beds of rivers, 
and in some cases of tanks, roads, and extensive tracts of rocky and stoney ground where 
no plough can ever go. 

16. 1 reckoned at the commencement of the survey, that it might be finished in four 
years, and that the expense would be about four per cent, of the revenue of one year. 

The average revenue lias been about sixteen lacs of pagodas, which, at four per cent, gives 
64,000 pagodas. But the survey has dready cost 80,000 pag*, and will cost about 3,000 
more, j’bis increase, is occasioned by its having occupied nearly five years instead of four, 
owing to my attention having been partly diverted from it, to the hu.->incss «>f supplies, 
while the army was in the field, and to its having been necessary to survey, a second time, 
a great part of the lands on the banks of rivers, in order to ascertain hovv much of them 
had bcca con'icd away, by the inundation in (.)ctobcr 1801.

27th October 1807. • 

X HE honourable the President records the following Minute; with Enclosure. 

Aj^ the importance of the Ceded Districts to the honourable Company, both in a f)o 1 ill- 
•cal liijbt, and as a valuable source of existing public revenue, has frequently drawn the lutiXoct* ** 
attcntioit of the honourable ('ourt, as well as of iliis govcrninent, to thebestmodeof manage- t * J ^ 
TTiciit for those extensive possessions, it became a primary duty upon ino, on my succession to Miimto of iiic iWt- 
tfu* government of this presidency, to take into iny most inature deliberation, assisted by the i u iatiag lo 
bpbt authorities I could consult, the most c.\ pedient mensuros to be pursued ujK>n tlui resignation laor 

of Cokmcl Munro, that the public might suffer the least possible injury, by Uie dcimrture of '*' 

that cnliglitencd officer, and that the principles ho had acted upon with so much success, 
ffiight still continue to be the guide of tlic revenue administration in that province. Upon 
this subject 1 had many conversions with the late president of the ootmcil and Colonel 
.Munro, as well as with the present members of the governmem; and the result of my best 
and ])prfcctly unbiassed retlcctioa is, that it is my duty to recommend to the council, the 
adoption of Colonel Munro’s suggestions, contained in the liieinorandum which I have now 
rhe liononr to suhinit to the hoarcl. I believe it was not the intention of Colonel Munro 
ilmt tins paper should he considered, as a public tlocuincni; hut I trust I shall appear justi- 
iit'cl in prodiieing it, as I consider it as a testimony too honourable to the merits of tlie late 
eolleeioi\ an<( too creditable to the gentlemen whom he rccuiumcnds, to be withheld from 
ilu: records. 

Mr. I’liaekeray having declined, for reasons which I could not disapprove, the charge of 
the Ceded I’i^ricts, I beg leave to recommend that Messrs. Cahagaii, Shaw, and Chaplin, 
l»e appointfNi t'ollcetors of the three divisions of the province, as explained in Colonel 
Munru’s h: ..iurandum ; that ilic divisiori should be the same, a$ the Uuee judicial zillahs, 
with thi ' .I’i .’.ition, that the district of Yarkee should be transferred from tlic soutliern to 
the wf ‘1.).

'THE r^'cnue of the Ceded Districts, when under the Nizam, was declining rapidly every 
-a ar. An army wa.s constantly in the field, whose expense' consumed the collections; and ^ 
r;;e country was altogether in such a distracted slate, that the Nizam seems to have given it 
iji to the Company, because he could not retain it, in subjection. Ilie country is now 
^uiiet, and well-nffectcd. No troops are required in it, for die preservation of internal trail* 
•^,lliil^ly ; and the revenue is collected, widi the greatest ease. 

/rhe way most likely to secure these advantages would be, to continue, ns nearly as 
ji0.ssible, the system of management which has been observed, during the laig; seven years, 
ibis might easily be effected, by appointing Mr. Thackeray principal collector, who, from , 
Ins general knowledge of revenue, his ex^ieiwncc tu dm Ceded Districts, and his acquaintance *

upon the production of a great revenub. In a political and military view, they are of still 
higher value; for tliey arc now, what the Carnalic fonneriy the crnintry irom uideh 
our armies, wlien employed in the Deccan, must draw ail their suppias of cattle and pro¬ 
visions. Ail these considerations, urge the expediency of keeping itio (’( deji Disirieis, as 
they now are; and of not risking any thing, by a ehanga pf men or mea.aiio.

ilyder sent an army inU> Malabar in 1760, and came himself in 1761. He subdued the 
•country; mui according to his custom, drove out most of the rajahs, except those who con¬ 
ciliated hiin» by iininediate submission. During the war of 1768, the rajahs occasioned some 
disturbance; hut in 1771, he came down himself, ?md rc*cjstablishcd his authority. In 17811, 
Archeo DegC^a'wn was ap{K>i}itod iiis deputy, who n]ade*considerable progress in subduing 
and settling tbte country. This settlement of the revenue is said to be the foundation of 
that of the coinmissioners’; but there arc some doubts about his assessment and collections; 
tor as Miilabar was iievet,tlioroughly subdued and settled, like the countries long subject 
to the great govermneuts which existed in the Pcminsula, there is no regular establibiunont 
oi’ village iTgislers. Even the Mcncicar,f, who now keep thehobf^ acoonnis, are not on the 
same tooting as the hereditary curnuins of the other provinces; nor are they so skilful at 
accounts, in 1787, it is sahl tiint things were going oo pretty well; but in 178S, Tippoo 
c'iine dow'ii and proposcfi to the iiindooi the true faith; and not content with empty pro¬ 
positions about religion, he levied a contribution, on his irifoiid subje cts, and began the 
pious w'ork of eoaversum, by forcibly cfl'cumcising a grcfit mtmy Bramtui, Nairs, and others, 
wliom he thought deserving of paiaulise. 'I’his produced a serious r%d.>cbi<m; but be j»ent a 
large force, retnriicd hims«*lf iujxt year; and so vigorous w«s his administration, that in 
spite 6f religion, he clrove out the rajahs and re-established his authority. He fairly 
bullied the chief of Teilicberry, and cireumetsed all the nativt-s he could got hold of. it 
^ not to bo suppo:ual that nimai revenue could be collected, or fimuiciai business 
^arranged, during this scone of oonfuaion-

The waste lands in cotuuin 5, #rc all supposed to be fU for cnltWatioa, because the 
wliole or the greater paft^ of them had been cuhivated at dificrent periods, under the 
Beddanoro gnveniment. 

It wasiisuaf to grant tunkohs to the peons of Simogn, and other garrisons above the 
Ghauts, on the I'yots of Cdnafa, for a (H;rtaln proponton of their pay.

H^anara by Hyder, it still spetns to have bcc^u sullicicnily moderate to have ( ital'led tl e * 

^ountry, .if not to extend cultivation, at least to preserve it in the same llourisliiiig state* 
id which it had been, in eailier times. Where districts were in a slate of didinc, it 
rot caused by the land-rent, but laul been iIjc consequence of the diniiimtioii (»f their 

S pulation, during the frix^ucnt revolts of their numerous petty pftligars, or it ha^! Ix.^n 
casicned by temporary eels of oppic,ssion; for llio rajaln ol iiclinorc, though they adheied 
' to the piineiple of a lixed land-rent, tVcquently (lermittcd ihoir favourites and ilepcndanis, 

.when placed in the mnnagcineni of districts, to ruin many of the principal inhabnant.s, by 
the exaction of exorbitant tines under various prcfeiiv cs. 

From those and other causes, there were in many parts of die countiy, tracts of waste 
laifllMvhieh paid no rent, and whidi could iu)l ho sold, at tijc rate of from one to eight or 
ten years purchaseoi* the eircar rent. L have uut with some instances, in which particular 
fields had been void as high a3 twenty-live aiul yi ars. Under the Hcdnoic ruleiM, 

therefore, those out^lamling bal'inccs which h:ivc since been so coimnen in Canam, wev^’* 
almost unknown, it \va» ih.ought necessary to keep annual details of the stale of cul¬ 
tivation. 

It was never enquired what portion of his estates a landlord cultivated, or left war'll*. 

Tt was expected, that in whatever stale they were, he was to pay the wliolo lent. W'hcn he 
Ihilcd, howovor, as was somelimcs the cum?, it w as not usual, even where it could be done, 

If) seli ihc whole or a part of his land, to make good the dcfn'iency. This was looked up’ou, 
a-; a har.di mea'iure, and was seldom reserted to. Tlic u;.ual eu.i!om was to grant liiin time; 
to him with a loan of inonc^^ or to remit the debt altogether. Hie village 01 tl}?tiiet 
was •‘certH'ly ever assessed, for individual failures. On the whole, the levetiue w'as tluii 
easily realized, and when there were at times outstanding balances, they seem to have been 
protluced, ratlu'r from inismaiuigemeut than from the oj>cratioii of the land-rent. 

Canarii has, however, now comidetdy fallen from this state of prosperity. The evils 
which have been continually accumulating upon it, since it became a province ol Mysore, have 
d(‘?troycJ a great part of its former population; and rendered its venmining inhabitants 
a^ poor, as thono of the neighbouring countrici. Its lands which are now saleable are 
reduced to a very .onall porriun, and lie chiefly between the Cundapoor and Chmnlcrghcny 
rivers, and within five or six miles of the sea. 

It is not to bo supposed that the whole of this tract, can be sold; biU only tlmt feoleable 
lands aie scattered llnoughout every part of it, thinner in some places, and iliiekor in oiliers; 
p.'irlievdariy in the Mangalore district. There is scarcely any saleable land, tvv,u on the 
iioa coast, any where to the northward of Cundapoor, or any wl'.crc inland, IVom one eiu! of 
Canara to the other; excepting on the banks of the'Mangalore, and some of the other 
great rivers. In ilie vicinity of the (ghauts, tlio laiuls are not only uni.nlc:ible, but the 
greatest part ol’ them, is waste and overgrown with wood. It is reckoned that llio ])opuiatioii 
of tile country has been dimiiiislied one third v/ilhin the# lust forty years; and there can be 
little (\vuhi bill that its property has suffered, a much greater reduction. Ciisnp::h, Ankalah, 
and <,*undapore, ibrmeiiy llouiishing places, contain now ojily a few beggarly iiiiiabitants. 

I lonawer, once the second tow 11 in trade after Mangalore, has not a single houjc; and 
Mangalore itself, is greatly decayed. 

It may be said that this change has been brought about, by the invasion of Ilyilcr; by 
the four wars which have happened since that event; by Tippoo himself destroying many 
of the principal towns upon the coast, and forcing their inhabitants ton move i** Juin-r 
alabnd, ^.nd other imhealtby situatiftri.s near the hills; by bis seizing in one night, ail the 
Christian men, w omen and children, amounting to above sixty thousand, and sending thcn|!^l$ 
into captivity to Mysore, from whence one tenth of them never returned; by the prolobitioit % 
of foreign trade, and by the general conup^on and disorder of his government in ail its j 
departments. I'hcsc circumstances, certainly accelerated the change ; l?ut taken allogclhcr, ^ 
tiiey probably did not qoiitiibtUo to it so much, as the cxtruoidiiiaiy augmentation of the 
land-rent. 

A inodcratcland-rcnt carries in itself, such an active principle of prosperity, that itenabh's 
a country to resist for a long time, all the evils attending bad government, atW also to recover 
• quickly from the "calami tics of war. When it is fixed, and light, the fiinncr sees that lie 
will reap the reward of hb own indaslry. The cheerful prospect of impun lug iiis sitoaiioii^ 

«animates his labours, and enables him to replace, in a short time, the los^ci lie may bav^ ' 

* sustained from adverse seasons,' the devastations of war, and oilier aerldcuts. But wltert 
oppression is added to all the other mlschiels of a lyriwiiical government, the.country, 
however flourishinjj it may ever have been, must sink under them at last; and lau^^t hasten tw 
ruin, at a more rapid rate, every succeeding year. 

llycfer ruined Canara, a lii^hly improved country, filled with industrious inhabitanUT 
enjoying a greater proportion ot tne produce of the soil, and being more couitbrtablc tlmii 
• those of any, j»r<fvincc, nndgr any native power in, India: but instead of observing the wise and 
tempefate conduct which wpuld httv® secured to it, the enjoyment of these advantages, he.

Kxuaci Uepuri of cxlo.t iVoui tlic loi’incr, witbout dimiiiisshisig cultivaiion. Tbcsaviivg«, accuinulawd in bettW 
rjim.iMigCoiiecior, of tliiico, ciiablcd ihc coiintiy lo support, for some years, the pressurj of continually imreasing 
liiii Aiuj icuo. d<.maii(!:>: but they woulir not do bo forever. Tailing, ariU out-standing balances, became 
f licquent beJore bis dcalli. 

* The same demands, and w'(*rsc management, increased them id tlic beginning of Tippoo* 
reign. 1 le was rictcrinined lo rclinc]uisn no part of bis father’s revenue. 1 Ic knew no 'n- w oi 
making u[> for failures, but by com pel lid g one part of the ryots to pay for the dcliciciicies of 
the Ollier. Ilcmadotlicm pay, not only ku- those which arose upon the cultivation of the 
cuirt nt year, hut abo for those whicli arose from the waste lauds of dead and tieserted i^'Ota, 
which V, ere annually increasing. Scvtn'ity, and a certain di’grce of vigilance and control, in the 
early pan. of bis g(>\xrnincnt, kept ihe collections f(jr t,oiiw time, nearly at their foriiier standard: 
hut It was impossible that they could icnnain so, long; for the amount of land left unoccupied 
iVom the flight or death of its cultivators, bceainc at lust so great, that it could not be di.^ 
charged by the rtinaining prurl of llu; inhabitants ; and the collections, before the end of his 
reign, fell short of the a-iscssment from 10 U) do percent. The measure which i;c adopted 
for presewing liis revenue, wa*^ that which most effectually destroyed it, lip forced iheryoo, - 
who were prc'^ont, to cultivat(‘the lauds of*the dead undal);>cnt: but as the increased rent of 
their own iauds required all their careanti labour, by turning a part of it to these new lands, 
the protliice of their own, was diminidied, and they became incapable of paying the rent 
of cither. 

The effect of this violent regulation wa®, to hasten the extinction of the class of ancient pro- 
.pi ietors or landlords: for many who might still have contrived to have held that rank, had they 
oecn permit ted to confine" thru r stock to the cultivation of their own lamis; when they were obligtHl 
to employ it, in the cultivation of those of other people; and when the consequent decrcabo of 
the prodime, left ii(> surplus, after paying tlm rent of government, sunk to the state of labourers. 
Nothing can more strongly indicate the poverty ofa country, than when its lauds, so far from 
being saleable, must be forced ujK)n the cultivators: but this practice [►rcvail.** nunc or less 
rhroughout C.anara, and is very general every where, to tlic northward ofCundapoor. 

• As far as can begdthered from trndrtions and accounts, it appears that in the founoenth 
century, at the time when the llcka or Ti^jjnugger standard rent was paid, the wliolc of the 
lands were parcelled out among a pmdigious number of landholders paying annual rents, in 
various gnidations, from 5 to *i,ooo pagodas, (jrcat.estates, houever, were not common; 
and the'average was nearer 50 pagodas than any other sum. The dciuaud of the circar u as 
fixed for two centuries and a half, under Itic niinuggor government, and may be said 
to Imvc been fixed under tlic Bedrio.c rajahs also, during more than a century; for in all 
that period, the fixed additions to it, luudly amounted to 10 percent. 

The price of land, it has been almidy obseivcd, was low ; but this low nature ought not 
to be ascribed entirely to the assessment. Some of it, may fairly be laid to the charge of oilier 
cause.s; to the clanger of being suspected of being rich, which hindered so much money 
going to the improvement of land, and ko much from being paid for it, as would oilierwist' 
nave been done; to the total want of manufactures for the intemal conoumptum of grain, 
from which ilierevc*nue chiefly aroVe ; to the difliciilty and expense of transporting so bulky 
u commodity by land, d. priving it of the niadict of the countries above the Gliauis; and to 
ihe want ofa naval force to iu*otcet the coast against pirates, and to secure, at all times, a 
free export fv)r the surplus produce hysea. But though the price was hiw, the property itself 
was guarded by several equitiiblo and humane laws, or rather customs, originating in pre¬ 
cautions which mankind naturally take to transmit their possessions to their descendants. 

The alienation of land, by sale or oihcrw'isc, was unrest raiticcl. Nothing but gift, or sale, 
^r non-j)ayment of rent, (‘ould take it from the owner. Jf lie absconded wiiii balances stand- 
. ing against him, it was trunsfoiTcd to another person ; but if he or his heir returned*; at ever 
’ iSjU distant a period, it was restored, on either of them paying a reasonable compcnsulion for 
the balance, and such extra cxpcri.^es as might have been incuircd oiv account of improve- 
incnts. No crime ip the proprietor, could extinguish the right of the heir to tlic succession. 
Where proprietors, holding directly of tiic circar, died witUout heir, their estates reverted 
to the circar, which gave them awjiy tea new set of owners, on receiving one, .two, or mure 
VTars rent, as a im:«;zcranah, according to Uie condition in which the lands might have been 
at the time. It does not appear that the landlords were, by their tenures, bound to tlm 
pcifonnanec of^)ci son:il service, or any other condition, beyond the simple one of discharg¬ 
ing the public rent; and even this, was not always rigorously exacted, lliough tlic 03101^*3 
Jield immediately of government were so small, that the rent of each did not exceed 50 
pagodas, yet the proprietor’s had under tliem an inflnitc number of lesser proprietors, holding 
their lauds of them, with all the same proprietary rights as they held jjicir own, of govern- 
ment. U was usual lor the original proprietors to rent, either for a term ttf years, or for ever, 
such a portion of their lands as was suflicient to discharge the whole of tlicir ]>ublicrent, and 
to keep the rest in their own hands. Tlic tenants forever, beeaiu/; a second class ofpropric- 
lors, vvhom nothing could deprive of their riglu of poB.>c.s|ion, unless their own ac.t, of gift or 
Ontailure of lieirs, their lands reverted lo llic original superior landloixl; but a rever¬ 
sion of the estate of the superior laudlord lo the circar md not. iliihaiof the interior could 
found. * . 
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. As^ all lain! vfas jwivnic property, no mtfti would oceupy or ou’lhalf v.as‘J*, lie 
lioi* oljtaiiiod a )K)ita|], either los^-curc him in the posscjsxsiou, or if mined out, to iiidcr.v.iity 
him ihr hU expenses; because he was liable, if lie negleeted this pnwu-iioe, Ut be iinutd 
oi:i ar any tiuw; by tlio Awner, without ecunpeusatioii. W heu a [avpncior alie iaKtl Liis*! 
lor a ceriaHi r<‘nc lor eler, he either received a price Ibi it, or ivcci'. ed o; i-.r.fl 

a «aim of money to the ||eisoii to whom tin' land was imn^rcrrcd. W ijieh of tisoe in >d( > 
wak adopted, depended on the circumstarKcs of iho paitic.s, and tlic iiatrro ol'ilKiutad; 
be! in each of lliesc cases/ tile tenure tvas tin* same, and the tenant eall<’d, lliiaat by 
prtrehase^ A 

' \\ In u the circar disposed of lauds which bad reverfed to it by fa’dore o!* brii.., it I 

the practice of individuals. It ^old them almost ai’.'.e.ys by a iuiz>:(^ra!(.ih. It s.i;;n!j::uM 
j;a\e llieiii fTraiis, but it iu?Ycr paid nu'/ncy, and scliloin or e\er iylvaiu t d Unc.ny to tln^ 
tenant or ov.nLi'. 'i’he reason \vlw indlvidvials rarely received, and >s]>y tb-'cirear alnio-r 
always received, tnwiec "for land, is s^ulVicicnlly obvious. ilKHvidual^, in lucisferrin; or 
niiciiatinj: one part of their estate.-, always endeavour to do it, at the very hi'die^jl icjm 
could bo f^ot, in order to free the other, if possible,’ tioin taxation. Ihn as dn^ eiiear 
look no ‘^iicli advantu'ije, it I'avt* the whole or any portion of llic I’staic, for the wi.ulc or 
iai|'quota of the standard rent. i\s all alienations of land in perpetuity w'ere said to be l>y 
tali', all proprnitors, llicrefore, while tin* Ib'dnon- t(o\eniinciit kiatcJ, were said to Indd 
their lands c'diier by purchase, or by innneniorial pivseriplion. 

'i’he lands of Canara arc sliii to be coiisidc reil as held under the same conditions, and 
froverned by the same rules of iraiisicr, as they W'cro uiuler the aneiein fj:ove;’niuom. 'J'Ik' 
Ine:■ea^e ot assessment hy ily.'or a!jd I'ipfioo Sultoun, has, in some places, amiihilated ih:" 
old ])ropri('tois; and it has every where diminished the ijuaiiiiiy, but not alicied iLic iiatme 
of tlie pro;H:rty. What remains"is still as much ctoyied, and the lille to it, as ob5tin;^t^ i. 
eonte.^ied, as it ever w;is perhaps at any former period. The lanilioitls, wlio once li\c»l 
chieily on their rents, have now hardly any rent at all. Few of them, have sullieienl to < ou¬ 
st it ute, f)f iiholf, the fund of their subsistciiee. Many of them, procure a part or the wliol!* c! 
ilicir subsisicnce, hy the mauapjcinent of farms, or etcii by acliHi^. as labowers. Tise 
(!e ii ueiioii of a part of theproi>crly by the heavy d^^niiinds of the encar, seems rada r :o 
increased than impaired the attachment of Uie proprietor to the remainder, lie m.ver 
qiii s tlie estate uf his ancestors, while he elm live «r>^ it, as a farmer or u labourer; but if 
afu r paying the cirear rent, aud what is due toliimself for bis lubuur, there iciiiains tiic mo;^? 
trilling surplus, he will almost us soon part’willi his life, as with his estate. Disputes eon- 
t'rrning laml, where the property frequently does not amount to ten pugodas, arc ulteji 
carried bel’oit' every sueeessivc uumildar for twenty years. 

The only land in Canaru tliat can, in jny wav, come under the description of circar 
land^, is iiiu laimod waste; to a great deal of wlucfi, it is very likely claimants would upp< ar 
were it once brought into cultivation. There arc also some unouitivated lands, parlieularly 
in tlie Northern districts, which may be . reckoned public. 'Ihere arc lands whieli w'cre 
originally unproilactive, and which from the death or absence of ihoir owniis, would 
liave been allowed to run waste, had they not been tootiguous to more produnive lamis, 
whose owners it was Kup|>osed were able, and were dterefore .^'ompellecl, to cultivate tlicju. 
lUii c'\eln.'-ivc of this land, cultivated by compulsieii, and unclaimed wa^te, ail otlter u 
private, propelty.

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Extracts fr^ REPORT principal Collector of Can ar a ;—dated 9*** November iSoo, 

MANY circumstances have occurred, within these few months, to induce me to judgot 
mc^re favourably than 1 formerly did, of the condition of the intfnhitants of Canara; but 
none hits so much attracted my attention, as their numberless disfutes about Landed Prd- 

n . In the Barahmahl, a dispute about land scarcely came befoi'| me, once in six months. 

is countiy, every other cause of litigation or complaint seems to be lost, in that of 
Land. It alone produces more than nineteen in twenty, of all thfe complaints that I hear. 
The accumulated suits of half a century, ap[>ear to have broker loose at once: ai)d every 
moment that I can spare from my ordinary business, has been given to the hearing of them; 
without liaving sensibly reduced their mumber. They tbrnied a principal branch of the 
emoluments of the circa* servants, not only under the Mysore, but also under the Bednore 
goveniraent; for it was the practice of almost every aumildai* to receive money, to set 
aside the decisions of his predecessors; which accounts for such a multitude, still remaining 
unsettled. Both, these claims of longstanding, and new ones which arise every day, evince 
that land, notwithsUinding all the subsequent Editions to ti)c shist, is still considered as a 
very valuable property. Claims come chiefly, as may be supposed, from the most flourish¬ 
ing districts; and the proportions that come from difierent districts, may be reckoned* a 
tolerable good criterion for estimating their comparative suite of wealth or poverty. Wc 
may be sure that where lands are so much the object of contention, tliat tl|erc ii^ no danger - 
of thek being unable to discharge llic fgiblic rent; for men would hardly lose their time, 
and spend Aeir money, for the sake of acquiring that which was not worth the holding, or 
which might involve diem in loss. Were ail estates in Canara worth disputing for, I should 
not think any absolute necessity existed for reducing any part of tlie assessment. There is 
no part of Canara where the ryots of throw up their old lands and occupy new. 

But there arc parts, where though a man will not quit his land, yet when he has been dis¬ 
possessed by force or intrigue, he does dunk the object sutheiendy important for him, to pay 
any thing tW its recovery; but in by far the greatest part of Canara, the right to land is so 
obstinately contested, that a man, however just his dtic may be, is rarely permitted to suc¬ 
ceed to bis estate, without ehcmmtering the opposition of sonic rival or other, who endea¬ 
vours toinvalulate Ins claim, and to set up one of his own, supported by false witnesses or 
fomed deeck, which are very common in this country. 

The relative degrees of value attached by the natives themselves to land in different parts 
of the province, could we exactly ascertain it, combined in some degree, with a retrospect to 
the shist and oollcctions of f4»ipef times, would aflprd the best standard for determining die 
proportions of the assessmCat which ought to be r^uced. 

It is scarcely possible. to aaccitaiu' the produce or \;aluc of land from the owners or cul¬ 
tivators. Long'experience has taught them, that concealment is their best defence engainst 
new exactions; and all of them, however simple mother respects, are continually on their 
guard, against any questions that tend todeaa to any disclosure of their circumstances. A 
careful survey would, however, yield us a great deal of useful iuforinatioii, which cannot 
be drawn from them; for by,learning the rents paid by tenants to the landlords, and com¬ 
paring the lands of the tenants to the whole lands ot the estate, a tolerably good guess 
might be made of the net income of the landlords. A siiivey, however, cannot be made, 
wimout n heavy expense, apd there is no other mode of acquiring so much knowledge of 
the state of the country. Next to a survey, the best way of gaining this knowledge* would 
be, by keeping a register for iome years, of the rent and produce of all lands that become 
die subject oflidgatioH. llierc is always something or other on such occasions, which in¬ 
duces one of the parties to bring forward a statement of tlie produce. As there is, there¬ 
fore, no difficulty m discovering it, and as these disputes are so very frequent; a great 
number of examples might soon be collected from each district; and the average produce 
of these lands, might be taken as that of the whole district; or, at least, it would not be far 
•from it, after deducting circar lands, wliich^ flrom not having an owner, are but poorly cul¬ 
tivated. 

I have endeavoured, by eveiy means ip my power, to ascertain, firora such circumstances 
as have come within my ofamvation, what are the xclative proportions of the produce, 
after deducting all expenses of cultivation, that go to the circar and to the landlord. The 
evidence of the tenants, were it not most commonly false, would at bnce determine the 
point ; because all rents of tenants to landlonls in Canara are pmd either in money or a 
certain fixed quantity of grain, and never by a share of the crop, or what is called warum. 
In ^ing die reports of the lan^ords themselves, the lowest that any of them have reckoned 
their average snare of the net produce to a district or maganie, is 15 per cent, and die 
higl^t 40 per cent. Though I imagine that the highest of the extremes are too low, yet the 
accession of either of them, on their part, is more than could have been expectM; for it proves . 
indbntestably the existence of a land rent. The reply of the fanners of die Barahnudil to« 
ttmilar quenes, was always, that there was no rent, and seldom any profit, or any thiiig 
beyond the mere wages of their labour. . In both cases, they represented their situation as 
much worse, than it really was. According to their own statements, however, there is a wide 
difference between the condition of the farmer of the Barahmahl, and that^ the llmdlords 
of Canara. 

^^moDg the numerous causes respecdfig land which have come before me, the landlord's 
was much oftenear above than below 50 per cent, of the Viet produce. In many instances,

'agreed to abide by it, 4 ere can be no doubt of its being perfectly correct. The only 

difference is about the price of the rice, tlie one party reckoning the average three moras to the 
pagoda, and the other four. The Hindoos assert that tlie Christiana aie the most industrious 
of all casts, and Uiat therefore they have more rent tlian any other. Tlie Cliristians deny 
this, and siiy that they have got the name of being industrious, from selling vegetables in 
M^galore, and engaging in various occupations; but that the Hindoo landlonls, from con¬ 
fining themselves entirely to the cultivation of their lands, render them fully as prodiu^tive 
as theirs are; that the Hindoos, though they have more bad land, have also more good, 

«nd that the average rent of Hindoo landlords is not, in any one ol* the five ilislricts con- 
taTnal in the stalement, so low as fifty per cent, of the net produce. It was luy intention 
to liave pfocur^d I'rom every Christian landlord, an account of the produce of every estate 
which bordered on Ids own. This wamld have,probably furnished roe with the detail of a 
ihousjuid estates, the average of which might, without any intiteriol error, have been taken 
as that of the districts to which they respectively belonged; bnt as my removal has pre¬ 
vented me from obtaining this account, I can only attempt to draw a* conclusion from such 
circumstances, tending to throw' a light on this sul]yect, as 1 have hitherto Inid ah opportunity 
of noticing. From comparing them all, 1 am inclined to believe that the average rent oi' 
landlords about fifty per cent, of the net produce, in all the districts below the Gliauts, 
except Mulki, Cuiidapoor, and Bekul, where it may be from thirty to forty, and Aukalah 
and part of Honavvor, where it is somewhat less. • 

Any thing like equality of assessment or of produce, can hardly be supposed to exist 
throughout so extensive a tract of country. The clear rent is in many, instances, as low as 
15 per cent.; and in many, as high as 80 per cent, of the net produce. The disparities axe 
ol'tencr owing to the difierent proportions of labour bestowed on Uic laud, than to those of the 
, assessment. Many of those cstalcs which now yield the smallest pixiportions of rent, were 
fomicrly among the most productive. Tliey have fallen into, decay from the exactions of 
nu/zeranahs for the Circar, of fines for pretended or trifling offences, and of presents for 
an end loss succession of nsophs and aumildars; from the a^trary and uncertain amount of 
the different kists; fnun tlicir frequent autioipation$» by which petty land-holders were often 
compelled to sell or mortgage tlicir estates, for die payment ofr revenue before it was due; 
from sQch anticipations being often directed beyond the general nite, ugainst particular land¬ 
lords, in order to compel them to sell their estates to persons vyhohad bribed the auniildars for 
this purpose; and above all, from the^ratnitous services required every year by tlie Circar. 

The numerous forts in Canara have each a strong sned nmning the whole length of the 
rtunpm t, in order to cover the troops from the weatlier. These sheds, and all other public 
buildings, besides the houses of alt public servants, haying been annually repaired liefore the 
setting ill of the monsoon, demanded a vast number of laboui'ers, as did likewise the felling 
of trees among the hills, and transporting them to the jieach, for the use of tlie marine esta¬ 
blishment. these services, were performed by country laboureix; and m the more sub¬ 
stantial land-holders hail usually sufficient influence to get their own exempted, the weight 
fell wholly upon the lower class, who were often deprived of the assistance of their servants, 
at the time they stood in the greatest need of them, for the cultivation of their lands. 

As the income of the landlord was affected by ibe^ and other temporary causes, the 
removal of tbcm, will enable it to rise gradually to its former standard ; and it is not 
tlierefore so necessary that the reduction of the assessment should ,be regulated by the 
prescut state of income, as by the consideration of what it is likely to' be in a few years, 
whetAhe country shall have recovered from the «&Cts of those disorders. , j 

Whether the conclusions 1 liave fonngd respecting tlie proportions of mcome, me just or | 
not, there is one thing certain, tliat whatever tiiey may be, they do not impede in any I 
the realization of the revenue; for it has been paid, with a readiness of which I have sc^en no l 
example. Where bahmccs have appeared in my accounts to stand against particular di^ 
tricts, it was not owing to any failure on the part of tlie inliabimnts, but to tne late distur¬ 
bances. haying hinder^ the revmme servants from carrying on the collections, or remitting 
what had been collected to the treasuiy. The regularity of payments is the more remark¬ 
able, when it iScoui^ered that 1 liave anticipated at least three mondis, wltat the periixl of the 
» kists has been, during the last forty years: for the inhabitants opposed so strongly every in¬ 
crease of land-rent, tliat no part of the additions, eillier of the Rannec, or of Hyder and 
Tippoo, eva: were paid with the old rent, within the year; but the whole was collected sepa- 
iBt ejy,in the first three months of the ensuing Fusly. ^They now make no difficulty in naymg 
botlfme oldj^t and additions, before the end of June; not because ttiey are more able than 
formmjidiflrbecause they believe that tiieir readiness in discharging their rents, will not, 
underme company’s government, be regarded as a proof of wealth, or as an argument for

Und 1 have no doubt that all circar lands now in cultivation, ini^, in the course of two or 
three years, be dispoa^ of, 14 the same manner. The facility of collection, and the growing 
cpnHticticx* of the landholdemi convince me that the seukraent of 1O09 (1799-1800) might al¬ 
ways be colleirtcHi wiihuut a balance, and that no abatement whatever in necessary to secturr it 
firoin failure. Hut if we aim not iiierety at the obtaining of a certain sum as revenue, but 
9 X givtog a new spirit to agrictiltore, aiul raising the countiy to a pitch of pros|>erity, beyond 
whai it nas ever been in former times, the present assessment must be lowered. VV^ere 
1 certain that in the course of a few years^he country wouki so far recover from die sliocks 
it siiatUDcd under the late government, that one half the net produce or landlord's rent 
would be equivalent to tlie public revenue, 1 would propose no reduction, because, from ob¬ 
serving the condition of those landlords whom 1 positively know to be in the pos jcvsion of 
half the net produce, and fnjm many coilversattons with them, 1 nm satisiuMl that it is fully 
ndctiuate to every cmd, not only of present realisation, but of future improvoment; and that 
a country modemtely improved, the basis of whose assessment should Ik* one-liaif of th(^ net 
produce, would, if protected from all other demautls, soon pay with one-third, what it had 
before paid with oiic-half. • 

In ^tUBAtiug die rates ofteduction, I have thought that many other points were eniitled 
to attnateb afteatba as the rekaovshist, becduso I suppose the reka itselJ’ to have originally 
beco, like dll other asaessmenu, extremely nnei[ua], aAd that this inequaiity has been iii- 
cteaeK^d, iutparticular district^’ by the folsifrcatioD of accounts. It however deserves conside¬ 
ration, as showing what the land'^FOiit tbrmerly hat been, as forming a stamlard to which it 
may possibly, at some foti^vperiod, be raised again, and as being regarded by the inliabi- 
tantSy as the only prapr^ foundation of assessibdnt. But, iiftor the many chan^rs that have 
bc^h wrought by time, it con no longer bo. implicitly followeii as a guide, it is safer lo be 
directed by the pretemi condition of the kibabilants, and of the rcveunc, with a retrospect to 
what it has been, for the last twenty years. No guide is so sure as col lection. By obsciving 
how the land-holdei's feel under it, many dMcbveries are made that never would havi; been 
suggested by accounts, and which, though they cannot be easily expiaiuerl by figures, the 
manager on the spot perceives^ have w|isted the resources of agriculture, and must have a 
principal place in his calculation of a permanent revenue. 

The only reductions 1 have made for the present year, are by lowering the land rent 2 f 
pOr cent, and the export cuatoflM on idee to a babadry pagodas per eorge, and abolishing the 
inland duties on gram, qattlOj, sheep, Blc. These ore all that aic required to serve the end 
affording^ soma imu^late relief. iTbe i«mainmg reidueti«ms of customs may be defened 
till the Madras cdatomii^latioiis are introduced; and ^ ilws land rent, till the {lermanent 
fystcyod U established. 

There will be an intense of about 5,000 pa^^odas to the land rent, from tixe cultivation of 
waste, whidb will diminish in ^rt the roduction of 9 } per cent. 

. My chief reason for remitting the 2 i per cent, was to convince the landlords that demand 
|0limited; and thereby to eiicoUR^ tneitf to exert thoir whole means in improving their 
estates to utmost, without any ilar of a assessment. Any further n^uction of the 
export duties on nee, ia pdrhaM ufrnecessaiy. It is chO oidy channel through which corn* 
pensationcanbcrcceivifa,f(Hrrttte iossofrjMltd^nis nnd1lhroug which, revenue may rise, in 
Spnie degteo, as the country flourishes: for flisfe is no solid ground tq suppose that con¬ 
sumption of luxuries, or even of cbnvenielices, will OVer yield much revenue in India. 

Both the reduction^of custoias and of land-rent, will eventmilly benefit die landlord; 
Imt they will act, i» different ways. A reduotion of land-rent will operate, bpth more directly 
and more equally, in giving vigour to agriOuitbre, and relieving the poorer clam' of lan£ 
^j^da, ihanany xediicticmofcsMtoum^tfld^^^^ bcMduse receive the benefit of it itulme- 
aiately, without ^Rrmtiitg for the safe of grain, hi flib case, too, th^ ben^t is extended 
equally, in the same proportion to the rich the poor. But the reduction of the customs 
it Ufore in favour of toe rich than of the poor, because the rich proprietor can ^ways raise 
Higreater quantity of produce on the same extent of land, or in proportion to his fen^ thaa 
tUM poor one possibly can do.

Fi*ouigeneral observation, lam inclined to tKmk that, in the aggregate, tlie landlords may 
get about l 8 per petit and the under-tenants/57 or 58, leaving the remainder, or 24 or 25 per 
cent, of the gross produce; .as the land tax. ^ In Mangalore, Foloor, Biintwall, and Vettul ta- 
looks^ however, I apprehend the landlords'ehjoy from 60 to 70 per cent, of tlieir net rent, 
‘while their umler-tenants ahu eojuy a laige proportion of the gross produce. In most of 
the viilkges bordering on the range of the giiauts, or more than 20 miles inland, in prOpoition 
to its produce, land lets for eonsi&rably more than on theseaooast. Its distance from the place 
cf export, may, in some measure, account for this; but it if otherwise to he attributed to an 
extraoidinatjr*indulgence the landlords found itnecessaiqf to afford their tenants, to in¬ 
duce them to remaih in wb jilngly'and unhealthy situations.

Wlicn it Ts paid in money, it 
follows, that all additiotmi assessments, hitherto made, or lo eomc, have fallen, and must fiilt, on 
their landlords alone. This has been the chicfcauso of the net rent of many of them being 
so very trifling, while tluiir tenants are enjoying every east: dwy can wish for. Those Imld^ 
lords, however, whose lands are iarmed to'cfialli, or tenaius at will, have the option of raising 
their rent, cither by C(>n)mntingamonoy rent for one in kind, or by raising either, in prupor- 
•tioii to tile price or rice, 1 Imvc not been able to ascertain tin* ],>ortion8 of each species of 
tenants, though I know the tenants at will are three times more numerous than ihe 
tenants for eves; all the latter originally held by some written agreement; where ii remain^, 
there can be no doubt of the validitv of the tenure, which seems to have been granted'oniy 
in ancient times, or in cases of lanJlords bringing a large tract of the country into cultiva¬ 
tion, when they seem to have thought it necessary lo grant such iucluigciices to new ryots. 

As, however, it has not been customary to grant now agreements on ihed^cayof old ones, it 
happens that few ancient deeds can be produced, and the landlords, well aware of the advan- 
tfiges they will derive from converting a mool to a oHalli gueney, deny the authenticity of 
any copy they may keep, while the originals have geri^rally been granied too long ago, to be

When the rent of a landlord trenches upon die sum required for the necessary subsistence 
of the tenants, his failure will soon be equal,**1101 only to the sum which is required to be 
deducted from that set aside for hi» Biaintenanoe^ but to h much greater one \ because, 
as he can now both pay his landlord’s rcniv atid 'tnaintaln himself only by diminishing the 
usual and nccess^iry expenses of cultivation, the produce will also lessen and sink, at least 
to a half or third of its tor' amount, wWu nis failure becomes iiteniediable, and the 
landlord’s loss much greater than the original'increase of rent. When tlie government land 
tux trenches on the landlord’s net*'rent, m the same way, tlie same consequences must 
ensue; and to prevent the land lax so doing, the only cfleotual way ii^ to dcihie a tenure 
and rqiit for the under-tenants of landlords, by which that of goyeitmient can be regu)atcd.«w 
Under-tenants holding in the state of security thry do in Cauarib cUtiy improvement to the 
greatest possible extent; they are alwayir^abie to pay their ircnt regularly to their, superior, 
which CMiablcs him to do so likewise to govermneiit f the eiisuriifg also, in tifts way, the 
high cultivation of the lands by undertenants, in the event of a failure on' tlie port of 
the landlords to government, his estates will always meet e ready and adytuitagcriits sme.

It exports the greatest quantity of rice, is situated qjr^tly op¬ 
posite Nuggur ghaut, and commands a portion of the trade to and from Mysore, Which may 
bo expected to increase; and it is in Majiu- Mtuiro^s opinion, as well «s my own, lliedne of 
all otht i!*, capable of bearing llic higliest assessment. Honawer is in die next best condition 
below the Ghauts, and pi odiiccs, besides rice, a large qurtutity of pepper and beetle nut; 
but its chief drawback is a thinness of po[)iilatU>n. Ankalahis, in the tvorst jcoridition; 
contains loss inhabitants, more overrun with jungle, 4jnd pos^esBCs fe^wer private estates ihai^ 
any district in Cannfa.

]>iovcnts the cultivators in the former^ from cUmanding so high a pnoo Ibr their produce; 
consequently to cause tluj pixHIits in both districts, to be pretty equal; liowvcr, I am apt to 
sup}>ose, notwithstanding the double duty in IJelgiii, that gardens are more valuable there 
than m Sooudah, becte^ttsc the demand lor the whole imiJmie of the country is such (unless 
ill times of dUtarbonccs) that I imagine the actual tlitfergncc of pric^ is nut so great 
^as he conceived it. Witli regard to assessing Belghi the same as‘»oondah, it woultl uri- 
*c]Qiibtedly be wrong tp attempt it, because tfic amount that would be lost, bv a diminution 
of the cniBtoms, would iar exceed any gain in the land-rcpt. Eveh before the survey^toolp 
place, I foresaw that the rent of rk^ lands 4n Betghi was very hii^, Iroin the number who 
aid full rent; and I, thcjreforc, added little or nothing to their cultivators thisyear^^ that 
might make the assessment every where as equal as I could. 1 shall hereafter furnish 
pur Board with a comparison between the rents of paddy fields and gardens above and 
bolow the Ghauts, by forwarding certain queries to Mr. llarvxnshaw, to be returned to me. 
I can draw no comparison at present bntwccti the rents of this country and tlic Baramahl, 
from the want of correct averages of the latter; however, I believe it is well known-tliat the 
tents here much low'er. 

That they' arc suflicicntly low throughout Soondah and Belghi, I am thoroughly coA^ 
vinced of, since my residcMice above the Ghauts; were they othcnvisc, I should 'certainly 
have had some convincing proof of it, before now. But of the complainants who came 
before ira*, not one in fifty was about tlicir rent; they chiefiy relate to di'bts, and petty 
transactions among themselves; very few are concerning land, which proves, I triink, 
ancoiitcstibly, that the people arc contented with the present assessment; and also, that 
land is not valuable ntx>ve, as it is below the Ghauts. There are also certain loading points 
by which the person entrusted with the inaiiagement of a country can judge of ilie wealth 
or poverty of its inhabitants; and die follotving, as they diller so inudi from what I have 
seen, or expected to hav^wict with, deserve to 'l>e noticed:—First, ib.e ease with which the 
seitleiuentpf every ditil^t is annually efifected ;'-r3econdly, from their great litigiousness in 
points G0ficerning land compared to any'others, is a sure sign of its value, whatever may 
be the. rent ^ftid lor tf ;'~"niid, thirdly, from frequent indirect acknowledgcmcnis of their 
present comtbitabte iwfete, corrobofiitcd by ti)e opinion of my own ciuchcriy, who are most 
of them, natives of Canara;--atid lastly, from there being scarcely a single town of any 
consequence, in which there arc not afrsw new houses, and other signs of improvement, to 
be met with aimnidly. ^ I, thecelbre, do not hesitate to assert that tiic prcscjit year’s settle¬ 
ment of the land-rent is a moderate one, throughout the Northern division ; the amount of 
which w ill be re;dize<l in a few weeks more, with ease and certainry ; and that it is by no 
means, above the abilities of its inliabitauts*

Land i; leased to tenants at will, or to fiv’cd tenants. Tlie tenants at will usually pay a 
certain (p;antity of rice, or sniiieiinie'j money, upon the quantity of .seed supposed to herequi- 
.site to sow tile iaiicl. 'ITio lands are clash'd into fii'-r, second, and third sort; and each field 
is reckoned and called a field of so many inoralis. 'rhough the proprietors have power tp turn 
out or raise the rents of the tenants at will, they seldom C!o so, but go on content with the 
i'ustomary rent. The, rent lies hotweeii one-fonVth awd one-third of the gross produce; but. 
in general, near one half, 1 should iniagino seldom more than one half, seldom less than one 
third. Hands and stock are .scarce; as the country gels more popuiou.s, rents may be 
rai.sed.

From the earliest times to the middle of the fonrleentli century, the land ivas assessed at 
a (juantity of rice equal to the quantity of paddy supposed to be n^ ces^ary to sow it; so 
tint a field which required 10 kandics of paudy to sow it, paid a land-tax of 10 kaiidies of' 
ri,cc, wliieii was paid in either money or kind. 

Between the years 13,*^4 and 13471 Ilurriluir Roy, king of Bijamiggcr, madr* a new 
asses-ment, on the principle laid down in the chaster, w here the produce is supposed to hi* 
to the seed ns 12 to 1. AgrceaSly to this compulation, he supposed that 2^ kattics of 
seed yielded thirty kattics of paddy, which he divided as follows; 

To the landlord - - - - 74 or 25 per cent.

Major 
Miinro was appijintcd collector after the fall of •Seringapatam, and did not enter (.’anara till 
late in 1709, when the Mysore troops were still in possession of tlie forts, which they did 
not give up for some time, until a force had entered and laid siege to the fort of Jumalabad. 

sooner had they evacuated the province, than Dhoondia's people took possession of the 
country above thefJhauts ; ami several adventurers s)>riing up indifferent parts of the couii*- 
try, who occasioned great confusion till the middle of 1800. Some of the adventurers sur¬ 
prized and took the strong fort of Jumalabad 3 others got into other districts; and a general 
scene of confusion, if not civil w^ir, took place. Notwithstanding all lifts confusion, and the 
low state to which former bad govcriiments bad reduced the province, the revenue ofFusIj 
1209 was eollcetcd, and the people, so far from murmuring, universally sujiported the col¬ 
lector, and enabled him to seize or drive out the advenlurei’s who had occasioned so much 
trouble.

Major Miinro proposed a reduction of 36,164 pagodas from the settlement of Fusly 1209, 
calculating ail the circumstances of cucli district, so as to reduce the assessment, where it was 
heavy, and generally equalize it. He thought it diliicult to ascertain the landlord s rent, and 
proposed this mode of reduction, which he considered neccssaiy to give that spirit to agricul¬ 
ture, which former ages never saw. 11 is opinion aeemnXo have been justitied by experience: 
the Fusly 1209 settlement has been, in some measure increased; and though the country has 
improved, those rapid advances winch a reduction might have produced, have perhaps not 
taken place.

V/iihoiit entering on the question of who is proprietor of the soil, I will content myself Extract Kflport of Prm. 
with stating, that Immemorial usage hw establish^, both in Tanjore and Triehinopoly, jore and*TrWno 
'that the occupants, whether distinguished by the names of meerassadar or mahajanumf ot qS ept- 
have the right of selling, bestowing, devisins, And bequeathing their lands, in the manner 
which, to them, is most agreeable. Whether this right was originally granted by the 
ancient constitution of the country, appears to me not worth considering, at the present 
day. 1 think it a foitutiaic circumstance, that the right does at present exist: whether it 
originated in encroachment of the sovereign’s right, hi a Wise and formal ahtrogation of 
tliose rights, or in institutions coeval with the remotest antiquity .' It is fortunate, that at 
a moment when we are consulting on the means of establishing the projierty and welfare 
of the numerous people of these provinces, we hud the* lands of the country in the hands 
of men, who feci and understand the full rights and advantages of possession ; who have 
enjoyed them, in a degree more or less secure, before the British name was known in Indiaj 
and who, in consequence of them, have rendered populous and fertile, the extensive pro¬ 
vinces of Tanjore and Triehinopoly. The class of proprietors to whom I allude, ate not 
to be considered, as the actual cultivators of the roil: the far ^eatpr mass of them, tifl^ 
their lands by means of hired labourers, or by a class of people termed jpu/Zm, who are 
of the lowest, and who may be consider^ as the slaves of the soil. The landed property 
of these provinces, is divided and subdivided in every possible degree. There are proprictora.:..<. 
of 4,000 acres, of 400 acres, of 40 aerfis, and of one acre.

'Ilic founder of the family, Pcanapah'Naigu^, f^r his services in seizing a rebellious chief, 

* .was rewarded by Atchet Hjjyel, of Ihjnugffer, ivith a |>crsorial jaghcer of four sumjnuts, o*r 
niugiinies, valued at the kaiiud rent of Manomctl SImhi, pageidas 15,300 ; and also anodiel* , 
jagfiecr of twelve jnaganics, of the kainal rent of Mahomed Sh/lhf, pifgodas ftn* ih-.i 

’sLT\ ice of 500 horse, and 300 peons. Toiir of the magauies were resumed by the ] 5 ojapoor 
kings^; and for the remaimlcr, tlic poligm* was to pay a pcisheush of co,ooo rupees, luid sfrv<* 
with 300 horse, and 2,000 pdons. Under Aurengzebe, another maganio was resumed; his 
rvice was reduced to 1,000 peonis, and his pcisheush raised to 50,000 rupees. Me luado . 
himicll*master, a few years afterwards, of Suiidoor; but Suddajje^ Gorpuuy, in 1728, tool: 
from him both Sundoor and Cooriani, and forced him to pay eight ycarft chout. In 174 .;, 
the poligarsof Chitth'drooc and Harponhclly stripped him of ail his possessions, except., the 
single mapime of'rorramulla, for which he paid a peisheush of 2,000 R* to the Mahrattahs. 

In 1752, he was entirely subjected by the poligar of Chittledroog, wdio obliged liiin to serve 
with 500 peons, and. to remit his peishepsh through him. In 1767, when Chittledroog 
becaiiio tributary to ilydtT, the poligar of Terrainulla having complained to him of Ins 
having been deprived of his inheritance, was, 011 that account, put to death by the poligar of 
Chittledroog, The son fled to Solapoor; but returning, and performing some scrvici! to 
Hyder at the siege of Cliittlcdroog, in 1777, he was rc-instated inTcrramidla, to pay a pcish¬ 
eush of 1,500 Madras Png*, and a nnzzcr of 500, He accompanied Ilyder into ine Carnatic 
in 1780, with 1,000 peons, and 100 horse, which were paid by the cirkar. In 1787, Tippoo 
lesiuned the district, and carried the present poligar to Seringnputain, where ho appomlc'd 
him a bnkshi, witli a monthly allow.'fkicc of 300 nipeea; but, being alarmed by a report of the 
Stiitaun's intending tucircumcisc hiin, he fled next year to Solopckir, lie returned, and seized 
jiia district during the campaign of 1791, and paid a peisheush of 20,000 rupees to the Mali- 
rattahs; but was expelled at the peace. Ho then went to Hydrabad, where, 1 believe, he 
rcceiml -some pension. When Terrimullah wjis made over to the Nizam, 1111709, he was 
aiJowed to rent that district, at its full value; but having fallen into arrears, and being appre¬ 
hensive tluit he would be seized and (ined, when the country was about to be Iransf’errcd tu 
the Company, he took refuge iu Mysore. * lie has since -returned, and is now soliciting an 
uliovvance for his maintenance. . 

No. 4 .--Bulmri, Veerama. 

. The anct'stor of tlie family, Balud Hunmii Naigiie, held the office of dewan under the 
aryols of Bijnugger. He had five sons, who afterwards estabiialieil five diH'erent zemin- 
darries—Mullapah Naigue, in Bcllari; Muddalingah Udmafmh Naigue, in Conduppi and 
Kunnikrd; Dewapah Naigue, in Nuiidial; Mulliah Naigue, in Hundi Animtpour, who 
succeeded to the office of dewan; and Ankis Naigue, in Chettapet and Chinglcput. 

Mullapah Naigue, of DcKari, enjoyed a personal jaghecr of 35 villages, and held 
75 more, wdth the einpluyineuts of sinia gour, and the russooms attaclied to it, for tlie 
service of 2,000 peem#. The Bejapobr pFinces imposed a pcisheush on him of C. Pag^ 1,750; 
and taised Ids service peons to 3,oocr. 

His personal mgheer was resQined under Aurengzcho; his peons fixed at 2,500, and his 
pcisheush at C.rag* 3,500. In Fusly 1132, the Mahraltahs imposed a chout of R* 5,000. 
1111151, the service of peons was remitted, and the poishcusli raised to R’40,000. In 
1775, when Hyder took Boliari, the poligar made his escape. He returned, and levied 
«:ontiibiitions,/i|i 1791, but wits driven out the year foliowing, and is since dead. 

• He was descended frimi a distant female braiicli of the iainily, and was adopted by bi^ 

{ .predecessor, who had no children. He also has left no issue; and, though some pretenders 
^ *'«vc appeared, there is, in fact, no heir in cxiistence, * His widow, who was toTf ed to 
scoml unde r the Mysore goyernniciit, bis returned. Siie has an adopted son; but, 

IS no relation of tiic ancient line, ho can iiave no claim to inherit any allowance that muy 
granted her during jife. , 

No. 5 .—KoTCONDAU, CtllNNAMAH Olid TiMAMAll. 

Perjnapah Nalr, the ancestor, was talliar of the village of Goncondlah in Causul. 
i the foil of the Bijuuggei government, he collected 500 liien, and went to Golcondali, 
>ere lie was employed many years, and afterwards obtainetl tlie kaweli of the disiricis 
Adoni, Canouli Gudwal, Ilachore and Mudgul, and served willi 500 iifen. The rate 
kaiYcti was ou^e percent, on the.cirkar revenue, and one crore of grain from each village, o 
Oje of his descendants, Mudapah Nair, served imdcr Auirungzehe, and procured from him 
0 confirmation of-the kuweii, and the districts of Kotcondah and Kapitral, estimated at 
Icamul C.Fag* 15,443, for a rent of C.Pag* 13,325, and the service of 500 men, Asoph 
Jah continued the districts to tlie. poligar on the same tei:iflui as before. A partition, at this 
time, took piece between two branches of the family, the onegetting Koteduduh, and the 
othjsr Kapitral. In Juno 1770, Bassoiet Jung, being iftiable to enforce the payment« of 
tjfieir pcisheush, calleil in Hyder, who reduced thw for if, and delivered them to him. 
The jKiligars ewaped; kit the two brothers,' Madapab and Pennapub, bfoKotcondah, 
waited ui I lyder in 1773, who gave them some enanm it Gpotty,twhcre Mudufiah died.

jradnpah, then a boy, eoca|>cd \ but being brought haek by his relations Tn 1777/ IbosaUn 
Jung'gave him the two villages of Uadainiundecri and Kiinnuk Vor his inainicuanct, and 
both Katcondah and Kapitral continued, under the charge of aumildhis till i/isS, whein 
Mahabut Jung gave Kapitral in rent to Madapab, for caniaroy pag* 6,5(;o. Mail;;j),aii Nair 
died in ijpo, leaving tivo widows, one of whiph was with child of Gopaul Nuir, wlio died 
ill iyOp. Ou Madapah’s death, the widows were allowed a pension of i.qp rupees ca« li; 
Ihit Kapitral continued to be rented in the name of Gopaul Nair, by bis untie? Kisboo Nuir, 
of ruiidicondab, till 1796, when it was given over to the cirkar auiuildars. In .'jiyo^, lioih 
Kanitral and Cotcoiubih were rented by AJuiisoor iil Douhh, to one Sahibayali and 
J^allinunni, nuligar of J*undicotidah, who withheld his rent in 1791^1. Kapitral, when be 
hati fortirted himselti was taken ; but he escaped to Canoul, from whence he returned aftei 
gel ting cowle, and was restored to tlie uianagement of the districts, on agreeing to pay up 
all arvears, and a nuzzer of 12,000 rupees; both districts are now placed under guiiiildar;>, 
and the widows receive their old pension of 106 rupees each. 

No. 7 .—Doodikondah, Perbiaul Nair. 

Under the Bijnuggur governinenty Mullapah Nair was kaw*elgar of DoodikoondaU 
and Pundicondah ; he had two sons, to one of whom, Ramah Nair, he left Pundikondah, 
and to the other, Papah Nair, Doodicondah* Both of tlicm, rental their districts. Papak 
Nair was rated hy the kamul, Rt cuntaroy pag* 1,127, for wliich he paid C.Pag* 325, and 
served with 200 peons, 'Flie service was remitted by Asoph Jah, and the peishciish raised 
to C» Pag* 1,024, tit which standard it has ever since remained; hut as the knweli jis now 
kUipt, and the district yields only cantnroy pagodas 923; a sum of canturoy pugoJas 450, 
is allotted for tbq uiainteuaiice of tire poiigar, aiid he is to pay the balauce to govcriuucnt. 

No. 8.—PtlNDlCONDAH, LalL MuNNI. 

• This polignr, as mentioned above, is the same family as N® 7.; his ancestor, Hamah Nair, 
hold this district, kamul cahtaiw pagodas 1,035 under the llijnug'iur government, 
for a rent of caiitaroy pagodas loa, and the service* of 100 peons." ^'hc service was 
rcmillcd, and' the peishciish raised, hy Asoph JaU, to cuntaroy pagodtis 300, at which sum 
it has ever since coniinueil. The polignr now rcfiSeives cantai-oy pagodas 481, from the 
rent of his district, and pays the rest to the auinildar. 

No. 9 .—DbWaxcondah, Rahman Naicuk. 

The ancestor served under the Bopipoor government, with 100 peons, and hebl Dewnn- 
^ondah for a peishciish of cantaroy pagodas 812. 5.* Ilia son, having been engaged in 
some disturbances under NrserJung, was taken luul oircuinciscd. 'Inrec of hia village* 
were resumed, and the remaining three given to him for a peishciish of cantaroy pa god .ns 812. 
liusalel Jung restored two of the villages, and lixcd the rent of the five at eantaroy 
pagodas 1,527. 5. lie n boiled* in 1768, was taken, and kept in prison till 17S6, when la* 
was rdeas('d, aiul his live villages restored to him, at the old rent, hy Mohabut Jung; bo 
died in 1795. 'Flic present poligar, Hussen Naiguc, is only fourteen years of age; ffi‘ 
receives eanlare.y pa.godas 234, for his uiaintcnance, and the villages are under ihR . 
mauagenieiit of iJie potails. • |

Tlie kamul of the wtioie together was cantaroy pagodas 4,70$, ibr which he paid only' 
cantaroy pagodas 1,^53, probably on account of their deflate condition; and the 
strvicc of peons was aUo discontinued.* About the year 1729, tbrty-iive of the villages 
were, by a royal sunntid, given in jaghecr to Ackbar Klmii aad Shcr Jeinaii Khan; 
and for the remaining eight, he pttid a peishcudi of Mudras pagodas 402 L He rented t))o 
jiigliecrdars, but withheld the rent after 1739; in which he was encouraged by tlu; nabob of 
Cuddapuh, to whom he again paid the former peishcitsli of cunteroy pagodas 1,^53. fn 1779, 
the present poligur was expelleil by Hyder, and ded to the CaniHtic. He returned, and took 
possession of his district, in 1791; and he also obtained 16 additional vtilages in rent front 
the Nizanfs olticers, making altogellier 71 villages, rated by Tippoo’s assessment at cantar^jy* 
pagodas 17,833, lor which he only paid eanteroy nag* 4,037. On the transfer of die country 
to the Company, the id now villages were resuineci, and a tntling increase made to the peish* 
Cush of the old ones. As lie, however, refused to come in lust year to the eutoheny; and not 
only ix'fiised to coim? in the present year, but sent parties of peons, and collected above half 
the rcMit of the resumed villages; be has been expelled, and is now among the hills, witli a 
party of his tbllowers. He made an meursioa in January last, and plundered two villages, 
and the aumlldur's treasury. 

No. i2.«-Boll4\pilli, Jki.1.1 Buswapaii Nauk 
Tins poligar is a descendant of PaupaliNair, mentioned in N*io; and when the i»lif.i 
ritance was divided about ]7t2, his Ancestors obtained lor their share 13 of the old villages, 
and one new one, given by tlie Cuddupah Nabob. The kainul of the wiiole was C.Pag* 3,791, 
for which ihcy paid a pcisheush of C. Pag* 1,750. No oilier change happened nil 1779, 
when the father of the present poligar was driven out by ilyder. Tbe son recovered nis 
district ill 1791; and at tlie same time, got eleven adcfitional villages from the Nizam’s 
]iuin.agers. The whole^were valued by Tippoo's assessment at C.Pag* 7,042, for which he 
paid pcislicush C.Pag* 1,903, and iiuzzer C.Pag* 780; Total, C.Pag* 2,685. The nuzzer 
IS usually an annual payment, but frequently witliheid when governiueut is weak. Buswapuk 
Nuir, accordingly, appeal's to have paid it very irreguJatly under the late government. 

When the country was ceded to the Company, new'villages were resumed, and a small 
addition was made lo his peisheush; but, as he persisted, both in the lust aad preseiii 
<- yours, ill resuming to come lo the cutcherry, it became ncct‘ssury to expel him. lie tied, 
with a few followers, into the Canoul district, but was taken by a detachment in January last, 
owing chiefly to the exertions of Mr. Qrueme, the collector of Cumbum. 

No. 13.— Santafantni, Sesachelfutti Naioue. 

The ancestor served the Bijnugger rajahs witii 500 peons, for the pay of which 18 
villages in Butweyeland Pormamil^ amounting to kamul lent C.Pag* 5,699, were assigned 
to him in 1436.

They also continued to serve with 
1200 peons, which, however, were paid ^.timkab, and nht by an assignment of villages. 
About the year 1709, the head of the family, Gopaul Reddy, and his brother Kisnam 
lU'ddy, were deprived-of some of, their old villages; but a.s they Imd vendored some 
service to Doaiil Khan, obtained sonic additional villages, which, with what remained of 
tlie last, ainounLed lo the kumul rent of cantary pagodas 126,706, tor wliich they were to pav 
pcisheush eaniary pagodas 12,229, mid seiVfe with 2,606 peons; but the elder brother had 
othe r revenues, beside.s what arose from these villages, for he had tbehavillc and desmooki of 
certain clislricts in Cumbum, for which he received 10} per cent, on the cirkur revenue.

o. As this revenue has been punctually realized, without complaint, it might be pre¬ 
sumed that no means had been practis^ to undermine the growing prosperity of the 
^ country; but an evidence, more substantial than this presumption, wui be ibund iu the 
drcuiDstaiice which 1 have the saihfiictioti of stating to you; that the ryots have J>ene- 
hied by tlic last settlement, in no less a sum than 30,374. 29. 4. $tar paa*. 

7. In laop, the season was moderately ^voumble. in 1210^ nearly Uie same. In it 11, 

the ram fell in due time/ and with unjusual alhmdance: considering, however, the extraor¬ 
dinary uncertainty of seasons in Hamnad, two moderate and one favourable year cannot be 
deemed a proper foundation for a permanent assessment. 1 have therefore mded to them 
two of Mr. Powney’s, and one of Mr. Jackson’s Puslies; and 1 think no circumsiance can. 
occur to render a peslicush, fixed, according to the zemindarry pilneiple, upon this founda¬ 
tion, either burthensome to die Ranee, or oppressive to the inhabitfints, protected as they 
wi41 be, by the^udicial courts, in the enjoyment of tlmte rules and lates of assessment h^ 
which the revenues liave been collected during the last three years. The detail of these 
rates, has been given in my previous reports, and they are contained in every talook cut- 
cheiry. In cases, therofoie, wlieie specific pecuniary engagements shall not have super** 
seded the necessity of furtlicT enquiry, the previous mamoul can be at once distinctly 
ascertained. • 

8. The permanent pesiicush which, upon these grounds, I have suggested for your con¬ 
sideration, amounts to stai pagodas 94,733, exactly two-thirds of the gross receipts of the 
province during toe six jears, from winch the average is taken, li is also within a thou¬ 
sand pagodas of the a\eiagc net reyei^’ie derived by the Company, during their whole 
management of Eaninad. it is more <han the net revenue preceding m 


J. It is more <ian the net revenue prece<ling my man.igenienl, by 
33 per cent.: and it exceeds the peshfcusli paid by the forimn* /A-miiKidi, inoie tliaii 50 per 
cent. (T in the sum of pagodas 33,875. 15, exclusive of salt umi viyci, to be letained m 
the hands of governmcni, or abolished, according to their ph^asuir. 

9. Such aie the tonijs, which the evpcricnce that I have acquired of the resources of 
jj^amnud, suggest to m<^ as equitable and moderate; apd in this consitieration, 1 ha\c at¬ 
tentively weighed the expediency of augmenting the jiimina to government, upon the 
presumption of an increase of revenue, under the system of property and security about to 
take place; but the enjoyment of advantage, from any improvement in the ie[>air of tanks, 
&c. is so precarious, in consequence of the extraordinary Variation of the seasons in Rainnad, 
that 1 should not feel myscif justified in recommending any increase u|K}n sudi uncertani 
expectations 

10. In Ramnad, there is no class of people possessing any rights of the natuic of bilook- 

dars, and therefore, in confimiing the proprietary right of the Rauee to the Uuds (with 
the exception of those alienated, and not paying public revenue), the light of no other 
individual will be violated. The ryots will of course be firmly maintainecl and protected 
by the judicial coait, m their privilege of cuitiyatiog tlic soil, and of recciviug their ac¬ 
customed share. ^ 

11. The registm of cuniums, are now making out, and shall be immecUately forwarded. 
These are the only revenue ofiicers in ftamnad. Of police, with the exception of cawelgars, 
there are none; nor ituiced any nominal aUowance iu land, for such an establishment. 

12. Notwithstanding the pressure of scvcie indisposition, and the occurrence of other 
unavoidable obstructions to my public duties, the opinions now offered to your consi¬ 
deration, might have 1>eeii aubfaitted at the time 1 promised; but I waited to have the

would be necessary to give success to any cih|uivy; and that the collision of two autho¬ 
rities, would defeat die objects of both; that tny letter had encouraged him to look to 
my advice, as the certain means of relieving him in every difficulty, and of establishing 
him permanently in that enviable situation, whiib the protdamatitm of his Lordship in 
Council, had promised to him: secured fi*om future distress liy a peshcuslt, which it would 
br t^nsy for him to (jay ; and maititaiiicd, without fear of inierruption, in Mf possessions, 
by the unalterable regulations of a just government. With these feelings, he did noi 
hesitate to pfomisc his concurrence in whatever arrangements i might recoinmend to him, 
and you might approve; and tliat even to the*temporary transfer ol the country, he should 
be sattsfied to agree, trusting that it would be done in such a manner «as to show, that the 
.Company had not withdrawn their favour from him. 

17. Being clearly of opinion, that Woyn Taverns means of enquiry were not at that 
time,,nHeqiuite to expose to ray view a satisfoctory account of the real resources of the 
country, within any reasonable period; but that an investigation, embarrassed by this col¬ 
lision of aiithorlttcs and interests, would not otilyij^rqye a&rtivc, but rlisoitler the current 
management of the country, in every step of its {Duress; I submitted to the oomidc- 
ratifin of the Commission, the expediency of the temp<irary transfer of power in Shevu- 
gunga, or rlio interposition of tneir authority for the appointment of some person who 
niighi be approved by the 2emiiidar, mid be duly qualified to promote the objects of the 
ernjuiry. 

18. My own opinion decidedly inclined to the transfer, as the tjiily nieasure adequate 
to remove all present difficulties and future doubts; and if you CMmcurred in the expe^ 
dicncy of it, i suggested the propriety of tempering the assignment with the feelings of 
the zemindar, and with the policy Mhich placed him in possession of the country, by issu« 
ing, under his lordship's authority, $ucli proclamation as might leave uo doubt upon any 
mind, in resn^ct to the temporary object of the transfer. 

19. The Coniinissiori were pleased, in reply to this letter, to express their confidence 
in the success oi' my endeavours to obtain information sufficient to entible them to settle 
the permanent assessment of the zemtndarry of Shevagunga, on principles of moderation 
and justice, and ^flie^e them from the necessity of having recourse to a measure, which, 
though sanctioned by the zemindar's concurrence, might create iiapres^ions unfavourable 
to our government, and to tlie introduction of tlie system of permanency and security, about 
to be established. 

20. Aware of the extreme delicacy of every question involving tlie remotest reference 
to tlie public faith; and feeling very forcibly, the fiattering confidence thus reposed in me 
by the Commission; I should be most seriously concerned to disappoint it. Hitherto, the 
increasing pres 4 urc of other duties, and a declining slate of health, have absolutely pre¬ 
cluded a personal examtnatioa of the viil^es and accounts of liiihevhgunga; but I have 
bestowed every leisure moment to the correction of all tlie gtoeral statfmentS and infor¬ 
mation received at various times, since 1 became collector; awi I shall now briefly exqjain 
the opinion which 1 have formed upon the amount of settlement to be made for this 
zemindarry.

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*fcepo»t aa. Taling^ebtrfefore into consideration these disadvantages, and maturely 
wuJtSli^ the statement which I have now the honour t® lay before you, of the actual collections an! 
d«u 430 nMioarceB of Shevogunga in the last year, as compiled by me from the zemindar’s owntaa- 
counts; I am inclined to recommend the sum of 75,000 star pagodas, as a proper annual* 
jumma for Shevagunga. 

83. The Commission will observe, that it considerably exceeds two*thirds of the pesheusb 
1 have submitted for Ramnad; and I am inclined to think that an actual investigation and 

• measurement of the lands, might not, after much anxiety and inquietude, be attended with a < 
better result; but if the Commission should iudge this information lobe too general.for a 
permanent settlement, I would recommend a lease of hve or ten }spars; in which time, there ' 
will be ample leisure for enquiry and correction, 

24. fn tne latter case, a proper establishro^ of servants from the collector, should be in 
constant attendance at the zemindar’s cutchfrry, to report to the collector, the progress of 
cultivation and collection, during this period of experiment. But after atteiltivcly weighing 
all the advantages of a permanent settlement; the motives of intrigue and alann, and the 
causes of disorder which it lays .it rest; ilje new springs of gcneml improvement and happi¬ 
ness whiclut opens; I am inclined to recommend this sum, as a permanent jumma for She- 
. va^unga; liabib to no future change. This proposed settlement is 25,000 star pagodas above 
the annual receipts from Shevagunga, since it came under the Company’s management, or an 
increase in the annual revenue to be derived therefrom, of fifty per cent. 

TlNNEVJStLY POLLAMS. 

^ 25. The several reports which I have submitted to his Lordship in Council, through the 

Board of Revenue, as noted in the margin,* describe so particularly the whole course of that* 
reform, which has been happily effected amongst the potigar^ of Tiimevel)y, that it is now 
unnecessary to enlarge upon the subject. 

26. In niy Report to the Board ( ^ 
crease of the peshcusli of the 
which r hod been able to procure, 

obtained principally from tne canaiigoes of Tiiinevelly, and were corrected by my own en¬ 
quiries. The suspicion with which 1 had been accustomed to regard the documents of a 
canongoe’s office, and especially of one, subject to the controul and irregularity of a rnussul- 
inan government, woulc^ have led me, at any period, to place ,no great reliance on accounts 
deceived througli such a channel; but at that time, 1 was the less inclined to put much faith, 
in the statements delivered, knowing that the fouzdar of Tinnevelly was latterly averse to the 
canongoesaffording any information from his office;and that I could aftenvarcis obtain none 
but wTiat appeared confused and mutilated. In subimttiog the statements previously re¬ 
ceived from the cauongoe, I therefore remarked, that I could not pledge myself for their 
particular uccumey, althougli, from the frequent enquiries 1 had made to aniencf their errors, 

1 considered them sufficiently correct for regulating the increase of pesheush then to be es- 

* tablished. These statements embraced as well the amount of the cawel privileges of the 
poligars, then to be assumed, as the resources of their own villages, and an. additional column 
showed in what degree the latter ought, in iny judgment, to be then additionuliy assessed ; 
to these, 1 annexed such short remarks as the particular circumstances of each poligar seemed 
to require. 

27. The settlement recommended upon these accounts, received the approbation of go¬ 
vernment. By what means, the prinbipal poligars endeavoured to obtain a diminution ot it^ 
and by what arguments, it was attempt^ to reconcile them to a measure, upon which the 
hope of tluit remrm, so long desired in tlieir conduct, was principally built, are known to the 
Cominission. That their acceptance, though reluctant, was sincere, will have been demon¬ 
strated, by my progressive reports, tor nearly three years, and by the circumstance, which 1

31. The nature of the permanent settlement, and of the system of law and security, by 
which it is to be enjoyed by themselves, and luifided down to their [»o.sieriry, has heeli 
repeatedly explained to the poligars; and they now atvaitwith anxious sqjicitude, the 
confirmation of a blessing, which is to soften to them the rcmeiiibraneo of former sacrifices^ 
The local ‘information indispensably necessary to proinnuicc upon this important question, 
will, I trust, be found in the accompanying statement; and other details of less importance, 
shall immediately follow. 


*• 32. The foregoing remarks and statement, regard the priiiciprd pollams of J^^iapoor, 
Shevagherry, W ootmally, (!!hokumputty and Peryoor, and the lesser pollams of Talavcn- 
cottah; Cndumboor, Parvally, Goliaputty, Yarlomedday and Alagapoory: it remains for 
me, therefore, to offer some explanations upon the small pollams surrendered to my own 
management, by the poligars of Nadavacoorchjfc^Maniachy, Soorunday, Cliemiclgoody, 
IVIailmuiulch, Autengheiiy, Sandyoor. Woorcaud 7 r?Wwinputty, Manarcottah, and Avu- 
deyapoor, in the couviciioii, which they professed toffee], of being unable to pay the in- 
ereased pesheush. 


33. The natural aversion of every poligar, to the transfer of his estate to other hands, 
ami the readiness of these poligars to submit their pollams to any scrutiny 1 might desire, 
certainly suggested, at the time, that their professions of deficient means, had a just foun-^ 
dation. Wiiti two or three exceptions, experience has shown this presumption to have been 
warranted, hut not to sucli an extent as might have been expected. The value of the 
seven first j)oIlams, according to the estimate forwarded on the 30th January 1800, ariiouhtcd 
In 22,700 C. C.: their resources, as taken on the s|>ot, have amounted to 22,171 C. C. 
'J'hcrc arc, however, particular local considerations explained in my remarks upon these 
several pollams, widen induce me to be of opinion, that the aggregate of the permanent 
settlement of tliem, should fall very little below the increased pesheush formerly reepm- 
rnended ; and 1 have no doubt that tlie poligars will be able to pay thejumma proposed, with 
ease to themselves, and ju.stice to the inhabitants under them. 


34.. In the remarks nniicxed to the statements, which accompanied my Report to the 
Board of Revenue of the 30th January 1800, 1 mentioned, that bythe assumption of 
the desha cawel, the resources of the poligars of Woorcaud and Singuinputty, were 
'' completely taken away.*’ In that estimate of the ^-evenues of these poligtirs, the two 
villages of their own names, which they have enjoyed at “a certain rent, subject to an in- 
detiiute iiuzzer, were not included; but in the consideration of their length of possession 
(about sixty years) and of their total want of other subsistence, since tne resumption of 
the cawel, I have now proposed the acknowledgment of their claims to. the enjoyment 
of these villages, upon the full principle of zemindarry assessment. If you should approve 
of this arrangement, I would recommend that the accounts of the vilfagcs, for the Vimc 
they have been under assumption, be adjusted upon this principle; namely, (wo*thirds of 
the gsQss revenue to the Company, and one to the poligars, by whom the expenses of 
nagemeiit must also be borne. 

AVADlAVOOn. 

35. When the desha cawel of the pollams was generally assumed in Jmtuary iSi 
hamlets in the possession of the pohgar c^f Avadiapoor, named Pureyacolum and ., 
nacolum, were also assumed as usurpations from the circaf. Their ayakut, or 
measurement yi niinjeb, is 50 cottahs. verapaud, from wliicli 25 cottahs, and 117J 
surcs and a half of seed gri>und, were cultivated in i8Gfo,T«»deduc^ for enaums, six ^ 
and 27 measures of verapaud, and from the produce of the remainder, f9 cottahs 
measures; the mailwarum came to 166 cottahs, and 40} measures, or 249 chu!| 
fangms; add 198 chu’for Ptinjeh and Soomadayam, and the aggregate birez 0^* 
hamlets may be calculated at 447 C; .C. ji fanams.

38. The constant irregularity of this poligar in the payment of his j^esheush, and the 
estimates formed of the value of his resources, led to a suspicion.Uiat for too great a portion 
of them had been dissipated in his pleasures.—His early age, (23)—his repeated promises 
of better conduct, and especially, the d^xainples exhibited to him of the destructive conse¬ 
quences of profligacy and tlLsobcdicnce, called for forbearance in the early pin t of the re-* 
^rra ; but nis^continued failure in his payments, and uniform assurances of dcticient m^ns, 
faccompaxiied by the tender of his lands for c^inination, led to that iiive.stigatIou of the 
resources of Munavcottah, which 1 have now the honour of presenting to the (.'oinuiission. 

39. The value of Manarcotlah, nccordiug to the estimate transmitteil on tne 31st January 
1800, was star pagodas 3,333. 14 fanams. This statement was founded upon the canongoe’s 
accounts, ahd approacdicd very nearly to the truth : but some of the resources indudf'd *iii 
this pollam by the canongoo, have been since earned back to the pollam of (foJarputty, 
from whence they were forcibly wrested by the father of the present poligar, some years ago.

53; and 
altnough the variation of seasons, and the dtday and difficulty of the poligtir in making 
good mis payriient, might suggest the inexpediency of any increase; yet when I compare 
the capabilities of this bollam with that of Avadiarpoit;, and advert to tin? large tracts of 
waste dry ttraiii laud, which may be brought into cultivation, by the (>xcrtions of the poligar; 
1 feel no oisposltioh to rccommond a gretiter relaxation from the zemittriarry principle of 
assessment, than the deduction already inUde of (eh per ceiit. from the gross jmnma. 

42. If the Commission shall ddopt this proposition, in flxiug the permanent settlement, 
‘it will be necessary that the poligdr be’jiafticulilrfy warned against the hope of future in- 
diligence, in order to impress folly uiioii his miiid, dial a pruo^ent manag|enKnt of his estate, 
can alone prevent its ultimate transfer into more provident hands.—^'riiis conviction, will, 1 
trust, stimulate his attention, and thereby secure to him the happy possession of his pollam.

.WithThis knowledge, the price of grain which t fixed upon the produce ol the talouk of Shc- 
velpatore, oncoiiipassing tiie pollam of Shatoor, as well us IShevaglierry, on every side, was 
ten funams per cottah, and some part of it, rcmiaiUs unsold to the present time. It is ihere- 
fore very evident, that an estimate of the resources of Hbatoor, which should value the graip 
at ] 3 fanams pt^r cottah, ** niustj ^ in the case of Slievaghcrry, defeat the salutary obiects 
** of 4 permanent settlement, by leading to the ruin of the poligar and the oppression of the 
” people.'* ' 

47. Adverting, indeed, to the very large propqftionatc quantity of nuiijeh produced in 
Shatoor, beyond the consumption of its own inhabitants;—considering, also, th^t their means 
of subsistence are generally drawn from tlie punjeh lands, and the production of the hills j « 
and rejecting upon the ditnculty of disposing of the produce of Shatoor, in the villages of 
Shcvelpatoor, or which 1 had a personul knowledge, in the last year; I am inclined to make 
some deduction from the price of grain in She^elpatoor, in order that something may remain 
to defray the charges of buUock-hire from Shatoor into tlic Company's villages. Upon an 
*average, one faiiam per cottah appeal's to me, to be a just deduction ; and Mr. Harris's esti* 
mate, admitting its accuracy in every other particular, will appear as in the statement. 

48“ These allowances being .made, I woulcf recommend to the Commission, that two-thirds 
of this estimate, after deducting ten per cent, for expenses, be taken as the permanent settle¬ 
ment for tlie poUara, in the conviction that it wilmi^bmid equitable and moderate,

4g. In submitting to the Commission, the measures which appear to me most expedient 
for the permanent settlement of the lands of this pollam, it may be useful to take a short 
retrospect of iu past management. 

50. In the Fusicy 1205, Sir. Powney represented to the Hoard of f^venue, the misconduct 
of Cawnia Naiguc, poligar of Sapatoor, for withholding his tribute, and other irregularities; 
and was instructed to dispossess the poligar of his pollam, gqd retain it under his pwn im¬ 
mediate mauagement. In consequence of this resolution# Cawuin Naiguc established him¬ 
self in the neighbouring mountains, ^nd completely intimidating the inhabitants of the pol- 
lum and the public servants in charge of it, distracted the munngcuient, and p^Icipatcd in 
its rcvcmips. 

51. Such was the stale of .this.country, when I received charge of it, in 17^ ; and 03 it 
was obvious that the surrender or seizure of the poligar, was indispensable to the security of 
n future revenue from the pollam, and the return ortrapquillity to its long harrassi^ inha¬ 
bitants. 1 took an early occasion of requesting the insUniicdons of government, which of the 
two L should attempt to accomplish, , and by wl]Lat mcai^, M that period, 1 had reason to 
believe Umt Cawnia Naigue.woald resign bunself to the.mercy of gdyermnent, if he were as¬ 
sured of personal protection, and a small subsistence^: but such a compromise, after the 
commissibn. of so inauy enormities, and after (be pubhc rcseutm^t had been so frequently 
declared against hitfi; might, 1 apprehended, shake that opinion of the force and energy of 
government, which, in those countries, it should ever be the ,prim^ pblect to maintain. 

Upon this principle, I .was of opinion that no bverturea to a rcco)[^|iement^y^im CfiLwnia Naigue 
ought to be inaae, .or .received, nor any of hisifapily bo put In possesion ; for the restora¬ 
tion of the pollam» after the circumstances which l\ad occurred, would^ l^e solely imputed to 
inability of maintaining it. 

52. Upon these .grounds, I recpmiuendedthepSer of ai*eward for his person, which 
approved} and in July 1800, I had the satisfaction of seizing him .--Charges were subse*

, • ' THE SIX SEQUESTERED POLLAMS OF TINNEVELLY. * 

58. Wlien the Tiniievelly poligars were transferred to the Company, an hope was enter¬ 
tained that, by establishing a moderate pesheush, and by tlie exercise of just measurea 
towards them, their obedience and serviced would be secured to the state. The rebel¬ 
lions conduct of some, and the licentious habits of all, soon led to a very iliffcrent ex¬ 
pectation; and in the system adopted, to prevent future insurrection, it was not judged ex-* 
pedient to mike any exceptions. 

59. The increase of pesheush, the deprivation of cawcl, the interdiction against the 
future use of those implements which had been so tong regarded by the poligars with 
such fond attachment., were exteiided*t.fik< 4 kil; and the arguments by wliich it was attempted 
to reconcile the poligars to these p^ations, were by lume more strenuously combalcd, 
than by the poligar or Etiapoor ; upon the ground of that fidelity which he had ever tes¬ 
tified towards the Company;—but the mortification be suficred, in being*treated with 
the suspicion of a disalfceted tributary, had no influence upon his public conduct; 
for he paid the increase of pesheush with punctuuliiy, and gave no cause for a single 
complaint against hiuk 

60. Such was the conduct he had observed, prior to the rebellion of Panjalamcourchy 

and Shevagunga. During the progress of it, he conducted himself with unirorm nttach- 
inent, manifesting, upon every oc&sion, a sincere desirj^ to aid the efforts of our troops, 
to the of his power. Besides the assistance derived from this poligar, in the re¬ 

duction of rebels, his example had the most happy influence upon itie other poligars ; 
and adverting to the justice and policy of rendering the situation of a tributary, who, 
had thus conducted himself, eligible and easy, 1 proposed to the Board of Revenue, 
that ibis poligar should receive some lasting mark of the Company’s approbation. 

61. I was the more disposed to this opinion, by the pains whicli had been taken by the 
rebellious Murdoos, to impress the polig«ars of these countries, with an apprehension that the 
assurance I had so repeatedlyijgiven them, of the fixed determination of governmeiit, to 
maintain them in all their just rights and privileges, were mere professions, depending 
upon our convenience and powder; and which, in coudtiqiicnce of the large resumptions 
that had Ixien mode from them during the last two years, they had a temptation to adopt. 
The reward of those who had conducted themselves with fidelity, would, I observed, 
counteract this impression, and tend to establish another, more beneficial to the existing 
state of affairs, and mOre favourable to the permanent interests of the Company. 

62. From these considerations, I took the liberty of submitting the propriety of trans¬ 
ferring to the poligar of Eliapoor, upon a reasonable jumma, the lands of Panjafumcourchy 
immediately bordering U|)oii Ktiapoor; and from similar motives, 1 recommended the

30. The divisions of the general statement, exhibit the several poljams m the flif- . 
ferent conditions in which they have been placed, during the course of the recent events • 

• in the southern provinces. The eleven pollams of Ettiapore, Shevagherrv, Wootairially/ 
Chokunipntty^ Pareyoor, 'I’alavencoltah, Caduinboor, Panvaly, Ciollapulty, Zailtmirreli aiid. 
Allufjapoory, have not been subjected to the immediate management of British olliccrs; 
the former pesheush paid by those poligars, being compared with their computed re¬ 
sources, appears to have been as low as tern per cent., and in no instance to have exc( ccled 
thirty-three per cent. The permanent assessment of those pollams uropost;d by n% is, with 
few exceptions, less than thepesheush settled, or the revenue collected by the collectnih in the 
year 1800. I’hat which we recommended for the large pollams, varies, in its proportion toThe 
computed resources, fi-om 54 to 57 per cent, j and that which we reconnnend for the smaller 
pollams (the expense of management being, relatively, less in the large than in the sniail • 
pollams), varies from 41 to 49 per cent, of the computed resources. According to the in^)de 
of calculation adopted by us, tlie permanent assessment of the land revemn', in the eleven 
pollams above enumerated, amounts to slur pagodas 54,070: the salt revenues and saycr/ 
18 computed at star pagodas 3,388. 37. 29, making the future amount of gross resources 
from these pollams, star pagodas 57,458. 37. 29; which sum exceeds the former pesheush, by 
star pagodas 33,179. 7. 29. 

31. The poligars or Nadavacoorchy, Maniochy, Sooruiiday, Chinnelgoody, Mailmundch, 
Autungheny, Sundyoor, Woorcaud, Siiigumputty, Manurcottah and Avadyapoor, having 
professed to feel a conviction, that the resourcis of their pollams were un('(|iiat to the 
payment of the increasetl pesheush,.moposed the surrender of their [Hjllains into the hands 
of the collector, for the purpose of^certaining the actual condition of these lands. Tiiry 
were necordiiigly subjected to the immediate manageimail of the Company's ollieer.',; and 
the iiifornialion on which we are now enabled to propose tlie perinuiUMiif assessment of 
those lands, may be considered to be the re:>ult of a lair oxperimenr. 

32. On the result pf this actual experiment, with respect to the seven first pollams, it 

.appears that the revenpe estimated by the collector, in his Ueport of the 31st January 1800, 
exceeded the amount actually prcxluced, by the sum of 529 Cully chuckrums; but tho local 
considerations applicable to those several pollams (for whicli we requt'st to relt r your 
Lordship in Council to the Reports of the colb^oior,) have induced us to concur in his oj)iiiion, 
that these poligars will be able to discharge the proposed ju mm a, with case to themselves, 
and with justice to the people. ^ 

33* The statement proposed by us, exhibits the same points of infonnaiion, w ith respect 
to the seven pollams in question, as with regard to the eleven poHums which had not been 
brought under the immediate management of the Company's oflicers. The avm'age valua¬ 
tion of those pollams, taken from tlie valuation of four diiicrent periods of time, amounts 
to star pagodas 14,234. 9. 20 ; the former pesheush amounted to star pagodas 5,260. 18 ; 
and the cenlage of the pesheush to the average valuation, varied from 23 to 50: I’lie 
information acquired under the immediate uiahagement of Mr. Lnshington, has enabled 
him to propose a more equal rate^of assf’ssmeat; and the permanent revenue which we 
in consequence recommencted to be* fixed on those seven pollams, bears the proportion of ^ 
60 per cent, to their gross resources respectively. The proposed permanenl jumma 
amounts to star pagodas 7,210, to which the salt revenue and sayer, amounting to star 
pagotlas 271.

38. According to Mr. Lushingtoii^ prcsetil valuation, the gross revenue is stated at 
star pag’ 3,971 ; the former pesheush amounted to star pag“ 2,822.

30. flu* iiisuiTcctioii of CawniaNaig; the distraction introduced in consequence, into 
his pidlam of Sapatoor; ins subsequent upprehension and capital punishment, .are matters 
fully recorded on the proceedings of the time, and arc succinctly recited in liic Report of 
the c*ollcclor, now submitted to your Lordship in Council, For the reasons stated in the 
Report, we cniirely concur in the opruion of the collector, tliat it is now advisable to esta¬ 
blish this poHam, iqioii tlie tiTins of a zemindarry tenure ; and we recommend that Warm 
CWnia Naig, the .second son and surviving heir of the late respccicd (loligar, be constituted 
zemindai of Sapatoor.—This measure w ill, in the judgment of the collector, be c.xtreme]}^ 
neceptable to the people of the pollam, who are stated to have held the late rebel po- 
ligar, in as great a degree of detestation, as they respected his father. 

40. Alihougii this pcliain suffered considerable injury during the rebellion of the late 
poligar, the collector considers it to be capable of extensive improvement, from the quantity 
of dry grain land at present uncultivated, and from tlie return of the inhabitants expelled 
by the Violence of the late poligar. The affairs of the pollain during the immediate ina- 
nagt incut of the collector, have been liable to much p^erlurbalion ; and an estimate of the 
produce taken during that period of time, may, wc think, be justly considered to exclude 
the apprehension of an excessive valuation. Wc concur therefore in the opinion of the 
collector, that the permanent assessment should beiixed, in the proportion of two-thirds of the 
gro.s.s revenue collected during the inimediiitc management of Mr. Lnshington. The gross 
revenue being stated by the collector at star pag* 31875, the permanent assessment, on^the 
pi inciph‘ wc have proposed, will in future amount to star pag® 2,584, which we accordingly 
rci'ommend, maybe confirmed b3^your Lordship in Council.

* 44. The poligars in question, received these proofs of the approbation of government, * 
with the demonstrations of respect due to such a ooneossioii ; but we apprehend, from the ■ 
present lieport of the collector, that the terms on which it was at that time, proposed to 
establish the tenure of the iransferred lands, were more calculated to impress on the minds 
of the poligars, the expediency of the arrangtiiiient, with respect to tlie iiianagcmcnt of these 
pollams, than to excite those sentiments of gratitude, which ought to be protluccd by a dis¬ 
tinguished mark of public approbation. 

45. We consider this result, to be totally repugniml to tlie views and sentiments of yo\it 
Lordship in Council, with respect to thedbnrihuiion of the forfeited lands; and are of opinion 
lljat it will highly conducive to the satisfaction of the public mind, in llie southern pro¬ 
vinces, and to the confidence of the poligars, in the principles of the permanent settlement, 
that a portion of the pccuniaiy advantage to be derived from the confiscation,of the rebel¬ 
lious pollams, should oe converted into asubstaiitini and honourable reward of allegiance. 

46. The convulsions in the rebellious pollSins, have prevented tlic collector from complet¬ 
ing the information respecting the value of those lands, in the satisfactory inode observed in^ 
the other pollams. Tlie valuation of Panjalaiucourcliy, is slated by Mr. Lushingtoii, for the 
yciu* x8o8, at star pagodas ^3,472, of which the former pesheush ainounlod to star pagodas 
6,ao8.

50. If tlie object of your Lordsliip in Council, in distributing the lands of the forfi'lted 
pollams, appeared to be limited to tlie assessment of a reasonabm jumma, we should concur 
m the moucrutc sum recommended by the collector : but, under the peculiar coiisidcnitions 
which attach to the case, we arc of opinion, that it is extremely advisable to reduce the as¬ 
sessment to be imposed on the forfeited lands, and to commence the system i)f pTinancnt 
revenue in the southern countries, by transmitting to the poligars and to tlicir dcseeiidaiits,. 
a memorable example of public justice, in the punishment of rebellion, contrasted with that 
of gratuitous generosity, in the reward of fidelity. 

51. On these grounds, wc recommend that the permainrnt assessment on the distributed 
Ta^s of Panjalamcourehy, Colatoor and Cadulgoody, be fixed in the proportion of P<‘r 

[\t. to the gross valuation of 1802; and tliat the assessment of Panjalamcourehy be accord- 
settled at star pagodius 7,042 ; that of Colatcwr, at star pagodas 589; and that of Ca- 
at staT pagoifas 1,277. 

Imr the reasons sUited in the Report of the collector, we recommend, that on the final 
bution of tlie s^iquestered lands of Panjalamcourehy, the village of Poodi.umpato4)r be 
‘^‘"lOcd in the zemindarry of Eliapoor, and the village of Carcoochy, in the zemindarry 
achy.

judgnieiU, indispensably require, os soon aa your Lordship in Council may have 
I'lUurc revenue of those lands on a permanent I’ouiidaiion.

At present, it is among the ca- 
wtbj^ar’s peons, tl:at almost all thieves arc*bhehcred; for it is to that body, that nil the most 
skilful adepts l.'flong, who therefore rtd», as it were, under public authority. Though they 
me alwjus suspected, when a robbery is conmiitled, it is dillieuit to fix it upon any indi- 
' .diuil of the gang, not only from the dexterity in eluding ili^covcry, which they have 
Icaraed tVoui long practice; but abo fnmi the dread in which th<j inhahitJmi* stand of 
Hiuu ; for were any person to inform against them, lu' would most likely he either roL)b(4- 
or mill tiered. Rut wnen tlie ea^elgars anti their peons are disbanded, there would be no 
snic refuge for thieves. They coultl ouly be concealed in great cities, of wbicli there 
are none, in this part of India. The coii>titution of all villages is siu h, that no gang of 
thie ves, nor even any single thief, could long remain undlsc»)vt red, in any of them. The 
l)oiail, <minum, and otht'r'public st.-rvanls, know every man residing within tlte limits of 
llulr village; and v\erc any man to take up his abode in it, without any visible means of 
.•flihsislent t*, he would attract their attention, and would be seized tin* instant that any 
joldiciy haj>pened. Resides, thieves would then consist not of men who followed the pro¬ 
fession by ndieriianee, and were traiiu.l to it, from liheir infancy; hut of men who were 
L driven into it, liy want; and as they would be less expert, they would be so I'n'uch more 
“t*‘’^siiy delected. It is not from solitary unconnected ibu.ves, that any serious miscbiefc.au 
ir arise. It is oidy when they compose a fraternity, too strong tor the civil authority, 

‘ tlie cavvejgar aaci his peons, that they become formidable. 

L may be nrg(‘d, that if the insiilntion of caw el gars had been'found to be so detri- 
ital, it would iH ver have become soeoininou; and wtuild have been long ago sup- 
^eil. Rut it to be considered, that cawelgars originally w’ere in general ratiierself- 
jil, during linu s of dbonler, than appointed by ihe siwereign; that Indian goveru- 
J are "usuiiilly too weak and tUieliruiug, to give theui-<< lvv.s niiieli trouble about reeli- 
fabuhcs ; that the cawelgars, when e^tabli^lu'd, could ouly he redi.cod by a imfiteiy 
. ; and that the. foujdai’and other olfa ers to whom that force was entrusted, being’ 
iselv; s eveiy moment liable to removal, had no permanent interest in the prosperity of 
ITcountry ; «;nd vvjie therefore rather disp,osed to protect the cawelgars, for a share of 
’'their booiy, thaif l(» exptI them. * 

Many princes have no doubt seen the propriety of getting rid of them: but they pro- 
bubly had not tiic means of elftcling It; for all na*tivc governyicnts are little more Hum 
an ass< nd)lago of poligarships* und<'r a superior chief* who though he has a geiieml eoii- 
trouJ over tin: whole, pos.>esses very liirlc auihoritv, in the intador uiam..gcmt*at of their 
l^sevcrid'p/Oviiices.

kadvantagw to be derived from cawelgars; and he thought it wise to abolisl) them.

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Resolved, to acquaint the Board of'Revenue, that as the foregoing letter fccom mends a 
considerable change in the sfstem of revenue management, wliicli has been lately obstij-ved 
sit this presidency, the board have considered, with particular attention, the opinions which 
they have submilted on si question Of so much importance to the prosperity oi the country, 
anti to the Hnauioial resources of the governmeut. 

From (he groat ability and success which distinguished the administration of tiie late 
‘.principal colletuor of the Ceded .Districts, the board concur with the Hoard of Revenue', in 
attaching weight to the observations of that oilicer, on the subject of this discussion ; and 
ns the Report of Lieutenant Colonef Munro appears, on the whole, to contain (uceording to 
bis conception of the subject) a distinct view of the relative advantages of the two mudes 
of settlcifient, which he has described in that paper, it is satisfactory to tise board to hr. 
enubletl to proceed to a decision, under a fUll knowledge of alt the arguments which appear 
aiH>Vi«iblc to the question. 

The hom’d think it jurobable that a temporary ryotwar settlement, under the vigilant ma¬ 
nagement of LietitcnaiU Colonel Muhro, may have boeii attended with considerable benefit 
•to the country, and in the advanwiiient of the public re venue. But after the fullest con- 
iiderdtioh of the opinions stated by that officer, the boanl fed no difficulty in recording

same time, in the correct and succcssUil application of these data, much will necessarily de- 
pond on the judgment and attention'of the local authorities. 

The amount of the rents, when determined upon, must be understood to be payable under 
all circuitistancoft, extraordinary calamities excepted ; iu which case, remission may be ncccs 
sary to a certain cxtciif, and will be granted, at the direction of government, but not until 
after a full and satisfactory enqufry shall have been made, and authority obtaiivcd for the 
purpoH-. 

,.k may occtir, in particular villages, or perhaps in particular talooks, the effects of adverse 
scusoiH, or .other contingent calamities, may liavc liccii experienced, in so extraordinary a 
degvee, that the aecounus of former years not furnish u result sufficiently favourable, to 
be adopted as the basis of a rent cm lease ; while the means of the people,"under such cir¬ 
cumstances, vrould not Ix'likely to ensure ihc due discharge of a rent on iiighcr terms, e\cii 
shmitd they be disposed to aecede to it. 

The4X>Ilectors, in such cast's, will be |>erniittcil, if they should deem it advisable; to make 
be rriit progro.ssive, o> defer the lea^^e, to linfit the term of their engagements to one year, 

' icludiug them either witli the ryots of the villages, colloetlvely, or iiulividuully, as Imfore, 
'^ipon such* eondit urns us may appear to them, to be beht calculated to guard against any 
yessary s><ierilice of revenue. 

“:cr the engaga^jjenis for the rents on lease shall have been concluded, the execution of 
^tiary repent's-for the security of tlic revenue will be left to the renters; but repairs of 
tvorks calculated to the revenue, will, when found to be necessary, 

tidten at the expense of govermnenl, on due coasideratiou of the advantages to be

It .sliould, liow'cver, be an objccl with the col¬ 
lectors to avoid giving occasion to future com|)]nint on tin* pari of any incra!>!>adar, ol having 
bden refused a sftui'e in the rent. 

In districts where inerassee right is not understood ordofiiie<J, the collectors will Imve no 
difficulty in tictermining to ^hom the rent should* preferably be granieil, such as Potai/s^ 
MftJtajensj l^'atftifmvarsf Gours, Kadeciih Kani)oours, &c. by whiclisoever of these names 
the heads of villages, in the various provinces, are distinguished, and even to the common 
rcsi(k*nt inhabitants, in preference to strangers, Pifdcarms, whether oolcoodic or paracoodh\ 
cannot be considered to have a right to a sliarc in the rent, without the eonseii! of the h<*arl 
inlmbitants, as above described; but may be admitted, in all cases where thc.se inhabiiaiils 
miw not object to their admission. * * 

^ In all cas^s, with whoaisoevcr the rent may be wncluded, pottahs imist be bstied by tlio 
renters to the cjultivating ryots, for their mutual security, against loss on thd one hand, and 
oppression on the other. 

The system of village-rents, has been recently introduced wiUi advantage in Tanjore, ami 
ir^tho districts of Diudigul and Madura; and as the -muc|ielkas taken from the renters in 
these districts, may in some degree, serve as a guide to others, it is resolval to circulate tlieui 
for that, purpose; it being fully understood, that it is not the intention of the board to con¬ 
fine the collectors the ol^scrvancc of these, or any other formsT in particular, farther than 
may b:; consistent with the general priivciplcs prcBcrintd. 

in the opinion of the hoard, it is d(^irabk‘ that tlie 'process for the recovery of b:ilaiK'(!s, 
as also all prosecutions which may i^eafter arise, wicti relation to the rent, should* be 
grounded chiefly on voluntary agreements of this nature, preferably to the promulgation 
of any general regulations; b^ausc Lliere is much difficulty in providing, by a gcneVnl re¬ 
gulation, for the'various local peculiarities; while it cannot "be doubted, that agreements of 
tlie nature adverted to, beai'ing the signature of tho {)arties, would be received as evidence 
of their engagements, and be binding upon them ; the collectors will also, by these means, 
l^c enabled to provide, in separate clauses, for any special conditions which niay be required * 
from the inhabitants of any particular village, regarding the distribution of water, partial 
repairs, and for any other object of the like nature. 

The board have only further to reihark, that die estid^lisfuiieiit of village rents on lease, 
will not preclude the prosecution of die survey, or equalisation of the rates of assesstnerit, 
to a coiiehision, in districts where tlmt not have been already completed; but* 

lest any obsUieles might be opposed by the lebsenolders,, it may be proper to provide for 
this object, by a separate clause in the muchellm to be taken from tlieni. 

It will l>c proper to insert a clause in all the miichclkas, binding the renters not to exact 
a higher rate of assessment from the cultivated' land, than that fixed by the survey; or 
where there has been ito survey, higher rates of waruin or of tcema, than that taken by 
”tbe circar in Fusly 1217; but there is no occasion to re.strict tlfb routers from reducing the 
rates of assessment of warum or of teerwa, where they may find it their interest to do so. 

^ Tho board will furnish die collectors with se|Miratc orders respecting the duties to be 
quired from curnums, during the lease. 

It IS desirable that the board should have the means of judging of the cquitableness of 
the rents concluded by collectors. Collectors will accordingly prepare, for transmission to 
the boaid, as soon as may be in their power, statements in l^ks, of the actual collections, 
from each village in each taiook, from the date of tlie acquisition by the Company, of their 
/cspeclive districts.

* Tlie princip.al ohjccrion which has been urged against village rents, is, that the' inihience of 

the head inhciiitaiits may, under that system, be exerted to the oppression or iiijiiry of the 
cv^ininon ryots; but when the measures arc considered, which havcueenalretidy tiikeii for (le¬ 
aning the demands on the ryots ; the precautions which will continue to ho used for securing 
them against exaction, by the issue of pottahs; the additional security which the courts aflonl, 
iind tlic uppointiiMfnt of coininissiouers, which the board hope will soon take place, aitlcd hy • 
a vigilant sujierintendencc on the part of the local officei*s of revenue :—All these eirenm- 
stimces considered, tlic ajiprchensions of danger from oppression, arc, in the opinion of the 
board, very materially diiiiinii^hed. ^ ^ 

Neither is the system of village-rents, as some have supposed, incompatible Avith the pro- 7 
grossive improvement of the country and increase of revenue. On the contrary, the principle/ 
of il?c sy.'.tcin, Evidently holds out great advantages to the renters, and to the ryots, from the V 
c.xU'tision of cultivation during the lease : advantages to which government miitit, in ail cases, I 
ultimately partake, and in uiany cases, iniiutvljalejy, where that clfect may be produced, by I 
means of public assistance, in the execution of repairs. 

Although ill the foregoing proceedings, the principle laid down, thht tlic public aid, when 
afforded, -should be repaid, with a propertioii of the. advantage resulting from it, it may 
possibly be ibund to he advisable, in certain sitnatlons, that the ordinan/ aid of tiiccavy and 
inaramut should not be disi'ontimiec) altogether, even though unaitended with any iinmt>- 
diaie return. Jn short, the collectors Avill observe, that the transition proposed, from ryoi wary 
to viliagiMcnts, upon the principles which been stated, by no moans involves a derclic^ % ^ 
tion oi‘ the rumlameiital principles of the formbr system of muHageincnt; tlic change is cal- * 
culaled ehiclly to diminish the detail of intcrtNencc with the private concerns of the culti¬ 
vators, to give an achliiional impulse to industry, to approximate, hy means of this change, to 
the fqrinuiion uf estates on permanent rents, and especially to mdiice a grcJitcr faciiuy of 
colleetion and eonseqiwMU reiiaction of charges, on that account; to which latter olyccl, their 

* paiticular attention will be directed. . . 

Ill all practicable cases, it is desirable that the issue of luccavy should be made with cau- 
^ tion ; arwl not without satisfactory evidence of its necessiiy. 

I'hey will observe,from tlie foregoing proci>edings, that a discretionary authority is granted 
to them, to defer the establishment of a lease, if they should deem it to be advisable; but in the 
opinion of the board, the exercise of this discretion needs not to be morted to, unless in very 
pai ticular cases, because the same end may generally be attained by means of a russud,^ov

< Para, 17.—After baying given my sentiments as to the amount of ll»e assessment tliat 
ouglit to form the basis of the J^orratanent Seiilemeiit, it now only remains to offer a ftw 
observations on the inwle whleh it vifoilld be most eligible to follow, in divhUng the country 
into estates, so as both to promote improvement, and ensure the collection of the revenue.—■ 
In countries where private property in land is unknown, becouscMlic whole is the pro- 
perty of goveniiiient; and where the general poverty of the cultivators, disables them from 
^ making any improvement'^ j the dividing the into estates of about five or six thousand 
jtngodiis, public rent, and giving them away, oi* disposing of them for a price to men of 
property, wbero sncit can be found, may p<wsibly have some advantages ; but in (/anara, 
^vlu rc aimol^t all land is [W'tvati' property, derived fiom gift of purchase, or dcswnt from aii 
atiiirjnif)*, too remote to be traced; where there are more title aeeds; and where tlic vali<lity 
of these deeds have probably stood more trials, ilitm all the Cfttmes in England; great pro¬ 
prietors cannot be established, without annihilating all the rights of the present landlords; 
nor do I bclrcVc that, by an}’ arranty*mrnt for placing a number of small estates under tJie 
collectit)n of one head landlord, any facility in collection, orahy oecurity for revenue, would , 
bjjf obtained, that may not be obtained, from letting the estates remain, us they now stand. 

It may be objected, that the smallness of estates,^involving ns a consequence, wont of pfo-

tiubjivts the public revenue to frequent failui'es; but 1 am convinced that these objcctiong, 
are groundless. If we wish to irmoducc a system that sltall be permanent, we inW con¬ 
sider not only what tlie stateof properW now is, hut also what it is likely to bt* hereafter. Ibc 
liemeHts exp^ted to result from the formation of large estates, are, no doubt, thesiuyng o( 
detail in accounts; the improvciiient of the cv^untry ; and tile security of revemte, from thc' 
lauds being in the possession of a few wealthy owners, instead of a great number of wealthy 
^uhiVatori. Ktrpp^ing that the system of great estates, docs lealTv produce all these ad- 
, ymitagcs, they can only be temporary; for where there are no entails nor artificial rcstYaint* 
«dn the tnutsfer of land; wliere there are no exclusive rights of primogeniture; where the 
progress of jpopulatton iit urged on, by early manria’ge and abundance of food; and where 
to supply, by adoption, the want of children; every great estate must in w 
Aslm/tlinh, ^’divided mto a number of small ones. A widely extendi ditis'ron of pricrperty, 
% ^^rnt to w^icli things aie of tbemselves, continually htutcnitig, and to whleh» they. 

■ lini^li'-lm^ly arrive, nri by violent regulations. iFiduStry, seveial ‘ 

iucediNinns concentibring in one person, or other causey may keep up a few ku^e estates; 
but instances will be rarc^ and will bear no comparison to those of the small onesyi 
vrhidh%ill Kh ctmtinutdly formed, by the operation of nnrestraiticd transfer, aftrd of dWisioa ‘ 
among sons of cvety Micce^iim generation. Small estates may therefore be 

sidered, ai tberammrgtoent of nature. Tothiiik of dividing Canara into great estates, vrould 
only be at^fopting tojcanty it backwardsi a eentury or two; and forcing it from ^at. ktatw 
^ it must again inevitably eeturn. The ellect of the«Beagttl system on tiie pcaviacim 
*^romandel coast, nnd probably on Bengal itself^will be notnore th^, after a long 
' dme, to make the condition of the great bcKlyof themlimWai^tSj whiebtleMa

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' ith respect to tlw OKpediency of hiiving great snl)slantial landholders, who my be rc- Docomoirfl nktirs t* 
ppivisi^ble to government lor the revenue, there sterns to be no reason to conjectwre that it Zs iMindarry and Ryou 
^ might not l»e collected, with equal ease and regularity, from small proprietors. A t^TannicaJ Seuiciueuia, 

^ government has drained the resources of this couiitr)', and left the inliaUtaiUs loss able than ^ 
they fonneiiy were, to cultivate their lands; but the same evil, would have taken place, and 
in n much greater^legrec, had the lands been divided among great owners of estates, of from 
live to ton thousand pagodas each; because it would have been much easier to have impo¬ 
verished fhe country, hy extorting an exorbitant assessment from a few who pos8oss4!d all 
wealth, than it would have been, had it boon divided among a multitude of small pro¬ 
prietors. 'rhougb there can bo no very rich ovviit'rs where estates are small; yet the aggregate 
produce of the land may be, and prorably always is; greater than when the whole belongs to 
, a fyw principal iandliolclers: and government have therefore, a greater fund as a security for 
their revcmic. • 

may be said, that there must be a certain limit, beyond which, estates cannot be sub- 
nlividcd, without leaving so little surplus a rent, as to be insufficient for the subsistence of 
the landlord, and that he would then be forced to withhold a part of the public demand, in 
onh r ro*make up the diflcrencc. Should such a case\"ver liap^n, the remedy might always 
be found, in selling the csUite: the very exi.stcnce of the case, however, suppoaci a fuilnes^ 

V)f pi^pulatidh, not likely to be soon experienced, and which, if it were, would compensate in a 
thousand wnysj for such accident. 

The divisfon of Imids in C-anara, however it nu^ have affected individuals, does not soem 
cycr to have injured ilu' public, revenue. Though it has no doubt sometimes redac.ed the de¬ 
scendants of independent landlords, to the rank of tenants, and even of labourers; it hasinost 
likely, by employing more labour, increased the gross produce of the soil : it has not disable 
tiic ovvncrs from providing for every expense which the best cultivation I'equires. Ithaa 
diminished their property, but it has also, in the same pro[)ortion;, ditninished the lands wliicK 
they are to cultivate with that property ; and by ctuifining their personal management to a 
narrower kpucc, it has rendered it more efficacious. The Vealth accumulated in tbchand% of 
great [iroprietors, may be .supposed to enable them to undertake extensive improvements, and 
to cai jy oil agriculture with a spirit, beyond tliepow^r of petty landholders^ but even allowing, 
what innv be doubted, tliat the wcaltli of a great landlioldcr is greater than the aggregate 
wealth <!f a number of small proprietors, whose csttitcs together arc equal in extent to hw, it 
is not liki‘iy to be so productive; for it never can be managed with cither so much skill or 
economy. tVhutever superiority he may have over tliera in fortune, is more than counter-* 
bukuicod, by the deep interest which every one of them feds, in looking after his little spot: 
and by the unremiliiiig attention which both (us attachment to it, and his necessity, impel 
him to exert, in order to extract from •it, its greatest jmssible produce. 

'flic <‘xpensjcs of Indian, must not be meaaured by ihosoof European husbandry. Exclu¬ 
sive of tauk.s, there is hardly any expense ' 1 ?hiclt may not he defrayed, by the smallest,• 
as easily by the greatest proprietors„pind even tanks themselves are, unnecessary in 
C aiiara. The small estales are in generd better cultiyated than the great ones; and 
tlicir owners arc as n'gLilarns the great owners, in discharging their kists. Among the 
imincrou.s instances winch have come before me, of their having been violently dispossessed 
of their laridd, or of their having fled and left them waste, on account of balances under the 
‘ late government, there is not one, in which these balances can fairly be attributed to 
the rent alone, nor in winch they have not arisen, from fines, anticipations, and other 
acts of oppression. In whatever way I view the question of great and small proprietors, 

*1 am perfectly satisfied that the preference ought to be given to small om s, and Uiat 
government ought to make its settlements, immediately with them. Under such a system, 
the gross produce of the.countiy will be greater, and the collection of reve nue will be 
as riigular, as under that of great landholders. Men who have been accustomed to sec . 
the frequent failures among the lower classes of farmer*, in other pans of India, wdII not 
rctulily admit that a mass of small proprietors can be punctualexperience, lioweverj in 
this province, lias dcmonstiutetl, t^jat the regularity of payment is not affected, by the small¬ 
ness oT the estate. 

Tliough my own opjnion is decidedly in favour of small proprietors; yet as government 
have determined to introdut^ every wherf, the system of IJeiigal permanent settlement, it , 
becomes my duty to point out in what maimer it may be accomplished, iff Cauara.—It is ■ 
evident, that as^ the lands of Caxuira have for ages been private property, that we are not' 
at libeityto make the same disposition of them, as might be done where they belonged 
to government. If it is argued that no such difficulty has occurred in Bengal, it may 
. be answered, tliat the landed property of Bengal is most likely, of a very different 
from that of Cauara, which is both more untienlaiui more perfect than tha^ of 
»because it is more widely diffused, and less clogged with conditions. *lf in Beagsiijt^e < 
circar grunts of enauins are for lands, and not lor money; ami if the lands are oeld ■ ‘ 
a lew great, instead of a multitude of small, proprietors; it may with certainty be pro** 

-nounced, that its landed property is of modern date, and that it is an usurpatioil^. 0 " 
revenue officers and head inliabimnts together.

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Woernnonfn rrlaiive to cstatofi, woliW occasioa much trouble to the collator, and no small discontent among the 
ZeiinndwrTv ai.d Rjot- inhabitants, boeaitse these boundaries, serve not only to divide lands, but also partipukr 
Sii'it wfiita. ^ tiib*^s or iamilics, who fonn distinct communities in their respective, villages. Where ma- 

ganics arc tibout five thousand pagodas Juinina, they ought to be divided into two 
or more estates; and ^Yhc^ethey are small, two or three, ought to be formed into one 
estate. The average ought to be, about one thousand pagodas-j 11 mma.’'* It could answer 
no good purpose, and might produce mischief, to make any estates above five thousand 
*j^goflas, beeaiisc* tbc prnjnieiors might in time, become u kind of petty poligai*s.. All 
past events in this coiiniry show, that great landed pro|)orty Ikjs always liad a tendency 
to excite a turbulent spirit in the possessor, which has been favoured, by the inaccessible 
nature of the hills and woods among which he resides. An Estate of ten thousand pa¬ 
godas, in mo.st parts of Canara, and in every part of Soonda, would place under the land¬ 
lords so large a district, furnished with retreats so strong, that were he toHiceomc refrac¬ 
tory, it would be difiicult to reduce him to obedience. Such precautions, injw bt? sviid 
to lie imiieccssary, bc'cause gratitude for the benefits he has received from the firitisli go- 
vmiiiient, and llte impossibility of bis hcttc'ring his condition, tvill preserve him in bis 
allegiance*; but the love of distinctioif and independence, is a much stronger anH ino'c 
universal pils.sion, than gratitude; and though it might be supposed, that rheliopcles>;ness of 
suci'css, and of course liis own-interest, would deter him from any opposition i»>'ainhority, . 
yet it is well known that men, on such occasions, do not always maturely distant 

consequences; and it would therefore be the^ore prudent plan, not to hazard an arrangement, 
whose stability is to rest on gratitude. 

■After dividing the country into great estates, each of these estates, ought to be made 
over to the potail or ])rincipai proprietor of the small estates, of whicli they arc re¬ 
spectively compose d, in perpetuity. As he has no property in any of the lands composing 
the great estates, except those which were before his own, he can only beconstiinted a 
kind oMordofthc manor; but as hf mint be responsible for all failures, he ouglit to be 
ailowc^rl the tbilowiiig advantages, in order to enable him to perfonn his engagement:— 
1st. lie ought to have an allowance of 2| per cent, hn the juinina, to be iiicludeil in the 
reduction vvhich 1 have already proposed ; leaving the remaining per cenf. to go as an 
abatement to the mass of inferior proprietors and tanners.—2d. lie ought to be vested with 
proprietary right of a’ll waste lands, to which there are no owners, on condition of his 
nayniff the Bednorc assessment, the secomi yc^nr after they are brought into cultivation. 
3d. All inferior estate^ which, on failure of fieirs, liave heretofore been accustomed to 
revert to the eirear, must now revert to,biiiii atid become, in every respect, as mueli bis 
rc'ftpecMivc property, as bis own original estates/ 

Tbougb the establisiiment of these Regulations will,*l am convineed, answer tbc end of 
ensuring the easy realizaiion.of a pcrnianent revenue; yet it is obvious that the inHuenee 
4 the^i percent, in facilitating this operation, mSst,every day diiiiinisli; beeausi’, if it follow 
the laws of other pioperiy, though it noyv helodga to one man, it must, on his deaib, l)e 
divided, With'his estate, jiinotig his children. •^Wc shall then have si'verul pcibons, instead 
of one, to be respbnsibie for the rev’<mue; and os every succeeding gen<*raiioii will iiurcase 
the number, we shall at last have, almost as much detail with the superior iaudiord.s, as 
if we bad made a ilirect settlement with the inferior pro|>i‘ietors. If, with the view of 
averting this evil, a.s it is supposed to be, we confine the per cent, to liie oldest son of 
some siiiglt* heir, and make biiri soljjly responsible, we lessen the sceiirity of revenue, bc- 
<'ause, as we cannot prevent the division of the lands among all the heirs, we have now 
only the security of a pari, instead of that of the whole of them, together with the 2 ^ per 
cent, for its realization. If we restrict the division of lands to tne original estate, and 
determine tlmt all suhsi'quent acquisitions, w lielhor from the reversion of interior estates, 
or the cultivation of cirear w'astc huuis, shall go with the 2-J per cent, we introduce the law 
of eqtail; and evi‘n this can luirilly be olFeoted at some unknown remote period, in the 
many cMaicfi in whieh there is no waste. All system of Indian, revenue must, 1 imagine, 
end, in making a dir<*ct settlement with every independent landholder, witliout the ijUcr- 
vontioii of any superior lord; and in making very one of them, answerable for bis own 
rent; and tlic wlmle of the estates, eomposing a village or district, answerable for the 
failure of any jiaytii ular estate therein, by a sceimtiassessment. , 

Supposing, however, Hiat it may be expedient, for the present, to adopt the system of 
great estates ; the Ucgulations 1 .have recommended will apply to every part of Canara, 
and to the greater part of Ankahih, Soondah, and Bcighy; but in many villages of Belghy 
and Ankoiah, and ihrouglibut the whole of the villages in Soomlab, ruiiuing along the 
Mahrqtta frontier, the kh<l belongs to the cirear, and may tberetbre be divided into estates, 
‘Uvay at the pleasure of government. 'I’hese villages, are in general in such a 
cl^oiate Altaic, that^i, ))i.*riYiancnt settlement of them, would now be made under very great 
difcxdvantageS. It would, for many reasons, be best to defer the settlement, not only for 
them, hut of Canura, for at least five years. The collector can hardly, in a shorter period, 
gain die reqti|sit.e knowledge of the country, for cimying into execution so important a 
measure. Time sUoukl iltiso be allowed to let the inhabitants become famiiinri/ed to tli^ir 
new master;, and shaka off all distrust and apprehension of change, and to enable them to * 

, undenst^i^ the scopq of die system mtended to be introduced ; and ;t shotdd also be* aK 
Km'deiP to let the^ountiy recover, after the long serj^s of oppression under which' 
■“lieivd.' The reniissious already.granted, have rfmoved- eyorv iinpedftneiit in the 
i desirable end; and in five years, they will work a wpnderfi!l improvement in the 
: of the inhabitants. Judging from Ste cotifidenee vvhich they have!'aLreadv as- 
Fin omr moderation and good faith, I. have little doubt that withiii that,perioeT, the 
ue hf land will rise so mwdi, that there will Varcely be- a* single estate which wdll 6ot. 
I i^purcbtiscr, should it be necessary to sell it to nav a balance.« 
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per cei»t.. nor any iu iinnicdiaU:expcc'tatioa, which can make it worth any valuable 
fidcfJition. \Ve have no ground to imagine that there will be any such coin[it;titioii Ibr 
: -them, as to raise.Uu ir prii;e. Soiicars, nntl c)thcr men of property, are too cautious to lay 
■ ont their uiouey iu land, on the stroiigth of the duration ot a new system, and on the faith 
ot a govA'iunent, to which they have but laudy become subject. In provinces which have, 
•liccii near halt a century uiuU'r the Company’s authority, liiey may consider the property 
which they vest in laud, as secure from danger; but here, they will not readily bclicte that 
k can he safe; for nothing biM the c.xpeiioace of miuty years will persuade thein, diat another 
may not trausler them, to the dominion of another power. As we must therefore ex¬ 
pect no caiuruhwcs for estates, except among the landholders themselves; and as, from the 
ininptc division ol land, very few of them can he supposed to be rich, no considerable sum 
•^v*an be expected from them, for great ehtates. lint though they have not the means of 
making great advances as purcliase inoiuy ; the reali/alion of the roveime, will not bo the 
lev seeflie. It is ilic wide diffusion of iaiided proj*erty, by which almost every ^ield has a 
dilfercnt owner, w ho is anxious to imTease its produce, and wlio pays his rent with a regularity 
Vniiknown ffmong tenants ut will, tliat constitutes this setjurily* wliicli will be* every dt<y , 
•trengthoned,‘by theeifect of the id>atomonls wbich have already been made. These, will 
operate, both in augiiicniiiig the gross product* of the laud now iu eiiltivaliou, and in ciiabliiig 
\)u‘ owner to obtain, a better price for it:—they ^dll encourage him to enlarge bis cocoa-nut 
planlalious, which in a climate so favourable, would have been tJ.ai times more numerous 
than they are, had not the dread of additional assessment, restrained their cultivation; and 
they will furnish him with the mcan.s of cultivating completely, tin* higher aiiil more itnpro- 
ductive lands of bis estates, wliicli, in many of the greater estates, have lain waste almost ever 
since tin; iMytore conquest. Canara will probably, ncvci* be ,a inimufaeturing country, be¬ 
cause it ]>roduecs none of the raw materials necessary “to render it such; and because the 
heavy rains, which last so great a part,of thevear, arc an iusurinounttU)le obsUicle tb all 
operations vvhk:li recpiire to be earned on, under a clear sky, and in the open air; but the 
same rains wbieli deny it manubictures, give it a succession of never-failing crops of rice, 
wliieli plae(‘ its revenue and its future j)rosj>eriiy, on the finnest foundation; lor thwe caii be 
tio danger, ilini tin;exi.sting demand lor its surplus prodocc will ever diminish. The pro- 
vim;o of Malabar, Goa, Bombay, and Arabia, can be no; wdiero else* so well supplied ; antj 
tliere is every reason to conclude, that their consumption, by the abolition of till regulalions 
«a 1‘avour of partieular countrit\s, and the rcjduction of du^tics, will be increased.

IN fixing a jKTinancnt land rent in countries that have before been used only to a v'ariahlR Lu 
on(\ a*; true and ccpiitable ns can be dehiicd; bdiig the most just, w'ould ccrlaiiily be the nio'it 
eligible plan to follow, \\ here landed proj^erty, however, has been firmly est»l>lisht‘d for 
ages,-ami the land tax has been fixed, it is |n-obahly the more politic plan, to leave rents 
nearly in that .state, to which the various changes ol countries have brought them. As the 
aggregate here, is certainly low enough for every wislied-for purpose, care may he taken, 
should it, notwithstanding the manv oi)j eel ions to the ^Inn, he ut last dcteruiincd to place a 
TtiimlHT of small estates under one Inmllord, to make the land tax of tlie wliule, tolerably 
equal; but to attempt to equalize the vents of the numerous landlords and tenants in the 
several districts, would eaiisf* very great discontent, and might jiifiily be coin plained of, 
as nn oppressive act. ft would in laet, be a tax on industry, by wltieh, ehicllv, the gross 
produce of some, can have inercast*!! more than ollicT lamls. Resides, any additions now 
made to those rents wliicli arc very low, would fall dUcelly on the pre.-^ctit occiqjants, 
who may probably have paid a price for the piireliasc of the estate, equal in proportion 
to th^ supposed net-produce; .'ind allowing that the estate lemains in tb;: band^ of the 
meritorious landlord, who by his own mamial joboui and the sweat of his own brow, li is raised 
its produce above the level'of his neighbours; with what justice «^an tax Ids indu'^try, 
and at llic same time, grant a remissiou to his neighbour, whoso lands, thruugli indolence 
or otlter causc.s, liave been and are in so declining a state, ns t<f reqnirJ* it r Some have 
obtained, unimpaired or waste lands, ai inferior fixed renti, from some of lii‘i prtx'oding 
gtwernmonts; orhers, have had them granted tlirough favour; and, from variv>us (.tlier causes, 
now hold them, at moderate rates; to incjcase wliich now, would bo to lax the good fortune 
or conduct of tiieir ancestors.

»aT Sgui emgnt^_^ tiwiijy llie most eligible mocle of forming large estates in Canara, by placing a number of 

^ smalt ones under the collection of one head J uullord, who would in fact, be little more than 

Southern DiviVion of potail of a Village is at present; for, without annihilating all tlie just rights of the present 
(.iuiiiia. landholders, which they nave enjoyed for centuries, i see no way whatever of conveying a’ 
proprictiiry right to a great landlord, to any small estates placed under his collection ; nor do 
'1 believe any of the objects govcnuiient have in view, by forming large estates, would be an 
swered thereby. All the claims such a person would have on the petty holders, would be foir 
tbc araoimt of land tax payable from their estates. The only inducement any one would have 
to take on him such a charge, would be Uic allowances in money*, remission of rent, or other 
remuneration granted him l>y government; such allowances, together with the great land¬ 
lords private Estates, would be the only security we should have for the land tax, because the 
only real property he has in the whole estate; for, so long as the small landlords under bim, 
continue to pay their rent, no power cun make them answerable for their superioi’^s defalcation; 
and, as nothing but the right of collecting from the inferiors, could be disposed of, which peo¬ 
ple would ^■ather avoid than otherwise, it follows that the whole estate of the superior, toge- 
.t|)er with his allowances, must be sold, in most cases, for any thing more than a trifling ue- 
^falcation. 

The number of landlords at the time of Hurry Hiir Roi’s settlement, wa^ considerably 
less than at preseut, and all estates were fro^i 15 to 50 pagodas land rent per annum. From 
the natural division of property wliich has succeeded, the number has now increased to 
22,709, and Uie laud tax of estates averages from onctanam to 450 pagodas; there are how¬ 
ever now, many more under than above 10 pagodas, yet no inconvenience whatever has ever 
been complained of, nor docs any exist in Canaret, from the smallness of estates; and per¬ 
haps ill no part of India is the revcinic realized, with greater punctuality or with less trouble. 
As, therefore, without aimihihuing the riq^its of tlie present proprietors, large estates cannot 
be constituted; and as resoriing to harsh measiues, on the grounds of only ideal advantage, 
would lam convinced, by no means tend to the iniprovenieiit of the province, in my humble 
opinion, it would be better to drop the attempt altogether, and to continue' the c;oilection 
from the present small proprietors. Collecting in such detail, must be attended with far 

g reater dimculty and expense to a large proprietor than to government. I'hc farmers know 
lat the sole business o*f the circar servants is to collect their rents, and which done, that he 
.has no further claim on them; but there are many reasons why they would rather permit a 
head landlord, w hen taught to look up to him 43 their superior, to imfiose on them, than any 
public servant, who is with them only fora time. Any one ])roprietor of land, or other re¬ 
spectable resident, in every space of country yielding otic or two ihou^and pagodas land rent, 
might be antborized to colldctit, from the infciior,landlords within bis hounds, \yith an exact 
^ i/jgister of What he is to collect, and from whom. With an establishmoiit of a shambogue,aiid a 
' few Tp^m to every magauny, be. might do this, with punctuality, and might be nx'ompenscd 
for his trouble by a perrc^entage on niscollcctiOnai and by a grant of all the w aste huid of his 
.oollectorate, >vbich however spould be liable to forfeiture, in case of his conimittiiig any act 
which might authorize such punishment; otherwise his situation, together with such lam], 
should be lieL-editary ; but the succession confined to such of his heirs as iiuiy appear best 
qualified to hold it. To make larger collections than two ocjthree thousand pagodavs at most, 
would answer no good purpose; and as one person could not so well look to a great charge, 
it might be attended with many iiicohveniences. Witli an establishment of this sort, and two 
native tehsildars stationed one on either side of the collector’s residence, merely to receive the 
money furthcoming from those quarters, and remit them, I am sure the land tax of my 
district might be duly realized : Ail the landlords, within twenty miles on either side the cot- 
lector’s treasury, might pay their money into it.

THE Right honourable the President records the following Minute ; 

» It has always appeared to me, that the exact plan of the permanent settlement of the 
^ revenues adopted in Bengal, was not applicable lo^thesc territories. 

U was apparent to that the creation of zemindars^ where no zenundarries before ex¬ 
isted, w'as neither calculated to improve the condition of tbc lower ordcra of the people^ 
nor politrcaliy wise, with reference to the future eecuri^ of this government. I have'thought 
that the priac 4 ple of the ryotwar wnual settlement, from which 3ttch vast advantage has 
been derived^ should form the basis of tlie permanent settlement, tt is a question of vast 
ipiportaiioe; it demands.the greatest coasidoratiou. 

I imve already begaa to enter into the enauiry, by correspondence with the collectors, but 
itis;my inteution to^yisitin pe^n every collectorsbip, for tne purpose of carrying on upon 
the.

Objections to Permanent Zeiniiidarry: 

• 1. The power of government, will he curtailed.

3. The remission goes, to the wrong person,—rt siiould go to, the ryot.

10. The loss of all revenue knowledge, after the ^miodorries are sold. 

Tliese are the objections to zemindarry^ that have occurred tome; afid t will discuss 

them separately. 

1, T/ie power ^ government ttilf he eurtaiied. —In all ooontries, it may be good to limit 
•the power of tlie prince; but here, the gotemment uiifst keep as much power as b consbtenc ^ 
svith private rights, in its owir hands. U wHl therefore he right to limit the demand on the 
land; but still to k«ep up os much comtnunlcMon ahd contieetron with the people, as posst- 
l)Ic. It nia3^ be considered an aiciom, 1 think, that all inlemal government is counected with 
the revenue; that whomsoever the people of India pay, him, they regard as tlieir superioi!, 
and is the most important person, in regard to themselves. It may m said/ that this will 
wear away in time; however, I do not sec that it will. The circar will he reraovcil from the 
immediate sight of the ryot, and a certain portion of au^Jiority, power of getting information, 

, influence, and command of rCsootces, will be transfciTed to the /.einiiichir, without a suflicieht 
*counterb»fancing advantage. This will happen, in regard to the ryuiu, peons, and inhabi*- 
•tanls at Inr^, even though diey get pottalis from the zemindars; but mudi more will the 
waste, give influence. Tiie wa^te is the grand means of improving the people,—turning the 
.|yeon into the husbandman. The waste laiwb afford a grwit patronage, and particularly af¬ 
fecting the peons, who swarm over the countiy. if a zemiudar is apfiointed, he becpincs 
the patron of every man, without subsistence. The revenue serxtmts, the euichere jx^ns, the 
villagp pflicers, must always exists \^'ould it not be better that ail tb;pae people, should look 
lip to the circar, and in as imich as regards the support of our aullKuiiy, that the influence, 
information, and assistance which tht^e peojfle ran affoiii, shotild be at the service of the 
government ?—If the situation of iheGcdiwI IJisiricts and the Circars be coinpared, the diftc- 
rence will strike one; that one has been 40 years under our goveruinenti ami lias bwn sub¬ 
ject to continual rebellions and deficiencies of revenue, to tlm day. The Ceded Uistriels have 
been five’ years in onr possession, and akhougli foil of turbulent zemindars and peons, and 
poligans nlio have always been in rebellion against their own native chrear; {leace baa bccti 
preservti, tlie authority of government completely cstaldi^cd, and a large tevefime collecied^ 
and gradually augmented, m spile of two tad seasons.

ryotiit would eipially, tend to the security of the revenue, or perhaps morc so; because it

] n c:iie of ntiforcseeu misfortunes, the relations of tlie ryot would assist him; he could niort- 
gagii his land, and go on paying his revenue. The ryot is the .man who feels as it were, raar- 
ned to bis field, Wtiat an. efiect the sense of a property in the soil would have upon him. As it 
is, under oppression, be still sticks to his field as long as lie can. The people in Canara feel 
,thrs; ami every man builds his house in bis own field. It is said, a remission to the ryot is 
applied immediately to the laud and'farming stock of the country; a remission to the zemin* 
dav is applied indirectly, through many channels of soucars, securities, rcnt|^&c. Besides, 
\vc talk a great deal about the happiness of the people; how' can we increase^™ happiness of 
the bulk of tlie people so much, as by making ilicir possessive, propriemry right, and giving 
them all tlie aci vantages of properly and permanency ? It may be said, that the rights of the 
inferior ryots will be secured, at any rate; but if it is admitted that a remission is necessary to 
4:011 vert tlic lands liiey cultivate, into saleable property, it must follow, that we withhold the 
property from them, until vvegive up the remission to thcpi. Indeed, it seems to me contrary 
to the heuevoleat iuteutioas of the Oouriof l)ircctors, to give ail the advantages of the new 
system, to a set of men, to be created on purpose to enjoy tbem; and to place in thraldom,

venue; they will find it didicult perhaps to invent a la.v in any other shape, which will iiol 
^ress liardei^on the people, * 

7. The sel/inf the land u bad ,—Selling the lands, .appear to me like the loilcry. and to l>a 
encouraging gambling. It may be a proof of cijufMienco in government; and the sale oV 
the lands at ^fasulipalaui, was a proof of eoididcncc in the govermnent; hut snii it 
aTwavs appeared to me like selling the ryots. 1’lic oul^' good 1 roiild see in it was, that the 
purchasers being men of great iiinucuce, could contrive to keep out plunderers, better tlmn 
the col rectors and inagistfatc. 

8. The inhabitants would dislike being transferred to zemindars. 

We profess to make the happiness ot* the people, vur great object. Kow, the inbabitanU 
in general would not only feel, but would in reality be more secure, if they held iheir hauls 
iamiedlately from government. In short, unlmthe setllemciit be made with them, and tlse 
remission be given up to them, they cannot be the sectirc tenants, which every boilv 
seems desirous of constituting them. 1 have no doubt but that they would prefer a settie- 
iiient direct with Ao circar; and iu the course of our t<^r, your Luijdship will be able to 
discover what their own sentiments are; that is, if it be possible to explain the nature of 
thi* proposed settlement to them, and to convince them that the goveriiinent is sincere in* 
its profe-ssions, regarding remission and fixed, rent, it would be a very difficult thing to 
explain the nature of nroperty to men, who have been for years subject to oppression, and 
versed in consequent fraud ; and in m 4 ny places it would be harder still to convince them, 
that the government would give up the lands for evar, at a low rent; but when they com- 
jnehend the full benefit of the proposed sys^m, they would ^aiesce in it, with gratitude.* 

9. Arijutwar settlement hus succeeded neret and will therefore most likely succeed again,---* 

A ryotwar settlement has succeeded in Canfira, Ceded *l)istricts, Bmtatnab!, and every 
other district, where it has been attempted. A permanent ryotwar syatem exists and 

C ers, considering the bad government it has been subject to for many years under 
r and Tippoo, in Canara; although the remission has not been allowetb There is 
•therefore, every prospect of success in a permanent ryotwar settletnent, sup|)ortcd by ad¬ 
vantages, which the present ryotwar settlement, has not. It was thought that it could 
not be effected in Bengal, I have heard; but as it has oeeii done here, and government 
are resolved ut any rate, to make a ryotwar settlement the basis of any system to be adojired, 
those objections which may be urged, as arising from the difficulty of the task, are en¬ 
tirely removed, it may be said, that the revenue will not be secure, under a ryotwar 
settlement; however, if the ryots be put on such a footing that their lands are saleable, and 
that they ought to pay, whetlicr they cultivate or no, the revenue will be secure, and tljcir 
lauds will be the security: no other variations will arise, but from waste being brouglit into 
cultivation. It is a practice to give up their old lands, and Uikc vraste, because the 
cultivanoii of wa^e under a cowlc, is often mjre favourable to the ryot than the cultiva¬ 
tion of their old lands on the full rent; but as the ryot will be obliged to pay his rent, 
whctlicr he cultivates or no, he never will take waste, till he can allord 10 cultivate botii 
the old land and the waste. It may be said, that the Hoard of 4 ievenue can not exer¬ 
cise controul, over a jryotwar system; but this U no good objection. The govcrtimcut might 
08 well shut up the courts, because they c 8 tihot inspect the prq^dingsof every cause, ihem- 
sclves. The existchce of zemindars there,* and the dtfterence between the ryots here, < 
and there, makes so great a difference between Ikngal and the Coast, tlmt 1 tliink the

but in a ryotwar s^tem^ the absolute property in the land, uniting both proprietary and occu- 
;pam0^j;igtit«, .would be sold to make up for deficiencies of revenue; but in a zemindarry, 
where the occupancy of the tenant is admitted, nothing but 15 per cent, will be sold, toge- 
ithef with waste. 


!t may be said that the ryots ate poor; but the zemitidhts will be sometimes poor also. 
As tar ns industry and economy promise success, the chance is, that the ryot will proportion- 
ably em-ich himself as much, as the zemindar. All depends on the industry of ttie ryots, in 
Uny sysiem. if they all fail, the zemindar must fail at last, though his private wealth may 
^ibte hiWi to go oUi for a year or two; and what security will there be, in a ruined estate ? 
if the ryots all mil in a ryotwar system, the rent must fail, and their landsS may not sell; 
bus tlic chance la, that the full property in their fields, on a low rent, will make the body 
of ryots, coHcctivTiy, richer lhan ttie 15 per cent. wiB make the acniindar. This is proved by 
experience. Take any collectorate where there bits been ^ ryotwar settlement, and it will be 
found, that the revenucg have bei'ii more secufc, than in other districts. An account of the 
iifmual'demand, ^llcction and balance in each collectorship, for the last five years, will show 
whether this Utruc or^false ; and yet this comparison between ryotwar coliccloratos and 
otiicr coliectorates, is'partial, -because the rents to governineiu arc raised higher in ryotwar 
eoliectovatCs than in Others, In the Circars, and every wiiore' else, wlicre there ia.no money 
r<*ni, 40 or 1^5 percent,, J daso say^ is spent in the village, ami embezzled by die revenue 
servants: but in ryottv'a^ councrit^, Veiy little, not above 3 or 4 per cent, or not so much, 
h lost ; the fotmt pccttlalionsand es:pieiiditurcs, have been added to thejuinma. If therefore 
higher r^t is taken, and Renter strictness used in making the aettleuieut, th^, 
balmices arfe lessUhati .whec^^lm oifeor collections-arc Ifess, and the rent low, surely Ute

ihg to oth^r parts of India, may be suitable to the unsettled provinces. • 

, * 'From 6anara, I proposed to have gone to Malabar, no less remarkable for its landed 
^tenures, and more so, I'rom the peculiar customs of its inhabiUints. This province cannot be 
. held out, as an example of tranquillity or happiness; but I have always het*ii ol* opinion, 
tlu?t under a just administration of its athiirs, order and content would be permanently 
restored. As far «s we have hud an opportunity of judging, these expected effects have 
been i;ealtzed. Independent of the curiosity excited, in the arrangement of a system of 
“■pcimanency, a personal communication with the public seiants, all strangers to tliis goverii- 
ineiit, was anxiously wished for by me. 1 hoped to have ilerived much knowledge of the 
^tatc^of affairs, from the various sources of inlorinalioii to be found upon the spou; ftud to 
have enabled myself to decide hereafter more easily, hotwinni tlie various and contradictory 
dpinioDs tha^liave contributed so much to the ehangcinenl of Malabar affairs. • 

The inlbnualion and advice of Lieutenant Colonel Munro, was considered by me to be 
essential and indispenstible to the trial and ultimate adoption of any opinion, which the result 
of^11 my enquiries might have led me to form. * 

I would recoinineufi therefore that Mr. Thackeray be dir<?cte<l to follow the same route; 
and that instructions, according to the following general purport, be given to him . 

First, To ascertain the present state of the country; the sources of revenue, especially 
land revenue; the principle on which the assessment on tlic lands is formed ; the quantum 
of produce payable by tlie landholders; the security taken foi» the due collection, and the 
mode of collecting the land revenue; the nature of laudad tenures; the riglit of the land¬ 
holders ; the state of agriculture; the stale of the police, and of the admiaistra|iou of Jus¬ 
tice, as lav as it tiffocis revenue; the defects of the present reverse management; Uie state 
of commerce, as it affects revenue; the controul whici||thc government and board of revenue 
^ possess over the ir officers; the condition, opinions, aud wants of the lyot; the present state 
* of the coiinti}, in respect to the comfort of the people; authority of goVenuncut,and amount 
and security of rev<fmie, compared with other times and governments. . • 

2dJy. '1'hcse enquiries sliould produce an opinion on uie best mode of administering the 
revenues in future, especially of introducing the permarieut settlement: this opinion must 
be stated, with every ojiinion for, and objection to, particular systems. 

'riiat Mr. Tljackcray be directed to discuss fully every part of this subject, with the col¬ 
lectors and revenue servants; to have free^communication with the people: and when it^ 
may appear expedient,, to enter into an investigation of village accounts. • 

Mr. Thackeray will consider himself under die orders of the govi^rDnaeiit, and will cor¬ 
respond with government, through the Governor immediately. Sir. Thackeray, as a mem¬ 
ber of the Hoard of Hevenue, will communicate to his colleagues such information as it 
*inuy be important to them to receive, and will attend to such suggestions as he may receive 
from the ttevenue Hoard. 

1 recommend tliat he may be permitted to^'draw the tent allowances, at the same rate as 
collectors*; and to entertain such ostablislunent- of nativS servants, as the objec^t of his en¬ 
quiry may render necessary. 

It will be neccssaiy that a copy of his imtiructions may be sent to every collector and 
magistrate; aud tliat they may be required to pay the greatest attention to his suggestions; 
and to assist him, by every means in their power, in the execution of these orders.

Zemindarry Settlement, i8o6.

PART FIRST: 

Being an examination of the relative Rights of Zemindar and Ryot; and of the Law, as it 

relates to those Rights, 

Para. i. THE question which I have been desired to discuss, is,—What are the ob- * 
jections to a ryotwar permanent settlement ? This subject is of much importance, and the 
consideration of it, appears to embrace the further question of,—^What has led to the opinion, j 
that a change is expedient in the system hitherto folPowed, in settling permanenuy the 
revenues of this jpresidency ? U must be pfesumed, either that experience has shown that 
one system has defects, from which the other, is tree; or, that superior advantages have 
been demonstrated to exist, in that proposed to* be established. What are the supposed 
defects of the one system, and what the supposed advantages of the other, will therefore 
be here inv^tigated. 

a. Previoui^.to entering on the question iinmediatdy under consideration, a few pie* 
liming observations will be stated, in the hope that they will facilitate the investigation. 

3, Two detpriptious of persons appear to be immediately connected Orith the subject. 
^The first is the zejfsindar: the secood, the ryot. With the former, 1 must be permitted , 
to class all persons receiving the rent of government from the ryots, and paymg it to 
l^ernment, placed in that situation by inheritance, by purchase, or by gift. 

With the latter,* ml persons cuhivatina land, whether.by their own laWr, or by means of 
servants or staves; alf talook£urs, shotriumdars, and jageerdars of one or ^snofe.^ 
yittag^ without great'iifiproprietv, be 'dasai^ in the first description; and all 
lllilil^tod'^cupicrs of smdl portions of land, in the latter. By this airangemeiic, the 
transition may be permitted to on examination of the felat^e 
fc • •• situalioa.

-‘U zeminder to raise bis rents, and oust the ryots; I shall pror-rd to show that the suppo¬ 
sition is contrary to the declared and recognized principles cf tiie pcrnuuicui settlement, 
anil at variance with the existing law. 

4. It will be assumed here, inat the revenue economy of all Ilindoostaii is the same. 

Tire ijissumption is justified by the detailed infc^iiiaiion coniaincd in the Minutes of Sir 
#ohn Shore,—the work callal the Husbandry of Bcttgal; mid the following extract froii] the 
letter of Governor General in Council, of the iglh.luly 1804, para. 10:—According to 

the ancient usages * of India, the government is mtiiled to a share of the produce of tlie 
lands, "^lilie share varies in its proportion, and may be levied in money or kind, ae- 
“ cordine to loeal custom ; and the government is entitled to realize its share of the produce, 

• iliroiigii the ageney of its officers, from tin? immediate eultivalor of the soil; or to farm 
it for a sum of money annually, or for a term of years ; or in perpetuity to the, zemindar 
or other descriplioii of laiulholdcr; or where there arc no land holders, or where laiid- 
holders in possession, will not agree to pay tlie sum, which it may deem adequate to 
“ the value ot its share of the produce, to any,p«‘rsi)n wlvdever.’* 

5. Having justified the assumption of the foregoaig position, I may now he permitted 
to bring imdi-r obsiTvaiion, all that passed on the eoiudiision drawn by Colonel 3 lunro. 

If the quotJijion.s which it is necessary to introduce, should render the |iaper voluninous, 
it will he excused, under the necessity which appears to exist, that all that is brought for¬ 
ward, should be attentively considered. The long discussions which the subject, now re¬ 
vived, has uiidergonc at; various times, may not nave been read iiy ail who are interested, 
in the quc.stion, or may have been obliterated from the memory of others. The siibjctft is 
of that importance, that assertions sliould not be admitted as argument; and argiuiients, how- 
evi i' specu)us or plausible, if not sup[K)rlcd by facts, should not be looked upon, as conclusive. 

o. JSir John Shore, in his Minudtc of 2ist December 1789, stated, para. 13, That “ the 
** neees.sity of some interposition between the zemindars and their tenants, is absolute j 
** and govenimcnt interferes, by establilhing regukrtioris for the conduct of the zemindgrs. 
which they are to execute, and by delegating authority to the collectors, to ciifovee the* 
execution : if the assessment of the zotiMndurries were unalterably fixed, and the pro- 
‘‘ prietors w'erc loft to make their own arrangements with the rjrots, without any rc- 
** strictions, injunctions or limitations, which indeed is a result of the fundamental prin- 
cipie, the present eonfusion would never be adjusted. 

“ This interference, tliongii so mnth modified, is in fact an invasion of proprietary right, 
and an a^suptiou of the character of landlord, which belongs to the zemindar; for it is 
cquiilly a comradiciion in terms, to say that the jitoperty in the soil is vested in the ze- 
** mindar, and that wc liave a right to regulate the terms, by which he is to let his lands, as 
it is to connect that avowal, with discreiiomiry and arbitrary terms. If the land is the ze- 
“ mindars, it will only Ik* paitially, bis property,whilst we prescribe the quantum he is to 
collect, or the inode by which the adjustment of it, is to take place between the parties 
“ concerned.*’ ^ 

7. The reasoning of Colonel Munro being the same as that of Sir John Shore, the argu¬ 
ments of Marquis &rnwaHis, in refutation of Sir John Shore's opinion, will apply with equo. 
weight, to those of Colonel Mifliro,—ihey are as follows: 

I agree with Mr. Shore, that some interference on the part of government, is undoubtedly | 
necessary for effecting an adjustment of the demands of the zemindars upon the ryots; nor. ; 
do 1 conceive that the former, will takfe alarm at the reservation of this right of interference; 
when convinced that government can have no interest in exercisifig it, but for the purposes 
of public justice. Were the government itself to be u party in the cause, tliey might nave 
‘‘ some grounds for iipprehend.ing the result of its decision!. 

“ Mr. Shore observes, that this interference is inconsistent with proprietary right; that it 


** is an encroachment upon it, to prohibit a landlord from imjposing taxes upon his tenant; |br 
“ it is saving, to him, that he shall not raise the rents of nis estates f arid that if th^jand. 

“ is the zemindari^, it will only he partially his property, whilst we prescribe the qoantimx 
“ which he is tx> collect, or the mode by which the adjustment is to take place betweea the 
^‘parties concerned. . ^ \ ^ < 

“ If Mr. Shore means, that after having declared the zemindaf proprietor of- theaciff,’:i®y

MeiDoin u jjujj above that sum, is not only a breach of that agreement, but a direct viok- 

** lion of the established laws of the country* The cultivator, Uiercfore, has^in such a case, 
an undoubted right to apply to government fur the protection of Ills property, and govern- 
' merit is at all times bouno, to adbrd him redress. I do not hesitate, therefore, to .give it 
as my opinion, that the zemindars neither now, nor ever could, possess a right to impose 
taxes or abwaubs upon the ryots; and if, from the concision which prevailed townl'ds thte 
" close of the Mogul government, or neglect, or want of information, since we have had 
“ possession of the country, new taxes have been imposed by the ^zemindars or farmers, that 
" government has an undoubted right to abolish such as are oppressive, and have never 
** I^en confirmed by a competent authority; and'to establish such regulations,'hs may prevent 
the practice of like abuses, in luturc. 

Neither is the privilege, which the ryots in many parts of Bengal enjoy, of holding pos- 
session ofethe spots of land which they,cultivate, so long as they pay liic revenue assessed 
** upon them,, by any means incompatible with the proprietary rights of the zemindar. Who- 
ever cultivates the land, the zemindar can receive no more than the establisiicd rpiit, w'hicli 
in most places, is fully equal to what the cultivator can afford to pay. To permit iiim to 
“ dispossess one cultivator, fiir the sole purposi' of giving the luiul to another, would be vest- 
“ iiig him with a power lo corniiiit a wanton act of oppression, from w'hich he could derive 
“ no benefit. The practice iliat prevailed during the Mogul government, of uniting many 
" districts into one zemindany, and thereby subjecting a large body of people to llic con- 
troul of one princl))al zemindar, rendered some restrictions of this nature, absolutely neccs- 
“sary. The zemindar, however, may sell the land, and the cultivators must pay the rent 
to the purchaser. , ^ 

Neither is prohibiting the landholder to impose new abwaubs or taxes on the lands in 
cultivation, tantamount to saying to him, that be shidi not raise the rents of his estate. 
The rents of an estate, are not to Lc raised by the imposition of new abwaubs or taxes on 
** eveiy begah of land in cultivation t on the contrary, they will in the end be lowered, by 
** such impositions ; for when tlie rate of assessment becomes so oppressive as not to leave 
the ryot a sufficient share of the produce for tlie inaint nance of his family, and the ex- 
penses of cultivation, he must at length desert the land. No zcjniiidar claims a right 
to impose new taxes on the land in cultivation, althougli it is divious that they have 
clandestinely levied them, when pressed to answer dcJiiands upon themselves ; and that 
** these taxes have, from various causes, been perpetuatul to tiie ultimate detriment of the 
pnmrietors who imposed them. 

The rents 6f an estate can only be raised, by usiducing the ryots to cultivate the more 
valuable articles of produce, and to clear the extensive tracts of waste land, which arc to 
** be found.in almost every zemindarry in Beogal. It requires no local knowledge of the 
" revenues of this country, to decide whether fixing tlie assessment, or leaving it liable to 
future increase, at the discretion of government or its officers, will afford the greatest en- 
** courageinent to the landholder to have recourse to these means, for the improvement of his 
** estate/' 

S. The foregoing were the sentiments of Marquis Cornwallis; and the following is the 
law of Bengal: *

J)ckow oy the zeinindars. The error of this conclusion has been .siiflicicnliv exposed : it, 
inay jjtirhaps he accounted for, hy the various interpretations which liave been applied to' 
ifiie term *** proprietary right ]*m a further discussion of the subject, is not now ni;es.sary. 

26. Colonel Miiuro has stated, and the opinion will be generally eoneinml in, that ilie 
complete abolition of an micil'ut revenne systcin, eaii never bo advisable, until it has been 
fully proved that that which is intended to supplant it, is better, fn order to decide whether 
tlic new is prefefablo to tlie old, it should first bo ascerlaiuod whether it is practicable ;

^ ment caynot (lasily be formed upon these points, without previmisly eousidefing the ac tual 
state of the country, and of the people hy ^^hom* it is euhivuted, l'rf>iii the state of

27. It \^ill mv caileavour to show, that the permanent settlement ought to he made with 
zemindars, whcie zemindars exist; and that zeu^ndars ought to be created, where none are 
fmiml. Ueeause I have already shown, that an intermediate ageni v has aluays existed 
between tlio goveniuient and tin* ryots; and that the Ohtahlishing of a permanent onej is 
not a i;omp!ete abolition of the ancient revenue system, not even an encroaehment on it, 
but a conliruiation of it; and because, in great estates, the proprietors liavca deeper inicresi 
than revi'inie olliem's, in the iuipruvcmc-nt of their lands: that being better jndgoJ. both of 
the nature of the sod, ami of the circuinslanees oV tie; ryots, they Avill he mure likely to 
rcgiilaie their rent fairh, st) as to enable the Ix-ltcr snri of ryots to thrive, and the fiwbrer 
Hort to avoid tl;e dislresses and failures, which are so often the consequence of over-assLSS- 

^..meiit: that if they are wealthy, their o\yri interest will urge them to employ more stork in 
cultivation, than eaii he exqieeled under the present system : that if they arc not wealthy, 
tiiey will soon become so, from the iiecumulaiion of the n missit)!) of rent; and the re'.nlt 
will lic the same ; that a degree of niuiual confidoiiee will arise hctwc eti the landlord Artd 
tenant, which can never lake place between the ryot and the icvimiuo servant; and that 
IVoin this soiiree, the private dealings among the Liihiibitaiitb, will he inel•ea^ed and fa(*llitated, 
greatly to the iulvantage of the eoiinlrv. 'I’hal the ryot will have a greater eeriaintv of 
holding his land at a moderate rt'iit, lieeausi* the proprietors will be restraiiieil froth over- 
assessing him,* by the fear of his throwing 11^) liis farm, ami going olFto another estate'; whih* 
the revenue oliiccr is in 51 great measure exempted from this cheek, for lie can follow ihfi 
fugitive ryot, and assess him wherever lu* ploughs a field. 'J’hat tlie rvbt will be le.-s likelv 
to stiller oppression, under a landholder, tliaii under a Vi v(‘m)e ollieer ; bei'aiisi*, n)th<mgli the 
Jaw may be sup)>osed to proleel liipi as etreetiially in the one ease, as the other; yet lie will 
be inui'c intiueneed by lus fears and his ignorance, when he is a tenant oi* govi*niment, than 
*,wlien he is that of an individual, to submit in silence. 'fhaL tiic raising itp of aYeirpectabh* 
body lund-oraierSf will introduce that just gradation of uaik, whieli is so essential to i,hr 
existciic^j? and pro^fKaity of every wcil-ordered .society.. And, finally, that tin* inlmhilanis 
be relieved from the constant and vexatious iiilcrferonec of revenue oilicors in all tin ir 
traiivSiictioiis ; and government, of a great part of tin* expeii-c r»f rnolniaining them. 

■2iS. Thu toregoiiig arc benefits of great inagnilnde. They comprize itlinost all that ran he 
said.in fiivour of the zeinindarry agency ; and are, in abstract, w hat Manjuis Cornwallis and 
Sir Jolin Shore* urged, would be tbe nsult of that system ; ihey are not my wdrds, hut 
verbatim the words of Colonel Alamo. I. shall now give the Colonel’s reasons for doubting 
that those ellecis, would naturally How from grea^ esiates. “ If such benefits should How, 

“ dier« cun bo little doubt, hoadd.%,a.s to the expedieig y of its adoption : Jbit there arc many 
“ reasons to induce the belief that the coiistHjjjences ot that sy'stcm, would not be so bcnefi- 
oiahas might at first .sight, be c.\peetul. 1 he potails of villages, and the principal cultiva- 
‘‘tors, who are lire only iie.'.ei iptioii ofpc'ople likely to Ixtohic owners of c-s^tes, have never 
licanbof private lauded projierty, or of any Jaiull(U‘»l hut the ci'rcai* It would be almost im- 
possible to persuade Ibrm, that government has transferred it.s right in the soil to them, 
iNothing but .the experienci* of a groat 11 nm her of years jvoukf convitjce them, that'they 
“ themselves were actually its proprietors; they would therefore, as long us tiny entertained 
“ doubts of the atnbility oi‘ lUuir tenures, net as if they were in daily expectation of a change.

''•goverinnent might deem it advisable to make, in onlcr to secure the permanency*of the 
settlements. They would employ a part of this fund, in making good deficiencies; and iook- 
Mr. Hodgson’* iug forward to the supposed danger of’ losing llieir tenures, they would hoard^ up the test 
Jlaiioir. ** for their pi ivatc use, and bcst(j\v no part of it, on the promotion or agriepUure. Ihey would 
« no doubt at Iasi, when tluiv became persuaded of the stability of their tenures, appropriate 
their savings to the eidlivation ofllieir estates; but it ^yould he long before tliis change 
could take place in their opini(»ns; ami they would certainly, in the mean time,^ have re- 
duecd the ryots to a imieli woi'se slate ihiiii that in which they found them. 1 make tlvj 
“ conclusion, iijjoii the supposition that ihey are to be at libertjf to raise their rentSf tike land 
** owners in other count ties; for if they are restricted from raising the assessment fixed by 
guverunient, and are at the same time, liable for all losses, they have notjhe free manage- 
** mciit of their estates, and hardly deserve the iiaincj of ohners.** 

2Q. It luis been iiirearly shown, that this description is incompatible with the existinj^ laws, 
and tliereforo, v\hil(i they remain in force, the conoiusion drawn from it, must be without 
.foundation.; and the advantages whiehiColon( 1 Miiiiro stated, in an opposiuMlesoription of a 
.pennancnl^ settlement eonclnded with individuals, for a considerable extent of landed pro- 
^ 'perty, would appear to be ensureil. • • 

30. It hai^.furthcr been shown, that, the constitution established in 180a, for the intcrmil 
goVerniiH Ot of the provinces siiliject to this IVesidency, confirms, instead of infringing, the 
.rigiits and ii>»a2^ which have been eiijoyftl and observed by the inhabitants. Where there 
.ulrcady existed an higher class of society, who received the rents of the ry'ots, and paid a 
coiisifleration for tlie aggregate collection to government, the confirmation of that class, in 
the situation in wbiirh they were found, has followed as a matter of justice. Itds only 
,where such persons do not exist, that the policy of creating them, can come under discussion. 
i^Tliaps the arguments whic'U have betm urged against the measure, tend in a great degree, 
to 9up[x>rt TIjc necessity of gitidations in society, is too generally admitted, to render it 
nccessuiy that it should he pmiieuiarly insisted on here. Apprehensions for the stability of 
the gradatituis already established, form a sttong feature of the objections tibovc quotea, to 
a zeinindarry agency^ ^nd of the reasoning on wliich a preference has been given, to a ryo^ 
war syateinx but when it bus been shown, that the zemindarry agency docs not involve the 
destruction of the funk, influence and privileges*’ claimed for the ryots, but that it is not 
*only connected with their preservation, but extends and enlarges life relations of society ; 
may it not with reason be asked,—whether this additional link ite die chain of society, does 
not tend, in a inateriul degree, to unite the great body of the people more slron^y to the 
government i * 

Next in dignity to the laird, is the tacksman, a large taker or leaseholder of land, of 
•*** which he keeps part as a domain in his owif hand, and lets part to undei^tenaiits. The 
** tacksman is necessarily a man capable of securing to the l^ird the whole rent, and is 
** commonly a coilaterul relation. These tacks or subordinate possessions, were long con- 
sidered as liereditary ; and the oocu|)ant was distinguished by the name of the pwc at 
which he residixi. He held a middle station, by which tlic highest and the lowest ordei's 
*^’were connected. He paid rent and revenue to the laird, and received them lirom the te- 
“ nants. This tenure still subsists with its ofiginal o]>cration| but not wkb the primitive 
'' stability. 

** I have found, in the higher pftrts of Scotland, men not defective in judgment lOr general 
'' experience, who consiefer the tacksman as a useless burden on the ground, ns a drone who 
lives upon the product of an estate, without the right of proj»erty, or the merit of labour, 

" and who impoverishes at oiicc, the landlord and the tenant. Tlie land, say they, is Jet to 
tlie tacksman at sixpence nn acre, and by him to the tenant, at ten-jxxice. Let the owner 
^ 1*6 the iuiincdiiite landlord to all the tenaiitS|—if he lets the ground at cight-pence, he will . 
** iwcvease h\s revenue by a tburth (lait, and the tenants’burden will be dimimsncd by a fifth. 

“ Those who pursue this train o? jreasoniug, seem not suK'.cienlly to enquire whvlher ’a 
will lead iVkid, nor to know, that it will equally show tile propriety of suppressing idl whble- 
“ sale trade, of shutting up the sho|w of evCiy wan who sells what he does not make, and 
of excluding all whose agon^ ami profit intervene between the manufacturer and the 
consumer, ’riuy may, by stretching their understandings a little wider, comprehend, that 
“ all tliose who by midertakiim large quantities of manuftictwe, and aftbrding empFoyment 
" to many labourers, moke themselves considered as benefactors to the public, have only 
" been robbing iheir workmefl with one hand, and their customers wiili the other.

•“ Tile greatest misfortune of a country, is an indigent tenantry, Wiiatever bo tlie native 
advmnagcs of the soil, or oven the skill and industry of the occupier, tlic want (d'a siilH- 
cient capital, rdiiiines every plan, as well as cripples and wt^akons cviTy operation of hus- 
bandry. This evil is felt, where agriculture is accounted a servile or mean einployment,'—^

“ hy the disposition of his lands, by erecting buildings, providing uceoiiimo(laiions,by pivserib- 
“ iiig conditions, or .supp)3'iiig implements and materiab of iinpruvemcnt; and is entitled, by 
“ the rule of public expediency ubov<*-uienuoiied, tft reet;ive, in the advance of Ins rent, a share 
“ of the boiicfn which arises trom the increased produce of hi.s estate. The violation ol’lliis 
“ fumlameiiit^l maxim of agrarian policy, constitutes ibo chief objection to itie hohliag of 
lauds by the .state, by the king, by corpoTtite bodies, by private persons, in right of their 
“ offices or benefice.s. The inconvaiieuce to tlie public, ai'ises, not so iiuieh from the ui>- 
“ alicjiable quality of lands, thus holdcii in perpetuity, as from lienge,—that proprietors of 
“ this description, seldom contribute much either of attention or expense, to the cultivation 
“ of their estates, yctclaira, by rent, a share in the profit of every iinprovement that is maffe 
“ upon them. This coiiipialnt can only be obviated by long leases, at a fixed ixait, whicii 
“ coiivej' a large portion of the interest to those who actually conduct the cultivatioti. 

“ Thesameobjection, is applicable to the holding of land hy foreign proprietors, and, in some 
“ degree, to .estates of too great extent beyig placed in the same hands.'’

*i no suc’li descriptions of persons exist, it would be proper to form the lands into 

** estates, jiuid to dispose of tlu ni to persons who will attend to their cultivation. Tltfseper- 
** sons, as well as all other landholders, should bo permitted freely to transfer their estates 
by sale, gift, or in any oth^ r manner. It can never he desirable that the government 
itself should act as tin* propri« tor of the lar.ds, and should collect the nmts freyn the imme* 
oiate cultivators of the soil. 'Ihc rate*i of rent payable for the dilferent descriptions of pro- 
** dueo, must vary in every di'*trict, and ot#en in every village. Where any proprietors may 
be found, they will gen(‘rally collect those rtmts, agreeably to the specific engagement..

** Country. If any dificremres yhoiild arise betwc’on the landholdcr.s and tenants regarding 
those t’pgkgcments or usages, the eourts of judicature will form the proper tribunals for

** authority cannot inteii'erc, consijjently with justice, policy, or its own interests. 'J’he 
difficulties experienced in Malabar, in regulating the assessment on the pepper vines, and 
^*’oihcr articles of produce, and the evils w hich iiave resulted from the nKxyiures adopted 
** ft>r that purpose, alford ino^t ronvincin^ proof of the bad policy of a system of revenue 
which requires the excciilive. authority ot the government to assume every where the cha- 
racter of a proprietor of land, and to interfere in details, wliich cannot be conducted in a 
manner favourable to tlu* interests of the cultivator of the soil, and to the extension ofagri- 
** culture, excepting by the proprietors of the lands. 

The cultivalion of the country must .depend, on the exertions -of the land-holders. In 
** order to encourage them to employ those exortions^ and to conduct themselves with mO- 
“ deration and iusticc tow ards the immediate cultivators of the soil, the annual payments of 
the land-holders to government, should be fix^ upon a scale of equity and moderation, 

^ regulated, with reference to the rcceipls of government, from the lands or estates of the 
diilerent land-holders, ibr a period of y(’ar;5; and all the authorities, t)f every description 
oinploywl in the collection oi' tlie revenue, including the executive authority of the go- 
veriuneut itself, should be renilered amenable for their acts, to the conlroul f>f the laws, ae- 
cording to the ntlcs already established hi those parts of the country to wliich the new 
constitution l*as Jiccn completely extciulccl. The early extension of these principles to ilic

(Joidd governmout, hjr its iinmediato 
onicers, luive collected a permanent revenue during the three years of faiuioe f, from 1700 
to 1793; or of superabundant produce, from 1790 to 1790.^ in pnc case, the total want of 
rain, uud death of thousands of ryots, annihilated the very source of revenue; in the other 
ciiso/tlie want of a market for the superabundant produce of the earth, rendered that pro* 
dace of no value. In cither of those cases, a ryoiwar rout, if exa.ctGd, w'ould have nuned 
il;c‘ greater part of the ryots; but if it had been.a permanent { ryptwar rent, and had been 
exacted, the exaction of it, would have been stilUu<a‘c* ruinous. If a rciil§, under sudi cir¬ 
cumstances, he not cwacted, there is no pcrinaucucy in it; because the seventy of the famine, 
the extent pf the superabundance of produce, lUe^ijuantity of reuiission, the person to re¬ 
ceive the remission; are all points to be ascertained by individuals, and individuals not

certainly so deeply interested in the result, as a zemindar and a landholder: If all ryoti 
arc to he exempt, the exemption would be ruinous tp governtiient; if only a part, to;w,bom 
is the scrutiny into such details to be entrusted; or who.is to pay, and who not to he trusted? 
To ngtive ofticers of government ( By epUeetprs, it cannot beexecuM,—they can only supe 
intend and direct; and the degree of vigilance or gb^ky exerted ih the superintcnacQC 
must depend on the character of the individual. Does experience tend to convince, tb 
such scrutinies will be conducted with justice towards govermnent, and jus^i^ 

towards the people? lias experience snown us, that ponfidencovcon be placed ^

int^rdst is grt^ater to be a rogue than to be honest ? The servants ot the most cArelcss pri¬ 
vate persoQ, are perhaps more under the eye of tlieir master, tlian those ol the most carelol 
prince, says the celebrated author of the Wealth of Nations. 

44. It is very well known, that since the permanent settlement of Salem was made, tlie sea- 
• vins have been uniformly bad : that in that zillnh where the estates are of the sinallejit <*xteot 

of any hitherto sold, several failures have taken place. A reduction of fifteen or 
per cent, on the permanent rent of Salem, would not have covered the dcficieiiey ‘of pi'o- 
fince, in numerous cases; and the exaction of even tliat reduced revenue, immediaiely iroui 
the ryots, must have caused partial emigration. Tchsildany ifgcncy, would in this ease 
have produced partial, pcrliaps considerable distress. The establishment of zemindars, luis 
produced an o[)posltc and luipt>y consequence: attention to the situatioh of the ryots, 
whedier excited by self-interest or by any other motives, has induced the zemindats to 
lower the rates of the pottahs, and preserve tlie ryots in possession of tiieir lands. 

45. It niav be doubted whether tlic present ryotwar rents in ('aiiara, although the most 
moderate 6 {any under this government,* cun he confirmed in pcraunicney. Tlicy are paid 
t?ow with gr^at facility, owing to the operation of two causes,—tl»c low land rent, and high 
price of grain. Froiii the demand for exnoriution, iho expornition has considerably dimi¬ 
nished, in the lasty<*av: it may cease; the land rent may then, in time approaclvnearer to ilu* 
prnj>ortion, which the rents paid by ryots oi|t lliis side of India, bears to the value of the 
produce of their lands. If the produce of Cariara, and of the neighbouring districts, should 
increase without an increased demand, it might prove diilicult to collect even a permanent 
rtjoft£:ar rent from Canara. 

46. U may, I think, be likewise argued, that a pennanent ryotwar settlement, will in its 
operation; prove injurious to ryots, not generally peilnps, hut el'l laiiily pro|)orti(»nalely to 
the iuequantles which may exi. 4 , at the tiinc the rent is decliired peruiaiieiiL; and in pro- 
portimins the present moderate rents become, through various euuscs, unequal. It,will not be 
denied, that inequalities must exist in arrangements cjnhraeiiig such dettiil. A diininuliou 
of fifteen or twenty per cent, on the present ryotwar rent, wouhl, as 1 have a*dmitted, be a 
groat immediate benefit to all ryots; but it would be a much more extensive benefit to those 
ijyots who arc under-assessed, than it would be to those wlio are over-assessed. It miglit enable 
the first class to pay, in some instances, for land held by them, and not cultivated; but not, 
I'o? all the land held by them, if all the land should remain uncultivated. Thu reduction of 
fifteen or twenty per cent, which, in the other instances only, reducixl the rent of over- 
assessed land, would not enable the holders of that land to pay for any part, much less for 
the whole of their unproductive land. 

** A Jand-tnx assessed according to a general tsurv'cy and valuation, how -nqual soever 
‘'•it may be at first, must, in the course of a very moderate pcri(»d of time, become unequal. 

" To prevent it becoming so, would require the continual and puinful aiicution of goveru- 
inent to all the variniions in the state and produce of every difiereut farm in the country. 

“ 'I’ho governments of Prussia, of Bohemia, of Sardinia, and of the Duchy of Milan, actually 
“ exert an attonllon of this kind,—an attention so unsuitable to the nature of govermpent, 
“ that it is not likely to bo of long continuance; and which, if it is continued, will pro- 
“ hably, in the long run, occasion much more trouble and vexation, than it can possibly 
“ bring relief to the cultivator. , 

" III 1666, ibc generality of Montaulian was assessed to the real or predial taific, ac-* 
cording, it is said, to a very exact survey and valuation. By 1727, this assessment 
“ had become altogether nnequaU In order remedy this inconvenience, government 
'' Itas found no better e.xpedient tlian tb impose upon the whole geniality, an adilitionat 
tax of d hundred and twenty thousand iivres. This additional tax is rated upon all Uie 
different districts subject to the tuille, according to the whole assessment. But it is 
“ levied only upon those, which, in the actual state of things, are by that assessment, under¬ 
taxed ; and jt is applied to the rrfief of those, which, the same assessment, are/)ver- 
taxed. Two districts, for exampk, one of \jhich ought, in the actual state ot things, to 
I be- taxed at nine hundred, the other at eleven liundred livres, are, by the old ns<jesstncnl; 
i lioth ta.ved dt p thousand livres. Both these dirfficts are, by the additional ta.x, rated at 
clevea hundred livres‘each. Rut this additional fax is levied only upon the district 
^ under-charged, and it is^ applied altogedjfer to the relief of that overcharged, which 
“,cooseqoeiitly pays only nine hundred livtes. The governiiient neither gains nor loses 
by die additional tax, which is applied altogether to remedy the inequalities arising 
irdm' ^0' old assessment. The appiicaiioa Is pretty much regulated according to the 
• V . discretion

48. It is not by tchsildars, that we arc to expeet improvement* will be made in the apr 
pcaraucuof the coLintry. They will not build substantial houses, plant gardens and 
make roads, erect cluiuitrics and bridges, or build pagodas. Whenever we observe such nil- 
jirovements, they will geiierully be found to have be^i made by tliat middling class of pco- 

1 >le, standing in society IkHwccii the manufacturer and cultivator, that is, by merchants, 
and-hoickrs, and men of property. That the disposition hf the natives of India is favour- 
I able to this iixnie of disposing of their superabundant wetdtb, is abundantly evident. To 
perpetuate their names, by oefs of geiuTol benefit, of the natixfOabuvhtkseribed^ U the first 
wish of all. By the creation of zemindars, therefore, we raise up^ those intermccliate gra^ 

.dutions in society, the want of whidi, form such wcH-gromidcd complaints. Theife zemin* 
dars will acquire property,.aiMl spend a part of it, in improvguieQjts of general benefit.. The 
ryot will, under the zemindar, uLso acquire property ; and when protected in the possession of < 
it, and not afraid to display it, will lay it out„ first,---inbcttcriug his conUipon;—secondly,*— 
in personal comforts;—and lastly,—in local improvements, of the nature above desoribed.

THE survey of the Ceded Districts having been completed, it now only remains to <?on- 
s/August iS 0 r.,* J sider how they arc to be permanently settled; what remihsion will be rcquiixcd for that 
fy purpose; aud whether the iuiuiediate tenants of govcnuiieut ought to be the ryots,or 
' zemindars. " ' 

The assessment of Akbar is eslimau?d by Ahul Fazcl at ope-tliird, and by other aiitho- 
fities, at one-fourth of th»‘gross produce; but it w'ns undoubtedly higher tlian either of 
||klK-se rales, for had it not been so, enough w ould have remained to the Fvot, after defray¬ 
ing all ex penses, to render the land private property ; and as this did not take place, we 
may be eeiUiiii that the nominal one-fourth or one-third, was nearly one-half. This seems 
to have been the opinion of Aurungzobc, for lu; directs that not more than one-half of ihe* 
^crop shall be taken fniiii the ryot: llmt whore the crop has siiireivd injury, such remi..oiori 
fhall be iBudc, as may leave him oiic-haif of what the crop might have been; nnri that 
* where one ryot dies, ami another oeeupies his land, tlic rent should be reduced, if more * 
than one-half of the produce, and raised, ii’ less than a third. It is evideijj;, therefore, that 
Aurung/ehe thought tltat one-lia!f wasii^ general enough for the ryot, and that he onglil 
in no ease to have above two'tliirds. The motle of as>essnicnt in the Cedt'd Distriels, and 
tlic Dtvean, still liinils the share of the ryot to those proportions, but makes it eoinmuidv’ 

< liiucli nearer to onc-h;df than two-thirds of the produce. If by fixing the gt)vcrniijerir retin 
oue-tliird, he were allow'cd to enjoy the remainder, aud all such future iiierease as might 
arise from his iiidusiry, he would never relinquish his farm ; and all eultivate<l laud would 
soon become private pi(»perty. 11’more fliau onc-third is demanded as rent, there can he no 
prwate lande<l property, ft>r it f4>und that wlum land, winch has formerly hetMt eieiinn, is 
' assessed, tiitit us long a<i the rate'js not more th«in onc-ihlrd of the ]>rodi!C(;, tiu' land is 
regurdi'd as a private estate, and can generally he sold; hut that whem ver Ihe rale *‘xceeds 
one-third, the laiwl is srareely ever saleable,—is no kmger r(‘ekonc<l private property, and is 
often abandoned. If is also found by experience, that ouc-lhird of tiu* firoduee is the rate, 
of assessment at which persons, who are not themselves cultivators, can rent land from 
•government without Joss; for it enables tlu jn, after paying the public dcnaind, aud being 
reimbursed for all expenses and stock employed, to obtain a small portion of land-rent. 
As oruvthird of the pi(»du(.*e is therefore* the highest point to wliicli abscssnictu can in 
general be carried, williout destroying private landed property; and as it is also tin* point 
to which it must he lowered, before persons ^vho are not cultivators can, oeeu|)y circar 
*land without loss ; it is obvious that miless the‘assessment is reduced to this rate, land can 
neither be occupied by all classes of the iuhubitaiUs, nor ever become pri\ate property; 
tior can any permanent settlement be madb, calculated to improve tin? condition of the 
ryots, or of tne public revenue. 1 am therefore of opinion, that in a p{ rinauei.t settlement 
of the Ceded Districts, the rent of government should be about onc-ibird of the gro^s pro¬ 
duce. The present assessment is about 45 per cent. To biing it to tlu: proposed level^* 
would require a remission of 25 j)cr cent., as may be seen from the following example :

Supposing that this remission is allovted, its being granted to zemindars or to ryots^would 
^ake a very oiutcrial dilfeiicuicc to the country. £ have stated fully, in former letters, what 
Appeared tome to be the respective ad van Uiget and disadvantages of the zemindarry, or moo- 
ttaciarry and lyotwnnry systems; and all that 1 have now toolier 'on. the subject, is little more 
ittian a recapitirtaiion ot arguments, already adducM at diflerent limes. It may be said, in 
favour of the zemiudar ot mootadar, that he becomes at once a great proprietor, and relieves 
govefnment from the trouble of making settlements with the ryots; timt having a (ieeper 
inier&Ht iu the cultivation of the country than the revenue oiliccr, he is better qualified tp 
direct it; that being more intimately acquainted with the circumstances of the ryots, and 
greater inducement to prevent iheir failure or desertion, he is mofb likely to grant 
’ |.,^uch reihissipns as may occasionally be necessary; that he will grow rich himself; 
^ granting favourable terms to his tenants, will gradually raise up a body of substan- 
i^u-bwners; that he will require no remissions in his rent to goveriunenr, as he 
^^able to make up for his loss in one place, by his gain in aiiotlier: that he will stand

But there scents lo be iiotliing very serious, in these objeeiious. \V bc.i a conn try is sui- 
\eyejl, and the rent of every fi^d fixed, the accounts become pcrfecrly simple; they arei 
nothing more tlmn a list of ryots and fields ; and if the ryots do not m.\t year, take nc.v ot*^ 
throw up okl land, the same register will sext%; again; and as eurnums must ahviu i be kept, 
there is no more difilculty fn ^tting froni them an account of a hundred r^ois, ihan of one.; 
uiootadar. The accounts of the customs* which yield so small a pertkm.or leveiiue, are m- 
finiteiy more intricate and tixiublesome, timn those of the liiiid«rent. If such a reniission is 
granted as will leave the ryots a private rent, after disclnuging tlie public one, the iujcrie- 
rcfict of revenue servants will be unnecessary, llieir own interest wid stimulate! them * 1 ;^ .. 
mltivate; as io Canara, where no revenue otiiccr ever thinks ofcaliiiig upon the owner r 
plough or sow Ins fields. I'he additional expense of collection In tin* ryotwar 
» would be gradually compensated, by the rent of waste lands brought itfto cultivatior'^^ 
the fluctuation in the annual amount of the revenue, would be gmdually iessetied, as tti 
b€*come attached to their farms, by the benefits of a low assessment, and retaioift^ 
as a lasting possession, instead of changing them, partly or i^'ifiy, ^tmost every yeaf^ 

The oniy'uiait^ra of real importance, in a compurison of tlie ryotwar and zemindarry^ 
ienij^, arc the amount uf^the reiuiiipion to be grunted, itie mode of its Uiatnbutioit. '

, 'Jdic annual tliicfiutlion in the amount of revenjic, lias likewise been brought as an argii- 
inoni, against the ryotwar system, but this flmduation will never be so gr(*aT, as to cause aiiv 
fti'rious inconvcuicncc. It would never in any que year, eat'f'cd ten per cent, in an aggregate of 
six or eight collef torales, though it might be more in a single one. It would gradually dimi¬ 
nish I he ryots became propnetoiti; and would, in ten or twelve years, searcely ever beabovi* 
five per cent. As ihr inecjii ility too would arise, as otfen from an increase lu u decrease of 
reveuNc, governmwit woulfl lose nothing by it, anrl the defiidt^ncy, wlnm it occurred, might 
iilw.'-iYs be provided for, either by reserving the surplus of former years, or by a loan. 

I shrill now nro(*ef?d to stale the manner in wliiirli I think a permanent ryotwar soithnnent 
in the Ceded Districts uia^^ bii made. L sliail tin n eiidavour to show, that il will yield as much 
revenue, on an avenge ot yc.us, as the zcmind.ury system; and that, as it will also bi^ more 
benchcial to the grcai liody ol' the inhabitants, it ought to be adopted.

Tlierc is no difficulty iu fixing the amount of the tax with regard to labourers'apd 
tradesmen; hut it is not so easy toAscertatn it, witlt respect to merdmnts, who, though they are 
supposed to be assessed, in some places, at 15 or 20 per cent. 5 f their income, in others, pay 
little or nothing. Under the native govemments, there Wem many iwonsfbi this indulgence. 
The merchants usually supplied, without imyraent, the demands of the revenue servants for 
efotba and other articVjsi th<iy were also obliged to furnish atalow rate, whatever articles were 
required for the public service, and to take the circar slwe of the crops, damaged stores, 
&,c\ at 10 per cent, above the market price; and also, in times of exigency, to pay oeeasiorml * 
cpntrilmiipns. These demands having ceased under the Company's government, there can be 
' no reason for tlie merchants being more favour^, in one place than another, oi^or their notb« 
being every where assessed, in the same proportion as the other classes of the inhabitants.' 

It would DC vexatious to attempt to discover the income of individuals,* but a tolerable 
estimate of the aggregate income of the merchants of a district, may be made from 
accounts of the exports and imports, die population, the produce and consumption, 
and die usual profits of trades; and 15 per cent, upon the sum resulting from these 
calculations, might be Imposed upon the m^faants, leaving tliein to distribute it in 
detail, according to the income of the several ihdWduaU. In the district of Uydroog, 
wtierc the house-tux Is higher than im other parts.oi the Ceded provinces, and where it 
is supposed to be about fiftocn per tent, upon incoitie, a new distribution was made last year 
by the merchants and shopkeepers themselves. The total sum was not increased, because it 
was already sufficiently high; but the shares of many individuals were reduced one half, and 
those of others, doubled and quadrupled* A few of the prtticipali merchahts from all the chief 
trading towns of the Ceded provinces, were ^at the same time assembled. They weie informed 
* that the house or income-tax would berais^, and were directed to state, not what their in- “ 
^ eoine was, but what the rate of tlie tax upon it was, in their respective districu, compared to 
jRydroog* They debated among themselves Ibr several weeks; and at lost produced a statc- 
^^ent. to whidi \hey all agreed, as containing the fair rates of their districts. The Rydroog 
' merchants who were present, took .care to see that tlie neighbouring districts were rated as 
bi^h as their own, in order to, prevent any addifton^d assessment from falling, upon tliern- 
leFycs. The tax might, by the same process, 6e extended to every place w6re it is not yel 
cstablishtHl, and make a considerable addition to the public revenue. An idea of this in¬ 
crease may be formed, from comparing the hwuserrent of the Ceded provinces, with that of the 
richer provinces l^elow the ghauts. * S P

It is one advantage of the rvotwfp 
system, tliat it leaves room for the land-rent to increase with the population and wealth oi’ 
the country ; and it is another, that hy making the reiuissioti every where eijiiiil, it will fi x the 
I'Nots to tlieir several farms as proprietors, iiisSteiul of keeping them, as hitherto, for ever un- 
sett led ; without attachment to their lands ; without any wish to improve tlieiu ; ami waiulor- 
ing from one /cmindarry or mootaii It) anoAier, in quest of mt)re favourable terms. As long 
as the public exigencit s require a liigher revenue, the prestuil asseiiuiont may he 1 pleased, 
after making the usual allowaiieei for bad seasons, &c.

34. Such lias been, we believe, the mode hitherto adopted in fettling, permanently, the re¬ 
venue of the goveriiiiienl: but, as the committee obferve, permiliion inufi Uc received from 
the Court of DireCfors before fueh a mod^ of feillcinenl can he adopted in this province; 
the recommendations whicli may urife out of their invefiigation muft he confined to the 
adoption of i'uch an arniiigement, as fliall,for the prefetit, iccuie the revenues, and facilitate 
the ultimate iiitrodnf 5 iion, (houid it be deemed nccciTary, of the permanent fettlcmcntoir^SvI^ 
plan before alluded to.

Fii liilirids where ibere is more 
Fand* than can«i1waysmought under cultivation in the 3'cur; and in diilrids where land is 
not'watcred from tanks and rivers, but dependant on falling rains for water, the ryots may 
cxercife their own dii'cielion, in feleding land which is moU moderately aileilod: land over- 
aflcITed will be wafte; »nnd its allenmeiil will in cunfequrnce, Ionic time or other, be reduced; 
•hijt where land is every year nearly all under cultiviyimi; where it is valuable and transler* 
able properly, an over nfreirment mull ruin a portion of the ryots; and an under* aflclVment 
be produdt\'e of Jofs of revenue to government. In the one cafe, governmenf cannot*pKr- 
ticipnte in the profits of the ryots ; while, 011 the other, it mud; bear the lois,oii the over- 
afleffed land? The land-tax is meant to fccurc government from the thefts, frauds, and lofs 

^ of aumaiiees; and the ryots, from the interfefence, perfccution, and opprefliun, of native 
revenue officers, and from being taxed according to their produce: hut if the land- 
tax is founded on erroneous pnncinles, which, if rcfereuce lie had to the perfon-s who 
'*niuil form it, it is more likely to ne, tlian on correct ones, the evils will exceed liic 
benefits. 

1 st. Becaufe, to eflablifli aiyotwar rent, a confiderable redudlion mud be made to enable a 
ryot to pay the lofs of or J crops when they occu#^ which they will do often, either on 
the whole of liis land, or on a part; land entirely barren only is remitted to him. * 

sndly. Bc^aufc this dedudion will unavoidably unequally dfdributcd; and government 
^ill have to make up, at one time or another^ the inequality ot redudtion, by a further remif- 
fioii of r('nt oil over-assessed land. 

•3dly. Bccaufe where there is no wafte land, or but a fmall proportion of wafte land to be. 
occupied, as is particularly the cafe in Tanjore, government cannot recover in the occypa- 
lion of wafic land, the firlt remiffion to the ryot, while it muft bear all the lofs of droughts, 
itiiindalions, or other calamity, which may diminifli the quantity of the annual culti¬ 
vation. • 

117. Although the beft writers on revenue economy have declared, that for government 
to divide the produce with the cultivator h to lax improvement, yet it may be a queilion^for 
dilcuilioii, whclher the roufoning applies to the farmer of India. If the feafon be more un¬ 
certain ill India Ilian in Europe; if the articit's of produce be more conSned; and if the 
aiHual produce be»niore uncertain, and its price extremely variable, it feeiiis not i‘o injurious 
in a country where ^ths of the revenue of the ftate are from the land, that the government 
ojid the cultivator flioiild participate in the rifks produced by the fureffoing circiimftances. 

the cultivators (hare be iilierul, his profit in good feaiuiis, will be cohnderab/e; in bad iea- 
Ibns, his lois comparatively trifling. If government farms out its ffiare, but leaves the ryot 
to receive his fliare in kind, the fituation of the ryot is*not altered. 

118. If reference be had to the lyftem of taxation in India before the Mahomedan con- 
qiieft, there is abundant rcafon to conclude that it was determined by ihofe conlideratioDs 
which have regulated the taxes of other governments. A land-tax was* known in many parts, 
but in muft, it was confined to dry grain land, not fixed on the ibily but varying with the ^ 
nature of the produce; why ^ becauie the produdhve power of the foil is of inleiipr 
fideration, where much more depends on the feafon, and the expetfted fnpply of water. It 
nok, in India, in the option of ^lie cultivator to adopt the European fyitcni of a rotation 
crops; his lands may one year yield him a produce of the value ol’ loo, and lofe none of 
fertile powers; yet in the next, yield liim^iiot more than 20, bccaufe he is coropelledj by . 
the feafon, to change tiie article of cuityre. Wliere a, land-tax is found, it ia de^iinined oa 
this principle; but no where in India, the curamillce believes, is • l^d-taf on*each field Col-; 
Icded in all feafons, good or bad, whether the land is cultivated or not. 

119. ' Unlcfs in countries w here a fixed demand exills for aliilolf all the produce, a divifioa 
of the nunjah produce will be found the pra< 5 ticc; or, if uTenl, it w^ill have ot'cn 1 
in the year, have been determined by the aCfuul circumfiances of- the year: 
of the nunjah produce appears, therefore, to have been applicable to Uie circumfb 
climate, and to the nature of tlie government of India. How fur it is#tt tills peri 
ble to this part of India, will be enquired into hereafter;

2nd. It is fccurcd from all the lols which may arife, from the eliabiiibmcnt of an unequal 
land-tax. 

3rd. The atmual rent will not depend on llie corrci^ afeertainment of the cultivation and 
prdducio; and, iliercforc, be not irtinually expofed to deterioration by the corruption or 
, • inca|wcily of native revenue ollicers. « 

4lh. A village rent will be much eafier changed into azemindurry rent, than a ryolwar 
rent, and at a lefs lofs of revenue to government. t 

5lh. 'I'hc charges of collection, will be cvnhderably reduced. - . * - 

122. It iius been argued aguinll this mode of fcttiemenl, that the obligation for the whole" 
rent among the inhabitants of the fame village is unjttil, bccaufc the ucglc(^t of one partner 
may be w'anlon, or rcliltance to fuKii his fliarc of the general engagement, wilful. A few fuejiT' 
cafes may occur; but the frequency of them muft, where they rclull from a iKgl£jt‘'t of indivi¬ 
dual inteVeft, be limited. Villages will generally fettle among tlumftlves tlie belt way of 
paying the rent of government, Wl viH either engage tor r(>ecilic lluires of the uni, or for 
the dabbing of the circar thareof the produce. To many ryots, an cxiMiiption t/om a con¬ 
tinual demandVor rent whb:b the union of the circar (hare ulfords, and the isuw: tb.ercby left 
them to follow their agricultural or olhei^purfuits in their own way, are of more value lo Ujcoh 
than a fepuralc ullellitictiL on their lands, which compels llu in to become the irUul or whole- 
faic fdicri of their own*grain, and to give conltuut ultendauce on the oiilcers of gove/n- 
ment. 

f23. A village rent fupports that connexion and unity of int(’relU which ovifi among the 
nteerafladars dt the h.uie village, and which, forreafons alicady given, it is more ddirable to 
preferve than to dellroy.

t24« A rent of a certain number of villages to an iiulividual, on a leafe, has the follow ing 
advantages: 

lil. It l.iys tlie foundation for a permanent rent, at an early period. 

Slid. It dimmllhes theexpenfes of cultivation. « 

3rd. It leaves the cultivator to purfuc his own intcrefr, in his own way, and at liberjy 
either lo re^d:,, or divide the produce, as may be agiccd on bclwccii him and 
inootadar. 

4lh. )t determirv^v the revenue^ of government by competition; and affords llje bed 
rhaiicc of recovering all fupprcffion of cultivation or produce. 

5lh. It relieves the oliicers ot governiiicnt from all tiettul'i in a greater degree, than the 
village rent, whidi, fince lliedtabhlliineiu of courts oi juliice, may be coniidered an 
object of fome importance. 

1115. Such a mode' of rent, under laws competent to protect the people from manifeff 
ought not to be opproffivc td any m*rlon. The mccruffadar would either take his 
8fwe, and render in kind to the motflehdar, the government fliure, or engage to commute it, 
His nght would be his coodewarum; his commutation of it, the aCt of his free-w'ill. ita a 
pqliUcal point ofview, fuch a rent may be liable lo objeciion, becaufe it may remove the 
puopie from under the immediate authority of iWe government olhcers, and place them too 
1imch| under the ipfluence of the mooiuhJar.

129. A field/ent, and a village rent, having been unknown in Tanjorc previoufly to the - 

ccATioo-of the prcn incea to ihe Company, there is no record before that period, of the relative 
fortility of the diderent fields, nor any particular account of the adluiil produce of the whole • 

land^o'f^acli village. The actual produce then, of Fiifly 1210-11, 12, and 1213, being fodr * 
yeafs'of numany, with the eitimaled and actual produce for Fully 1214, nre the only matcriali 
fora ryotvvtir rent. 


^ VILLAGE RENT. 

130. This r^ode of rdnt never having been prodiifed before Fully 1214, there is no 
accaiint on record of the produce of each village fince the iiilrodut^lioii of the pultuckdnrs, 
ill i7cS2. A few fcattcrcd accounts of the ciliumted or cubooleat produce of villages luiglic 
probably be obtained for one or more of the years from 1776, to that period: but the rcfult 
could not be falisfa6tory. 'fhe pultuckdars either have nut, dr would nut, give true accounts 
ot their collection from each village. The aumany management furuilhes uccounfs, it is true, 
of the adual produce of each village, but no account cxifts of Uie vulue or fale price of the 
grain ; no particular account of the Tales of the grain of each village was preferved ; the 
grain was foW at depots. The price of grain mult vary in each village, from two caufes, the 
iituation of the village, and the quality ot the grnin. A calculation might, no doubt, be made of 
the revenue of each village, but it would be liable to much error, from the Editions price 
which $>ull be aHumed for the grain. The rent in Fufl^* 1214, having been a village rent, 
ilie accounts of that year, Qiow the adual colledions trom each village. In Fufly 1215, 
dlthough the rent is tiie rcfult of the ftandnrd produce, and has no relation to tlie aduni 
produce of the year, the accounts will neverthel^fs exhibit the ndlual colledion from each 
village.

IfOOTAll RENTS. 

131. In this mode of rent, it is of conrfe underftood, that propofah will be invited, aftd if 
rcfoieiicc he Imd Lu the information of the co|le< 5 iive revenue of the province, which the coni- 
mitlee liavc entered in dilfereut parjts of their reports, there appears abundant mutertals by 
which to efiimate the fairnci's of the propofuls which may be received. 

132. In tjie examination of the detai^d accounts, of which abllra^s nrc’inferted in this 
report, the committee were early led to adopt an opinion, that the ryotwar rent in Tanjore 
prefented no benefit to government, or to tl^e ryot, proportionate to the riik of lofs, becaufe 
the great Buduiitions in the extent of cullivalion, in the produce, and in the inarkel price of < 
the produce, rendered it extremely dillicult to adopt a ftandard for alTelSuenl; becaufe the 
■redndion which mull be made, to enable the ryot to undertake the riik Of tiie market, and 
jof^bad and indillerent crops, would caufe a very confideruble diminuttoii in the revenue, 
without a pofitive fecurity being obtained for (he payment of thp refidue; becaule the 
extei^ of wallc land is fo inlignificant, that the redudlion on the picfent revenue, nccelfary to 
form a ryotwar rent, would not be counterbalanced by any properliouate increal'e from 
extended cultivation ; fo that a ryotwar rent in Tanjore would entail a permanent lofs of 
revenue. 


133. It may he argued, that in a diltridl where land is fo valuable as to fell at a high prioei^*^' 
fecurity would always exill in the land, for the revenue; but when once land is over auefle^^ 
it lofes its value, ami is no longer falcabic. In I'ahjore, the clianges which are liableXo oewH 
in the channels of llie rivers, and life lofs of water by the breaking of banks, mnii occafioniSSSM 
prdduQis great deficieucy.

welfare of the people, and the true profperity of the country ? , 

88. 'riiat the future proffieriiy of the country, depends on the corredlnefs of the furvey 
rates of idledinent, if a ryotwar rent is to continue, will not be denied; becaufe, wherever they 
are too high, die laud mil be alfaiidojied,ftr the ryot muft be ruined. The combination of cal-* 
culutkni, ft0111 which a furvey and aifentnent are formed, have been (liown in a former part 

* ^ of this paper. On the corredtnefs of ihcfc combipations, as ap¬ 

plied to eaoli Held of each villa^, it depends ivhether the culti¬ 
vator, on ail average of years, eittier lofcs or gains by the occu¬ 
pation of the Held or Holds which colle^ivciy conipofe his fa];m.

purls of Helds wliich have been fown, but liavc not proved produililivc, arcuccafionally made, 
and annual udvatices of tiicoavy are required. 

90. TIfe t^xaminution into the extent of laud occupiedthe correct application tof the 
furvey rales of iiirtiriiient to fuch land; the inveftigaiion into the circumftanccs of indivi-, 
duals chiimiag I'emiftion, and the determination of the quantum of reinilHon;—ail thefe details

Para. 5. THE whole lands of a province in India, whether cultivated, arable,’ivasto, •. 
jnnfrle or hills, have been from time immc?morial apportioned to a particular village; so . 
lliat all lands are within tlie known boinidury of some villa^je. 'fhe total boundary of ^ 
all the villages of a pmviiieo, forms the whole landed surfactf ot that particular province. 

6. The villages in Oindigiil are distinguished by ihc^enns Cifcar village,” and 

Poliaput;” tlio former, denoting that no other in termed iatcragency existed for tlie roe<'ij>L 
of the cia*tfr share of the produce or revenue, than the immediate oiBcers of the circar; 
the latter, denoting un alienation of the revenues of entire villages, ami the jraiisfer o>’ 
their‘revenue jurisdiction to individuals, styled poligars, either tor a feudatory*or ciwel* 

• tiervice, or a tribute called peskeush, this tribute being less than the circar sliarc of the . 
I»iodu<;e in proportion to the service to be rehdcrecl by the feudatory poligar, or tlit • 
cawolgar. Independent of the pollams, the poligars frequently held cawcliy^inaumams in the 
circar viJlages, These poligars had, at ^le time of the. transfer of tlie villages, no property 

or occupancy in the laud, and seldom assumed any; the most cultivated villages, and thW:. * 
most jungly or frontier situations, were frequently assigned to poligars for cawelly service. 
They sometimes had a kummalumf of their own, either to increase their resources, pr for 
the purpose of rearing a superior kind of grain for domestic use. 'i'hey sometiines had " 
the power to compel me inhabitants of the circar villages to cultivate their mauniauis, in 
preference to the circar laftds. ^Tlifll happened, when the government was weak; and 
pdigar po^er strong. The peons, they were under their tenure obliged to iimintixin, cither 
for pumoses of externgi war, or intemm police, had lanu assigned to them, for a.proportion « 
of their pa^^ An assignment of laud, when the desolate state of most of the [>ollams is 
considered, the |K>ligar could easily make, witliout ejecting any of the original cultivators; 

• if ejectment by forces was ever practisetl, it was always considered an act of injustice. 

It follows then, that the transfer of villages to forma pollam];, was no more tliaii the 
^stgnment of a certain portion of tlie government revenue of those villages* to an 
individual, for Articular purposes, in preference to giving monthly pay. The practice of 
assigning the revenue of land for the payment of service, was universal in India. It was 
practised, us well for the inaiiiteiiaiice of fighting men, for the endowment of religious 
establishments, in provision of the expense otHlie^itchen, as for the payment of the betel 
bag carrier; as well iu reward of civil and nulitaiy services, as for the’support of con¬ 
cubines. ,

10. Butin latter year*!, they were regulated at about .12 in the loo^ leaving ^8 per i yf 
•the gross produce, tor division, share and share. 

11. In J)iftdigul, the produce of paddy was alw'ays, before our acquisition of the province, 
divided after decluciiiig the fillowanees in kind above referred to, bet\veea tlic eultivalor ami 
the circar in equal {mrlions, and received l>y ih^ eircar in kind. I have found the practic'o 
of dividing the produce of paddy laud,.to have been general in all the districtsf I hgve visited, 
jirior to the introduction 01 the systembf ryotwarrent, or a fixed field rent in money. lln.> 
pifu’fice continued in Dindigui till the cstabiialiuieiit of the survey, and introduction of 
lielii rents in Tusly 1210, or A.D. 1800. 

12. The circar of Hydcrand Tippoo generally toojc tht whole circar share from the 
paddy lamb kind, mid seldom made it over tor a money payment to the villages. Under 
the company’s government,since the conquest 111.1792, to the e^tablishnienf ot field reritsT 
in i/QO'iSoo* the villagers w'crc generally contracted ^vith, to t^e th^ cir8ar share, or a* 
portion thereof, for money, and tlic rest was received into store. At one ome, the dfetriet 
was rented by divisions, composed of several villager, to one man. When tliis mode ot‘ 
realizing the eircar .share w^as adopteil, the viUagers were at liberty to take their shore in kind, 
or to eoiUraet with the renter to take the whole produce, paying him a value agreed on> Ibr 
the eircar share. Tins system is favourable to the oultUrolor^ when redrelj^ 4 Voih exaction is 
obtailiable; because it leaves him, widiotitfisk or^responsibility. 

13. ’flic share of the circar, or the produce of dry^raiir land in Dindigui, was, before our 
ae(}Mii^'*tii)ii of^ the province, received alw*a)^in moneys at so much for a given quantity of Ism) 
of a L^i\en quality; the rates of assessment to the quality of the land, and the extent of the 
l.'.ixi incc’L.uiic ditfered in each village, or if not in all, in a very large pro[X)rtion of tliem ; 
tile n^muiial extent of the laud was generally exceeded by the ^tual extehi; and although 
tlKMa noniination of the rod used to measure the land, might be the same in each village*, 
the number of inches try the foot or feet to the rod, and size of the foot, dillcrcd in many. 

.It was by this intricacy, and by these indu)gencie.s that the arbitrary imposts of despotic ruleis 
were evaded, or rendered less oppressive; An order might be issuerl lo increase the asiessment, 
and ih^ revenue ofiicer might obey, to outward appearance; but if he was sensible thr^ 
increase would not be collected, or was bribed to betray his trust, he allowed a iiivoui ahle rate 
of rncasurement.

37. The “ proprietary right” of zemindars, in the Regulations, is thetcfiire no more than tha 
right to collect from the cultivators, that rent* which custom Itas establish^, as the right of 
government; and the benefit arising from this right is confined, Hint, to an extension of the 
amount, not of the rate of the customary rent by an increase of cultivation;—secondly, to a

but that the system of management, subsequently inirodueed, bad impoverished it, and 
greatly reduced the population. 

46. !Now I would ask, if this description wiFl not apply to every part df India, and 
whether the system of management introduced at one period or auollicr, by Hindoo or 
Mussulinan rulers, has not impoverished, at one period or another, more or less every pro- 
viuee of India f If this be admitted, I deduee the following coneliisioiis; viz. that land will 
be, and is, more or less valuable; first, where arable laud is scareo or abundant; secondly, 
where the Hsses.>me.nt is high or low. 


^ 47. In Cmiam the standard assessment (for every province in India has its standard) was 
at one |>enod, very low; an additioa was howi vir made to this standard, during the go- 
fernment of the Hindoo rajahiN and rajah of Byjnuggcr and Bednore; a further addition 
Ivas made by Hydor Ally Khan; and a still further liy Tippoo Sultaun: so that when the 
i^idsh government gained po.ssosion of ilio pri)vlncc, the rent, as established by the 
^t^edent rulers, was nearly double the /r/rw, or standard rent.

of govc-r«meiu, may, or may not, havc»bcen partly the cause of rH^ellion. •* 

•5(1. It is slot the f|«cstion of expediency that 1 mean to discuss ; hut I venttve to affirm, 
that the right of the peojde in Catiora dv Malabar would not be iiijurcd or infringed by the 
esiablishuiont in those province?, of pennanenl system as c^Uiblished in li’iigid, arid on 
this s>idc of India; and tlmr, with a diffcrr^ice in valuc\)nly, private properly'*'and private 
tstates, exist as much in every part of ludia, as they do in Coiiara or Malabar.

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Para. 23. AT some former period, but wffien, cannot now be ascertained, the wli(»le lajid of 
the^ zemindarry was either surveyed, or its extent estimated, and a tax Hxed t)n each fu.-ld, 
according to its siise, and the fertility of the soil.* Where this mode of settling the revenue 
obtains, it is called tissabuddi/ vitaum, being a knd pleasure equal to about cawnies. 
In die progress of time, as alterations took place in the extent of population, value of 
money, or price of grain, the sist t became cither disproportionate to tlie means of the 
ryo^s, and a rednefion in the amount resulted, or in other cases, the proBt derived undei: 
the. original sisi, was such ns to attract the attention of the renters; consequently, 
having in one instance been compelled to dllow a reduction in the sist, from want of 
resources in the ryots, they considered themselves equally entitled lo participate in an 
augmentation of those resources, and to raise the sist, or rather make an additional 
assessment; for the actual sist -of each village is always preserved.

Mnnnfs letter of the Qtli November 1800. In this case, the government wouid do to*ihci 
mootahdars, whgt the former sovereigns of Canara did to the cnaumfiars; assigi^lo them ilu; 
land tax payable from such and such lands, without giving them any interference with the 
Jaiidholders. A commission of 6 per cent, would, perhaps, be suflicient to cover the risejue 
.and expense of the mootahdar. Where one magany is large cnoirgh to coiistiuuo a * 
moutal^ it might be madeovetto the chief man in the magany: Whore the mnganiej 
were small, two or three might be united; so as to make the moOtahs run, iVom 
four to five thousand pagodas annual jttmttia. HoHvcver, the larger the niootah, the 
greater the security of the land tax; just as the man who ensures a great many housH*s or 
ships, will care less for petty losses, and be less likely to fail; so the great, will be less 
likely to fail than the small mootahdar. Mtjor Munro’s plan appears, in every respect, well 
adapted to the purpose, except that the commission of 2} per coat, seems hardly enough.* 

Tlie mootahdar must keep peons, nnd accountants, and a shrofi'; ho nuibt eoilect and 
r(uuit tile money to the cutcherry; he must stand all losses, and defray contingent expenses. 
iSix per cent, would be necessary, at least, to enable him to dp all this easily. It seems ul.^o 
^contrary to die plan which lias been introduct'd elsewhere, to oblige him to pay any 

* increase upon the extension of cultivation. With these cxce]>tiou«, a inootalularry 
settlement might be introduced into Canara and Malabar. It would Ix'a iinanciulgOpera<^ 
lion, soii^ething like the mortgage or sale of the land tax, and aiieiiiled with all the 
advantages and disadvantages of the farming system; except, however, that itii the farmeri 
arc to be hereditary, they will not be so oppressive as temporary farmers usually are, and , 
who always ruin a country. The chief advantages would be, that the Hoard of Reveiiuc^|^| 
and the collector, would be relieved from a good deal of trouble, which tlie detail iio» ^

hie that the people are very well pleased with the administration, uhhough in the Ceiled 
Districts they eompliiin about the bad seasons, if rh(y murmur any whire, it arises 
i'rom ill humonr, occasioned by idlencbs and security. Aiine rain would give lliciii employ¬ 
ment and good spirits. 

Op the whole, (Jni situation <if the proviiices whilh I have visited, has appeared such as 
to give me grenr sutisfaetion, altliongh I did not stay long enough, nor perhaps take the 
^ proper means, to aeipiire minute information. ^ 

It will be fouinl that these province^ when settled in the way proposed, will he in that

footing, as proprietors; bt^eansc their favouraulo tenures were secured by custonu 
which, when conquered by the llomnns, was full of people; and Cultivation fell off 
I , great citixens cAigrosscMl great e.^lates; when rivers, which had formerly divided 
states, bccatnc the boundaries of private estati^.

Agriculture has been extended and ii^roved in Europe, since cottagers were turned oiit ^ 
of their small forms. I believe, that oiilj good and skilful fanner, with good iinpiements 
and cattle, and half a dozen able labourer^, could do more than fiii hundreci families of idle 
highland cottagers could do formerly; but this is, beciiusevthc cotjagers in af^cient Europe, 
and now, in some parts of it, wore idle, ignorant people, whose forming was bad. Thoy.did 
not make the land produce half what it could, and has since produced, by better manage¬ 
ment; yet tliey consumed more, than a few better farmers would require^ But the 
improvement <hd not result from the mere union of small farms. It arose from tijrnintt . 
out ten ]tfople, who could produce hut iittic ; and putting in one good farmer, whose skill 
aii^l industry, and stock, enabled him to raise more produce tiian all the teq, could do 
before, at so much less cxp(‘ii,s(', and therefore to pay so much more rent. These cottagers, 
were originally slaves, and retainers of the great landlord, and were a very igijorant, 'idle, 
turluilcnt set of people, from whom no great exertions could ever be expected; but the ryots 
of Liiclia are a very dilVm nt s(‘t of men, who tiave reclaimed waste, and practised liusbaiidry 
witli skill and success, from the most remote period. Tlie mootahdar could not pretend to 



4:oiild possess. The mootalidar has no niTfte skill’than any of them; and could not, there¬ 
fore, iiuprove the husbandry by superior knowledge. • 

AnotluM-advantage, nsualiy attributed to great farms; is the scopcwliieh a great capital 
aflords. 'Ihe gfeil fanner inay ke(*p coKaiu fields under particular crops and management-• 
Ik! may have l^lows and routines of crops; lie may reserve liis grain, for a good price ; he 
may make ev(‘jy thing turn to aeemie.t. 'Jhe great former 110 doubt, in India, as well iis ki 
Europe, has great advantages ; and is enabled to make a greater profit in proportion toMiii 
rent? than the. small farmer. About /|oo acres in the upper country of Intlia, as well as in 
Eurojie, seems the licst size. 

A fanner for instance, in the Ceded Districts, who pats 200 pagodas per annum, makes a 
greaier profit, and raises a grcaler product* in juopf^rtioh to that rent, tlian the poor fanner 
who^only pays 100 pagoda^. IJowever, in this eaA*, the profit of the great farmer will not 
he more, than the Interest of his capital employed in his farm. The poof 1‘armer has no stock 
^ of value employed, at least none to signify; *\hile the great larnier has a great many 
hidloeks,a gn-at d<‘al of stock, n good deal of ready money to pay his expenses; all which 
4*onstitntc: ins stock, and which must ho replaced, with a profit, liis original stock must be 
rciiewed, his annual expenses repaid wdth intere.sL; so that were the uccouiiis of the «^reat 
and .small fanner fairly balanced, it would most likely he found, that in proportion to the 
iitock, skill, and labour ( inploycd, the great fanner had not raised more produce, nor derived 
greater profit, than the small forinct. If a farmer has stock sullicient for the fic^ he 
fopics, his produce and profit will be, iu the same proportion, whyilu.!- his form he small 
The earth geherally produc-es, in proportion to the labour and expenses bestowed 
it. The division of labour, so important an advantage iu manufactures, has little 
ijtj agriculture. Jf this is the ease in Europe (and the"best authors, espcciallv Adam

•. ^Vhere a gre/it noble or % great rajah* dra^vs the rent, or even great part of it, from a ^ 

large extent, it enables them tojivc'in leisure and ndlitence, and to einpldv many idle au^uiIi iba/r^^ ^ 
.servants, and consume many foolish articles of luxury. The whole rent wnich they draw, * • 

goes to feed the idle and iinproductivc; for, footmen and peons, onera girls, utul dancing 
girlsf gkving great dinners to country parties, and giving treats to Hnihmins, arc expenses 
which bring bjick nothing. Tliey arc all their con^mptioii, there is no reproduction; and 
«they arc consumed, in n great degree, upon worthies domestics, and in waste. So it is, if 
their rent is spent in triding articles of luxury, beCause they feed those artists, the manu¬ 
facturers of those trifling afiieies which they delight in so inueh; but it were bettor that 
such artists req^ived no c«courag(?ineiit, for it th^ did not, they ^ould be forced to betake 
llicmscivcs to other more liseful occupations. Thus, rent enjoyed by great nobles, and 
great rajahs, is spent on menials and ministers of luxury and ostcitiaiion, tpirf the country 
is doubly impoverished. It is impoverished, by being obliged 10 support this swarm of 
> drones^ it is impoverished, by having so many hands withdrawn ironi useful, JalKuirs. 

, Keeping 5,000 of these idle hands, is as great a bufthcii as keeping 5,000 sohiicrs. fljayy 
^.of our provinces groan under this burthen. The landlords rent in the Northern circars i# 
divided beuvecn the government and the zemjndiirs. The government expends a great 

{ >art of this i?ent in supporting the judicial, revenue, and military establishments; hut 
resides, the country supports an hoSt of rajahs, w ith all their dependant relations, Hrahniins, 
peons, clcjdiants, cholidars, and servants. They arc supposed to render an equivalent, by 
ihcir skilful management, and clever urrangements respecting the landed property of which ' 
ihyy arc termed ])ro[)netoi's; but did their hliarc of the rent, be it great or small; did the 
sums which are idly expended or hoarded by them, go at once to the tribe of husbanduieu 
ilie ryots; liow great an increase of general comfofi, agricidtural stock, and improvement, 
would OM.siic. 1 do not imagine that it can ever go *to them, now. It will eiialuje the 
rajah to kt^ji an elephant, perhaps, if he had none before; or liali-a-dozen,*wlu:re he had 
but one bi'fory; but it will not go to increase the stock of the rydls. The r^ah will, to the 
end of the chapter, get as much from them as ever.* It must he always keptju mind, lliat 
remij'sions granted to ryots, arc like money lent our, nt interest; they mu.sleome back, with 9. 
pn^ir. Where the rent goes to a small proprietor, it is imnicdiutely addc*d to the agricul- 
uiral^toclv; applied to the improvement of the land; to tlic support of productive iiulusg-y. 

It is the great advmitage of small estates, (by small, I mean such us can be managed, by 
tiieir owners) that the rent is not diverted from the land. I have attempted<to trace the 
expenditure ol’ the rent drawn by great landlords. 1 will try to show, how it will most 
probably be disposed of, by a small pro[»rietor. 


']'he farmer pays Ins rent, the net produce of the kind, to the great landlord from whohi 
lie rents, and begins liis next yearis cultivation with the same, or at least with hula small 
liiercase, of stock. The rent would he spcuif by the landlord, and would not in general 
be added to the tigricnltural stock, not, at least, until the ostentatious (»r frivolous wants of 
the great landlord had been supplied. Ihit tin? proprietor (were this farmer e.onvcrted into 
a proprietor of the same land for instance) would keep the rent himself, and dispose of it 

* according to his disposition. Trugality and moderation arc, in general, among tly* virtues 
of a small landholder; at least, tliero is more chance*of linding those virtues among a. 
set of ii\en who have been celebrated in all ages and nations fur tiicm, than among the' 
Ijreat, who tire notorious for tlie contrary vic(‘s. 

If a small proprietor is very frugal, he will save the whole landlord’s rent, not sp 
one farthing on liis pei'soiiul ex[>enses, but invest it in that kind of stock which he cons]| 
most profitable and secure; smd his sitiuuioii agrieiiltiiral stock will be the most obyiO 
He wdl, therefore, apply the landlord s rent to the pundiasc ot‘ more bulkjcks, if h<i 
tliem; he will plant u few trees; he will give his land a better manuring, or clear 
vv^^e; knowing the certain profift which must nris<- from his semire possession otijk 
he will most likely expend all the rent iqmii Jjjs land, as far as it is siisceptibie.^d^^ 
ment.

If the estate be very small (so much so, that the waggs of •labour, profit of stock and 
fcv/nrd of skill, he not sufficient to support the proprietor) ho must, whetherlie be prodigal 
or frugul, break in upon the rent, and endeavour, by great frugality and industry, to improve 
iii-; land and his^condition. 

Jf Ilf lias had luck, and can go on no longer, ho must, like poor proprietors, poor trades¬ 
men aud^ioov farmers in all countries, fl4fll his land and stock, and turn labourer; buf while 
a *i:m has ;i»spot of his ow n, to labour upon, uotlfiiig but very groat imprudence, or unusual 
niisfnriuiic, can r(*ducc him so low. 'I ho rliiucate in Malabar and Canara will generally 
.sfouro liiui from the misfortunes which usually ruin farmers, in other parts of*India, bad 
seasruis; and it may be expected that his habits of fmg^ilily and prudouco, wfiicli all small 
proprietors, and especially Indian proprietors have, will generally preserve him from the bad 
i iroets of folly and cxiravaganec. Although the ryots are liheril, if not profus.c; they eare 
little about money; because, aceustomed to pay the circar, and because an industrious ryot 
can always borroiv; tic can alwf^ .s pledge his labours, mortgage his skill in hushtandry, and 
borrow money. His iiidiistjy is a stoeJv which seldom fails; lie lias therefore credit. Hut 
this is no reason for drawing a li^avy^reuirtVoiii him. His charity is great, and in most parts 
of tlii'*e«umtrv^a certain proportion of his profit is supposed to he cx|)ciuled Ln charity; 
and :m allriwaiiec is aeeoahngly made : hut charity begins at home, and he will take care 
of liiiijsctf, arurtiot to expend his w liolg piofir, when he lias the means and ihciucitciiient to 
iiuTCJise his sufi'k, and add to his own comforts. 

•If groat landlords arc better than small, on account of the capital, government niustjie 
the best of ail; because no individual, however wealtiiy, can vie with govenniunt in point 
<jf (^apiral, nor w ill any individual be more inclined, or biater able, to proiimtc cxtcrr>ive piaiii 
of imjp’ovi'iJiynt. Hut it is confessed on all sides, that any thing is bettor than to have* 
go\emuu’iir, the landlord: and hy the s:uuo reaonieg, it w:ould ajipear, that us a great. 
liMi'llonl i.s bi tter than the greater sovi'icigii: so the small proprietor is belter than the great 
landlord, d’lu* economy, at.iMJiion, and luiiiiKMeJJvnowledge of tie' .soil, its cajiability, liic 
prSper mode of eiiliure, lU'C mucli greater advantages in husbandry, <‘speeially Indian 
husbandry, fluui a gixat capital. Whuc there arc tanks, indeed, a capital is necessary; hut 
goveriimeut must superintend great taiiki at all times. Hut in Caiiara and Malabar the 
.‘iuiall pro[U'lcti>r will pick up every stone, root out every weed which ctrti stand in the way 
of, or draw nouri^liniont from, a plant; he, will cut away the sides of hills; he will dig 
manure, turn the soil, plant a coeoa nut here, a pep»pi r vine or pumpkin there, as petty 
conv('jiieije(' may suggest; he will be.slox\ on his little spot, all tiiat uiiiiiite labour and 
attention w’hi<*h ts so unportaiU in Itulicin husbandry, and especially in Malabm aml Ganara.

In other provinces, a \\m\t assessuient, whicli shall leave to d|p 
fanners a share of laudlorcPs rent, will have the samc^ffects. Hut collecting the rent through 
the incdiuni of an hereditar/bailii*, such as the modtahdar, who seldom has half a do^cii 
bullocks of his oVn; who ft a mere farmer of jevenue, can do no good to the eountrv, by 
increasing agricultural stock. If indeed, the sunnud of permanent possession, Milkuit 
Istimrar, had a magic operation; if it nt once doubled the agricultural stuck oC Uic country, 

Jt would be far superior to the philosopher's stone, and 1 should acquiesce in its immediate 
and general introduction into these provinces; but no person will mistake so fur as to Mievc, 
lliat we can create proj)crty, by a stroke of the pen; without making some sacrittpe. W'ot 
Inust either gfve up a share of the advantages now drawn by government, or we must transfer 
individual rights, to do any material beneiit to the mootalmar. if wc set up a muotahdor, 
he must be raised either, at the expanse of goveriuncnt, or of the ryots. If it be done at 
, tlie expense of government, the capital of the cdhntry will lie increased, in proportion to 
the sacrifice made by government. If it be done, at the expense of the rvots, the general 
stuck and property may be in some measure transferred, but not generally increased. 

Tn Malabar and Canarn, where there are no tanks, 1 do not see how great capitals conld 
be employed, even though wc could make them. ,§ome expense is incurred by damming 
up rivers to prevent their flooding, or to preserve their wister tor cultivation. This expense 
should he considered, And deducted from the rental of the estates in whichiit is usually 
iiiciiired. The Jand tax will consequently be lighter. Stock may he expende^ in planting 
gt^Kdeiis in particular situations; but of all k\n& of husbandry, gardening is best managed 
by a small proprietor. The minute attention, local knowledge, and petty hand work, which 
► a gjijdcu requires, ciiti be given much better by a small proprietor,'than by any other * 

|)erson« The same cause which makes the labour of hirect labourers cheaper and more 
eflicient than that of*s)aves, makes the e.\ertions of the funner still more- efficient ihatf 
that of the ialiourer, and the proprietor's labours again more eflicient than those of«the 
farmer. Tlic more their interest is concerned, the Imrder they work;1iiid with the greater 
<‘flect i.s their labour applied, whether it be that of the head or of the hand. 

The i.ssuc of tuccavy in MAlabaris not*usual, though it is in Caiiara and the other* 
pjovinccs. Hut there it would become mmeceisary, if the proprietors wi re not in sumo 
ease's over-burthetuHl with the land tax. JJuf if the old custom of receiving tuccavy 
siioiild still make the«peopie expect it, J ace no good reason wdiy government ^otild not 
assist its poorer subjects, with an occasional loan. The issue of tuccavy does not prove 
that great lurms are necessary, tiiat meotahs are great farms on great estates, and therefore 
£etter than small. It only proves that there is out little stock in the country; that poor 
men have no money, and must either borrow or beg; th^t the assessment is too high; for 
it‘ the land tax or rent of a poor ryot, who is forced to take tuccavy, was lowered, his 
j)rivatc rent, which he himself keeps, would he iiu'reased, so that he could do withou.t , 
tuccavy. It cannot be said of such a man, that he would spend any remission of 
ill extravagant pleasure, not save it to cany on his cultivation; for the collector is satisfledig 
with his industry and frugality, before he trustk him with an advance of tucctivy: anr"* 
tlie same honesty and fiiigality which ^ives him credit to borrow of the drear, wouk

, The ryo^s are laborious, and in some respects, parsimonious, inherit their^ skill *Ra^ 
attachment husbandry. We sometimes, especiajV tliose among us wlto know least of 
them, afrect\coQtcmpt for the natives; they a^e indeed, objects of pity, if our contempt 
for tltcir character, suggests ideas of arbitrary gcuiernmeatbut considered as liusbandaum, 
who have understood ^nd .carried to perfection tjiiat ptimieval business of man (the enU 
tiyation of the earth) fyr thousands of years, diey are yery respectabie. A few centuries 
agp, the peasantry of Li{gland,>and even now, the peasantry in many pafts. of Ejurope, tne 
considered as inferior bentgs by tlmir proud masters, the great landholders, (tlm aemmdars) 
who urged their idleness, ignorance, and brutality,^ mi a rec^pn for keeping them in vassa¬ 
lage. ^me great philosophei-s have aheqted to attribute to tlicm ind^nce, not p) be 
excited by^atiy inducement; want of mental and bodily strength, which fitted thorn only 
for slavery to jhc. people of hot climates, 

They attributed to climate, what is rather owing t6 the nature of the country, open and 
subject to invasion, than to the natural olmractsr of the poplc. . it Would be impertinieiit 
to^how tlrnt.lbo people of hot cemntries have been conquerors, soges^ luid statesmen, merely* 
tQ prpve that the ryots am capable of becoming independent pvoprietars; but I cauunt 
help observing, tluit £uro|3ie, noW so industrious, when abased by petty tyrants, dis¬ 
tracted by civil wars, and invaded by barbariahs,'Wi» worse cultivatea than this cc^ntry 
perhaps ever was, sioce the dt^s of Menu^ wlm is saitf %i be Minos; and that is carrying their 
cultivation thr enough into atitiquity<-*-^The iariners of Europe seem to have been tlsr lesif 
skilful, industrious, and respectable, tor njnny centuries, than those who have survived tl^ie 
calamities whfeh have now for so many years, been heaped upon these provinces. The 
people of India cannot be Accused of neglecting their myn interestj we see ihsUntces of 
industry and parsimotiy, whichJeWs might boast of. The people or the towns in which 
properly is Secured My courts of justice, take as much run ds ^ea^ risks, and succeed, 
as well as any people in the world, in aoqpitiiig ^{mimmty. It wodm be monstrous in us to 
' Jay it down as a rule, that they must be stihlulatca to industry by an heavy asscskmenc; 
driven like slaves, not led like men by a sense of inter^t; that they are incapable of 
pmpehj^* and. must be urged by a heavy rent, and tbA Justify pur rule, by a ^ubtStioit 
from Montesquieu or Aristotle, that the natives of hot i^iilitrtcs are* only fittefd for slat ^^

Having now, I think, said enough rcsActmg these sister provinces, Canara and iMulabrir, 
I shall proceed to the Ceded Districts, aiW begin with some general observations on the 
revenue systems, which have hitherto prevailed in tiiis pciiyisunN 

So much has already been written resecting the provinces of ^lalabar and Canaraj hy 
people of greater abilities, and more local experience, tliaii myself, that I am loth to treat 
a subject, already so much better discussed than 1 can possibly do it; L have gieaifcd what 
little* seem to have left, and have compared and cousiilered their opinions wherever 
1 |bujKl It convenient. • 

All this iVninsula, it may be said, except, perhaps, only Canara, Malab.'ir,Manfl a few 
oth<T provinces, has exhibited, from time immemorial, bat one system of land revemie. 
The land ha.s been considered the property of the circar and the ryoU; the interest in tin* 
soil has been divided between these two, but the ryots have possessed little more interest 
than that of being hereditary tenants. If any persons have a claim to participate with 
" government in the"propertv in the soil, it is the ryots; the men who originally reclaimed 
and cultivated the lands. The country is divided into villages; a village, geographically, is a 
tract of country, comprizing sofiic thousand acres of waste and arable hinds. Considered 
politicdly, it ts a little republk.*, or rat|>^r corporation, having its municipal otbc(!rs, and 
corporate artificers; its boundaries arc hardly ever altered. There it stands for centuries; 
and though occasionally injured, or even desolated, by war or famine, the same name, 
boundaries, imprests, and*pe'i^hups (!vcn families, remain the hereditary tenants of the land 
for centuries. « • 

. The government collects the rent of the village from the farmers who cultivate it. Some 
of these fanners, have a thousand, but generally less, often under a hundred acres. There 
secMTii to have been, at. all times, three temporary modes in which government collecteid its 
rent, and one permanent one, which we have introduced. Of the three«temporary modes, 
the firit is the fyotwar-kuiwar, or individual settlement; the second is tne mmtzmear- 
^an^ana^ or village settlement; the third, the ijarah, ar farm of several villages. These an? 
temporary. 'Fhc fourth, is the mOotahdarry, or permanent settlement, introduced by us.

for their leases were gcnemlly’ annual, and the rent was liable to iiicrea>i’, ai tlie reiiewui 
of the cowde. * 

I'liey were generally more attentive indeed to Ac interests of the country, t!»:m mere 
farmers; Ix'vanse, as government generally continued tliAn, or were unable to remove ihom 
from their situations, they eon-sidered ihemselvcs more interc^led in the prd^pe.rily of the 
eqmitry. Ihultr the great zemindars this practice will always eonlifiuc, pciluifs heeausi’ the 
cheapest way of managing large tracts of country, ni si'/c,ainl other eireumi^lanees, more 
like principalities than private estates. Such zemimiars, it they do not farm out in ibi'^ inodi\ 

* nsumly liave tebsildars, on the footing of those in tiie Company’s owm disuiets. Iti some* 

cases,Ibe men who were tehsildars under the collector, remaincil lu the same situation, wliyii 
the country was made over to the zemindar. « 

» On such large estates, therefore, it w^ould seem improbable tlmt the ryot will derive any 
benefit from the permanent settlement,*any further than that as he is free to remove lus stock} 
and labour to another zemindar, he will probably do so, unless he is well treated, 'riie coty t 
is a check also to exactions of the aumdddVs and farmers. 


These three, seem to be the only systems which have ever been adopted, previous to the 
pcrmainmt settlement; and under none of thtfm, did the country rapidly improve. This 
•low advance to improvement wa» owing to two causes, high rent, and luinual settlements. 
These are tlie real causes of the general depression of agriculture; and while they exist, no 
* .great improvement can be i-xpectcd. The government, seeing the evils of these temporary 
settlements, with a view to remedy them, introduced the permanent, or niootahdary settlement, 
which, case of zemindars, who were in actual posiju^ssioii at the time of the seAlentent, 
sci'ms to admit of little objec-tion ; but when the country*was divided into mootalis and sold; 
ft may be urged against this system, that it was an ingenious attempt to confer advantage#., 
without making sacrifices; that it was an alieinpt to create property, without rent, it is sayb- ; 
by the enemies of this system, that it did not constitute private proi>erty in the soil; tor thiitv 
government merely tanned out the lamllord s rent to certain contractors, who undertook ^lii# ; 
coiled and pay it regularly, for a certain commission; that the government sliare of tlwj 
r dqce derivaole from Ihc w^istc lands and some sundry advantages, were, it is true, ceded loa ¬ 
the mootahdar; but that govcrngient were determined to get a compensation for these 
advantages, which they transferral; so they sold the niootahs; that the price at which tlt^ v. 
were sold, might be considered high to tin* fasan r who bought, Iiut low in respect to govern^ / 
meal which sold; because the waste, thc^ chief advantage disposed of, is fike Ijales in the 
company’s godowti, when there is no demand in tiic market. In sach^a case, it ftiay luippon 
that no private merchant can afford to give the Company's price; buj sdll it may not be 
worth theik* while to sell for less, because they have* perhaps ^better metms of k^emn^ and 
dtspotkigof them, than any individual.* The sum was ther^forc inadequate 
blit wry hea^ to the purcbffser, and must, at all events, have diminislieil his 
* proving his new ^urcWc. Some senjiblc natives who have lieen for ye#fs, in^ revenit^ 
situauons under our and under native governments, and have had concoiai in mpot^k^ »em-% 
at a loss to understand the policy of selling 4ie niootahs, which iluy say gives rise to sach 
a *Boene of gambUng that ruins many individuals, and must occasion a loss to agri^hure. 
Low people, shoj^eepers, gomastahaand others, often Ixirrow,^ clubhiug their er<^it together 
andrpledging theiuture profits of the mootate, foi* the secuthy of the loan: this money jA 
borrowed, they |^y lo ^vemment, as nuzzeranab, or purchase i^oney, and are obliged ^1# 
«yat[rbm every nerve to repay their cr^itors« The natives |u:e at a lose to guess vte we womet. j

T 'I'he.nr eess’itic's of govt rnment, it ^would appear, obliged them to reserve tlu‘ whole; land- , 
iorj’s ri;ni; their suppo-cd incapacity to manage, made them cNchange their splid properly, 
for a vent charge secure<l on the land, that is, on the rent payable by the ryots. But ilu; * 
govermiionl did not transfer tin* actual property in the soil to the mootahdio-^, and at once 
make them landlords ; because they kept as niueli rent as they eouM, and only remitted so 
much, as seemed absolutely necessary tfl ensure the realization oi ii. The price at which 
the mootahs were sold, shows that the property dispo^:ed of, wa^ not valuable : the Salem 
mootahs originally sold for lo ]>er cent, on the annual jiiiiiiiiu. W'itai kind of an estate is 
that which sells for 19 per cent, of the land lax, for one year. In bhiglaml, \\lien‘ the rental 
is ^.*2,000. the land-tax at 4 Shillings in the pound is/.400.: what woulil he said lo a man 
who sold such an e^tatc for .^’.76.; winch is 19 per cent, on ,T-4<>o. But the land-tax of 
Krigiund, in many cases is not in* reality sixpence in the pound ; so that t]ie estate in 
England is a\ery dilTcrent thing from the moolah iu India; as dillercnl as a faiin is truiu an 
estate*. • * ■ 

Idle per-aentage drawn by the mootahdar, is a commission to ensure him ag.'iinst losses, 
^nd to compensate for his trouble and hkill of superintendaiiee. Until the net prodnex* of 
"the mootah is nearly Vloubk'd, there will be no landlord’s rent for the mootalular. When * 
iuis doubled, the moolahdar will pay half to governmenl, and keep half himself, rent. 
This hicrcase, may not take plu( e these fifty years, and until it tak(^ ptaec, tiu; inootahdar 
cannot be a landlord, properly speaking, because he will not enjoy half tlie rent, but the . 
«et produce; the rent must he troblexl before th^ ryots can possibly become small 
proprietors, and draw a share of the rent. Th® first increase, must certainly go to the 
mootaiulars, to give them a rent; and even tlioTigh the net produce be trcklcil, it is not 
Jikely that the second increase will go to the ryots, to give them a landlord’s rent. 

The moolahdar cannot alienate land, he cannot even legally let land for a term of years 
at less than the customary rent; because, did the law allow him to do %o, he might clandes¬ 
tinely transfer the pledge which government must always keep, as security for the due 
performance of his engagements to them. The rents of tile lands are the security for tlie 
government demand ; and they cannot lie alienated. The ryot has, therefore, no chance of 
ever bfVomiiig a small proprietor, in the way iu which fee tenants and villains became 
vcsopyholders. Then; arc other circumstances wdiich concur to keep the body of ryots in 
';theiv present dependent slate under mootahdars, and render their situation very different 
pm that of the tenants in Europe, who liave become freeholders. They become frec- 
pders or copyholdiTs in Europe, by eneioaeluneiits upon tiie landlords, or by improving 
_ 4t^jr lands to such a degree, tliat tlie old service or fee, or rent, which still continued the 
bcctime trifling in comparison to the net produce raised qn the land, and which 
%•; became tiie copyholder’s rent, and gave him so great an interest in the land, that he became 
the actual pi'oprictor. But here, the government, by dt^wing the rent which is now the 
> :t^l] Jaudiord’s rent, will prevent the ryot t'vom raising a rent tor himself by improvement, 
itiid will oblige him to interfere by laws, *40 prevent the alienation of rent from the 
inootahdar, wlio^is answerable for his rent. Tiie government must oblige the inootahdar to 
Jeoep.the reftr, even ug^aintl his own consent; for lie being but, an hereditary fanner, his 
tnoOtoii being securijy for llisrent to government, lu; can never, ought never, t^be pennitted 
to alicna^ land, or, wliat is the same thing, remit rent, lie may indeed doit, for a time. 
hM* as long as be hoidd the mootaii, but as*tlie favoured lessee will be always liable 

to, he e.aii never consider himself dixed on his bind, os a propric^^r. Thqji tlie 

system (say its enemies) clinches the fjjirmiiig system, and cinshes the hope of

From all my enquiries,^hi^ seemsithc chief advanttige resulting from, the systeqi t4^ die 
hulk of the ryots.* It secures them, tlie free full enjoymenl of their limils, their skill in 

• husbandry; they have a fair market for their labour and stock. 1 nis is a ^eat advantage, 
it is true; and' has lended to increase cultivation, in the moota i < istrmts;but this free 
•market may he secured, without fainfing, the land revtmye. ^ fixed rent, and liberty to 

. throw,up or*cu]ttyate what laud they please, would seeun^ it; but this is.not e^ugh to give i 

• them that spirit which 1 am anxious to see difUiscd among thfiii. They kdiustl^ve increased

grant it to a set of men, to-be created on purpose to enioy it, in the hope of their^ giving 
tip a little of it, to the ryots? Let us do it, direct. Why4nust we take the roundabout, , 
instead of the strait road r It is admitted, that iijwn the industry and stock of the ryots*, the * 


U 
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will perhaps filter through mootahdars, renters, and subrctitcrs; i^d a little of it, may reach 
the ryots; but had we not better pour it upon their heads, at once. 'Hie ryot pays 45 per 
I’cnt. of the produce in the Ceded Districts, give him up 12 or 15 per cent. moriS'and he 
will become a proprietor; at least, his interests in the land, his siturition will make him 
more like, what we usually call a proprietor, than the inooialidar. He w ill tlicn Imy^ 
another bullock, then dig a well, and gpply the share of the nuir, which he <lr.nvs, to the 
increasc'ot his slock, and improvement of his land; for he feels, fixed in it; he feels, a pro¬ 
perty in it.* The remission is applied immediately to increase and emionrage his slock ami 
industry. It is vested in the soli; it is made direct. If therefore, we pretend to be guided 
by humanity, there is no disputing the advantage of •this system. Of its pohey, to my 
mind, there seems little doubt, except as U? the immediate diminution of revenue. 

In regard to the cheapness and facility of collceiion ; the moot didarry system is, no 
■ doubt, a little cheaper than even|;i fixed ryotwarry .settlement; but stilh-say its adversaries) 
.wc could suggest| a cheaper and sim[)lcr still; suppose for instance, government divide die 
Ceded Districts, or any other large provim-e, into great farms, of tv\o or three lacs of pa¬ 
godas^ each, and advertise for sfJhleil j)roposais, promising to give tlu'.'se farms, to the highest 
bidder, many adventurers would come forward, and would not only olfer, hut would perhaps 
actually collect and pay tlic^ revenue, at a much less expense than it could be colleeled, under 
any other system. Such a a plan would^Iso (say the friends of the ryotwarry) be attended 
.with many otber advantages, attributed to the mootahdarry system. Accounts would be 
sigaplifiod. The board,of revenue, and the colleclors, would not be plagued, with the setrte- 
iilents, with the troublesome details of tuecavy and tank repairs. If the mootahdarry sy>^tcni 
is gpod, because .simple; this plan is .still better, because mure simple stilK If good, because 
cheap this is better, because cheaper still. That a ryotwarry system, is attended with some 
detail, and that the revenue oHicers mu.st think and act a little, to carry it on well, is true; but 
ail governments, all human affairs, are ariendcd with some difficulty and trouble; and the more 
pai9s that are bestowed upon them, the better tre they in general conducted. However 
'(continue the advocates for ryotwarry) a fixed ryotwarry system will not, on the whole, be 
more difficult or intricate thmi the mootahdarry wtem, when estates begin to diminish, by 
I the operation of tlic Hindoo law of succession. The various intricate tenures, law suits, the 
distfioution of government rent, upon divided portions of mootahs, will at least produce as 
* much trouble, in one shape as another; to one person or another, as the ryotwarry. If the 
collectors are a little relieved, the courts of justice will be overwhelmed ; and law suits and 
delays will tend to lower the value of land. There indeed, seems to be some justice in this 
objection to mootahs, and in ihc representations of the advocates for ryotwarry, who say, 
^l^at when the rent of each field is fixed at so low a rate, that the ryot becomes a fixed 
; ^ira^er, and in time, a proprietor, the register of a collector will in time, be like the roll 
' lijf All army ; he will collect, as easily from 20,000 small laud-owners, as the paymaster pays 
soldiers: at least, allowing tor tlie difference between the difficulty of getting men 
te'^y,and easiness of getting them to receive, their proper ouota of money. In England 
ttoi:iHnd«tax is light, and fixed, and 1 believe, docs not involve much* detail or difficulty: 
jbiUt the window-tax, the excise, the customs, must be full as intricate; must require as 
many accounts, must involve as much trouble, as a lyotw&r settlement. Even here, the 
. customs in any frontier district, require more attention to accounts, and more intricate 
' details, than the whole ryotwarry detail of land Avenue, it appears extraordinary to many 
peO{de, and among others, to me, that under a government like ours, where there are so 
.. many boards, seciretaries,^conectors and civilians; so many gentlemen of the pen, well paid 
and well qudified torcpiiduclf this formidable detail; men who have conductcd'it succe^- 
fully for spine years; that the ^trouble should be urged, as an argument in favour of 
mootalilr. *

This stock belongs to the Vyot^‘* 
veuy Vidoiji to tile luooraiidar. It is only when a great ryot becomes a niootalular, tha: bo 
ha- stock and land of his own: but, as'^it has been already observed, the law keeps 

moolahs above 500 pagodas annual rent, prevents tlie rj^ois fvpm taking inooUu^rj^ because 
so great a coriecni as a farm above /sno pagodas, is considorcd rcyynue ^ann, a durbar 
croiarm, a«id atlcmled with gro.'iler risk and mauagcmcMit, than an individual ryoi can incur. 
Tfie gic[it( s^?ir.,„:„<|jvr uHers no better security than the n uts of the zemindrirry,«ftr private 
fortune, eb rivod from thoic wry reiils vvhjt;h will gtm^ly be out of leaeli. How are 
the niiears agaioit the zemindars, who have not paiil TOTrftarly, to be recovered, hut from 
the ;''eUMn(lairy lands? but liutds wtV* there before^ and llic ryots, who render them 
vahinbie. * llefore, nobody but tb.c ivot could fail; now, not only tlic ryot, hnifilu: mootah-' ' 
dar, may failthe rent may sl^*p between the |•y<^t and the eash chc»t. If tlk: jnootalular 
fails, it may he stiifl thifi the security eoiisisls of'thc incorporeal properly of percent, of

^constituted, Uwo hmidn'd Iltlle e-tate^, the aetual proiicrty of iw'o luuidred small pro- 
priorors, who enjoyid the soliil property, the full riglits, privileges, and powers, wliieh 
Voiistitute absolute prbpiTiy, even though it consisted only of 15 per cent of ihe landlmirs 
rc*Qt, would be .inor<’ valu.ihle than two hundred siieh plots of laud, when* the nufilities 
of property are divided betwieii government, the mootahdar, ami the ryot, ami where 
IJsay fUe adversaries of the *y-iem) government is forced, by an unnatural faiiiiiiig system, 
to impose tirbirn ry restrietioas u|jon the transactions tejatiiig to land. Sup()oiiig the lamlii 
*to be equally valuable, ihe full absolute propeitv, in the one ease, would lender them 
n^KU’C valuable than the divided properly, in the^ilfier. But the jreat point,is, lo fix the 
ryot to Iiis larin, to many him, as il were, lo a certain field ; to give linn sucli an interest 
in it, as to iiiijnovi? it lo ilie iiiir.osl. I'he two hundred small proprietors would improve 
their land mueli more, it may hi? supposed, lliun lUe tcmpoiary fiinncis under the inooUih- 
<lars, would imjirove tluirs. 'rhe ( States of the small proprietors would therefoie be more 
valuable, and afford greater seeurily to the revenue. !t must, [ should imagine, bo always 
Itept in vh'w, that this pi'iiiusuL is almost depopulated; that under our goveramont a great* 
mereasc*of population may be e.\|ji eiod in this mild climate, among a people with r^ioiii 
^narriage is a religious duly*; that, fueljily for the government of tlie couiUiy, the great body 
of thi> people are Im^baudineu by profession, I may almost say, by Instinct; men whe 
consider agriculture their only business, the only tiling they citme into the world to 
jpe^rform. 

These men, will always i xti Jid and improve the cultivation if properly encouraged.; and 
therefore a gteal n veiuu may be expcetdl from tlw? waste lands, when thc«tock and popu* 
Nation of the country iia^ increas’d to such a degree, as to cwicupy tfiem. f ioyeniment, by 
keeping this waste in thiir own linmls, may manage the mtirket of lauds, just as the Duu>ff 
are saitl lo have dor.e ih:it of spices; by refusing w aste, ihl^y will rai^ the value of occupied 
land; by giving it up, they will keep down ^Jie value of occupied land. They may manage

\?ith the view of making them small proprietors, to pay irgulaily. ll w ill llierefuie, bij ngli* 
to weigh well, wlictluTornot the loss, wliicli this diflercnct^w ill occasion, will be coinpens^ifeffi 
by any equivalent udvantages. The chief pecuniary advantage, vvbicli will mist; fioin a 
ryolwar system, would be tiie increased revenue de/ivalJle. from waste, as the slock and

0 ur conduct in regard to the (I may take them at) six millions of persons, who arc con- 
ccriKHl in the decision of this question, wtjl show oar principles. 1 liere. are perhaps six 
millions of persqjis engaged in agrieidiure, who vvill he aflccted by tiic settlement which is* 
made with them. Thest* persons "must jive )>y agrieulture ; their inslinetive application to* 
iiusliandxy, 1 may say, is what supports tlie scheme of government. VVitliouf it, this 
country had long ago been reduced to a desert, by w^ar, bail seasons, and bad govcrtnncrit. 

These husbandmen pay our armies, support our costly cst.ibiishmenrs, providq our invest- 
metfU, and, under good mamigoment, could support a hritish army in (icrinany to fight tn^ 

' battles of the state. Shall we leave these men to struggle under a heavy, in «ome. casei, « 
rack rent ? Shall w'e transler lliem with this burthen 011 their shoul<lcr» loihe mootalidaf, 
like so many cattle .= Or shall we excite their industry, aud inc rease their^tock, by givinii 
them a share of the retit, and look for a coiniKMisation, in an iiiciea.>>ed revenue derived from 
4iugmented stock, population, and industryThis inny be sa d to be all th(*ory, not to be put 
in practice; bat*11 Ts practicable. The result will follow tlie cause?, us certainly as any ottfer 
^ •moral effcicts result from their causes. It is a [lerfVct syllogism—as light rent increases tb^ 
comforts and stock of the fai^iier; comforts and slock increase populaiic^i and cultivation; 
jxipulation and cullivalion inereast? the public revenue; nobody will this: but tiniv 
always .seems some dffiiculty attending the practicef.

This operation of the courts, w ill, perhaps, in some degree, impede the collection of fcie 
revenue; and all I fear is,tlKit tlic reiuissiony if granted, may for some years, go to tlv^^xrjfiHors, 
raiher than lx*nc'fit the ryots. In the end, however, this will ipt much signify,ihA^cause it 
will still increase the general ngriculturul stock, whether ft be boifrowcd ari<f employed, or 
’ 4 *tnplo\cd and enjoyed by the ryots thein.selves. As tlie remission or rather share of the Idnd- 
Jqnrs rent nill stick to tlie land under all trarisfeis, it will be valuable property, and)will, in 
the enfl, fall in^o'thc hands of some industrious person. 

Courts liowcvcr, are not only beneficial, but actually necessary. However, 1 int'Mntaim ’ 
that a lig^it rent in the present state of the country, is stdl more necessaiy; that goveniineiit 
oM5^ht*to !iy»to lighten the burthen as much as possible* / that to or 15, or even io per cent, 
is no object, ill com[)i.'tition to tlic iin|>rovcn:eut of the eoiintry.

risque and trouhh.* of collection ; k<' are Ceiiamly deceived. It may be s.iid, that things go on 
Well, tiuit the inootahdars pay, th^n the coiyitry improves*; but under our lumonrable govern¬ 
ment, d<‘fendefl by our army ; a eouniry so fertile; a people hO imliistrioiis, will tbrivo, in 
spite evtm of a lri<l sy^iem, just, as a stout child grows |i«d become-! a sturdy youth, in the 
mid-st of rags and poverty. • I f!o not mean to say the system is bad. I only mean to say, 
that in spite of il^ faults, the cmiritry wilklmprove; because for many llioiisand years, it lias 
been a rich po|tuloiis eountry, whenever 30 or 40 years of peace allowed it to rise, into its 
luitftrai slfite. lJut if tlx; eouatry tlhives, it is iVom other causes; not because goveris- 
uient, has fanned the land revenue.
